T hathbeen the Pradtice of all well-govern'd Means yn 
Kingdoms and States, to encourage Merit gewad. 
by Keward. Merit conſiſts in the perfor- 
mance of ſome vertuous Attion, directed 
to the Publick good. As Yertue is either 
Military or Civil fo Reward is differently 
diſtributed, either by Honor or Profit - to 
the end, each ſort of Yertye may have its 
proper and ſuitable Reward. 

And though in a moral and ſtrict ſence, 
Vertue 1s to be accounted 1ts own Reward 3 
yet 1n regard there are very many , who not 
ſo much from a vertuous Principle, as to ob- 
tain Wealth or Honor, are drawn oft- 

times to aCt meritoriouſly 3 therefore it was provided, by the wiſeſt Founders 

of Empires, and Common-wealths, to take ſpecial care, no leſs for the encou- 

ragement of well-doing (by ſetting up Reward as a Prize, for brave endea- 

vours to aim at, proſecute and carry 3 and conſequently to exalt men ac- 

cording to their merit) then for the puniſhment of vitious and ignoble actions :

Chevalier de Fordre de Paradis, as he is called in the 5 Inſtrument of Fleftion of i Prnes Came- 
our King Herry the Eighth, into the ſaid Order of Saint Michael, by the French © a 
King Francis the firſt : Yet may we very well athrm, Kighthood to be ncer as an- 
cient as Patour and Heroick Vertue 3 albeit the Ceremonies and Circumſtances }. 
thereof, have been much varied and transformed in ſeveral Ages, and among the 
ſeveral Nations, where this Dignity hath at any timeflouriſhed. And therefore 
with much probability, and ſome juſtice, may we derive the Original of »litiry : 
Honor, whence molt of our Ewropeans account it their greateſt honor to rind | 
their Original, namely, from Troy. | 
For of how great renownits Kzjehts were of old, namely, Helfor,Troilus, #ncas. 
Antenor, with many others, for ther Kmightly deeds 5 and how great glory they 
acquired by their military Vertue, may be ſufficiently learnt from thoſe things, which 
are recorded in the Hiſtories of them. 

So among the Greeks, Agamemmon, Menelaus, Pelens, Hercules, Diomedes. Tel1- 
mon,Ulyſſes, Patroclas, and (everal others, were ſuch, as left behind them, an ever- A 
laſting Memorial of their Knightly actions 3 to inflame the young Nobility that 
was growing up, by the examples of Achilles, and themſelves, to the imitation 
and purſuit of their vertnes and valiant enterpriſes. 

But leſt this may be thought too much to be granted, we ſhall endeavour to 
ſtrengthen our conjecture, with ſome obſervations out of H omer, by whom we 
often find the word ini7y;, uſed in the ſame ſenſe, as Fquer was afterwards among

YValerizs the Father(who cauſed this Fpitaph to 
be inſcribed) was then no Sexator,*but a Kr3g/t, and of the Equeitrian order, 
though not noted with that Title in the, Inſcriptions and conlequently, that his 
Son Yalerins might therefore juſtly be ſaid tobe Natns Eques Romanus. For when 
once a man was admitted intothe Equeſtrian Dignity, the appellotion of Eques be- 
longed, and was accuſtomably given to all his ma'e itjue, who kept that Title, 
until they were advanced into the Sexate,or degraded for ſome miſdemeanour.

And thus have we let'in & glimps of the Equeſtrian Order, eſtabliſhed among 
the Romans, with its Dignity and Honors, which for many Ages flouriſhed in 
great glory and reputation; it being the continual care of that famous Nation, 

.- to preſerve, partly, the Fame of valiant men to poſterity,by the memory of their 
noble: Acts 3 and partly, to ftir up the ſpirits of the younger ſort, to the 1mitation 
of their Yirtze 3 upon whom:'the glory of their Anceſtors might have ſuch an in- 

fluence, as to make them eagerly contend for the attainment of a like degree of 
Honor, by proportionatedegrees of Virtue and Noble deeds. All which we have 
thought requifite to bring in by way of Introduction, to thoſe Knightly. Honors, 
that afterwards ſucceeded in the world. 

What we have further to ſay inthis Chapter, ſhall be to touch upon thoſe de- 

grees of Knighthood, which have been perſonal, and obtained by Creation only, 
(after.ſuch time as the French Empire took beginning) and are, or may be com- 
prehended, under the modern Title of Equites Awrati, or Milites (impliees, (be- 
ing indeed all of one nature, albeit they received ſeveral denominations, from 
thoſe various Enſigns of Honor, and Ceremonies of Creation, wherewith the 
Dignity hath been in ſeveral Ages fince particularly beſtowed) and as this Fque- 
firian Dignity 1s diſtinguiſhed from the ſeveral  0rders of Chevalry inſtituted in 
Chriſtendom, whether they be of greater orleſs note, who have receivedtheir 
Fittesas K7ghts, uſed together with that of their peculiar Orders, which differ- 
enceth them from thoſe we call 17/ites fmplices. 'Inthe circumſtances of whoſe 
Creation, we confeſs that nothing in the Ordo Fqueſtris amGnpuehe ancient Ao-

It is the moſt received opinion, that our King Herry the Fourth, firſt inſtituted 
theſe Knehbts ; and trueitis, according to* Sir Sohn Froiſard, He at his Corona- 1+ 
tion (to adde to the luſtre and magnificence of it_) created (ix and forty of them ; 
making an eſpecial choice of ſuch as he favoured, either out of an inward affe- 
Qion, or conſideration of their ſervice or deſerts. 

And as hedeſigned them to attend him in the Ceremonies of his Coronation, 
then at hand, ſo did he retam them neerer unto his perſon; thereby ſeeming to 
honor them with amore familiar conſociation, than he vouchſafed tothe Knights 
Batchelors. 

Bur if the Ceremonies and circumſtances of their Creation be well conſidered, 
jt will appear that this Kizg didnot inſtitute, but rather reſtore, the ancient man- 
ner of making Knights 3 and conſequently, that the K»rights of the Bath are in 
truth no other than Knights Batchelors, that 1sto ſay, ſuch as are created with 
thoſe Ceremonies wherewith Kights Batchelors were formerly created by E-- 
clefiaſticks 5 but ſome of them having been for a long time laid aſide with us, 
were then brought again into uſe, and made peculiar to the Degree of Knjehts 
of the Bath, and ſince continued to them, upon ſome ſolemn and preat oc- 
caſion. 

At the firſt view, this Degree looks like a peculiar and diſtint 0rdey of Knight- 
hood, and may perhaps (by ſome) be thought more fit to be ſpoken of in the third 
Chapter rather than here : But it cannot properly and juſtly be fo accounted, if 
we conlider, thatthey have hot either Statutes or Laws aſſigned them, nor are 
they in caſe of vacancy ſupplied; (which are the effentials of diſtin& orders) 
nor do they wear their Robes beyond the time of that occaſion upon which they 
were created ; as chiefly the Coronation of Kings and Queens of Frgland, or 
otherwiſe the Creation of a Prizce of Wales, Dake of Tork, and the like, where- 
to alſo is tobe conſidered, that their Number hath been uncertain, and always at 
the pleaſure of the King. s 

Andrew Favin will have theſe Knights to be otherwiſe called * Knights of the * £n le Theatrd 
Crown, becauſe (ſaith he) to diſtinguiſh them from Efquires, they wear upon © Heer 4, 
their left ſhoulders an Eſcatcheon of Black Silk, with three Crowns of Gold em-"*© © 
broidered thereon. But this is a great miſtake, for it is not found that ſuch, or 
indeedany other Badge, was at any time (after that manner) uſed by them, ſave 
only a Silk Lace; butthe Jewel worn, to be known by, is made of Gold, con- 
taining three Crowns, with this Motto, Tris jun in wma, and hanging down 
under the leftarm at a Carnation Ribbon worn croſs the body. 

This leads us to the conlideration of another Degree among us here in E#g- naronets, 
lent, namely, Beronets, who ſeem to be allied to Knighthood, by having granted 

to 
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to them the addition of $&7r to be ſet before their Names; but this Title gives 

not the Dignity of Kighthood, nor can any of them be properly ſtiled Knights, 

until they be actually knighted. 

It is a Degree but of a late eretion,to wit,in the ninth year of King James, and 
the grant thereof made only by Letters Patents under the Great Seal of England, 
a Copy of one of which 1s tranſcribed into the Titles of Honor. This Honor 1s 
made hereditary tothem, and the Heirs males of their bodies lawfully begotten, 
for ever; and by a ſubſequent Decree, of the ſaid Kirg, precedence 1s granted 
* Rot. Pat. an. to them before all Bunerets, *except ſuch as ſhould be made by the Kirg, his 
10.F4-P% Heirs, and Succeſſors, under his or their Standard difplaid in an Army royal, in 

open War, and the King perſonally preſent; and next unto and immediately at- 
ter the younger Sons of Y5ſcounts and Barons.

From this learned Author we ſhall add a further obſervation; that Fquzs publi- 
c#5 (which doth often occur in old Monuments and Inſcriptions.) is by a, won- 
drous, but nevertheleſs an accuſtomed ſpeech among the Komars, taken for the 
perſon himſelf, © qui Equo,publico meret, that is, for one of the Equeſtrian Order, 
or that ſerved with a publick Horſe 3 but qui Equo publico donatus, for one, 'to 
whom a publick Horſe had been given by the Emperor, asan honorary reward. 

Another Enſign of the Equeſtrian Order was a Ring: a Ring in Latin is called 
Annulas, 2 Circuitu, from the roundneſs of its figure, whereby the Finger, as with 
a Crown is incircled ; It is alſo taken diminutively from 4zzxs the year, from 
!ts circulating within it ſelf: but the Grecians have derived its name from the 
Finger, vis. that part of the body whereon it is worn, and called it fzexrvaor- 

That it hath been very anciently uſed, is undeniable, ſeeing the Author of the 
Book of 4 Geneſis hath noted Pharaoh to have taken off his Ring (then eſteemed 
one of his Kzngly Enſcens,) and putit upon Joſephs hand. | |

' A S touching the &xal;fications which formerly made perlons capable of this 
Honor of Kmrghthosd, the principal and moſt remarkable were theſe three, 
Aterit.

In the right diſtribution of this Honor and Dignity, Aerit has been by all al- s. Merit; 
lowed to challenge a principal ſhare; and the deferving judged fitteſt to be 
preferr'd, before thoſe who wanted that Qualification. | 

Among the KRomary,no Soldier was denyed or cnvyed his part in the Prizes of 
Honor or Recompence, to wit, that fort of Crows, or ſuch other of the Mzlita- 
ry Rewards which their valour had deſcrved 5, and notonly their Emperors, but - 
all other Princes found the advantage of conferrwg benefits on the meritorious, 
in being thereby beſt ſerved : For thofe who have ſhewed themſelves inclined to 
noble and valiant Aftions, having once taſted the ſweet of Reward, are gene- 
rally 1o encouraged, as no danger hath ſeem'd roo great to attempt, no enterpriſe

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teach them, that upon their taking of this Order, it did behove them to be pure of 
heart and mind, and of virtuous inclinations, valiantly to ſuffer for virtues ſake, 
all manner of pains and neceſſities, to be circumſpe# in word and deed, and above 
all to obſerve Faith and Truth. _ | 

' And much to the ſame effect, but more particularly to the Ceremonies uſed, 
"Favin tells us.That the proof of Nobility being made(after the manner which a little 
before he ſets down) the:Eiquire prepared himſelf to receive the Order of Knight- 
hood, watching the night. before in the Church or Chappel, with devout Prayers and 
Meditation : When morning came,he entred intohis Bath, to waſh and make clean his 
whole Body, whereby he waz given to know and underſtand, that in all. his following 
life time, he ought to be neat and clean, as well of Body as Soul, honeſt in his Man- 
ners, and behaviour of life, wholly diſpoſed to imbrace Virtue, and to uſe in all his 
ations, Modeſty, Providence, and Wiſdom. k- 

- And thar the like religious Ceremonies were heretofore (about the time of 
Alphonſas the Tenth) obſerved in Spairat the Creation of Knights, whether they 
were Cavellerys de Eſpuela d Orada, or Armados (which are nogather than our 
Fquites Anrati, or Knights Batchellors ) may be ſeen in the *» Tall of Honor, our 
learned Seldex having collefted and tranſcribed thither the manner of ſuch Crea- 
tion, from the Spaniſh Partidas 3 and1s briefly thus. 

The Per/oz that was tobe Knighted was Bathed on the Evening, and preſently 
laid in Bed, then clothed in rich Robes, and led to the Church, to perform his 
Vigilsz that being over, and Maſs heard, his Spxrs were put on, and his Sword 
girt unto him, then drawn out, and pur into his right hand 3 whereupon the Oath 
was forthwith adminiſtred to him, which taken, hethat beſtowed the Dignity, 
gave him wn4 Peſcocade, a blow or {troke on the neck, ſaying, God aſſiſt you ir 
the performance of that which you have promiſed. | 

To the aforetaid Ceremonies of creating a K7zght, an Oath was for the moſt 
part adjoined, which drew its original from the A77/;tary Oath, impoſed anciently 
upon the Roman Soldiers, (everal particulars of which are colle&ted by * Sir l- 
liar Segar, ſometime Garter, principal King of Arms. | 

This 0ath or vow of Profeſlion® Faviroblerves to have been at all times, and in 

all places, continually uniform and alike 3 and tothe ſame purpoſe cites a paſſage 
out of Saint Hierom, relating to Nepotianus, who had the Military Belt beſtowed 
upon him, to the end, That he ſhould relieve and prote Widows, Fatherleſs, the op- 
preſſed and miſerable, andthele particulars, together with the defence of the Church 
of God, made up afterwards the ſubſtance of the general yow, which for a 
Knight to obſerve and keep, and to perform all that belongs to the Order of Knjeght- 
hood, was (as? Mir. Selden obſerves) eſteemed as meritorious, as to do all that a Monk, 
Frier, or Canon reeular ſhould. | 

In the aforeſaid Example of W:11;a-: Earl of Holland, it is particulatly mention- 
ed, that at the requeſt of the King of Bohemia, he might have the! Yow of his 
profeſſion adminiſtreds whereupon the Cardinal Petrus Capucins, gave him ad- 
monition, what a Kzight ought to be, in an Acroſtick, according tothe Etymo- 
logy of his name Miles, thus,

Among the religious Ceremonies of making a Kzght (called ſometimes con ſe- 
crare Militem) ſet down by Mr. Selder, Favin, and Petrus Bleſſenſss, there is par- 
ticular mention made of conſecrating the $word, offering it at the Altar, and re- 
ceiving it again from thence; which manner of reception from the Altar, was an 
imphicite kind of taking an 0ath, as may be deduced from the ſaid Petrys Bleſſenſes, 
who faith, * That Candidates in his time received their Swords from the Altar,that they 
might profeſs themſelves the Sons of the Church, and that they received the Sword, ts

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the honor of the Prieſthood, defence of the poor, puniſhment of AMul:j 


liverance of their Country. 

Laſtly, at the inſtitution of thoſe Chriſtian Orders of Knighthood, ercted for 
the defence of the Holy-Land (which we ſhall in the next Chapter diſcourſe of) 
the Knights entred into a ſolemn Yow and Oath, chiefly to propagate, and fight in 
defence of the Chriſtian Faith, and to repel the violence and cruclties of Pagans 
and Saracens. 

In fine, among the various Cerefnonies performed at the admiſlion of Knights, 
in all the ſeveral Orders and Societies of Knighthood, whether Religious or Secu- 
lar, which have beenerected; there are none eſteemed greater, or ought more 
ſolemnly to be obſerved, than the taking of an 0ath. 

It wasinthetimes of Peace and great leiſure, that the before-mentioned ſolemn 
and tedious Ceremonies, uſed at the — of Knights, were obſerved; whe- 
ther by great Princes in their own Courts, or by Eccleſcaſticks in the Church : but 
much otherwiſe in times of War, or on a day of Battel, where the hurry and 
throng of Affairs, gavenot time for ſo long and troubleſome Ceremonies: And 
therefore, aſwell beforethe joining of Battel, as after Victory obtain'd (the* one 
to encourage and {tir up the Valor and Virtue of gallant men to overcome, or it 
they dyed infight, to give their bodies the Honor of Knightly Enterment : the 
other to reward the eminent prowels, and valiant performances of thole that hap- 
ned to ſurvive) it was uſual for the Prince or General,in the Field and fight of the 
whole Army, to give thoſe whom he thought fit to advance to the Honor of 
Kniehthood (they humbly kneeling before him) a*ſtroke with a naked $word, 
fat-wiſe upon their ſhoulders, or elſe to touch their, heads or ſhoulders lightly 
as aforeſaid, without any other Ceremony , except pronouncing the ® words of 
Creation, which latter kind of Ceremony 1s uſed in Exrope at this day, it ſupply- 
ing all the reſt : and this we commonly call Dubbing, the old Engliſh natr uſed 
for creating of a Knight. | 

As touching thoſe Ceremonies, uſed at the making of a Knight in Scotland, 
which are chiefly dubbing with a Sword, and putting on £ywrs, together with the 
particulars which the Knights 04th contains, ſec our learned Seldens * Titles of Ho- 
zor, they being for ſubſtance, much the ſame, with what the Kxights of former 
Ages either ſworeor profelſt. 

The Benediction of a new K7ght, at the time of his Creation by the Pope, or 
thoſe, whoſe power in this particular is derivative from him, as it 1s ſet down in 
the Pontificale Romanum, may be found there; or in the ſaid Titles of Honor,whi- 
ther it 1s tranſcribed. 

But there is another manner of creating of K»zghts abroad, namely, by Royal 
Codicils, or Letters Patents (theſe the Spaniards call Privilegios de Cavelleria) and 
thereupon ſuch Kzzights are intituled, ® Equites Codicillares; and this withont any 
actual Ceremony or Solemnity 3 tor the Codicils were chiefly delign'd, to ſupply 
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the ordinary way of Dubbing, to thoſe who dwelt in remote Countries, yet under dem facit) 
the Dominion of the Prince that beſtowed the Honor. | Codicillares 
appellare jotes, 


In theſe Inſtruments, the Emperor or King 1s ſaid thereby, to make and create 
them Xz7ghts, willing and intending that thence-forward they ſhould be held and 
reputed for ſuchz and moreover grants, that they ſhall,in all their acts and affairs, 
enjoy all the Rights, Liberties, and Franchiſes, accuſtomably due*to all other 
Knights, throughout all his Dominmions, aſwell alſo in the ſame form and man- 
ner, as if the perſon had been aftually K»ighted by his own hand. 

Of this manner of Creation, two Preſidents are exhibited by the Author of the 
© Juriſprudentia Heroica, the one granted by Philip the Fourth King of $pain, to 
Sir Philip Ryckewaert, Councellor of his Council of Brabant, dated at Madrid 
the twenty ſeventh of 0ober 1663. and the other by the preſent King, namely, 
Charles the Firſt, and Mary Anne Queen Regent, to® Leon Jean de Pape, Coun- 
cellor alſo, and Advocate of the Exchequer, of his ſaid Council of Brabant, dated 
likewiſe at Madrid the ſixteenth day of December Anno Domini 1665. 

Theſe Royal Codicils have ſometimes (though very — extended fo far, as

4 "a $ Empire (as there it 1s called) is ny by him (20. Nov. 1553.) to< Sir Stepherr 
 *  Prats of Barceloz, and made to reath to his poſterity, which then, or afterwards, 
d Pag. 419 ſhould be born. As alſo another of the ſame Emperors, made to Lyras de Broyart, 
the twenty fonrth day of September 1540. that extends much farther, to wit, not 
only to himſelf and Children, born or to be born, their Succeſſors and Heirs, 
and the Succeflors and Heirs of their Children, born in lawful Matrimony, and 
carrying the Surname of Broyart; but alſo to all thoſe who ſhould/marry any of 
the Daughters of the ſaid Lxke, or the Daughters of his Sons, their Succeſlors 
or Heirs. | 
There are beſides Examples of Grazts in this nature, which take in the Colla- 
teral Lines, as in that ancient Diploma, which Sir Edward Bysſhe Knight, Cla- 
e Page24- rencenx King of Arms, hath transferr'd to his* Notes pon Upton,' where it ap- 
pears, that Raymond Viſcount of Twine, arno 1219. granted to Kodolph de B2jſz, 
thatheandhis Nephews ("Sons to his Brother Ademzar) and their Succeſſors ſhould 
be Kniehts, and enjoy all the Priviledges and Honors of Knights : This 1s the an- 
cienteſt that I have met with of this ſort 5 to which there is another in that place 
adjoined, whereby Maximilian the Emperor granted the Dignity of Knighthood 
FP48.25 to f Thomas Sdlernitana, Preſident of the Council of Naples, and to his ſeven Bro- 
thers therein named, and their Sons born or to be born, and their Male deſcen- 
dants in infinitun. | 
But there is one Example of greater rarity, in relation to the creating of 
Knights, than any yet remembred, 23z. by the bare ſignification of a Kingly Letter, 
without uſing either any of the afore-mentioned Ceremonies, or granting Letters 
Patents under Seal to that purpoſe. Of which kind the Axthor of the Suriſpre- 
# Frag. af. dentia Heroica, gives an inſtance worthy taking notice of: where s Ph;lip the 
Fourth King of $pair, the hfteenth of Jaxmrary 1633. conferr'd upon all the Cap- 
tzins that had behaved themſelves valiantly in the defence of Maſtricht (then 
lately belieged by the Hollanders) and remained faithful tothe Spaniſh interelt, to 
wit, ®to thoſe of them that were Gentlemen, the title of Knights; and to others that 
of Gentlemen. | | 
Having thus briefly ſhewed the various forms of Creation of Knights Batchelors, 
if any be further detirous to know, what were the ancient AKtes and Ceremonies, 
uſed at the making of Knights Bamerets among us, the Example of Sir John Chan- 
dos, in the Reign of King Fdward the Third, will give ſufficient information,

In the cloſe of this Chapter, we think fit to inſert a few memorials of that ad- peclarations 
ditional favour(1in augmentation of the Krzghtly Honor) which ſome of our Kings of Knighthood 


have pleas'd to atiord thoſe Strangers, on whom they have conferr'd the Dignity 
of Kniehthood; and to make it more known gnd publick, given Declarations 
thereof under the Great Seal of Exgland (where the perſon fo honored made fute 
for the ſame) whereby they have declared and atteſted, that willingly, and of 
their own accord, they have givenand conferr'd onthem the Degree, Honor.,and 
Title of a Knzght, as due to their Virtues and Merits ; to the end, that thoſe per- 
ſons ſhould be el\teemed and ranked in the place and number of Knights, atwell 
among their own Subjects, as in their own Countrics, and alſo by all perſons 
elſewhere 3 no leſs than themſelves ſhould eſteem any other honorable and wor- 
thy men, adorned with the like Honor fromother Kings and Princes. 

The firſt that we have met with in this kind, was given by King Herry the 
Eighth, to Sir Gregory de Caal;s, born of a Noble Family in Xome, on whom in 
conſideration of his Virtues and Merits, the Xie had beſtowed the Honor of 
Knighthood 3 as may be collected from a s/Yarrart directed to the Cardinal Arch- 
Biſhop of York his Chancellor, ro make out Letters Patents under the Great 
Sea], as well of the ſaid Order of Knighthood, as of the Grant of an annual Pecn- 
lion, of two hundred Crowns of Gold per 4:2um, during his life; for the better 
and more honorable maintenance of that Dignity. | 

His late Majeſty of ever blefled memory, King Charles the Firſt. having Kmght- 
ed Sir James Cats, Doctor of Law, Syndick of Dort, and Ambailador extraordi- 
nary to his faid Majeſty from the States General of the United Provinces; was allo 
pleas'd (26* Jar.

SECT. IL 


The Chriſtian Inſtitution of Knightly Orders. 


Cy 


UT waving further inſtances of this nature, we ſhall touch upon the occa- 
ſion of founding Societies and Orders of Knighthood, in the times of Chriſtia- 
nity. The grounds of their Erection were ſeveral and different (though all termi- 
nated in one common end) among which the principal were theſe that follow. 
Firſt, a perfect and ſincere loveto Hozor, and a regard had to the prudent ma- 
nagement and continual advancement of A/:litary Afﬀairsz and therein chiefly to 
excite and promote Virtue, and to confer on it a futable Reward, 

ePrefatis 24 Such was the Deſign of King Arthur of Britains who* being wonderfully de- 

Lib.Nigram, lighted with the valiant emulation and military experience of gallant and worthy 

men (in whoſe policy, ſtrength, and induſtry he might confidently and ſafely rely, 
if need required, in all urgent and hazardous enterprizes, enjoined ſuch as had 
eſpecially {ignalized themſelves by their Martial Actions,a freedom and familiari- 
ty, not only with one another, but even with himſelf: And further, to honor and 
reward their valour and deſert; he formed himfelf and them intoa Body and Fel- 
lowſhip, which he ſtiled K27ghts of the Ronnd Table. 

; Upon which account alſo the 4f7/:tary Orders of the Oak in Navarr, the Gennet 
E-5 in France, the Crown Royal among the Frizons, the Dove 1n Caſtile, and the Bear 
in Switzerland,took their beginning : and hitherto may be referr'd the foundation 
of the moſt Noble 0rder of the Garter, as ſhall appear anon. 

Secondly, it is not altogether from our purpoſe, that the generality of Romances, 
and ſeveral modern and heroic Poems (ſome of which are before remembred) 
make ſuch frequent mention of K7ghts Errant,riding up and down to encounter 
Pagans; for another famous cauſe of erecting Kzghtly Orders,ſprung from this oc- 
cation, namely, the Incurlions and Robberies of the Saracens and Barbarians : 
to repel the violence and cruelty whereof, to vindicate the oppreſſed, redeem 
the injured and enſlaved, to give entertainment and. relief to Pilgrims and Stran- 
gers, were part of the Dut:esto which the Kz7ghts Hoſpitallers, Templers, and thoſe 
of Saint James in Gallicia, ſrood engaged by their firſt foundation. 

A third reaſon was to fight in defence of the Chriſtian Faith, againſt Pagars 
and 7»fidels, to propagate the Chriſtian Territories, and to promote the ſervice 

| of the Catholick Church 3 which was the chief cauſe why the Orders laſt men- 
tioned were inſtituted, as alſo thoſe other of the Holy Sepalchre, Calatrava, Al- 
cantara, St. Saviour of Monnt Royal, our Lady of Monteſa, of Chriſt 1n Portugal, and 
the Sword-Bearers in Livonia. 

And indeed, theſe were the main inducements that engaged them, and many 
other Orders of Knighthood (inſtituted inthe Chriſtian world) to do famous things 
in the cauſe of Religion: So that their holy zeal may be ſaid to have very far 
contributed to the propagation and advancement of the Chriſtian Profeſſion: 
tince generally the Xzjghts of theſe Orders have employ'd themſ(elves in the ſer- 
vice of God, and ſpent their blood 1n the defence of his Faith, againſt Saracens, 
Turks, and Vnbeliewers. | Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, when Soverargn Princes found themſelves imbroiled in Wars or dan- 
gerous Factions, a fourth reaſon of erecting ſuch Orders, was, that they might 
by ſuch a Tye (as the Combination of many valiant Knights into a Fraternity ) 
reſtore Peace, quiet all Jealouſes, unite Atections, and ſecure unto themſelves 
the alliance of laſting friendſhip and powertul afliſtance, both fot their ov n.and 
their Countries ſafety and defence. Hereupon do the Orders of the Dragon in 
Hungary, of the Ermin,as alſo the Kot in Naples,and of St. Michael in France,leem 
to have beeneredted. 

And to what end were the Badges of ſuch ſeveral Orders deviſed, but to be di- 
{tributed as Pledges of remembrance, that thereby the lincerity of their love 
who had united themſelves intoa Brotherhood (If at any time it ſhould grow cold) 
might be quickned and renewed, and their Friendſhip increaſed and eſtabliſhed ? 
So that though humane occurences might occaſion a diſtance between them, as 
to their perſons, yet were theſe Ornaments as lo many Remembrances of the 
Faith and Oath whereby they were contracted into one Body; and conſequently 
of the harmony of minds and affections that ought to be among them. 


SECT. Ik 
" The diviſion of Knightly Orders into Religious and Military. 


Aving thus briefly toucht upon ſome general grounds and cauſes, for in- 
ſtituting Orders of Knighthood in Chriſtendom 3 betore we proceed to a par- 
ticular account of the Orders themſelves, it will be further necetlaryto acquaint 
our Reader, that the Knights of theſe Orders have been more eſpecially divided 
into two kinds, namely, Religiows or Eccleſiaſtical, and Military or Seculty 5 which 
diviſion we ſhall likewiſe follow in this place, —_— with the Religions, for 
the ſame reaſons, that in all Degrees of Honor, which are eſteemed of an equal 
rank, the Fecleſiaſtick hath been allowed to precede the Temporal.

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SECT. IV. 


Of Eccleſiaſtical Foundations dependant upon Military Orders. 


UT the Inſtitutions of thoſe 0rders, purely Military, were after a while 
thought too weak to continue long, if not ſuſtained by Religion and Piety, 
and too defective, without adjoining Eccleſiaſtical perſons thereunto. Therefore 
the Foxrders.confidering, that in all Councils and Aﬀairs, there ſhould be a concur- 
rence of Divine affiſtance and Military induſtry, began to dedicate them princi- 
pally to the Honor and Worſhip of God, or £o our $4270wr, or to the bleſſed Vir- 
gin, or ſome other of the $aivts; thereby to gain no leſs the protettion and fa- 
vour of the Divine goodneſs, on the behalf of the Fornders, and Knights Compa- 
2ions of ſuch Orders 1n general, than its eſpecial afliſtance in their Councils, Af- 
fairs, or particular Enterpriſes : And this they ſuppoſed more eaſily obtainable 
by the interpolition of men eminent for their ſincerity, piety, humility, and de- 
votion, ſet apart and appointed to ſay Prayers, ſing Pſalms, and perform other 
Ecclefiaſtical Duties (the efficacy of Religion, conſiſting in the Offices of the 
Prieſts) for the glory, fidelity, peace, and ſafety of their Kingdoms and Subjetts, 
and the good ſucceſs of their Military Undertakings. 

Hereupon ſome of them, at their firſt Inſtitutions, joined ſacred Orders to their 
Militia, and made provilien for Eccleſiaſtical perſons, whoſe affigned Duty was 
to undertake the ſpiritual warfare, and ſpend their time in Divine Offices and 
Devotions at home, in their ſeveral Fourtniens for the proſperity of thoſe un- 
dertakings, wherein the Kzights Companions themſelves were engaged abroad, ei- 
ther as to the defence of Chriſtian Religion, their Prince, or Country.

SECT 
A brief account of the Religious Orders of Knighthood. 


7 Ow come we to deliver a ſhort account of the Religions or Sacred Orders of 
N Knighthood, to which ſhall ſucceed thoſe that are purely and compleatly 
Arnlitary ; 1n both which we ſhall principally take notice C1.) Of the 7ime of 
their Inſtitution, (2.) By whom founded, and (3.) The Habit, and Enſigns, be- 
ſtowed upon each of them; proceeding according to the antiquity of each 0r- 
der's Foundation, as' we can beſt diſcover it , and allowing their Precedency 
here, for that cauſe rather than any other. 

But foraſmuch as the T-/titutions of ſome of theſe Orders of Knighthood,arc en- 
deavoured to be made more ancient than there is good ground to believe 3 we 
have therefore-thought it needleſs (having for the moſt part confin'd our Dil- 
courle to the three particulars now mentioned) to engage our Pen too far, 
where 'tis almoſt impoſible to ſet the Chronological part right, and may very 
poſſibly give an occalion of Offence. 

We have taken 1n all the Orders that we could meet with, though ſome were 
obſcure, and but ſhort-liv'd , and others, for other reaſons, may be thought in- 
conliderable; judging them worthy of a place here, with the moſt famous and 
known, ſeeing once'they had ſuch in the Regiſter of Henor. 

Laſtly, where the occaſion is inſerted, whence (as is affirmed ) ſome of them 
took their Original, and this lookt upon as fabulous and romantick : We mult 
Inform our Reader, that we take not upon us to juſtifie all that is ſpoken to this 
point 3 but ſuppole we have dealt fairly and candidly with him, mm placing our 
Authorities in the Margent, and there leſt them to be conlidered of, where we 
hope they will be of ſtrength, at lea(t ſufficient to ſupport the Text. and jultific 
our integrity.

About the years *1117.*1118.<1119. or 41120. this Or- 
der took beginning (Baldwin the Second then reigning in 
Jeruſalem, and © Gelaſizs the Second polleſſing the Roman 
Cy when nine Gentlemen, urged by zealous devotion, 
paſſed the Seas to the Holy Land, the chicf of which (though 
the reſt are forgotten_) weres Hugo de Paganes, and Godfrey 
de Saint Omer, two Knights of Noble Extrattion. The 
King, becauſe theſe Krights at firſt had no habitation, al- 
ſigned to them part of his own Palace, neer the South- 
gate, adjoining to the Temple of Solomon in Jeruſalem ; and 
gave them leave to build atmall Houſe of retidence, within 
the incloſure thereof; and hereupon they became called 
i Brothers of the Militia of the Temple, or more ordinarily, in 
one word, K nights Templars.

At thes Council held at Troyes in Champaigne, anno 1127. they hal certain 
Rules aſſigned to them,drawn up by * St. Bernard, Abbot of Clairnaux (a French 
Gentleman, Lord of Fortaines, a Village and Caſtle diſtant about half a mile 
from Dion) by the appointment of Pope Hororins the Second, and Stephen Patri- 
arch of Jeruſalem; in the\preſence of which Patriarch, they made their Vows of 
Obedience, Poverty, and Chaſtity, and tolive under the rule of * Canons Regu- 
lar of St. _—_ hey were allo enjoined to wear a 1hite Habit, to which 
(but not till the time of Exgerizs the Third) they aſſumed the® Red Croſs, and of 
the * ſame form that the Knights Hoſpitallers of $t. John 4 Jeruſalem wore, 
(though || Favin ſaith it was a Patriarchal Croſs) and ſewed itHn the left ſhoulder 
of their Mantles, to diſtinguiſh them from the XX7ehts of other Orders in the 
Holy Land. And thus as by their Woite Habit their innocency was notified, fo 
by the Red Croſs, their reſolution to ſpend their blood in defence of the Chriſtian 
Faith. 

Theſe Knights, with thoſe other of the Holy Sepulchre, Hoſpitallers, and Tento- 
2icks, were the principal Columns which ſupported the Kingdom of Jeruſalemr.tor 
a long time; and therefore their valiant encounters with the Infidels, and for- 
wardneſs to ſacrifice their lives, for the honor of God, and defence of the Holy 
Land, ought to be had in everlaſting remembrance. But w when Riches in-, 
creaft, and their Revenues were augmented, they grew proud, and withdrew 
themſelves from the obedience of the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, to join with the 
Pope. | BY.

We ſhall be ſomewhat large in the account of this Order, becauſe we have met 
with little of it beſides what 1s delivered by Joſeph Micheli Marquez, a Spaniſh Wri- 
ter, 1n his Teſore Militar de Cavalleria (from whom And. Mendo hath colle&ted 
all he ſaith of it) as alſo for that it appears he was Vice-Chancellor thereof, which 
makes us preſume, he might be enabled to give a fuller and more particular account 
ot 1t to the world than others; and to ſay truth, the Hiſtory of it, ſet down by 
him, is large enough. 

Nor do we call in queſtion the authority of his atteſtations, from the time of 
Angelus Flavins Commenus, and the Confirmation given this Order by Pope Leo 
the Firſt, under the Rule of St. Baſil, which perhaps ſhould be underſtood, as they 
were Monks, rather than Knights.

Upon this addreſs the Pope did * accordingly reſerve the diſpoſing thereof as 
was deſired, and then gave it in Adminiſtration tothe ſaid Kings; that they two 
ſhould govern this Order under that Title, until ſuch time as his Holineſs ſhould 
provide a Maſter. 

A lttleatter Pope Inmocent dyed, and Alexander the Sixth ſucceeded, who at 
the ike ſupplication of theſe Kings, *confirmed and of new granted, what his 
Predecetlor had granted them before. Upon which (ano 1494.) they treated 
with _— de Cuniga, tor the renunciation of his Maſterſhip, yet with condi- 
tion to relerve to himſelf all the Rents of the Maſters Table, that he held in that 
part of Sereza, to which he conſented. Whereuponhe reſigned and ſurrendred 
his Dignity of Maſter of this Order into the hands of the Pope , which 
the Biſhop of Yalencia received by Commiſſion back from him , and gave 
the Polletiion thereof in adminiſtration to the ſaid Catholick Kings.

Sore years atter the Inſtitution of the precedent Order, and towards the Jatter 
end of the thirteenth Century, there was erected a religious Order of Knjehthood, 
by Charles King of France, and our King Richard the Second, which bore the 
Fitleof the Order of the Paſſzon of Jeſus Chriit. And though we do not find any 
turther progreſs thereof, after it had received its Foundation, yet conſidering 
the grounds whereon it was inftituted, and the noblenets and Jargenels of the de- 
lign(cxceeding all other Religions Orders of Kniehthond,except thole of the Kniohts 
of St. John of Jeruſulemr,and Knjehts Templars) as allo becauſe one of our Frecliſfh 
Kings wasa Co-founder thereot; we conceived it worthy our pains to make an 
extract, particularly relating to the cauſes why 1t was erected, the trame of nts 
Conſtitution, 1ts principal Structures, and the Habit and Fn/7grs thereof, out of 
an old French Aaunuſcript, written by Philip de Afaiſfere Chancellor of Cyprus, 
wherein it is thus prefaced. 

a Foraſmuch as by reaſon of the three deadly fins, which began to reign among 2 Fr wer. MS, 
the Chriſtians, namely, Pride, Covetonſucſi, and Luxury, God permitted the $ar.- pings 
cers, Enemies of the Faith, toovercome Jeruſalerz and the Holy Lard, tothe ſhame f. 1. 2.3; 
and diſgrace of Chriffendom; therefore to renew the memory of the Paiſzon of 
Chriif, thereby to cxtirpate thoſe deadly tins, and to make way for the re-con- 
quelt of Jeruſalexz, and the Holy places, the overthrow and contuſton of the Ene- + 
mies of the Faith, this Order was erected. 

There are*® twenty cauſes reckoned up by this Author, for the neceſſity of In- b nidem. 
ſtituting this Ordey of the Pa{ſzorr. | Job. 3-6. 

1. To ſtir up the Soldiery to amendment of life, by the example of ſo new 
and ſolemn a devotion. 

2. To renew the memory of the Paſſzor of Chriſt among Chriſtians, by the cx- 
ample of this holy Order. | 

3- For the ſpeedy ſending of relief and ſuccour to the Chriſtians of the Fatt, 
that ſtood in great need of 1t. 

4. For the regaining of the 7/0! Land, out of the hands of the Enemies of the 
Faith. 

5. For the propagation of the holy Catholick Faith, among the people of the Faſ?. 

6. Forrcliſting of thole that were diſturbers of the Catholick Faith 3 as Herc- 
ticks, Tyrants, and Schiſmarticks. | 

7. That the rents and diviſions of the Church through 7:aly, might by the paſ- 
ſage of this holy Order be healed and reunited, under one univerfal Shepherd of 
Souls. 

8.< That when the Kings of France and Ezgland ſhould arrive in the Continent, © Fol. 4+ 
this Order might gobeforethem, as a valiant precurſor, to make way for, and at- 
tcnd them in all things. 

9. To lerve as a Life-Guard, for the defence of the two Kings perſons, anda 
forlorn hope. to give example and encouragement to the whole Army. 

10. Thatthoſe Voluntiers that ſervedin the Army, being without head, and not 
under Rule (if they ſhould venture extravagantly and raſhly into the Battel with- 
out Guide) might be regulated by the Cavalzers of this holy Order, 

11, That it the Victory ſhould at any time incline to the adverſe party, theſe 
Cavaliers, by reaſon of their expertnels in the feats of Arms, might ſerve for a - 
referve to recover the declining Fortune' of the day, and to reſcue the dead and 
wounded out of the hands of the Enemy. 
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12. That if at. any time either of the two Kings ſhould be left deſtitute of a 


Guard to their perſons, they might be attended by ſome of the moſt valiant of this 


Order. - | 

13.That if any Towns or Fortreſles taken by either of the two Kings,ſhould be 
found dangerous and difficult to be kept 3 that ſuch ſhould be committed to the 
Cavaliers of this Order, who were to be ready to undergo all kind of dangers 
and difficulties. | 

14. That by thevigilance and induſtry of theſe Cavaliers (if they ſhould be ſet 
as Spies upon the Enemies actions) the two Kings might be informed of the ſecrets 
of the Enemies Camp. | 

.15. 4 That if a Treaty ſhould happen tobe between the two Kings and the Ene- 


' my, the Prince of the Chevalry in perſon, or ſome of his choſen Cavaliers in his 


ſtead, ſhould labour indefatigably 1n this affair, eſpecially either of the Kings ſo 
commanding. | | 

16. That if cither of the Kings ſhould be at any Siege, within the Enemies 
Territories, certain of the Chevalry ought humbly to viſit the Hoſt, to be watch- 


ful over it, andto guard it by night from the attempts and Spies of the Enemy, or | 


of falſe brethren. 

17. That if any falſe rumors or tales ſhould be ſpred in the Army of the Ca- 
tholick Kings, with deſign to raiſe diſſentions or debates ; the Prince of the Che- 
valry 1n perſon, or any of his grand Officers for him (according to the dig- 
nity of the perſons at odds) ſhould labour to the utmoſt of their power to take 
up the Controverſie, and bring the perſons to a reconciliation. 


18. That if any of the Chriſt;ans of the Wei?, ſhould have any obligation 


to take upon them a paſſage into the Holy Land, a certain number of the Che- 
valry might be ready to accompany them to the performance of their Vows or 


Obligations. 


19. That if any of the younger Sons or Brothers of Noblemen, having little 
or noportions of their own, ſhould be willingTo ſerve in the Chevalry 3 they might 
ſo long as they behaved themſelves well, be nobly and handſomely provided for. 

20. That if either of the Kings ſhould be hindred from paſſing into the Holy 
Land, about the performance of any Vow or Obligation from their Forefathers, 
the Chevalry might be ready at a ſpeedy warning to perform whatſoever was 
committed to their charge, in behalf of the Kings. 

*And although this Order was principally dedicated to the honor of our 
bleſſed Saviour, yetſaith our Author, the bleſled Virgin Maury was lookt upon as 
a principal Mediatreſs and Advocate of this holy Chevalry; repreſenting the paſ- 
ſion of her Son, and alſo guarding and defending the Cavalzers, againſt the Ene- 
mies of the Faith, as a Mother doth a Child. 

s As to the Government of this Order, it 1s to be noted, that in the principal 
Convent of the holy Chewalry, all things of publick concernment were to be de- 
bated by five authentick Councils in the preſence of the Prince. 

Thefirſt was to be called the Qyotidian Conncil, conſiſting of four and twenty 
Councellors. The ſecond was the Partzcular, or $izenler Conncil, conſiſting of 
about forty perſons, to wit, four and twenty grand Councellors, eight Execu- 
tors of Juſtice, four Commiſlaries of Treſpaſles, and three or four Doctors of 
Divinity and Law. Thethird the Grad Conncil, conſiſting of fourſcore perſons, 
©iz. forty ſuch as were mentioned in the ſecond Council, and other authentick 
Officers, and a certain number of Brothers, valiant and ſage perſons, amount- 
ing in all to the aboveſaid number. The fourth Council was to be called 
the General Chapter, and held every year; conſiſting of all the above-named Of- 
hcers, with the Preſidents and Deputics of Provinces. The fifth Council was the 
Univerſal Chapter, to be held from four to fix years; conſiſting of a thouſand 
Knights of the Chevalry, by which Univerſal Chapter, any of the Chevalry, or 
grand Officers wereto be reformed, or, if occaſion required, puniſhed according 
to the Statutes of the Chevalry. 

The principal Officer of the Chevalry, was the Grand Jaſticiary, to whom 
belonged the Judgment of all the criminal Afairs, and the diſpoſal of all chief 
Offices and Places. The 
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The next chief Othcer was called the Grand Bailiff, that is to ſay, only in 
the principal Convent, to adminiſter Juſtice both Civil and Criminal in that Con- 
vent to all ſorts of perſons. | 5 

b In the principal City, as alſo in every = and Caſtle belonging to the Che- 
valry, one of the Order wastobe choſen to adminiſter al! ſorts of Juſtice in that 

lace; who was to go under the name of Poteſtate. 

Alſo in the General Chapter, there was to be choſen every year one of the Or- 
der, who ſhould be called the Serator of the General Chapter, and four and twenty 
diſcreet perſons of the Chevalry with him, who ſhould hold a general Chapter, or 
principal Convent, upon any Expeditionof War. 

In the Univerſal Chapter, there was to be choſen one of the Order, who ſhould 
be called Di&ator of the Univerſal Chapter; and with him twelve Fathers Con- 
ſcript, with twelve Coadjutors, who ſhould hold an univerſal Chapter, from four 
years to (ix. 

Alſo in the principal Convent, there were to be choſen ten of the Cheyalry, 
couragious and of holy life, who ſhould be called the Tex Execntors of Juſtice, 
which ſhould be decreed by the Grand Juſticiary upon the perſons of the chief 
Officers being delinquent 3 they were alto to be called the Conlervators of the 
holy Rule of the Chevalry, and alſo to be aſliſtant to the grand Advocate, and 
the grand Protectors and Promoters of Divine Charity. 

Allo 1n the principal Convent there were to be choten four of the Chevalry, 
devout and good men, who ſhould be called the Charitable Commiſſaries of the 
== ———————=——s ------whoſe Office 1t was to provide for the Widows and Or- 
phans, committed to their care. 

And whereas this Order was made up of erght ſeveral Languages, there wa: 
to bealways appointed in the principal Convent, eight Notaries uſing the Habic 
of the Brothers, and allo for every language a ſeveral Notary, and fo the like in 
the Convents of other Regionsand Cities. 

Alfo,to the end the Knights of this Order might live according to the Rules of 
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the Order, in the perfection of their Eſtates and Degree, they were to bind 


themſelves by Oath to three things, viz. Obedience to their Sovereigns, poverty 
of Spirit, and conjugal Chaſtity. 

k Allo the Chevalry were to have for their ſuſtentation, the poſſeſſion of Cities, 
Caſtles, Fortreſles, Gold, Silver, and all kind of moveables, as God ſhould be- 
{tow upon them 3 nevertheleſs all to be in common among them, that they might 
the better intend the exerciſe of their Arms and other Duties. 

Allo to the end that any of the Chevalry, having polleflions in the Weſt, might 
not returnthither, tothe perſonal enjoyment of them, thereby leaving the duties 
that belonged to their Order in the Eaſt; ſuch poſleſlions were appointed to be 
managed by certain Merchants and honeſt Citizens, deputed to that purpole. 

Allo the holy Chevalry, were to obſerve Juſtice, both Civil and Criminal, ren- 
dring to every one according to his deſerts, whether reward or puniſhment. 

| Alſo the Prince of the Chevalry was to ſummon the principal Convent, at the 
Caſtle of the principal City 3 where he ſhould afſemble the Preſident of the City 
and of the Convent, and three or four other Prefidents, each having under them 
four-and twenty Knights, and four and twenty Brothers of the Chevalry, with fifty 
Serjeants, ſo as to make up in the whole, with Officers and others, to the number 
of about 500 or 600 Combatants to be ready upon all occaſions. 

Moreover there was to belong to the principal Convent, a Church of ſo marve- 
lousa ſtructure, that the like hath not been ſeen or known: it was deſigned to be 
50 Cubits in breadth, without any Pillars, roo Cubits long, and in height 25. 

Alſoin the Caſtle and principal Convent, there was to be an Hoſpital, in which 
the Widows of the holy Chevalry, ſhould attend upon the ſick and infirm, ® (til 
imploying themſelves 1n the holy work of Charity, which allo was to be the bu- 
lineſs of the Prince, the Grand Officers and all the Knights. 

Alſo there ſhould belong to the Convent a Baptiſtery or Fort, round, large, 
and curiouſly made for the baptizing of the Sons and Daughters of the Knights. 

Alſo there was appointed to belong to the principal Convent, a large and 
| ttatcly 
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ſtately Palace, with a great Hall, and large Confiſtories, to contain the Prince 
and Council with their Retinue, and for a habitation for the Prince, with his 
2Trinceſs and Family. 

Alſo in the Convent there was to be a Clojſter, for the Canons and Clerks, large 
and delighttu], and a great Hall with Galleries 5 which habitation ſhould be neer 
the Church, and incloſed with high Walls. 

Allo there was to belong to the ſaid Caſtle a very fair Palace, to entertain the 
Princes of the Weſt, when at any time they came that way, either to War, or up- 
on Pilgrimage. 

Allo inthe (aid Caſtle there were to be diſtinct lodgings and habitations for the 
grand Officers of the Chevalry, as well Natives as Foreigners, for the Knights 
Companions, and Serjeants of the Chevalry, and for their Wives. 

Allo there were to be in the ſaid Cattle, Wine-Cellars, Granges, Granaries, 
Stables for Horſes and Cattel, Eaſements, Mills, Ciſterns, Baths, and all other 
necellaries for the Chevalry. | 

» Allo in the principal Convent there were to be three chief Halls; firſt the 
great Hall of the Prizce, where he and all the Knights and Brother; of the Chevalry 
were to dine on Feſtival days : The ſecond, where the Canons ſhould daily fit at 
meat with the Forreign Prelates and Clerks, andalfſo all theXrjzhts and Brothers of 
the Chepalry that were unmarried : The third, for the grand Commandor of the 
Horle to cat in, and with him all the lefler Officers of the principal Convent, all the 
Valets of the Horſe, and the Servitors belonging to the ſaid Commandor. 

The: Habit of the holy Chevalry of the Paſſion of Jeſus Chriſt, was to be cſta- 
bliſht according to the intention of the holy Rule; that is to ſay, repreſenting 
inits Veſtments the Paſſion of Jeſs. 

The Knights were appointed to wear a handſom cloth Coat, of a civil colour, 
reaching down half way the leg, which ſhould be called the principal Coat of 
the Chevalry; this was to be girt with a large Girdle of Silk or Leather, two 
fingers broad, the Buckle round, of black Horn, as alſo the Tongue and the 
garniſhing of the holes were to be of Tin. They ſhould alſo wear Red Chape- 
rons or Caps, repreſenting the blood of Jeſus Chrift, and over the principal 
Coat ®a Mantle of white Cloth or Serge, which Mantle from the ſhoulders 
downward, was tobe open on both ſides along the arms; and in that part be- 
tween the two openings beforc the breaſt, there was to be a Croſs bf Cloth or 
Serge, two fingers broad 3 this Croſ was to proceed in traverſe as far asthe open- 
ings of the Merle, only the Croſs upon the Prince his Mantle was to be edg'd 
round about with a Gold Fringe, halt an Inch broad, or thereabout': Some ſmall 
difference allothere was to be between the Habits of the Knjehts,the Brothers and 
the Serjearts; that of the Kz7ghts was to be a little more ſolemn, and more 
clecrly repreſenting the Paſſion of the holy Jefus,than either that of the Brothers 
or Scrjeants; butthe Habit of them all was to be #h3zte, only in the Croſs, and in 
the ſhape there was to be ſome difference. 

y The Arms of the holy Chevalry were theſe, the field of the Banner (following 
the deſcription 1n the Conſtitution) was to be 3/hite, in the midit of it a Red 
Croſs four fingers broad, or thereabouts, extending along the field : in the mid- 
dle of the Croſs there was to be a compals with four rounds and four little angles 
between the rounds, this compatls was to be filled with a black colour, repreſent- 
ing the agony and paſſion of our Lord, which compaſs in the middle of the Crofs 
was to be four inches about, and within it an Aexws Dez, well ſhapt, and of a re- 
ſ{plendent golden colour, repreſenting the glory of Jeſas after his reſurreCtion : 
the Croſsand Compaſs was to be edged about with a bordure of Gold, one finger 
broad,or a littlele(s, and about the fides there was tobe a little red bordure of the 
breadth of. halt a finger. 

There was allo to belong to this holy Chevalry, another ſingular and ſolemn 
Banner, yct not to be born, but at great Battels, and in times of extraordi- 
nary danger and difficulty. The Croſi and Agnws Dez, was to be born by the 
Prince armed, the armed Chewaliers and the Brothers , upon their great White 
Gippos or looſe Coats, both before and behind 3 excepting that in lien of "x 
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Gold bordure about the Croſs, the Brothers were to have a bordure of black 
Silk. | 

i Every Knight was to have his Eſquire armed at all points, and a little Valet to 
carry his Launce and Helmet, beſide another bigger Valet habited in a looſe Coar, 
to carry his Mail, and a third on foot, to lea his Sumpter. For any warlike 


Expedition, he was to have his five Horſes and four Servants, and in all times of 


peace,twoor three Horſes,according as the means of the Chevalry ſhould be able 
to allow. | 

Alſoeach Brother of the Chevalry was to have toward warlike Expeditions three 
Horſes or four, according as his merits and abilities were, and three Servants, 
whereof one or two were to be fighting men; and intimes of peace, one or two 
according to the Chevalry's ability of allowance. 

The number of K73ghts of the Holy Chevalry, was a thouſand 3 or a thouſand, 

one hundred, or thereabouts. | | 


The Order of the * Brician Knights in Sweden. 
(33-) 


* Joſ: Micheli Marquez from Marcus Ant.Vianus,in his Deſcription of Sweden,in- 
forms us, that a holy and famous &xeer of that Kingdom, (whom ® Andr. Mendo 
ſaith, was St. || Bridget) being very zealous for the honor of our Saviour Jeſs 
Chriſt, Tnſtituted this Order 1n the year of our Lord 1396. which we rather think 
is miſtaken for 1366. becauſe he ſaith it was approved by Pope Urban the Fitth, 
who then poſleſt the Roman Chair, and gave to the Knights the Rule of St. Augn- 
#/ine, belide St. Bridget dyed the * 23. of July 1373. | 

The ſum of their Profeſſion was to defend Chriſtian Religion againſt Hereticks, 
to ſecure the Confines of that. Kingdom, to bury the dead, to ſuccour the 
Widows and Fatherleſ(s, and to keep up Hoſpitality 3 to which end the Queen 
endowed this Order with large Poſleſſions; ſo that during her Retgn, it exceed- 
ingly flouriſhed. 

The chief Exſ/gn of this Order, was © a Blue Octogonal Croſs, and under it a 
Tongue of Fire, this being accounted the Symbol of Love and Charity 3 in re- 
gard they were tobe zealous in defence of the holy Faith, andin maintaining the 
Statutes of the Order. | | 

The manner obſerved at the Inveſtiture of the Knights, as alſo the Benedictions 
and Profeſſions, were the ſame with thoſe of 1alta. | 

But one thing is obſervable in this Order above others, that after *admiſſion 
thereinto all were advanced according to their ſeniority - ſo that there was a 
poſſibility for the juror Knzght to arrive at the dignity of Maſter of the Order. 


The Order of Knights of St. Maurice in Savoy. 
(34-) 


The © Order of Knights Hermits of St. Maurice, had their beginning upon the 
retreat of Amadzs the Eighth, Duke of $4voy, into the deſart of Kipaille, neer 
the Lake of Geneve, and was beſtowed by him, inthe year of our Lord f 1434- 
on thoſe ten Knights of his Coutt, who had retired with him thither; as well to 
preſerve the memory of St. Maxrice, honored as titular Patron of $4voy, for ma- 
ny Ages paſt, as of his Lance (ſome ſay 5 Sword) and Ring, the eſſential Sym- 
bols of K7ighthood, paſſing from hand to hand, from the Kings of Burgoigne to 
the Princes of $4voy3 by whorn they have been preſerved, with great honor and 
veneration: and are as a pledge of Dominion, delivered to them with great ſo- 
lemnity, at their Inauguration. 


Nine yeats after the Inſtitution of this Order, the Founder was prevailed 


with, to accept of the Popedom, after the depoſition of Pope _— the 
. Of No- 


vember, 


Fourth: and the Council of Baſil fitting, he was elected Pope, the * 5 
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vember, anno 1439. by the name of Felix the Fifth : Nine years after he freely 
reſigned the Chair, the Inſtrument of Renunciation, bearing date at Lauſanna, 


i Guichenon en the *{ixth day of April, anno 1449. to whom ſucceeded Nicholas the' Fourth, and

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immediately he*retired again to his ſolitude in Kipaille, where he dyed the'ſe- 
venth of January anno 1451. and hes buried in the® Cathedral Church of Lau- 
4HWN 4. 4 

This Order of St. Aaurice was made ſubject to the Rule of St. Auguſtine: and 
the Knights had aſligned them for their Habit, a » Grey or Aſ-colour Gown and 
Chaperon, a Vest of the fame, girded with a golden Girdle, the Chaperon and 
Sleeves faced with Red Chamlet, and on the breaſt of the Mantle >a 1hite Croſs 
Pommette of Taffaty or Cloth 3 but the Croſs which the Maſter or Chief of the 
Order wore, was made of Gold, or rich Embrodery. | 

This P Order continued not long after the death of the Founder. But Duke 
Fraarel Philibert to renew the devotion, which his Predeceflors always bore to 
St. Arrice, reſtored the fame, and obtained a Bull from Pope Gregory the Thir- 
reenth, dated the 17. of OFober 1572. for erecting and inſtituting thereof, under 
the CiStertian Rule, and the perpetual protection of the Duke of $avoy, its 
Grand Miſter 3 which Bull 1s ſet forth by 4 Albertus Mirens, who thence colledts 
that this Order was then firſt Inſtituted, and not by Count Amadis the Eighth, as 
is before noted. | 


K nights of the Holy Ghoſt at Rome. 
(35-) 


This Order was Inſtituted by Pope® Paul the Second, amo Dom. 1468. under 
the Title of Brethren of the Hoſpital of the Holy Ghoit: The Knights wore upon 
their Habits a © White Croſs Forme. 


The Order of Knights of St. George in Auſtria and Carinthia. 
( 36.) 


2 Wolfungus Lazius informs us, that Frederick the Third, Emperor of Germany 
("others that Rydolphas of Hapsburgh, firſt raiſer of the Houſe of Auſtria) inſti- 
tated this Order of Knjehts of St. George, in the year of our Lord 1470. chiefly 
to <guard the Frontiers of Germany, Hungary, Auitria, Stiria, Carinthia, and to 
ſuppreſs the infolency of the Turks, by whoſe Incurſions the Marches of theſe 
Countries were (about that time) miſerably waſted : ſince which, theſe Knights 
have ſo gallantly behaved themſelves, that they have often born away great T ra- 
plies and Enſigns of Victory from their Enemies. 2 

The* Great Maſter of this Order was advanced to the Title and Honor of a 
Prince, and for a Seat and Reſidence to him and his Succeſlors, the Caſtle of 
© Mildſta1in the Dukedom of Carinthia was appointed, where alſo was founded 
a Cathedral Church of Canons, under the Rule of St. Auguſtine. 

The K3ghts bear for the Fn(i7gn of their Order the Arms of St. George, viz. a 
plain Red Croſi. Theirs Habit is White, they profeſs conjugal Chaſtity,and Obe- 
dience to their Maſter, and have thei Emperors for theirProte@ors. | 

But there 15 mention made by & Fr. Mernenins (from Bernardus Luceburging, 11 
his Book De Ordinibas Militaribus) as allo by ! Alb. Mirews, of an Order of Knights 
of St.George which ® JoſAichels calls Cavalleros de San Jorge en Alemania) erect- 
ed by 1/:ximlian the Emperor, upon the like deſign with the former, he being 
greatly devoted to that Patron of all military Profeſſors. 

This Order wasconfirmed by ® Pope Alexander the Sixth, under the ſame Rule 
and Profeſlion as the other, having the Emperors alſo their Prote&ors, though it 
be not much extended. The Xziehts cle& their Maſter from among themſelves, 
and the Enfign$ of the Order is a ® Red Croſ7, with a Crown of Gold on the 


top of 1t.

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We obſerve elſewhere, that this Order runs under the Title of ! Crowned pl Fwrirn: 
Knights, and is ſaid to have been inſtituted among the 9 v0 arr. by the ſaid Em- 91 0s Hee 
ror Maximilian, anno 1494.1n which reſpect the * Knzebts, after they have (erv- SITIO 
ed their Prince for a year, doenjoy a peculiar right (which is tranſmitted to their 
Heirs) of adorning their Shields and Helms with a Crown. .

At the upper end of the great Hall in #7ncheſter Caffe, I remember to have ſeen :

and affirmed by the Inhabitants(who had taken up the report upon vulgar Trad!i- 
tion) to have been as ancient as that Kings time; but it carried no very great ſhow 
of antiquity to a judicious eyez however it ſeemed to have been ſet up, either 
in the room of one more ancient, or elſe by fome who were perlwaded, there 
was once ſuch an Order of Knights, which had been denominated thence. This 
old Monument was broken to pieces (being betore half ruined through age ) by 
the Parliaments Soldiers, in the beginning of the late unhappy War; becaulc 
looked upon as a relique of Superſtition (as were thoſe little gilded Coffers with 
Inſcriptions, that did preſervethe bones of ſome of the * $2x0» Kings and Biſhops, * Cambd Brit,

that.action ; the ſaid Charles inſtituted an Order of Kniehthood, under the Title of 


the Genet. The great f number of rich Gennet Furs Canciently clteemed among 
them the moſt excellent, though ſince the Frmixe hath gained a better value) as 
allo of the Creatures themſelves alive, taken among the Spoils of that Victory 
giving him occalion to beſtow that name upon his new erected Order. 


But others, not improperly, 1mpute the reaſon of this appellation to a kind of 


neat ſhap'd Horſes 3 of which not unlikely, a great part of the Founders Cavalry 
might conſiſt. 

The Kn7ghts, ſaith Favin, were" ſixteen, whole Collars were made of three

I was further informed from the hand of the noble Signore Pietro Moccinigo, that 
the Duke of Yenice beſtows this Honor, either privately in his Chamber, or publick- 
ly in a full Colledge : Some alſo are made K»ights by the Senate, and thoſe of the 
Venetian Nobility , at leaſt perſons of very eminent Quality and Charafter , who 
have merited well of this Common- wealth, by ſome extraordinary piece of ſervice, 
either at home or abroad, or upon whatever occaſion the Serate ſees fitting : and 
foraſmuch as the Sexate is a repreſentation ofthe whole Common-wealth, and that 
the Creations of theſe Knzghts are confirmed by publick Decrees 3 it is taken, that 
the Knights of their creating are of greater Dignity, than thoſe made by the Duke. 
When the Creation is in a Full Colledge, whether it be by the Senate or the Duke 
only, the Collar and Medal is beſtowed at the publick Charge 3 but when by the 
Duke privately, then upon his particular expence.

q Mennentus and*® AMirexs take not theleaſt notice of its denomination from the 
Collar, but call it the Order of the Annrunciation in Savoy : But itiscleer enough 
from the Forrders (laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing date the 27. of February, 
anno 1383. and from what*Capre and Gicheron alledge, as alſo from the © Sta- 
tutes of Ame the Eighth, that at the time of the Foundation, it was called the 
Order of the Collar : under which name it continued, till the time of Charles the 
Third, ſurnamed Je Box, Duke of $4avoy, when (and not before) it had beſtow- 
cd on it the Title of the Anmnmnciation, from the Picture of the Hiſtory of the 
bleſſed Virgin 4Zary, by him firſt made appendant to the Collar, in the year 
I518., ho 
The® Founder appointed the number of his K»zehts (reckoning himſelf the 
Chief and Sovereign for one) to be fifteen, (among whom we find * Str Kchard 
Muſard, an Engliſh Gentleman, recorded) agreeable to the number of the before 
mentioned Divine Myſterics; but in the additional Statutes made by Ame the 
Eighth (firſt Duke of $4v0y anno 1434. and by Duke Emanuel Philibert, 1568. 
there 15a permiſſion given to augment their number, by adding five to the former 
fifteen, but the Soveraigns have not always been confin'd to this number. 

Belides the Inſtitution of this Order, the Fornder erected and founded the 
y Chartreuſe of Pzerre Chaſtle in Bugey, wherein were entertained 15 Prieſts, and 
they obliged to celebrate every day 15 Maſles, to the honor of the 15 Joys of 
the blefled Virgin, to the Souls health of him, his Predeceſlors, and all who had 
been, were, or ſhould hereafter be Xz7ghts of this Order. So that the reſem- 
blance of this Inſtitution, with the foundation of this religious houſe, is ſome 
argument, that the Order, as well as the Houſe, were founded upon a religious 
and pious, not amorous or wanton account. 

At Pierre Chaſtle were the Ceremonies obſerved, and the Chapters 
held by the Sovereign and Knights, * until the time that Charles Emannet 
Firſt of that name, Duke of $avoy, exchanged it, and ſome other places, for the 
Marquiſate of $4lwces, upon the Treaty of Peace concluded at * Lyons, 17. Jan. 
1607. and then the Anniverſary of the Feaſt, and celebrations of the Order (be- 
ing hxt to the Feaſt-day of the Arnnaciation of our Lady) were tranſlated from 
hence, firſt to the Church of St. Dominick at Montmeillar, and afterwards by his 
declaration, dated at Twrin || 3. Dec. following, to the Hermitage of Camaldule, 
ſituate upon the Mountain of Twriz, vulgarly called Þ Eremo Ajſis, where they 
were performed, as formerly, at Prerre Cha#tle.

For the Devile of the Houle of $4voy,confiſting in the before noted word, or 
four Letters, appears tobe more ancient, than the time of Conte ame le Grand, in 
regard that Lewis de Savoy, Baron de Vaud, who dyed anno Dow. 1301. did al- 
ways wear this Devile, as appears from ſome of his Coprs, which this Author*in- 
{crts; and further, the Monument of Thomas de Savoy, the Firſt of that name, Son 
of Humbert the Third, Conte de Savoy, de Piemont, & de Manurienne, who dicd the

vincing Teſtimony, from as Braſs Coyn of the ſame Farl Thomas, whereon 
is a bowing Eſcotcheon, charged with a Croſs, and for the Creit, a Lyons 
head winged, and ſurmounted with a Peacocks Feather ; on the one lide of the 
Creſt arc thete two Letters TS, being the initial and final Letters of his Chriſtian 
name Thowas, and on the other {ide HI, the firſt and laſt Letters of the Surname 
Humbertj, which (ignifies, Thomras filizs Humberti : Onthe Reverie of this Coyn, 
is to be ſeen two Knots, of the taſhion afore noted, and the word Fert in the 
midſt. 

He moreover gives usthe Ectype of a® Silver Coyn, of Peter de $2v0y (who 
for ſome time abode jn Ezgland, in the Reign of King Henry the Third, and 
built that ſtately Structure in' the $trard, called the Savoy) mm which 1s repre- 
ſented the Devilſe Fert, in Goth:ich Characters. 

From all which it 1s fully evident, that this word, as alſo the Knot and Cro/5 
were uſed for the Deviſe, Badge, and Arms of the Houle of $4avoz, long before 
Count 4me le Grand relieved Khodes, againſt the power of the Trks, or the time 
of the Inſtitution of the Order; though for how long before 1s not certainly 
known 3 nor isthe true interpretation of the word lett rendred to Polterity. 

We ray here not unfitly add, that though Hiſtorians generally report for a 
truth, that Conte Ame le Grand, relinquiſhed the Eagle, the ancient Arms of $4- 
voy, and afjumed the Croſ5 of Rhodes, to wit, Gules, 4 Croſi Argent, in memory 
of the relief he gave to that City z yet doth this particular ſuffer much contra- 
diction. For it 15 made clear enough by i Gxichenon, that ſome of this Conte's 
Anceſtors, Earls of S4v0y,and other Princes of that Houſe, did bear the {aid Crols 
for their Arms, long before that famous aQion at Rhodes: Nevertheleſs he dc- 
rermines not when it was firſt ſoaſſumed by the Houſe of $4voy, but modeſtly in- 
terpoſeth his conjecture z k conceiving, that upon the return of Ame the Third, 
Earl of $4v0y, out of the Holy Land, anno Dom. 1147. he might aſſume the Crols 
for his Arms (for inthelike kind we have ſeveral inſtances in the Arms of Familics 
herein Frgland, when their Anceſtors returned home from that Country) as well 
for the honor he bore tothis Pledge of our redemption, as for a memorable Badge 
of that his Military Expedition.

The Order of the Lilly in Aragon.

According to® Hieronymus Zuritt, this Order was inſtituted by Ferdinand King 
of Aragon, called the Infant of Artiquera, in the year of our Lord 1453. and 
dedicatedyothe honor of the bleſſed Virgin. | 

The (lar was compoſed of ® Bowgh-Pots, fil'd with White Lillies, inter- 
laced with Gryphons 3 and as ® Hieronymus Romanus reports, was vulgarly 
- called Le Order de la Terraca o de las Azucenas, 0 Jarra de $. Maria, Which 18 as 
much as to ſay, The Order of Lillies, or the Veſſel of $t. Mary. | 

P Favin gives it under the Title of the Lookine-glaſs of the bleſſed Virgin Mary 
in Cas$tile, inſtituted (as he faith) in honor and memory of a Victory, which this 
King Ferdinand had obtained in that Kingdom againlt the Afoors, anno 1410. to 
wit, ſeven years after the time aſſigned by Zur;tz for the foundation. The Foun- 
der tranſplanted this Order with him into Aragon 1413. when he received the 
Crown of that Kingdom, and where-it continued under the Sons of this King.

The Order of the Dragon overthrown in Hungary.

The Emperor $7giſ-rond, ſurnamed the* Glorious (for the many Battels he 
gained over the barbarous Nations, in defence of the-Chriſtian Religion) * ha- 
ving greatly laboured the peace of the Churches of Hwnegary and Bohemia,and.by 
his Travels into England, France. and Spain (to invite thoſe Princes to join with 
him in that his Enterpriſe) brought the fame to paſs by the Council of Conſtance: 
out of extream joy at the accompliſhment thereof, inſtituted this Order, in the 
year of our Lord 1418. for defence of the Chriſtian Religion, and to fcruſh all 
Hereticks and Schiſmaticks that ſhould-ariſe : which 9rder in ſhort time becatne 
of high eſteem, not only throughout Hrgary, but Germany alſo. 

The Knzghts wore daily for their Fer of Honor, at Green Croſs flory, on 
lolemn days a Scarlet Cloak,, and on the Mantlet of Green Silk a double' Chain 
of Gold(Afcheli faith a Green Ribbon)at the end of which hung a Dragon dead, 
with broken Wings, in the poſture of being overcome (the Symbol of Herelic 
vanquiſhed) and the whole enamelled with variety of Colours proper. But 
this Order ®continued not long, for it almoſt expired with the Founder.

The < Arch-Dukes of Aur: (faith he) were Founders of this Order, which 
they inſtituted to ingage their Subjects in the defence of the Chriſtian Religion, 
and expulſion of the Turks, and thoſe they called Hereticks, out of their Domi- 
nions: for having about 200 years maintained a War with vaſt and exceſſive 
charge, by eretting this Order, and beſtowing upon the Kxjehts thereof all that 
they gained in War towards their ſupportation, they very much eaſed them- 
ſelves in their Military Expences 3 and indeed this proved fo greatM encou- 
ragement to them, that in a few years (performing ſervice whereſoever their 
Chiefs commanded them to ingage) they cleared their Provinces almoſt of 
both Turks and S$chiſmaticks. | 

The En//gn of this Order was a plain Green Croſ7, and the Habit of the Knights 
Red. | 

This and the following Order (faith the ſame © Author) were under the Rule 
of St. Baſil, and profeſt conjugal Chaſtity and Obedience 3 but we ſee not from 
what ground he alledges this; for if ſo, then ought we to have placed it among 
the Religions rather than Military Orders, theſe being abſolute notes and marks 
thereof. Butinaſmuchas we felfſewhere find, that Albert the Emperor adorned 
Moyſes Didacus de Valera 1n Spain (a Knight of known and approved courage) 


with the Erſfens of his three Orders, viz. of the Dragon, ashe was King of Hun- 
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gary; of the Twſin, as King of Bohemia; and ith the Collar de Ia Diſciplinas, as 
Duke of Asſtria, it is hence manifeſt, they were all compleat Mzlitary Orders, 
of which this Emperor was Soveraigy or Chief: for no man can be admitted into 
more than one Order at a time (if it be of a religious Conſtitution) and when- 
ſoever he obtains leave to change that Order, he cannot be received into ano- 
ther, without relinquiſhing the former.

'» Philip the Second, Duke of Burexndy, of the ſecond and Jaſt Line, iſfiuing 
out of the Houle of France, ſurnamed the Good, 1n{tituted this Order, under the 
Title of the Golden Fleece, in memory of the great Revenues he raiſed by the 
trafſhck of Woolls with the Low Conntries, Some will have it erected 1n comme- 
moration of valiant? Gideov, who with 300 men vanquiſhed a numerous Army 
of Midianites. Orelſe (according to others) the Founder tollow ed the example 
of 1 Jaſon, and his Argonantes 3 whole Expedition to Colchus again!t Avtes, he por- 
haps might intend to 1mitate, by a Voyage into $9ri4 againlt the 2urk. 

Whatſocver the occaſion was, 'tis certain ( from the - preamble of the v74- 
tutes of Inſtitution) that this Duke out of the pertect love he bore to the noble 
eſtate of Knighthoo?, founded this Order, ts. the glory of the Almighty Cre itor 
and Redeemer, in reverence of the Virgin Azrv, and honor of St. Andrew, the 
Apoſtle and Martyr (whom he made Patron thereunto,) to the advancement oft 
the holy Faith, the ſervice of the Catholick Church, and promoting of Virtue. 
For the maintaining and upholding of which, and for the increaſe of honor and 
tair renown, noleſs than the correction of Vice, * ſeveral good orders, tet down 
in the Inſtitution, are appointed to be obſerved, at the Chapter held on the laſt 
day of every Annual Feaſt of the Order.

T ſometime Chancellor to Joh» King of Denmark and Norway, unto John Fris Chan- 
cellor to King Chriſtian the Third, a Copy whereof was molt freely communi- 
cated to me by Mornſtenr Criſtofle Lindenow Envoye from Chriftian the Fifth, now 
King of Denmark, to his ſacred Majeſty, the preſent Soverazgr of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter, 

This Letter informs him of the Inſtitution, and ſome other particulars relating 
tothe Order, to wit, That King Chriſtian the firſt being at Rowe (whither he had 
travelled upon a religious account). Pope $7xtus the Fourth, among other Ho- 
nors, inveſted him with this Order, in memory of the Paſiion of our Lord and 
Sawour 3 and withal ordained, that the dignity of Chief and Supream, ſhould 
be continued as a ſucceſſive right to the ſucceeding Kings of Denmark. 

This King founded the magnificent Chappel of the three Kings in the Cathe- 
dral Church at Roſchilt (four Leagues from Copenhagen) where the Knights were 
obliged to aſſemble, upon the death of any of their Fraternity. He alſo admitted 
thereinto divers Kings, Princes, and Noblemen. 

The chief Ez{#gz of this Order was the Figure of an Elephant, on whoſe fide 

- (within a Rundle) was repreſented a Crown of Thorns with three Nails, all 
bloody 3 in honor and memory of the Paſlion of our blefſed Saviour. 

The XK7ights were obliged to the performance of acts of Piety, Alms Deeds, 
and certain Ceremonies; eſpecially upon thoſe days, on which they wore the En- 
figns of the Order But King Johz: ſet ſo high a value uponit, that he wore them 
on every folemn Feſtival. 

He alſo advanc'd the honor of this Order to ſo great eſteem, that it became ac- 
cepted by both our King Henry the Eighth, and James the Fifth King of $cor- 
ld, his Siſters Son 3 with whom the Enfigns thereof, remained as a Pledge and 
a{furaice of conſtant and perpetual friendſhip 3 with theſe he likewiſe. inveſted 
divers Ambaſſadors, Senators, and noble Dares. 

There is one Ivarus Nicholas Hertholm,a learned Dane(asIam informed)who hath 
written a particular Treatiſe of this Elephantine Order, but not yet printed; The 
{cope whereof is to ſhew, that the beforementioned Epiſtle of the Biſhop of Arhuſer: 
does not ſufficiently make it appear, that it receiyed its firſt Inſtitution, whenChriſti-

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And that the Badge was an Enſign meerly Military, anciently given as a memo- 
rial and incitement to the Daniſh Princes, who took upon them the defence of 
Chriſtianity againſt the aors and Africans. "Tis greatly preſumed thar this 
Book (which we hope may ſhortly be publiſhed) will turniſh the world with many 
choicethings relating to the antiquity and honor of the Inſtitution, Enſigns and 
Ceremonies of this royal Order. 

Heretofore the Knights wore a Collar of Gold, compoſed of Elephants and 
Croſſes, faſhioned ſomething like Crotles Ancrees (Mennenins calls them * Spurs ) w De Delie: 
at which hung the Picture of the Virgin Mary to the middle, holding Chriſt in *# p.150- 
her arms, and ſurrounded with a Glory of Sun-beams: but they have long ſince 
laid this Collar afide, and now wear only a Blue Ribbon, at which hangs an Ele- 
phant enamelled White, adorned with five large Diamonds ſet in the middle. 

Thoſe Elephants worn by the Knights in the Reign of Chriſtian the Fourth, had 
inthe ſame place withina Circle the Letter C, and in the heart thereof the F 1gure 
of 4, made to figmhie Chriſtzanus quartus. | 

This Honor hath been moſt commonly conferr'd by the Kings of Denmark , 
on the day of their Coronation, both upon the Nobles and Senators of the King- 
dom. 

It ſeems Frederick the Third = into uſe (1n imitation of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter) an embroidered Glory of Silver Purle, wrought upon the 
left ſide of their Cloak or Veſt, on which was embroidered two Crowns within 
a Rundle, bearing his Motto, Derxs providebit 5 tor ſuch a one did Count Guldere 
low (Amballador hither from that King) wear at his reſiding here in Eneland, 
anno 1669. But weare tonote, that the Motto hath changed with the King, , for 
that of the preſent King is Pietate & Juſtitia; and this the Knights of his Electi- 
on now wear, inthe middle of the Circle.

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their natural obedience, as alſo to< ſtir up and encourage them to perſevere in 
the Romiſh Religion, toilluſtrate and adorn the ſtate of the Nobility, and to re- 
ſtore its ancient ſplendor and dignity. 

It had its denomination from the Holy Ghoſt (to 4 whoſe power and aſſiſtance 
thE' Founder ulually alcribed all his Aftions and Councils, advanced with moſt 
glorious and fortunate ſuccelles) in* remembrance that he was born on Whitſor- 
dayintheyear of our Lord 1550. elected to the Crown of Poland on Whitſonday 
1573. and laſtly came tothe Crown of France on Whitſonday 1574. 

Thenumber of Knights whereof this Order was toconfiſt, 1s by the Statutes or- 
dained to be onefhundred, beſides the Soveraign or Great Maſter, which Office 
and Dignity is81nſeparable from the Crown of France. 

A long ® Martle of Black Velvet turned up on the left ſide, and opened on the 
right, was alſo appointed for the Habit of this Order, being at firſt embroider- 
ed round with Gold and Silver, conſiſting of Flowers de Lis and Knots of Gold, 
between three ſundry Cyphers of Silver and above the Flowers de Lis and 
Knots were thickly ſeeded or powdered Flames of Fire. 

This great Mantle was garniſhed with ai Mantlet of Cloth of Silver, covered 
with embroidery, made after the ſame faſhion as wasthe great Mantle, excepting 
only, that inſtead of Cyphers there were wrought fair Doves of Silver; and 
both theſe robes double-lined with Satin of Orange-tawney colour. 

The great* Collar of the Order (worn over the Mantlet) was at firſt compoſed 
of Flowers de Lis, cantoned or cornered with Flames of Fire, interwoven 
with three Cyphers, and divers Monogramms of Silver, one was the Letter H, 
and a Greek Lambda, both double; the firſt of theſe belonging to the Kings 
own name, the other to the Queen his Wife, Madam Loviſe de Loraine ; the 
other two were reſerved in the Kings own mind, but not without! ſuſpicion of 
referring to ſome wanton Amours. . 

But theſe ® Cyphers were taken off from the Col/ar,and the embroidery of the 
Robes by Herry the Fourth his Succeſſor, and for a mark of his Battels and Vi- 
tories, Trophies of Arms were interlaced inſtead thereof, with the Letter H 
crowned (becauſe it was alſo the initial Letter to his Chriſtian name) whereout 
aroſe flames and ſparks of Fire; and for the like reaſon hath this Letter H been 
ſince changed into the Letter ®L, both by Lewis the Thirteenth, and Lewis the 
Fourteenth. P | 

At this Collar hung a ® Croſs, artificially wrought and adorned with a rich en- 
amel, in the midſt whereof was repreſented the form of a Dove, in a flying po- 
ſture, as deſcending down from Heaven, with full ſpread Wings: and to 
the end an Epigraph might not be wanting, ſome have attributed to it this, 
P Duce & Auſpice, thereby to fignifie, that thoſe who wear it, ought to hope for 
good ſucceſs in their pin ar and enterpriſes, being guided and aſffiſted by the 
happy conduct of the Holy Ghoſt. 

Belides theſe Ornaments, the K7ghts wear a 4 Black Velvet Cap adorned with 
a white Plume; their* Breeches and Doublets are of Cloth of Silver, and their -

This Order of the Knzghts of Amaranta, was inſtituted by Chriſtine Queen 
of Sweden about the year 1645. in honor of a Lady of that name of great beau- 
ty, courage, modeſty, and charity : The chicf Ex/ygn 1s a Jewel of Gold, com- 
poſed of twogreat AA, adorned with Diamonds on both tides, and joined toge- 
ther by reverling one of them, being ſet within a Circle of Laurel Leaves wreathed 
about with White, and on the four (ides this. Motto, Dolce nella memoria + 
which Jewel the Knights wear, either in a Gold Chain, or a Crimſon or Bluc 
Ribbon, asthey beſt like of. 

The Ceremony uſed at the Inveſtiture of theſe Knights with this Enſign, 1s 
briefly this. The @wee being ſeated under her ſtate, the deſigned Knight 1s Ez 
brought up, with uGal Reverences, and approaching neer the Qxeer, he kneels 
before her, then ſhe in a ſhort ſpeech acquaints him with the 1nducements that \Kk 
invited her to beſtow this honor, enumerating his ſervices and merits3 to which 
he makes a return of humble thanks. | 

This done, he takes his 0ath, ſtill kneeling and holding his hands between the 
Lueens hands; the effect whereof 1s to defend the &weens perſon from harm, and 
the perſons of the Brothers of the Order, to promote to his power, Juſtice, Vir- 
tue, and Piety, and to diſcountenance Vice, Injury, and Wickedneſs. 

Having obliged himſelf to the performance of this Qath, the Zueer puts __

- him (in the manner of a Baudrick) a Crimſon Silk Scarf, with the Jewel faſtned 


thereto, after which the K»7ghbt ariſeth and retireth, with all ſutable reverence. 

To an abſent Prince or great Perſonage, whom the Queen intends to honor 
with this Order; ſhe ſends the Jewel, accompanied with her Letter, which ſerves 
inſtead of a perſonal Inveltiture. 

Among many others admitted thereinto, were Yladiſlavs Sigiſmundas late 
King of Poland, Carolus Guſtavus late King of $weden, and Adolphus Johannes 
his Brother, alſo John George Duke of $axory, the Lantgrave of Heſſe, ſeveral 
German Princes,the Count Montecucul; General of the Horſe to the Emperor, Doz: 
Antonio Piementell; de Parada Envoye Extraordinary from the King of $pazz. as 
alſo divers great Lords of the Court of Swedez ; __ of our Nation, Sir Bulſtrode 
Whiteloke, to whoſe friendly civility we are obliged for the foregoing Account.

Of Knights zn the Weſt-Indies. 


| E after all theſe we take ſome profpe& of thoſe Martial Honors, beſtowed in 
the Weſt-Ingjes, which the Exropears commonly call by the Title of Kight- 
hood; as having ſome reſemblance toit from the nature of the Ceremonies, uſed 
at the entrance and admittance into that Dignity, and the end for which they 
were beſtowed; we ſhall find they properly enough deſerve mention here. 

The* Mexicans gave the firſt place of Honor to the profeſſion of Arms 3 and 
therefore on ſuch as had performed valiant ſervices in Wars, they beſtowed great 
recompence, and gave them ſundry Priviledges, which none elſe might enjoy. 
 Valour and Courage were with them the ſteps by which a man of mean extra- * 
tion, aſcended to high dignity and honor; and therefore the chief of their No- 
bility commonly ſprung from the Camp. 

Among whom * Motecuma let Knighthood in higheſt ſplendor, ordaining certain 
Military Orders, with ſeveral Badges and Enſjgns. The moſt honorable amon 
the Knights, were thoſe that carried the crown of their Hair tied with a little Re 
Ribbon, having a rich Plume of Feathers, from which did hang branches and 
rolls of Feathers upon their ſhoulders. They carried ſo many of theſe rolls, as 
they had done worthy deeds in War. . 

The King himſelf was of this Order, as may be ſeen in Capultepec, where Mo- 
tecnma, and his Sons are repreſented, attired with thoſe kind of Feathers cut 
in the Rock. 

There was another Order of Knzghthood, which they called of the® Lyons and 
Tygers 3 theſe Knights being commonly the moſt valiant, and moſt noted in the 
Wars, and always bore with them their Badges and Armories.

All Xzights might carry Gold and Silver, wear rich Cotton, uſe.painted and 
gilt Veſſels, wear Shoes after their manner 3 but the common people only earthen 
Veſſels, neither might they carry Shoes, nor attire chemſelves but in a grols 
Stuff called Nequer. 

* Every Order of theſe Knights had their Lodging in the Palace, noted with 
their Enſigns; the firſt was called the Lodging of the Prince, the ſecond of Fa- 
gles, the third of Lyons and Tygers, and the fourth of Grey Knights. 

They of the Province of Cinaolz (an Inland part near new Mexico) created 
their Kzzghts by giving a Bow, then ſetting them to encounter a Lyon, or ſome

Thoſe of the 5 blood royal in Perx, before they received the Degree of Knieht- Knights of 
hood, paſs'd through ſundry probations, but chiefly they performed ſome Milj- Per 
tary Exerciſes, and managed the Lance, Dart, and other Arms. The manner SD mg 
and order of tryal of their skill and courage, was both rigorous and ſevere ; Þ as bg yh . 
abſtaining from all things for ſeven days, except a little raw Corn and Water. ' © 
then being heartned again, their running of Races, afterwards, one day holdihg 
out, another beſieging a Fort, then Wreſtling, Leaping, Shooting, Slinging, 
throwing the Dart and Lance, exerciting in all Weapons of War.and enduring to 
be beaten on the hands and legs with wands; all theſe things tending to diſcover 
whether theycould bear the hard adventures of War,or not; which tryals if they 
could not mantully ſuffer, they were rejefted and denyed Knjehthood. 

Next followed the Circumſtances and Ceremonies of their Creation, as i boar- 
ing a hole in the Ears, putting on gallant Shoes, as alſo Breeches, which before 
they might not wear, adorning their heads with Flowers, and an Herb that none 
cle might uſe; and laſtly giving an Axe into their hands. All which Mr. Pur- 
chas having ſet down at large, we thought it leſs needful to be more particular. 

Theſe Knights are oY k Mennenins called Orejones, trom the Spaniſh word k In Delic. E- 
Orejas, which ſignifies flap or loll-eared, and in Latin Auriculares, either from ©2195 
the Leaf which they carried hanging in their Ears, or as Jo? Michel; faith, for 1 Teſwo wilit, 
that they were only to negotiate, and treat of great Atfairs with the Emperor, and raping 


had his ear at all times. 

To theſe we ſhall add the account we have of an Order of Knights in Japan, Knights of 
intituled ® Afergoras, part of them are called Zoxzoes, living in Fraternities, as Joe + 
do our religious Brotherhoods in Exrope. Some of theſe relate to their Temples, — 
and have the charge of their 7dols, and the ſervice appertaining to them z others 
are Knights and follow the Wars, accepting pay from any Lordthat imploys them. 

Of this Order there are found to be about 30000. who in many things bear paral- 
lel with the Religions Knights in Exrope: They profeſs Chaſtity with ſuch ſeve- 
rity, that into their Cities no Woman may enter. They have the Rule given 
them over thoſe Kingdoms which they conquer, and are very rich; ſomeof them 
having not leſs than 60000 Duckets per annum Revenue. | 

Every day they make and preſent five Arrowsto the publick Armory, which 
is a very prudent proviſion, in regard no man 1s ſenhible of the charge z and 


thereby they tind themſelves well provided upon all occaſions.

We may alſo, not unfitly, bring in here a word or two, of a more general 0rna- 
ent of Honor, not long fince made peculiar to this fair Sex, to wit, that of the Cor- 
don; which ſome will have to be an*© Order, or ſomewhat equivalent thereto, un- 
der that Title. ThefInſtitution of it, is attributed to Are of Britane, Wife to 
Charles the Eighth of France, who inſtead of the X/;tary Belt, or Collar, beſtow- 
cd a Cordon or Lace on ſeveral Ladies, admoniſhing them to live chaſtly and de- 
voutly, always mindful of the Cords and Bonds of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt; and 
to engage them to a greater eſteem thereof, ſhe ſurrounded her Eforhean of 
Arms with the like Cordov. From which Example, it is fince drawn into uſe, that 
the Arms of unmarried Ladjes and Gentlewomen (uſually repreſented on Eſco- 
cheons made after the form of a Lozenge) are adorned with ſuch a Cordoy. 

But if we look back into ancient times, we may ſee when Women among the 
Romans were hir{t thought worthy of enjoying reſpect and pgculiar favours; and 
1n particular, out of a great honor to the Mother of Marcus Coriolans, the liber- 
ty of wearing the Segxzerta aurea, or bordures of Gold and Purple on their Gar- 
ments (the latter of which the Roxas raiſed toan high eſteem) was 8 firſt permit- 
tedto the Roman Mtrons, fince ſhe had ſo extraordinarily deſerved of that Com- 
mon-wealth, by * diverting the fury of her Son, and drawing off his Army from 
beforethe City, whoſe ruine he had threatned, upona juſt reſentment of the Citi- 
zens ingratitude towards him 3 in memorial of which i preſervation, was there 
alſoa Temple erected and dedicated to the Female Fortune. On this occaſion al- 
ſo, other acceſlions of honor and reſpe&t were decreed to this Sex3 namely to 
haveplacein palling on the way, and the permiſſion of wearing golden Ear-rings. 
To all which the Romans willingly condeſcended for her fake, whoſe powerful 
perſwalions, and rhetorical tears, had gain'd them fo great a deliverance.

Lthough we intend hereafter (God affiſting) to make publick a com-

This Officer ſupplies the Cor- 
ſtables place as Judge of that Court of Pleas, from whoſe Judgment the appen! 
is by Writ of Errorreturnable in the Kings-Bench,or Common-Pleas at Weſtminſter. 

The Confable of this Castle 1s likewiſe chief Foreiter and Warden of the F oreſt 
of Windeſor, which 1s one hundred and twenty milesin compaſs: He hathunder 
him one or more Lzewtenants at his pleaſure, with ſeveral other Officers, and hath 
power toimpriſon any Treſpaſler in Vert or Veniton, being convicted accord- 
ing to the Law of the Foreſt, having a Priſon in the Caſtle for that purpoſe, . 
called the Colehole. 

This Command of his, is not only great, but full of pleaſure (ſpecially to ſuch 
a oneastakes delight in Hunting ) for he hath the freedom of uling the ſports of 
the Fore when he pleaſeth, which none elſe can do, unleſs the Kings licenſe, or 
Conſtables leave be firſt obtained., He ſigns all Warrants to kill Deer (except 
what the King (igns) to fell Timber and Wood.

To this let us adjoin the care taken by the Injuntions of the 8. of February an.

SECT.7 
Of the Alms-Knights. 


Urſuing the Order of our Diſcourſe, the Alms-Knights come next to be (po- 
ken of, wherein to avoid confuſion, we ſhall conſider them, firſt, under the 
Foundation of King Edward the Third 3 Secondly, when ſeparated from that,b 
Act of Parliament; and laſtly, as they were eſtabliſhed anew by Queen Elizabeth. 
Firſt then, King Edward the Third, out of the great reſpec he bore to Mili- 
tary honor (of which himſelf had gain'd a large ſhare) and due regard had of 
valiant men, chiefly ſuch as had behaved themſelves bravely in his Wars, yet at- 
terwards hapned tofall in decay ; took care for their relief and comfortable ſub- 
ſiſtence in old age, by making room for them within this his Foundation, and 
uniting them under one Corporation and joint Body, with the Cuſtos and Canons; 
theſe he called A27lites Panperes, and we vulgarly Poor or Alms-Knights, the or- 
1 Pat.22. E.3. dained number being at firſt but !four and twenty, as were the Cxſtos and Canons 
p4r22-7-5 atthe firſt foundation of the Colledge. But ſhortly after upon his Inſtituting the

Their duty was to attend the Service of God, and pray for the proſperity of 
the Soveraign and Knights-Companions of the Order, to be? every day preſent at y Colleg.Stat; 
high Maſs, the Maſſes of the Virgin ary, as allo at Veſpers and Compline, © © 
from the beginning to the end, except any lawful occaſion did impede. 

Butit was Ordained that for*every days abſence from the Chappel, they ſhould 2 Cop. 5, 
be debarred of receiving the twelve pence per diem, and whatioever was raiſe 
from ſuch forfeitures, ſhould be converted to the uſe of the reſt of the Alms- 
Knights then being in the Caſtle of IWindeſor. "OA 

otwithſtanding which Decree, it appears that the Dear did afterwards take 
upon him the diſpoſure of theſe Mulcts- at his pleaſure, which occaſioned the 
Alms-Knights to complain to Adam Lord Biſhop of St. Davids, Chancellor of Eng- 
{and and Viſitor of the Colledge, who among other of his 1»junijons *dated the a Pat.2. Rs, 
8. of Offober axno 2. R. 2. commanded that the Muldts ſhould be equally diſtri- 2 Sith 
buted among thoſe 4/zs-Knights, who did attend at Divine Service in the _y is 
pel, as the $Statzte hadenjoin'd. And beſides, thelike complaint being made for 
the Dear's diſpoling of Donations and other Liberalities of the Knights-Compa- 
ions, (o that the Alms-Knights had no part thereof towards their ae, 


this Chancellor alſo appointed® an equal diſtribution of them among the Alms- b Ibid, 
Knights and Canons, until the King and his Council ſhould otherwiſe determine. 


Theſe and other differences between the Deax and Canons, and Alms-Knights, 
grew 
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grew at length ſo wide, that they could not be reconciled ; inſomuch as in the A& 
of Parliament,4-0 22. E. 4. for the Incorporation of the Cxſtos and Canons, by 
the name of Dear and Canons, the Alms-Knights were not only omitted, but this 
Clauſe inſerted, < That the Dean and Canons, and their Succefſors, ſhould for ever- 
more be utterly quit and diſcharged from all manner of Exhibition or Charge of or 
for any of the ſaid Knights. And this was obtained upon pretence, 4 That the 
King had greatly increaſed the number of the X5zſters of the Chappel, ſo that the 
Revenue was not ſufficient to maintain both them and the Almr5-Knights, as allo 
© thatthe King had otherwiſe provided for the 4lms-Knights, But we elſewhere 
find ſome other cauſe, and this afterwards alledged by the Dean and Canons in 
their Anſwer to the Knights Petition for Repeal of the ſaid At, to wit, f That 
William Omerey and John Kendall, Alms-Knights, laboured much before this A& 
paſs'd, to be incorporate by themſelves, to get Lands ſetled on them, to be ex- 
empt from the obedience and rule of the Dear and Canons, and governed by Or- 
dinances made among themſelves. 

In the ſecond place, this Act being thus obtained, and the Alms-Knigehts divi- 
ded from the Body of the Colledee, as alſoſtruck off from the benefit of the Quo- 
tidians, Portions, and Fees, aftigned by the Foundation of King Edward the 
Third 3 how they next ſubfiſted doth not fully enough appear : but ſo ſoon as 
King Hexry the Seventh came to the Crown, 8 they petitioned the King and Par- 
liament, for repeal of the Act ano 22. EF. 4. affirming it was gained without their 
knowledge, or being called thereunto;z to which Petition the Dear and Canons 
anſwered, and the Almrs-Knights replied, but it ſeems all they could alledge did 
not induce the Parliament to repeal the AC: but on the contrary the Dear and 
Canons ome years after obtained ant Exemplification thereof under the Great 
Seal, dated 4. Feb. ar:n0 18. H.7. | 

And it isclear from Ring Herr the Eighth'si Letter to the Colledge, which takes 
notice of their diſcharge from any exhibition to the Almrs-Knights, by virtue of 
the ſaid Act, That what the Colledge did in that kind, after this A& paſt, was 
meerly upon courteſie,and not obliged thereunto 3 for He thanks them for grant- 
ing a Penfion of twenty Marks to Peter Narbone, whom He had omades to 
an Alms-Knights place, and promiſeth they ſhould be no further burthened with 
Alms-Knights, but that he would ſetle Lands upon them for their maintenance, 
and freethe Colledge from the ſaid Penſion. 

Beſides, when Mr. Narboze had the Penſion granted him, it was by an*Tn- 
denture made between Nicholas Weſt then Dean of Windeſor and the Canons on 
the one part, and the ſaid Peter on the other, dated 18. July anno 3. H. 8. where- 
in he covenanted, that when the King ſhould ſetle any Lands on the Colledee, 
for ſuſtentation of ſuch K»7zghts, then the grant of the Penſion ſhould be void, 
and of none effec, 

In the interval between the diſunion of the Colledge and Alzzs-Knights by the 
foreſaid At, to their eſtabliſhment by Queen Flizabeth, their Habit and Badge 
continned the ſame, and was fo confirm'd by King Henry the Eighth's | Statutes : 
But it may be colle&ed from his laſt Will, that there was then an intention to 
draw the Garter about the Scutcheon of St. George's Arms, but it took no effect : 
We obſerveallo, that in this interval ſeveral perſons who had been of confidera- 
ble quality and worth, became Alms-Knights, ſome of them were nevertheleſs 
great objects of Charity 3 among whom was Sir Robert Champlayne Knight, a 
valiant Soldier, and one whoſe martial ſervices abroad, rendred him an honor 
to our Nation. 

It ſeems he hadtaken part in the Civil Wars here, with King Herry the Sixth, 
againſt King Edward the Fourth, ſhortly after whoſe coming to the Crown he 
left England, and travelledinto® Hwrgary (having with him an Equipage of three 
Servants and four Horſes) where, in the affiſtance of Matthias Corvinus King of 
Hungary againſt the Turk, he behaved himſelf bravely, and likea valiant Knight: 

But proſperous Fortune not attending him at all times, he received many 
wounds, and at length was taken Priſoner, loſt all, and forced to pay 1500

one Gown of 4 yards of the colour of Red, and a Mantle of Blue, or Purple 
Cloth, of five yards, at ſix ſhillings eight pence the yard. 

Item, TheCroſ7 of $t. George in a Scutcheon, embroidered without the Garter, 

to be ſet upon the left ſhoulder of their Mantles. 

Item, The charges of the Cloth, and of the Lyning, making, and embroidering, 

to be paid by the Dean and Chapter, ont of the Revenue of that foundation, 

and endowment given for that and other cauſes. 

. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights fo come together before Noon, and afternoon daily, 

at all the Divine Service, ſaid within the Colledge, in their ordinary Appa- 

rel, and to continue to the end of the ſame Service,without a reaſonable lett, to - 
be allowed by the Governor. 

Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſhall keep their Lodgings appointed unto them, and 

their Table together in their common Hall appointed, and to have their pro- 

wiſtons made by their common Purſe , except for any reaſonable cauſe, any of 

them be licenſed to the contrary, by the Dean or his Deputy, and that Li- 

cenſe to endure not above 20 days in no year, except it be for ſickneſs only. 

9. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſhall not haunt the Town, the Ale-houſes, the 
Taverns, nor call any Woman into their Lodgings, without it be upon a reaſo- 
able cauſe,. and that with the Licenſe of the Dean or his Deputy. 

io. And further, We will that 12 of the ſaid Knights ſhall be obedient to the 

thirteenth, appointed for the Governor, and all 13 ſhall be obedient to the 

Dean and Chapter, i the obſervation of theſe Statutes, fer the good Order

The Governor ſhall 
make report of all ſuch diſobedience and other Offences committed by any of 
the faid Knights to the Dean and Chapter; and if the offence be ſuch, as 
hall ſeem to them to require ſuch puniſhment, they ſhall beſides a pain Arbi- 
trary, eive a warning to the Offender, cauſing the ſame to be regiſtred, and 
he that ſhall ſo twice be warned by them, ſhall immediately upon the third 
offence, be expelled for ever out of that company. And if the Governor diſobes 
the Dean and Chapter in the Obſervation of the ſaid Statutes, upon ſich 
warning by them, he ſhall receive like puniſhment as the other twelve. 

14.Item, The Penalties of ſuch as are puniſhed by the Dean and Chapter for not 
obſerving of theſe Statutes, ſhall be imployed, by the diſcretion of the Dean 
and Chapter, upon any of the Miniſters or Choriſters of the Church where 
they think beſt.

UR brief account relating to the Dean, Canons, and other Members of the 
( Jnantoing now difpatch'd,it follows that we treat of the Fndownrent there- 
of, and ſhew what Lands were given towards the maintenance and ſupport of 
this Foundation. But becauſe we intend no other account here, than in that of 
the Caſtle, Chappel, and Colledge, which was but ſhortz we will only fer down 
what Lands, 4 the Fourrder endowed the Colledge with, and then touch upon 
thoſe other conſiderable additions made by ſome of his Succeſlors, Soveraiens of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter, and of the Knights-Companions. reterring 
the reſt (after a bare mention of ſome other that were taken into the firſt Foun- 
dation) to the larger diſcourſe which we intend hereafter to make publick. 

The Endowments wherewith King Fdward the Third inveſted this Colledee by 
his Letters Patent of Foundation before mentioned, were firſt the* Advowlons 2 Par. de an. 
of the Churches of Wprardesburp (vulgarly called Kasbxry) in the Diocels of 4 ok 7 
Lincoln, of Southtanton in the Dioceſs of Fxeter,and of Uttorater m the Dio- 
cels of Coventry and Lichfield. Theſe he gave to the Cuſtos, Canons, Almse 
Knights and Miniſters of the Colledge, to hold in free, pure and perpetual Alms, 
throughly and perpetually, free from all ſecular exattions. with licenſe to ap- 
propriate the ſame to the Colledge, notwithitanding the Statute of Afortmain. 

b He thereby allo appointed ſo much of his Treaſure as ſhould be for their decent 
ſapport, until he had ſetled an immoveable eſtate of 10007. per annum upon 
them 1n Lands, Benefices, or Rents. | 

But as for two of theſe Advowſons, namely Uttoxater and Southtanton, "tis to 
be doubted there was afterwards diſcovered ſome defect in the Kings Title to 
them, and that the right of Patronage lay rather in Hexry Earl of Lancaiter, and 
Thomas Earl of Warwick: for the 18. of June anno 23.

And the like licenſe to Thomas Beauchamp Earl of ek 
Wartgck, tor aſſigning tothem the 4 Advowlon of the Church of Southtantor,that 
being of his Patronage alſo: The King gave ſpecial licenſe likewiſe to recerve 
theſe Advowſons from thele Earls, and to appropriate them to the uſe of the

An further granted, That the Cxſtos for the time being. ſhould have Eccleliaſti- 
cal Juriſdiction over the Canons, Prieſts, Clerks, Alms-Knights, and Officers, and 
their $rccefſors, as alſo the Cure of their Souls; notwithi(tanding any Papal Con- 
{tirution, Statutes, Cuſtoms, whether Provincial or Synodical, or other what- 
{ocver to the contrary. Walling nevertheleſs, that the Cx/tos ſhould receive the 
Cure of their Souls from the Dioceſan of the place. And in co— ot this 
{'xemption and Priviledge, the Cuſtos was obliged to. pay annually on St, Georees 
day, one Mark inS1lver to the Popes Chamber. *

Add to theſe, that the* Ordinations for the Chantry Prieſts were confirmed by 
the Dean and Chapter, not the Biſhop of the Dzoceſ7, ſo allo were the Statutes of 
the New Commons. Nordoththe! Dear who hath the cure of Souls (as is before 
noted) pay any $ynodals or Procurations, nor can any of the ® Kings Chaplains 
preach in the Chappel of St. George, unleſs he be a Canon there, without the 
Kings (pecial mandate, or leave of the Dear and Canors. 

The Dear and Canons ſend no" Delegates to the Synod, and when this point 
fell into debate, arz0 1640. it was carried in the Negative, as being a perfect 
Novelty, and againſt their Liberties, and might intitle them to the payment of 
Subſidies, and conſequently bring a new charge upon the Colledge. Nor have 
they ſhare in the Government of the Ehyrch, as other Deans and Chapters have. 
So that notwithſtanding any alteration or diflolution of the Government of the 
Church here in Ezgland by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, this Col. 
ledge cannot be concerned, more than the Colledges in the Univerſities, where 
there are many nominal Deas. 

Laſtly, afrer the A# for Vniformity palt, * ax.14. Car. 2. whereby every Clerey- 
tan was bound to ſubſcribe before the Archbiſhop or his Ordinary, the ? Canons

ficial (in regard he was born here, and toucht with a prerogative of affeftion to 
this place) and hath been fince confirm'd by ſeveral of his Succefſors, we ſhall 
here inſert.

and Immuniries to the effect following. 

That the Cxſtos and Canons, and their Succeſſors, ſhould for ever be free from 
payment of any 4d, for making the eldeſt Son of any King of Ergland a Knight, 
and for marrying their eldeſt Daughter : - as alſo of all 4zds to the King, Contri- 
butions and Tallages. | 

That whenloever the Clergze of this Realm, or of the Province of Canterbury or 
Tork, ſhould give a Tenth or other Impoſition, out of their Spiritualitiesz or the 
Commons of England ſhould give a Tenth or Fifteenth, or any other Tax, out of 
their Temporalities or moveable Goods, or that the Kizg and his Heirs ſhould 
cauſe his own Demain to be taxed; or that the Pope ſhould impoſe any Tax or 1m- 
poſition upon the Clergy of this Realm, and give the ſame to the King and his 
Heirs; this Colledge with all its Lands and Poſſilſcons ſhould be wholly freed thereot. 

That they ſhould be free from any charge of Arraying Soldiers, for the ſervice 
of the King and his Heirs; and from ſending them for the Czſtody of the $e4- 
Coaſts, and from every Fine or Compolitionfor the ſame. 

That their Houſes, as well thoſe within the Cai7le of indeſor, as elſe-where. 
ſhould be tree from any Livery of the Kings Stewards, Marſhals, Purveyors, Offi- 
cers, and Servants, and from the like Officers of the Queens, or any j =—_ 
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Children, or of the Peers or Nobles. And that the ſaid Officers ſhould not inter- 
meddle there, without the leave of the Cuſtos and Canons, and their $ucceſſors. 

That no Dake, Farl, Baron, or Nobleman, nor any Stewards, Marſhals, Eſchea- 
tors, Sheriffs, Coroners, Bailifſs, or Officers, nor any other perſon ot what condi- 
tion locver, ſhould upon any colour lodge or ſtay in the Howſes of the Cuſtos or 
Canons, without their confent. 

That they the ſaid Cxft5s and Carory, and their Terarts, ſhould for ever be 
free from payment of Toll, Paviage, Pirage, Barbicanage, Terrace, Pontage, Mu- 
race, Paſſage, Paiage, Leſtage, $tallage, Tallage, Cariage, Pefage, ad from Scot 
and Geld, Hidage, Scutage, working about Caſtles, Parks, Bridges, Walls for the 
Kings Houſes. And from Suits to the Conrty or Hundred Court, and Wapentakes, 
Court Leets, Murder, and Common Amerciaments, whether they ſhould happen 
before the King, or any of the Juſtices of the. Bench, or Juſtices Itinerant, or 
other Juſtices whatſoever, and from every other like Cuſtom. 

That they ſhould have within their Lands and Fees, the Chattels of all Felons 
and Fugitives, and ſerze them to their own uſe. | 

That they ſhould have all Fixes for Treſpaſſes, and all other Contempts and Miſe 
denteanors, Fines, pro licentia concordandi, and tor all other cauſes. 

That they ſhould have all Amerciaments, R2demptions, Iſſues, and Forſeitures 
whatſoever, Anmem, Diem,Vaſtum,@+ Streppum, and all things which might belong 
to the King and his Heirs thereupon. 

That they ſhould have Wrecks, Waifs,and Strays, within all their Lands and Fees. 

That no Pxrveyance of Corn, Hay, Horſes, Carts, Carriages, Viduals, or any 
Cooder, Chattels, or any thing whatſoever, ſhould be taken by any of the Kings 
Officers or Miniſters, in, or upon any of their Lands, or the Lands of any of their 
Tenants. 

That they ſhould be free from the payment. of any Pexſio#, Corrody, or other 
$y/tentation to be granted by the King, his Heirs or Succeſſors. --Y 

That they ſhould have Free-Warrey in all their Demain Lands whereſoever. 
And that, although they lay within the bounds of the Kings Foreſt. 

That they ſhould have a weekly Market, to be held on Wedneſdays, at their 
Mannor of Exre in Buckinghamſhire, and two Fairs to endure for eight days, vis. 
on the Eve and Feaſt-day of the Apoſtles Peter and Paul, and for two days next 
following : and upon the Eve and Feaſt-day of St. Peter ad vincula and two days 
following, with all Liberties and Cuſtozrs to the ſaid Market and Fairs belonging. 

That they ſhould enjoy all their Lands, with the Liberties of $0c and Sac, 
Infangthef, Vtfanethef, and View of Frankepledge 5 with Thewe, Pillory, and Tum- 
brel, for puniſhment of Malefattors 3 and power to eretGallows upon their own 
(oil, for Execution of ſuch Malefactors as ſhould fortune to be apprehended within 
their Juriſdiction. 4 | 

That they ſhould be freed and — 7 9 from all Szits and Pleas of the Foreſt, 
and of all Charges or Fees, which the Juſtices or other Officers of the Foreſt might 
demand. And from Expeditation of their Doger, and Smits of Court there. 

That they ſhould be free from Gelds, Dane-gelds, Knights»Fees, Payments for 
Murther and Robbery, Building or Repairing of Bridges, Caitles, Parks, Pools, 
Walls, Sea-banks, Cauſeways, and Incloſures, and of all Aſſiſes, Summons, Sheriff- 
aids, their Bailiffs, or Officers, carrying of Treaſzre, and all other Aids, as alſo 
tram the common Aſſeſyments and Amerciaments of the County and Hnndred and all 
Ations relating to them. 

That they ſhould be freed from thepayment of Ward-perny, Aver-penny,Tithing- 
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Nis pony, and Hundred-penny, and diſcharged from Grithbrech, Forſtall, Homeſoken, 
of. Blod-wite,Ward-wite, Heng-wite, Fight-wite, Leyr-wite,Laſtage, Pannage, Aſſart, and

SECT. .L 


The ſeveral Opinions touching the occaſion of its Inſtitution. 


Dward King of Ergland and of France, of that name (after the Nor- 
mar Conqueſt) the Third, was the firſt Founder of this moſt re- 
nowned Order of the Garter: And this is not only unanimouſly at- 
teſted by our own, and other Hiſtorians, but alſo by good Authori- 
ties and Records of the Order it ſelf. | 

The Hiſtorians generally agree 1n the perſon of the Foxrder, but as to the 
original occaſion, that gave beginning to the Order, and the time when it was 
ereted,there 1s not ſmall difference among them ; by reaſon whereof, the truth of 
both 1s left ſo perplext, that if we had not clearer light from ſome other means, 
the world might yet live in ignoranceof the verity of either : But that we may 
ſet down theſe two particulars more exaGly than hitherto hath been done, and 
give a more perfect account of a AGlitary Order, whoſe fame hath ſpread all 

over 
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over the World, and been conferr'd on the greatelt Princes thereof, is our de- 
ſign in this preſent Work. 

Firſt then, as to the occaſion of its Inititution, the opinions of 1riters Cas we 
ſaid) are various - The vulgar and more general is, That the Garter of Joune 
Counteſs of $alisbury falling calually off, as ſhe danced in a tolemn Ball, King 
Fdward haſtily ſtooping, took it up from the ground; whereupon ſome of his 
Nobles and Courtiers ſmiling, as at an amorous aGtion, and he obſerving their 
{portive humour.turn'd it off with this reply in French, Honi ſoit Qui mal , Penſe: 
but withal added in diſdain of their laughter, That in a ſhort time, they ſhould 
{ce that Garter advanced to fo high honor and eſtimation, as to account them- 
ſelves happy to wear it. | 

But taking leave to examine this Trad:itior, we ſhall only make two-or three 
Remarques, and then refer 1t to the judgment of others, what credit ought to 
be given thereto. | 

Firſt, Sir John Froiſſart (who only among the Writers of that Age ſpeaks of 
this Inſtitution) aſligns it no ſuch original, as that of the falling of a Ladies Gar- 
ter: Nor is there found any thing to that purpoſe in our other Hiſtorians, tor 
the ſpace of two hundred years, till Polydor Virgil took occalion to ſay ſome- 
thing of itz whoſe grounds we ſhall examine immediately. Beſides it might be 
expected, that ſome Hiſtorian among the French (who were lo forward to jeer at 
our King Herry the Fifth's deſign of invading them, with a return of Tennis 
Balls) would not have forborn to regiſter ſome where or other, a ſcotf at the 
Ladies Garter 3 eſpecially in a time when the fury of War had diflolv'd all obli- 
cations of friend(hip and civility, and opened the mouth of flander. Whereto 
we muſt add,;that there is not the leaſt appearance in the original Statutes of this 
moſt noble Order, to countenance the conceit of ſuch a Feminine Inſtitution ; no 
not ſo much as obliging the Knights-Companions to detend the quarrels of Ladics 
(as the Rules of ſome Orders then in being enjoin'd )nor doth the Author of that 
piece intituled, Inft;tutio clariſſimi Ordinjs Militaris 4 prenobili Subligaculo nun- 
cupat;, written by way of Preface to the Black Book, of the Garter, let fall the 
leaſt touch tothat purpote. 

As to what Folydor ſays, it is even thence to be noted, that he himſelt is not 
{o confident, as to aſcertain the perſon whoſe Garter it was, but warily de- 
clining that, ſays, it was ® ezther the Queens, or the Kings Miſtreſs 3 _ if 1t Þ Angl.

found upon her Toilet, a Fleece of low Country Woo!l 5 whence tome ot hts 
Followers taking occaſion of ſport, as at a thing unuſually ſcen in a Ladies: 
Chamber, he (as is reported of King Fdward the Third, upon ſuch another oc- 
calion) vowed that ſuch as madeit the ſubject of their derifion, ſhould never be 
honored with a Collar of the Order thereof, which he intended to eltablith, to 
exprels the love he bore that Lady. 

There is a third opinion, grounded on a Relation having an aſpect to time 
before King Edward the Third's Inſtitution, which is reported of King * Richard 
the Firſt, and 1s thisz that while his Forces were employed againi(t Cyprus and 
Acon, and extreamly tired out with the tediouſneſs of the Siege, He, by the af 
hiſtance and mediation of $t. George (as imagined) was inſpired with ſreſh conrage, 
and bethought himpelf of a new device, which was, to ye about the legs of 4 choſin 
wumber of Knights, a Leathern Thong or Garter ( for ſuch had he then at hand) 
whereby being put in mind of the future glory that ſhould accrue tothem, with aſſu- 
rance of worthy rewards if they overcame, they might be ronzed up to the behaving 
themſelves gallantly and ſtoutly in the Wars, much after the manner of the ancient 
Romans, among whone were various Crowns, with which for ſeveral cauſer, Sold:- 
ers were adorned; to the end that by thoſe encouragements, all ſluggiſhnefſs being ſha- 
hen off, the virtue and fortitude of their minds might ſpring up and appear more re- 
ſolute and vigorous. | 

It further continues in the ſame Preface, That after 2 long interval of time, and 
divers ViGories obtained by him, the ſaid King returning into his Country, deter- 
mined with himelf, to inſtitute and ſctle this mo$t noble Order of St. George, on 
whoſe patronage the Englilth ſo mmch relied, | 

But admit this (though we are to note, it is only a Relation put down in the 
Preface of the Black Book, but not any part of the Annals of the Order, nor can 
it plead higher antiquity than the Reign of King Herry the Eighth, becauſe writ- 
ten a little after the time he reformed and explained the Statutes of the Garter) 
all this we ſay admitted, and that King Richard the Firſt did make uſe of this 
deviſe in the Holy Land, as a ſignal or diſtinftion of a party going out upon 
ſome warlike exploit : yet that he thence took occaſion to frame a diltinCt Order 
of Knighthood afterwards, there is not the leait mention, nor any ground to ima- 
gine. So that all the advantage can be made of it is, that (as! Doctor Heylir 
affirms) we may warrantably be perſwaded, this occaſion much heightned the re- 
putation of that $4izt among the Ergliſh, by which means 1n procels of time, the 
moſt heroick Order of the Garter came to be dedicated to him; and not that it 
any way contributed to the 7-ſtztution of it. 


SECT. IL 
The true Cauſe aſſerted. 


TX far of the conjeQures of others, concerning the 1»ſtitution of this moſt 
oble Order 3 now come we to unfold the true occaſion thereof. 
We affirm then, that King Edward the Third had no refletion, either upon 
a Ladies Garter, or King Richard's Leathern Thong, when he. firlt deſigned the 


Teſt;tution, but that it did proceed from a much more noble cauſe 3 to wir,

liſts of that Age, did thereupon firſt defign (as being invited thereto by its an- 
cient fame) the reſtauration of King Arthur's Round Table, which he exhibited 
with magmficent Haſtiludes and general Juſts, to invite hither the gallant and 
active ſpirits from abroad: and upon diſcovery of their courage and ability in 
the exerciſe of Arms, to draw them to his party, and oblige them to himſelf.

Mong Soczeties in general, it hath been found expedient, to plant 

Rules tor them to walk by - Order and oy i; being not only 

the beauty and Symmetry of Government, but the parent of that 

Being, which greatly contributes to their perpetuity : Beſides, $ta- 

tutes and Ayles, are as well the Bounds to determine, as Bonds to 

unite Fellowſhips and Societies together; and if either through negligence fall 

into diſuſe, or be unadviſedly broken, they readily open a way to diflolution 
and ruine. | 

Upon ſuch like conſiderations therefore, that moſt famous, happy, and victo- 

rious Prince, King Edward the Third (after he had adviſedly determined the 

Erection of this moſt noble and renowned Order of the Garter) did moſt pru-

Tranſcript of them recorded in the Reign of King Herry the Fifth, at the begin- 
ing of the old Book, called Regiſtrum Ordinis Chartaceums a Copy whereof we 
have placed firſc m rank of the Inſetions and Autographs in the Appendix : nc- 
vertheleſs, bearing the marks of the Tran(cribers negligence or madvertency, 
as will appear in ſeveral places, by the words we have ſupplied in the margent, 
warranted by two ancient Exemplars of this Body of Statutes. | 
The firſt of which, written in an ancient hand, I had communicated tome by 
the favour of the late Lord Hattor, that noble Patron of all good learning and 
learned men. Burt 'tis evident theſe were not the Original Statutes, from a part 
of the 10.

SECT. IL 
Of thoſe other Bodies of Statutes ſince eſtabliſhed. 


Efides theſe Statutes made at the 7r57:tution of the Order, there are two other 
Bodies or Exemplars eſtabhſhed ſince; the one by King Hemry the Fifth, and 
the other by King He-ry the Eighth. 
King Herry the Fifth, that happy reſtorer of the honor of the Order, having 
(at his entrance tothe Royal Throne) found its glory upon abatement, not only 
raiſed it to its former luſtre, but very much increaſt the honor thereof. For He 
renewed the Grard Feſtival and other $olemmities, He commanded a ſtrict obſer- 
vation of all the Foxnders Statutes, andibrought many more to a like perfection, 4 Lis.F. p.55; 
which He ſubjoined to ſuch of them where they properly might be inſerted, 
and are theſe that follow.

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me by the right honorable Zaſi/! Earl of Denbigh, a perſon who through an in- 
duſtrious ſearch into his own ancient Evidences, 1s become fortunately happy, 
by adding thence great light to his<high and noble Deſcent 3 and a no leſs en- 
courager of, than really affected with the Studies of venerable Antiquity. 

This Roll (as before the Statutes of Inſtitution) was Ordained to iflue out 
thenceforth to the Knights-Companions under the f Common Seal of the Order.In at- 
ter times it was tranſcribed into Books 3 and by a Decree paſs'd an.3.H.7.4:5 Ori- 
ginal Book of theſe Statutes and Inſtitutions fair writter, was to be laid wp in the 
Colledge of $t. George and the Scribe or Regiſter to have Tranſcripts of it in 
readineſs to preees the Elefted Knights withall. 

The laſt and largeſt Body was undertaken and compleated, by that munificent 
increaſer of the ſplendor of this moſt Noble Order, King Herry the Eighth ; 
chiefly in regard ſome of the former $tatutes were obſcure, doubtful, and need- 
ed further explication3 others wanted reducing and contraftion, where the 
neceſlity of the caſe required. 

And to ſet this worthy work on foot, this Soverazge gave Order (in a Chap- 
ter held at® Greexwich on St. George's day, anno regni ſui 9.) i That all the Knights- 
Companions ſhonld be carefully ſuremoned, to aſſemble together in the year then next 
following (whilſt the ſolemnity of the Feaſt laſted) to conſult and conclude upon the 
abrogation of ſuch things as tended to the diſhonor of the Order (if any ſuch were) 
and for the advancement of other things that might augment and promote the honor 
thereof, but it ſeems there was not any thing done thereupon. 

Afterwards, to give greater reputation to this his Royal deſign, this Soveraig# 
on the £28. of 1ay in the 11. year of his Reign, entred upon this great and no- 
ble work, with all magnificent Ceremony, being accompanied with' 19 Knights- 
Companions of the Order, all ® proceeding on Horſeback to the Chapter-houſe at 
IWindeſor3 where being entred, and conſideration had of the old Statutes; zhe 
" Knights-Companions, with all due reverence, intreated the Soveraign to reſorn 
and explain then, as he ſhould think convenient 5 who thereupon determining ſo to 
do, the whole Company gave their advice and conſent. That done, all preſent be- 
{ought the Soveraigr, kneeling, that where any of then had® offended, in breaking 
any Ordinance concerning the Order, he would pleaſe to remit it, and give them 4 
gereral pardon, which moſt benignly he granted, and the next day, in Chapter, 
ratified 1t to them. | 

But it ſeems this undertaking held yer e three years, before it came to per- 
fection 3 nevertheleſs then, wiz. the 23. of April, anno 14. H. 8. the Soveraign ont 
of 1right {imeular love, good zeal, and entire affetion to this moſt Noble Order, to 
the eſtate of Chivalry, and the continuance and increaſe thereof; as alſo at the hum- 
ble requeſt and inſtant deſire of the then Knights-Companions, and by their advice, 
connſel,and conſent did make Interretation, and Declaration of the obſcurities,doubts, 
and ambiguities of the former Statutes and Ordinances. : 
And having = reformed divers things in them, he thereunto _ _

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(additions, no leſs neceſlary than expedient. The* Original whereof being £b.N.y 218, 
ſizned and ſealed, was commanded to be carefully laid up, in the Treaſwry of * —_

And yet befides theſe three Bodies, molt eminently known by the title of $74- 
?utes, there was another drawn up and publiſhed, ano 7. E. 6. the Reformation 
of Religion here in Ezeland giving the occaſion ; but it being within few Months 
repealed by * Queen M/zry, his Siſter and Succeſſor, before it received the life * £b.C 3.6 
of Execution, -and not lince revived, we ſuppoſe it not _ to rank 1t in the 
Appendix or make any uſe thereof in the following Diſcourſe. | 

In the Month of December 1666. the Right Reverend Father in God Matthew 


Wrew, late Lord Biſhop of Ely, ſhewed me a Manuſcript, compiled by himſelf, 


about the year 1631. being at that time Regiſter of this moſt Noble order : where- 
in by way of Comment upon King Hezry the Eighth's Statutes, he briefly ſhews 
(out of the Statutes and Annals of the Order) what alteration there hath been in 
the Law of the Garter, both before and ſince. It is a work compoſed with a great 
deal of judgment, and exceeding ufeful ; and had it been my good hap to have 


met therewith before I had ſo neer finiſhed this Work, the ready directions there- 


'n would have caſed me of much toil, whilſt-I was about the compoſing it.

SECT. II. 


Several endeavours for Reforming the Statutes, ſince the Reign of 
: King Henry the Eighth. 


\ S the Kings of this Realm, immediately at their attaining the Crown, do 


become Soveraiens of this moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and conſc- 
ear Law, and Interpreters thereof 3 ſo is the regulation of the 
whole their undoubted Prerogative 3 and this hath been-evidenced in nothing 
more fully than from their conſtant courſe in exerciſing the power, not only of 
making and Ss but changing and altering the Laws and $?atwtes there- 
of; which upon interelt of Religion, pleaſure of the Soveraign, change of times, 
or any other fit or neceſſary Occaſtor, hath from time to time been done by them. 
Upon this ground was it, that King Edward the Sixth went abour to alter and 
reform. ſuch things in the preceding Statutes as ſeemed not conſiſtent with the Re- 
ligion he hadeſtabliſhed in Exgland. To which purpoſe, at a Chapter holden at 
Greenwich, the 23. of April in the 3. year of his Reign, it was agreed, Þ® That the 
Lord $t. John, the Earl of Arundel, and Sir William Paget ſhould peruſe over the 
Statutes of the Garter 3 axd that the ſame ſhould be reformed, and made agreeable 
to the Kings Majeſty's other proceedings, by the advice of the Duke of Somerſet Lord 
ProteFor, and other Companions of the Noble Order. 

This was ſeconded by another 0rder, made alſoin Chapter at Greenwich, on St. 
Georges day in the following year 3 where it was agreed, © That the Book of Sta- 
tutes ſhould be reformed, and thereupon the Soveraign delivered to the whole Com- 
pany, 4 Book, wherein was contained certain Statutes, by the ſame to be corretted 
and reformed as they thought beſt, until the next Chapter. | 

But it ſeems, nothing was as yet done, in purſuance of either of theſe 0rders, 
for at the next Feaſt, on the 24. of April, ano 5. E. 6. another Order paſt, *3me- 
powering the Duke of Somerſet, the Margqueſ7 of Northampton, the Earls of War- 
wick, Arundel, Bedford, and Wiltſhire, to pernſe over the Statutes and other 
Books of the Order, 4nd the ſame to be reformed, as aforeſaid. 

This third Order it ſeems took more effect than the former; for thereupon a 
new Body of Laws was collected together (wherein ſome things were reformed, 
others newly added; but in effect the Laws of the Order very much altered) and 
publiſhed March 17. ano 7.E.6. But this King dying within four Months after, 
the very firſt thing Queen Afary (his Siſter) took care for, in referenceto the At- 
fairs of this 9rder, was to ſee theſe new Statutes abrogated and made void. 

Fo which purpoſe in a Chapter held at St. James's Houſe, the 27. of September 
next following her coming to the Crown, it was among other: things Decreed 
and Ordained, © That the ſzid Laws and Ordinances, which were in no ſort * conve- 
rient to be uſed, and ſo impertinent and tending to novelty, ſhould be abrogated and 
diſanulleds. and 0 account to be made FA them for the future. 

And for the ſpeedy execution of this Decree, command was then alfo given 
to Sir William Petre (whothat 5 day was admitted Chancellor of the Order) to ſee, 
hehat they ſhould be ſpeedily expunged out of the Book of Statutes, and forthwith 
deſaced: left any memory of theme ſhould remain to poſterity : and only thoſe Decrees 
and Ordinances, which her Father, and his royal Predeceſſors had eſtabliſhed, ſhould be 
retained and obſerved. 

It may be alſo noted, that in this particular of Reformation, King Phzl:p her 
Husband appeared no leſs zealous : for on the 5. of 4 a8. 1. & 2. Fh.& 
Mar. (which was the third day after he had been inveſted, with the Habit and 
Enfigns of the Order) himſelf being preſgnt at a Chapter in Windeſor Caitle, it was 
then Ordained; i That all Aﬀts and Decrees being recorded in divers places of the 
Great Book (to wit, the Black Book of the Order) which were repugnant and 
diſagreeable 
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diſagreeable either with the ancient and received Statutes of the Order, or elſe with 
the Laws of the Realm 3 ſhould clearly be aboliſhed and taken- away 3, by the Mar- 
queſs of Wincheſter, the Earlsof Arundel, aud Pembroke, andthe Lord Paget. 
And we no ſooner ſee Queen Elizabeth aſcending the Throne, but ſhortly after, 
on St. George's day in the 2. year of her Reign, a view of the Statutes 1s com- 


mitted Cby Commiſſion) to- four of the Knights-Companions, namely the a42r- h { ee. 
CP-$ 


queſs of Northampton, the Earls of Arundel, and Pembroke, and the Lord Howard 
of Effingham : ' Who were thereby impowered to read over and conſider thoſe Statutes, 
and being ſo read over and viewed, to conſider with a watchful care and diligence, 
;f any of them were diſagreeable to the Religion, Laws, andStatutes of this Realmz 
and iſ any ſuch were fpund, the ſame to be faithfully repreſented to the Soveraign, 
to the end that She, with the Knights-Compamions, wieht eſtabliſh ſuch Decree con- 
cerning them, as ſhe: ſhould think fit. 

Whether any thing was done purſuant hereunto, or not, doth not appear inthe 
Annals of the Order, or any where elſe that we have ſeen; nor do we conceive 
there was, or that this Soveraign ſaw much cauſe, to alter the frame of thoſe 
Statutes, which King Henry the Eighth had eſtabliſhed, and Queen Mary con-> 
firmed; ſince the Books of Statutes delivered to the Knights-Companidns at their 
Inſtallations, throughout her Reign, were no other than Tranſcripts of her Fa- 
ther's Body of S$tatvtes, and beſides, the practice of her time was generally pur- 
ſuant to the direction therein 3 except in ſome few things, now and then added or 
altered, at future Chapters, when there aroſe new cauſe for lo doing; of which 
we ſhall give an account as the matter occurs. | 

After her Reign, King James, her Succeſlor, obſerving the obſcurity and diſ- 
agreement of ſome paſlages among the Statutes, attempred ſomething towards 


their reformation, and in reference thereto, the ® 14. of ay, inthe g. year of his m Ibid. p. 


Reign, Decreed, That Commiſſionary Letters ſhould be made forth to the Farls of © 


Nottingham, Worceſter, Pembroke, 4»d Northampton, whereby power ſhould be 
given them," to examine the Regiſters, and other Monuments, which pertained to 
the Order; and where any thing ſhould be found obſcure, to make it cleer, where, 
contrariety appeared, fitly to reconcile it, yet with no endeavour of innovating any 
thing, but an intention of renewing all things, as neer as might be to the firſt and 
moſt ancient Inititution of the Order : Saving always power to himſelf, as Soveraign 
of the Order, to add or change any thing ( according to the occaſion) as it ſhould 
feem agreeable to his prudence, for the honor of this moit Noble Order. What was 
done hereupon appears not, but ſome fer years after, this Aﬀair was revived; 


and the following Commiſſion iſlued forth.

Nations, or Subjeds of our own Kingdoms, to ſupply the places which have been void 
f that Society. Now foraſmmch as We are not ignorant that in all humane Conſti- 
#utions, there may be not only Ambiguity, ſuſſering doubtful Interpretation, but alſo 
defe, for which addition is => 4 the ſame beſt appearing in time, which is the 
producer and tryer of truth, We have therefore thought fit, out of the knowledge and 
A a 2 
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experience we have of your underflanding and wiſdom, and the confidence we repoſe 
in your faithfulneſs and ſincerity, being men of honor, and Knights and Compani- 
ons of our ſaid Order,to nominate you ſix,and to appoint you,or any four of you, to take 
an exatt view of all the ancient Statutes and Articles of our ſaid Order. And 4 
give unto you, or any four of you, full power and authority to call before you all ſuch 
perſons, whether Officers of our ſaid Order, or others, as can give you light or inſor- 
mation concerning the ſame; and after a ſerious conſideration thereof had by you all, 
or four of you, We will and require, that you ſet down in writing, what in the ſzid 
ancient Statutes and Articles, you ſhall conceive meet to be explained, and what to be 
added, whereby our ſaid Noble Order may be made more famous and illuſtrious, that 
the ſame being preſented to ns the Soveraign and the Society, at a Chapter holder, 
may be reſolved on, in part or in all, to be put in execution, if to us it ſhall ſeem ſz 
good. Given under the Seal of our ſaid Order, at our Palace of Weſtminſter, the 
26. day of April, in the ſixteenth year of our Reign, &c. 


Notwithſtanding the powers and directions given by this Commiſſion, the pro- 


 greſs in this bulineſs was very {low paced, but towards the later end of his Reign, 


the Earls of Worceiter, Montgomery, Arundel, Surry, and Leiceſter, four of the 
ſix Commiſſioners above-named, having had divers meetings, and debated ſe- 
veral things repreſented tothem 3 didat a Chapter holden at Whitehall, the 19. of 
Ay, ra = ag Regis 20. preſent tothe Soverazgn certain Articles, ſubſcribed with 
their hands, which for the Honor of the Order they thought neceſlary to be 
obſerved. | 

By the firſt of which they endeavoured to provide for a further progreſs and 
advance of the ſame, in propoſing, ® that every year a Commiſſion from the Sove- 
raign ſhould be given or continued to ſuch Knights of the Order, as i» Chapter 
ſhould be thought fit; to conſider of all things to the Order belonging; and that. the 
gear following «x account by the Knights i: Chapter ſhould be given of their proceed- 
ings, by virtue of the ſaid Commiſſion. 

This with 8 other Articles, were? confirmed by the $overazen,and twelve of the 
Knights-Companions, the 22. of May following, ina Chapter held at 1hztehall. 

And ſo happily and effectually went this work forward, .that on the Feaſt-day 
of St. George held at Windeſor in the enſuing year, the ſaid Earl of WorceSter (be- 
ing then the Soverazer's Depnty for that Feaſt) with ten Knights-Companions more, 
did agree to eight other Articles (moſt of them concerning the Alms-Xnights) 
which the next morning were ” approved of by the Soveraien 3 and that day, be- 
fore the celebration of Divine Service, by the Soverajen's Deputy, and Compani- 
ons allembled in the Chapter-houſe, fthe obſervation thereof was alſo Decreed. 

And now to come neerer, even to the Reign of his late ſacred Majeſty, King 
Charles the Firſt, of ever bleſſed and glorious memory, who while it lay in his 
rower, was (and much more would have been, had not the angry Fate of our 
late times oppoſed) the greateſt Increaſer of the Honor and Renown of this moſt 
Huſtrions Order : He, I ſay, taking into his princely thoughts all things whatſo- 
ever, which carried any ſhew or probability of adding luſtre thereunto, deſigned 
and endeavoured, the moſt compleat and abſelute Reformation of any of his 
Predeceflors. 

And firſt, at the Solemnity of St. George held at 1irdeſor the * 6. day of OFober 
in the 6. year of his Reign, He commiſhonated nine of the Knights-Companions, 
namely, the Earls of 2olgrave, Pembroke, and Montgomery, Arundel and Surry, 
8alisbury,Carliſle, Dorſet, Holland, Berksbire,and Suffolk, with command to aflem- 
ble four times in a year, to conſult and handle the Aﬀairs of the Order. 

All theſe, but the Earls of Xolgrave and Dorſet, met at Whitehall, the 2. of Ja- 
2#uary following, where ſome * few things were conſidered of. 

This Commiſſion was ſeconded by one more ample, about three Months after, 
and direQed to the before-named K#zjghts-Comparions, or to any 8, 7, 6,5, OF 4 
of them, thereby impowring them, 420 aveet, conſult, and take an exaF view, and 
to peruſe all the Statutes and Ordinances of the Order; as well ſuch as were efta- 


bliſhed #n the beginning, as ſuch as had been ſince made by Explanation or Addition, 
| an 
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and to conlider adviſedly, whether any thing had been Ordered, that had brought 
Dorbt or Ambighity, or did ſland in need of Alteration or Amendment. To the end, 
that if upon mature deliberation by them, there ſhould appear any contrariety or other 
defect, by want of plain expreſſion or other omiſſuon, which were fit by the Sove- 
raign to be ſupplied for the augmentation of the Honor of the Order, that then in 
ach caſe, He | the Soveraign | might (upon return rd their Proceedings) reſolve of 
ſome ecneral Declaration in Chapter, to reform and reduce into one body all the 
Statutes and Ordinances _— that the ſame being compiled and ſctled in a per- 
fe form, might be ſo delivered over to poſterity, cleered and freed from all future 
aueitions and doubts. | | 

We ſee here the largeneſfs of this noble deſign : Nevertheleſs not any thing was 
done upon this Commiſſion, though it [tood in force even trom the 6. to the 13. 
year of this Soverazgr's Reign: but where the neglect lay appears not, though 
it may not untruly be conjectured by that which follows. 

At the Fealt of St. George, celebrated by Prorogation at /hztehall, for the year 
e1536.upon the 17, 18, and 19. days of April, azno 1637. divers humble Petitions on —_—_ 
t)rfReformation and Renovation, were preſented to the Soverazen, the ſaid * dag 
12. day of April, by the Chancellor, and them alſo read; ſome of which more * 144. p.g. 
eſpecially tending to the honor of the Order were accepted and decreed by. the 
Soveraien, and the reſt referred and tranſmitted to the Knights-Commilſtoners.be- 


fore mentioned. 


The firſt of thoſe Decrees which at this time paſt, was5to revive and renew gLib.Rp. 118. 


the powers given 1n the former Comiſſron,and thereupon a vew Commiſſion, dated "3 _— 
the 7.0f Arzy then following, iſſued under the Great Seal of the Order, having 4 7 OY 
the ſame Preamble with the former Commiſſion, and was directed to the Earls of 
Molgrave, Derby, Pembroke, and Montgomery, Arundel, and Surrey, Kelley, Salis- 
bury, Dorſet, Holland, Berksbire, Suffolk, Lindſey, Exceter, Marqueſs Hamilton, 
Duke of Lenox, the Earls of Danby, Moreton, and Northumberland, or tothree or 
more of them, to ® meet and conſult of any matter, _—_— the Statutes, Or 
Honor of the Order. Theſe Knights-Commiſſroners, were Iikewile armed with! all 
the powers given in the foreſaid Commiſſzor, dated anno 6.Car. 1. Unto which 
was added, for the better etfefting the Soveraign's royal care; * That three or k Itid,p.1s. 
more of them ſhould meet at the Soveraign's Court, and begin to execute the ſaid 
Commiſlion, i##x Whitlon-week next enſuing, attended and aſſiſted by the Chan- 
cellor of the Order, and all or any other Officers, or ſuch of theme as they ſhould 
call and find ſerviceable. And heing met and aſſembled, to have power to hear, pro- 
pound, and debate whatſoever ſhould be preſented, or that they ſhould conceive con- 
ducible, to the honor and perfe@ eſtabliſhment of the Order. And to prepare all mat- 
ters of ſuch their conſultation to be preſented unto the Soveraign, at the next Feat of 
St. George, and ſo ſucceſſtvely at every Chapter to be held by the Soveraign : there- 
in to receive his full determination, approbation, and royal afjent : with further 
power to adjourn from time to time, after the firſt opening and reading of the ſaid 
Commiſhon, their meetings to ſuch places and days, as to then ſhould ſeem moſt 
convenient. J

For although the foreſaid Commiſſion was opened and read at the Court at 
IVhitebatl, the 30. of 24ay following, in the preſence and ſeffion of the Earls of 
Pexrbroke, and Montgomery, Salichury, Holland, Marqueſs Hamilton, and Duke of 
Lenax, Commilſioners and Companions of this moſt Noble Order ; yet I find the 
then Chancellor Sir Thomas Rowe, in an account of that day's proceedings by Letter,

dated the fourth of June 1637. and directed to Dr. Chriſtopher Wren, then Regi- 
fer of the Order (whoſe attendance was on that day excuſed) fadly profeſs; That 
it was as much as he could do, to procure and draw together five of the Kaights- 
Companions, #9 opez and read the Commiſſion, and this alſo in haſte, quaſi in tran- 
fitu 5 and all that was done, was to appoint another meeting at the Court in Mid- 
ſommer-week, then next enſuing; and to lay a charge upon the Chancellor to pre- 
pare matter (to wit, ® Propoſitions and Obſervations upon the Statutes) fit for 
their Conſultation, againit that time, according to the tenonr of the Commiſſion. 
And elſewhere he makes this ingenuous acknowledgment, That he found ſuch dif- 
ficulty to procure meetings, and a certain non-chalance in every one, as if it were 
but a cerettronions Aﬀair, and ſo few hearty in it, that he feared, he and the Officers 
ſhould wait to little purpoſe. 

And ſo indeed it fell out, for albeit he attended the ſaid Knights-Commiſſtoners 
in Midſomer-week, according to the appointment at their laſt fitting; yet there 
was nothing done, ſave only the adjourning of their meeting to ® Lodor. 

Some little (and bur little) progreſs was afterwards hade in this Afﬀair, at 
another meeting at White-hall.the * 8, of February following ; 'where three of the 
ſaid Knights-Commiſſioners were preſent, namely, the Earls of Berkshire, Lindſey, 
and Northumberland; who Ordered, ? That the Chancellor, Regiſter, and Garter, 
ſhould prepare an abreviation of the Statutes, and reduce every thing of one head, in- 
to an af, to avoid confuſion : And this being the half of what they then did, 
cauſed this Expreſſion to fall from the Pen of this worthy Chancellor, in another 
Letter to the Regiſter, of the 24. of Nov. 1637. There is little hopes of the Knights ; 
they never meet, or to no purpoſe 5 though T am tired with ſolicitations. 

Finally,thes firſt of February after, another allembly of ſeven of the Knights-Com- 
m1i(ſroners was held alſo at Whitehall, in whoſe preſence a few things were debated, 
but little concluded: and further than this fitting, can TI not trace the proſecution 
of this noble deſign and intendment of the late Koyal Soveraign, all the following

SECT. IV. 
Of the Annals of the Order. 


A ND becauſe the ſeveral Orders and Decrees occaſionally made 1g Chapters 
(being of good authority and binding to the Knights-CompanionPand of 
cers) with many other Hiſtorical and Ceremonial matters, relating to the Order, 
lyedifperſt throughout the Arrals thereof; it will be requiſite here, to give ſome 
account of thoſe Books wherein they are ſo recorded, becauſe we ſhall make 
frequent uſe of them in the progreſs of our Diſcourſe.

every year in Chapter, at the Feaſt of $t. George, the renowned and praiſeworthy 
Ads of the Knights of this Order, as many as had ſo merited, and as for thoſe 
who had deſerved the contrary, to make relation alſo of their ſcandalous and diſ- 
graceful aJions; the Regiſter was to take theſe in writing, and record them for a 
memorial of their honor or ſhame, never to end. 

And it is part of the duty of Mr. Garter, * diligently and induſiriouſly to make 
enquiry after the valiant, fortunate, and renowned Ads, both of the Soveraign, and 
the reſt of the Knights-Companions, which having learnt, he is to make a true and 


faithful relation of then tothe Regiſter, to be by him entred upon Record for a per- 


petual memorial. 

But we find very little of this hitherto done, ' and how ſparingly inſerted, the 
Annals themſelves are but too evident Witneſſes. Nevertheleſs, the preſent 
Garter, Sir Fd. Walker, hath drawn up a faithful account of the noble Actions 
and Characters of the Knights-Companions, beginaing with Thoxras Earl of Straj- 
ford, and continuing it down to his Son 3 which he delivered to Dr. Ayves, the 
now Regiſter, for the uſe afore direCted. | 

Among the Articles eſtabliſhed at the Feaſt of St. George, anno Jac. Regis 21.

atthe beginning of the late War, was diſcovered by Cornelins Holland, and fetch'd 
thence by John Hunt Treaſurer to the Truſtees for ſale of the late Kings Goods, 
: and fold by them to Thomas Beauchamp their then Clerk. 
The Garter which his ſaid late azajefFy wore upon his Leg at the time of his 
Martyrdom, had the Letters of the 2otto compoſed likewiſe of Diamonds, 
i F Exrelatio- which took up the number of 412. It came into the hands of i Captain Preſton 
S, q Long (one of the Jate Uſurper's Captains of Horſe) from whom the ſaid* Truſtees re- 
champ. received it, and ſold to Mr. John Treton, ſometimes Lord Mayor of London 
for 205 +. But ſince the happy Reſtauration of the prefent Severaign, Mr. Ire- 
{on was ſummoned before the Commiſſioners, - impowered by a Commiſſion un- 
der thc Great Seal of England, to enquire after the Crowns, Plate. Jewels, Sc. of 
the ſaid late Soverazgn, which had been concealed or imbezeled, and being 
charged with the buying the foreſaid Royal Garter, and not denying it, Com- 
polition was offered him, according to the direCtion of the Commiſſion ( as in all 
other like caſes, where any thing could not be had in kind) but he refuſing the 
oftcr, the Kings Attorney General proceeded againſt him in an Action of Trover 
and Converſion, in the Court of X5nes-Bench, which coming to trial in Trinity 
Term, 2»»2 x4 £5 »- upon a full hearing, a Verdict was given for the Kirg, 
againſt the ſaid Jon Tretor for 205 1. and 101.

The Monument allo of Joaze Wife to Ralph Newill Earl of Weſtmerland, Daugh- 
ter to John a Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter (who died on the Feaſt-day of St. Brice, 
4nn0 1410.) raiſed on the South tide of the Quire in the Cathedral Church of 
Lincolne, hath the Arms of Nevzll, impaled with thoſe belonging to the ſaid 
Joane, incircled with a Garter : And by theſe two (among other Examples) it 
appears to have been the uſage about, thoſe times, to ſurround Scutcheons of 
Arms, and other Devices, with a Collar of $8 allo : for 10,0n this great Ladies Mo- 
nument, 1s there ſuch a Collar, faſhioned like that of Sir $3202 Burley's placed 
about a ſquare, whereon, what was painted doth not now appear. 

Another ancient inſtance 1s that Scutcheon, viz."&8able, three Oſtrich Feathers 
Areent, furrounded with the Garter, ſet up in the Glaſs Windows of Greenwich 
Church in Kext, by Humfry Duke of GlouceSter, and ſupported with a Grey- 
houndand an Antilope. It 1s faid, that theſe three Feathers were the Badge of 
King Henry the Fourth, which he had from John a Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter his 
Father, who bore them for his Device (as might be ſeen not long ſince in the 
North Window, againſt his before mentioned Monument, in St. Paul's London) 
and placed in a Field Sable as here, but the Pens were powdred with Ermyns, 
for a difference from the Bl2ck Prince's Feather. The Kize hikewiſe, fo alſo the 
Houle of Somerſet, gave the White Oſtrich Feather for a Device; but all the 
difference Jay in the Pen, for the Kizgs Pen was Or, the Prices Argent, the Duke 
of Lancaſters Ermyn, and the Duke of Somzerſctr Compony, Argent, and Azure. 

The Armsof Sir Lewis Robjort Lord Bourchier, one of the Knights of this Order, 
Elected in the Reign of King Hexry the Fifth, are to be ſeen painted within a 
Garter, on cach' (ide his Monument, in St. Paxl's Chappel in WeStminſter Abbey. 
Afterwards we find at the Interment of A#7chard Duke of York, Father to King 
Edward the Fourth ({lain at the Battel of 1Wakefiz/4) that every corner of the 
Majeſty Seutcheon (let over the Image of the defunct) had fa Scutcheon of the 
Arms of France and England quarterly, and four Angels Gold, holding the Arms 
within a Garter. 

In like manner, ſome of the $cxtcheons prepared for the Funeral of John Vil 
count J/ells.Cwho married Czcely, third Daughter to King Edward the Fourth 
and died the © 9. of February anno 14. H. 7.) were*furrounded with the Garter: 
and lo were others having his Ladies Arms, of both Metal and Colour. At 
the Interment of Thomas Duke of Norfolk in Thetford Abbey (who dyed anno 
* 16. H. 8.) there was provided a $hzeld of his Arms » within a Garter, and a Co- 
ronet (et over it. A Target alſo of the Arms of George Earl of Shrewsbury * with- 
in a Garter was born at his Funeral, anno 33. H.8. | 

It was the cultom (begun with us about the Reign of King Hexry the Seventh) 
when the Oblequies of any Forreign Prince were celebrated here in England, to 
paint the Scutcheor of ſuch Princes Arms within the Collar of that Order, whereof 
he was Soveraign,-Or a Fellow-Companion; for inſtance, 

At the 0bſequies of the French King Charles the Eighth, celebrated in the Ca- 
thedral of St. Panl's London, the Scutcheons of the Arms of France, were placed 
* within the Cgllar of the Order of Saint Afichael, of which he was Soveraign. 
Art each endof the Hearſe, Þ when the Obſequies of Joh King of Portugal, were 
kept in St. Paul's Cathedral, there was among others, one great Scutcheon of his 
Arms, < within the Collar of the Golden Fleece, wrought with Metal upon Wax, 1n 
regard he was one of the Knights of that Order. The 0bſequies of the Emperor 
Charles the Fifth, being performed in Weſtrrinſter Abbey the 22. and 23. days of 
December 4nno 1558. there were ten great Scutcheons, *compaſled with Garters 3 
to ſhew he was a Fe/low, and Knight-Companon of this Order. PO 
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And upon the ſame account, where any Forrezen' Prin es, WCTre not on!\ Sowe- 
-1i2ns Of one Order, but Companions of another 3 their Her/es were garniſhed 
with Scutcheons of their propgr Arms, {urrounded with the Collars, or principal 
314;es of both thoſe Orders. Hereupon we find, at the Obſequies of Francis 
the Firſt, the French King , celebrated the 19. of June in St. Pax!'s Lon 
411, anno FF. 6. the Herſe was adorned with the Scutcheons of the Arms of 
#rance, placed both © within the Garter of St. George, and Collar of St. Michael's e Ms.(1.11.7

At the Obſequies performed for Herry the Second of France, on the 9. of Sep- 
tewber, anno 1. Eliz. in St. Part's alſo, there were ſome Scutcheons of his 
Arms, incircled both with thef Garter and Collar of thes Golden Fleece, he having (145 113 f8. 
been a Knight-Companion of both theſe Orders3 under the Joyſts was a A4jet/y S244-7: 
scutcheon of Black Taffaty, of this Kings Arms within a Garter, crowned with 
an Imperial; Crown : This $cutcheon was garniſhed in eight places, with eight 
Rundles, and therein his Impreſi, Donec totum impleat Orbemr, with three Cre- 
cents, and two D's of the Roman Letter, linked back to back; and in ſeveral 
other places of the Herſe, were faſtned other Scutcheons of his Arms within this 
principal Erſzge of the Garter. 

King Hezry the Eighth was firſt of the Soveraigns of this moſt Noble Order, 
who introduced into his Great Seal, the Scut: heon of his Arms, incircled within a 
Garter 3 as may be Þ ſeen placed on either fide of his Portraicture, fitting in h1s hSpeedsChrep, 
Royal Throne. Since his Reign, all ſucceeding Soveraigns have born their Ar: f. 765: 
withinthe Garter, not only in their Great and Privy Seals, but alſo in thoſe other 
belonging to their Courts of Juſtice 3 and generally 1n all things (except Coyrs) 
whereon the Scutcheor of their Arms have been fince cut, carved, graved, paint- 
ed, or-wrought (1n imitation of whom the Knights-Companions have done the 
Iike) But there were az. 21. Car. 1. certain half Crowns ſtamped in the Welt 
of England, having the Soveraign's Arms lo encompalled, and this was the fir{t 
Money, whereon the Royal Garter appeared among(t us. 


And the preſent Soveraigy, intending the augmentation of the Honor of thi: 
renowned Order, as in many other things, ſo in advancing the reputation of this 
Noble Erſigr by a more publick way 3 hath cauſed the irradiated Croſs of St. 
George, encampatied about with the Royal Garter, to be ſtamped in the Center 
of his Silver Cages made upon the alteration of it, aro 14. Car. 2. 

There- were likewiſe Aedals, heretofore ſtamped upon ſeveral occaſions, 
wherein the Garter was defignedly added, ſome of which are here exhibited; As 
that in the year when Frederick Prince Palatine of the Rhyne, was crowned King 


. of Bohemaz,;and Robert Cecil Earl of $alisbury, made Lord Treaſurer of England,

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We have {cen Gold Rings calt into the Figure of Garters, the ground on the 
outfide enamelled with a deep Blue, through which the golden Letters of the 
Motto appearing, ſet them off with an admirable beayty. Andit ſeems ſuch Gar- 
ter Rings have been of ancient uſe, frice the Preface tothe Black Book of the 0r- 
der, taking notice of wearing" the Garter on the left Leg and Shoulder, adds al- 
i Interdum fſotheiThumb; by which we ſuppoſe 1s meant Gold Kings, made into the faſhion 
RT _——_ of Garters, and beſtowed by ſome new inſtalled Knights upon their Relations 
ne #95" and Friends, to wear in memorial of ſo great an honor conferred upon them. 

Among the Officers belonging to the Order, the Prelate is allowed to bear his 
proper Arms, (1mpal'd with thoſe of his See) within the Garter : and the reſt of 
the _M are permnted only to wear the Badges of their fie, ſurrounded with 

the ſame, to expreſs their peculiar relation tothis moſt Noble order. 
Beſides the manner of bearing Arms within the Garter of this Order, the Garter, 
either in whole or part, hath been given by way of Armory, (but without the 
Motto) and in ſundry manners of bearing. As in the Seal of Arms, belonging to 
the Office of Garter, Principal King of Arms; where the Garter (ſurrounding a 
Crown) is placed in Chief, between one of the Lions of England, and a Flower 
k Pat.17..7, de Lis of France.

vate accounts, through many caſualties were of no great durability ; but their 
Surcoats were of the Soveraign's donation, and. conſequently rhe particulars of

But this manner of adorning theſe Gar- 
ments, grew at length quite out of faſhion (perhaps when Cloth was altered to 
Velvet) and the plain $xrcoat hath to this day continued in uſe. 

In the ſecond place it is to be noted, that all theſe $xrcoats (whilſt made of 
Cl:th) werelined with Fr, of one and the ſame kind, to wit, with Bellies of pure 
Miniver; only the Soverazen's were ® purfled with Erzzyn; and of theſe it ſeems 
a like proportion was at firſt allowed to all the Knghts-Companions, viz. w 200 
Bellics. | 

Yet in the Reign of King Azchard the Second, ſome difference began in the 
allowance to the K777ghts-Companions 3 for a Baron and all Degrees upward had 
the ſame allowance of * 200 Bellies, but the Degrees under a Baron only? 120. 
Howbelt 27. I. H.5. the Barons were equalled to the Knights-Batchellors, for all

Afterwards by the Precedert of the Garter, there|was another Proportion ſet ; 
the Prince, a Duke, a Marqueſs, an Earl, had each of them * 5 Timber of pure 
1f1iver allowed to a $xrcoat, but the Viſcount, Baron, Baneret, and Batche- 
lor Knight, but 3 Timber apiece. In time theſe Frrs alſo were laid aſide, and 
then the $zr-oats came to be lined with White Sarcexet, to which, in Queen Fl;- 
bets Reign, White Taffaty ſucceeded, and that ſtill continues. 

What became of theſe $rcoats heretofore, ſeeing the Knights-Companions had 
new ones every year, appears from this Note entred in the Black Book of the 
Order, *Thzt on the Eve of the FeaSt of $t.

Hereas the Robes concerning the Order, firſt, havine the ſame ordinary 


uſe which Cloaks have at this time, and now are worn only at the Feat of 


St. George, Inſtalling of Knights, and holding of Chapters, ſo that the Arms of 
the Garter, not being daily worn thereon, may be thought an omiſſron, whereby the 
Order doth receive ſome diminution of honor, contrary to the intention of the Foun- 
der. King Charles out of his princely deſire by all due means to advance the honor 
of the ſtid Noble Order, at a Chapter holden at his Palace of Weſtminſter, on the 
27. day of April, in the 2. year of his Reign of Great Britain, the ſame day, being 
by Prorogation appointed for the day and Feaſt of $t. George, for that year, His 
AMa\eſty, with eleven Knights of the Order, viz. Edward Earl of Worceſter Lord 
Privy Seal, Robert Farl of Suſſex, William Earl of Pembroke Lord Chamberlain 
of his Majeſties Houſe, Philip Farl of Montgomery, Francis Far! of Rutland, 
George Duke of Buckingham Lord high Admiral of England, William Earl of Sa- 
libury, James Earl of Carlifle, Edward Earl of Dorſet, Henry Earl of Holland, 
Captain of his Majeſties Guard, and Thomas Farl of Berkſhire, hath Ordered and 
and Ordained, That the Knights and Companions of the Order, and the Prelate 
and Chancellor of the ſame, ſhall aſter three months next ofter the date before 11:11- 
tioned of the ſaid Order, wear upon the left part of their Cloaks, Coats, and Riding 
Caſlocks, at all times when they ſhall not wear their Robes, and in all Places and 
Aſſemblies, an Eſtotcheon of the Arms of $t. George, that is to ſay, a Croſs withiz 4 
Garter, ot enriched with Pearls or Stones; that/the wearing thereof may be : te- 
(timony apert to the World, of the honor they hold from the ſaid moSF Noble Order, 
Inſtituted and Ordained for perſons of the higheſt honor and greateſt worth. 


And it ſeems it was not Jong after e're the Glory or Star (as it 1s uſually called) 
having certain beams of Silver that ſpread in form of a Croſs, was introduced 
and added thereunto, 1n imitation (as is thought ) of the French, who after that 
manner wore the chief Enſign of the Order of the Ho!y Ghoſt, being the reſem- 
blance of a Dove, irradiated with ſuch like beams. 

And whereas ſome allow this Symbol of the Holy Ghoſt, to be properly 
enough ſurrounded with a Glory, like as are the repreſentations of the Heads of 
our $4viour and his Apoſtles, by a general conſent among Painters, yet cenſure 
it altogether improper tor a Garter to be ſo adorned; let them conſider that King 
Edward the Fourth, encompailed his 1hite Roſe with the like Glory (whereof 
both the Stone-work, and Wood-work of St. George's Chappel in Windeſor Caſtle 
afford divers inſtances) and then there will be found ſomething of Precedent for 


it, long before the Inſtitution of the Order of the Holy GhoFF, as alſo of its appli- 


cation to other no leſs than ſacred things. But this X7izg aſſumed this Deviſe, 
upon the $x#'s appearance like three Suns, which ſuddenly united together in- 
to one, immediately before his fortunate Victory at the Battel of Afortimer's 
Croſs: an occaſion, which he thought himſelf much obliged to perpetuare. 

And they miſtake, who take it to be the Garter.,in this new Ornament.that is thus 
irradiated, but there is ſomething elſe in it, which was then thought more worthy of 
the Glory, and fromit, not the Garter, do the beams and rays ſpread 3 namely the

Of Collars #n general. 


HE Collar is an Ornament, not of late, but ancient invention; and cer- 
tainly, could we not deduce its antiquity yery high, yet the wonderful 
conſent of moſt Nations therein, would ſufficiently plead for it, ſince ſuch a 

conſent can ſcarce be found, unleſs 1n things moſt ancient. 
nGen.41.0.42, As to its Antiquity, the 4uthor of the firſt Book of ® Sacred Writ, ſetting 
| down the Ornaments beſtowed by Pharaoh on Joſeph, mentions the Collar tobe 
one, and of Gold; that being the Metal whereof it was 1n all times ordinarily 
made : And it may be inferr'd, the uſe of it in that, was the ſame as 1n this 
Age, viz, to be worn about the neck; in regard Pharaoh put it about Joſeph's 

eck.

Twenty 
6x; being tyed together with as many Knots of Gold - and this faſhion hath in 
all particulars hitherto continued invariable. :

And to makeit yet more evident, there 1s found in a! Vellom Book of Statutes 
in French, ſent to Maximilian the Emperor, figned the 5. of January 1508. by 
T7. Kowthale then Regiſter of the Order. And in ® another belonging to Fdward 
Stanley Lord Aonnteagle, elected ® an. 6. H.8. a particular Article (namely the 
41.) that Ordains a Collar to be publickly worn by each Knight-Companion, 
there called the Collar of the Order, which though it benot 1n all reſpects agreea- 
ble to the faſhion of that preſcribed by King Henry the Eighth's Statutes, yet 


Comes it very neer, and ſaid to be a Gold Collar, coupled together by ſeveral 


preces of Links in faſhion of Garters, with a Vermilion Roſe, and the Image of St. 
George hung thereat. The reaſon of the Knights-Companions wearing It, the 
times appointed therefore, the Licenſe for putting it to mending, the command 
not to enrich the Co!/zr, but the George only, and obligation not to ſell, pawn, or 
alienate it for any neceſlity whatſoever, are wholly the ſame, as were afterwards 
enjoined by 2 King Hexry the Eighth fo that in truth he did no more but adjoin 
to his Body of Statutes, a Decree, which (for the main. had been 1n practice be- 
fore. Belides, 47. 11. H. 8. upon interpretation of the z 1. Article of the Statutes 
for wearing the Habzt of the Order, at the grand Feaſt of St. George3 the? Collar 
is there enumerated among thoſe Ornaments (as part of the whole Habit) that a 
Knieht-Companioni1s obliged to wear. 

[n farther proof that the Collar of Garters was uſed before King Hemry the 
Eighth's Reign, let us offer here the Monument of Sir Giles Danbeney (who died 
an. 22. H.7.) crefted in St. Paxl's Chappel fcituate on the north fide of St. Fd- 
ward's Shrine in Weſtrinſter Abbey, whereon his Portraicture, in his Robes of the 
Order, 1s adorned with fach a Collar, as King Henry the Eighth's Statutes do aft- 
terwards deſcribe. 

As the Garter ſent to Guitavus Adolphus King of Sweden, fo the great George 
(pendant at his Collar, weighing ſeven ounces) was ſet with large and refplen- 
dent Diamonds ; the particulars and order do fully appear, out of the Counter- 
part of that Inventory (mentioned at the beginning of this Chapter) taken upon 
its delivery into the cuſtody of the Dean and Canons of indeſor, and were 
as followeth.

And the leading example of the like repreſentation in Seals, was 
tirſt given by a Succeſfor of his, above 0 ſince, as appears from the great 
Seal of 1 Maximilian and Philip his Son, Archdukes of Auſtriz, Burenndia, Cc. 
fixed to the agreement of Peace made between them and the Flemines, ar. 1485. 
wherein the Pictures of both theſe Princes are repreſented, wearing their Collars 
of the Golden Fleece; ,and this faſhion hath been lince continued in Seals, by their 
deſcendents Kings of Spain, Soverazens of that Order. | 

The French King Lewisthe Eleventh, after he had inſtituted the Ortler of St. 11- 
chael, cauſed his PiFureto be drawn (hitherto preſerved at Fountain-bleau\ with 
the Collar of that Order 3 the Copy of which Francois de Mezeray, having CX« 
hibited in his*f Hiſtory of Frazce, we thence made a draught of it. 

In like manner, in a Picture of Ame the Tenth Duke of $4v0y (now hanging 
in the Gallery at Whztehall) is repreſented the ancient Collar of the Anmmciade, 


 andthereon the Motto in old Characters, uſed at the Foundation of that Order : 


All which we have cauſed to be etch'd (Tab. 1.) tor the Readers ſatisfaction; to- 
gether with the 1/:dals made upon the Coronation of King Charles the Firlt at 
Weſtminſter, and of the preſent Soveraign there alſo, on the Feaſt day of St. 
George ( Patron tothis moſt Noble Order of the Garter ) an. 1661. 1n both which,the 
Collar of the Garter may be ſeen placed over their Royal Robes.

And to make this/Noble Enffen become ornamental to the Arms alſo both of 


Seer ages and Knights, they have been placed(ſometimes with their Swarterings) 
| withiti 
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; the firſt we find ordered in this manner, |was a Seal of f Charles the 
bold, Duke of Burgindy, Chicf and Soveraign of the Order of the Golder 
Fleece, put to an Inftrument, dated ano 1470. and whom we obſerve to have 
adorned the neck of the Lion of Flanders therewith, in another of his 6 Seals, as 
in Tzb. 3. The Chzefs of other Orders did the like, as may be ſeen from other ex- 
amples of Coyas and Medals in the ſame Table : But the Soveraigns of the moſt No- 
ble Order of the Garter, uſually incircled their Arms, not within the Collar of the 
Order, buf th: Royal Garter, that being its principal Exſign. 

This led'on the cuſtom to the Fellows and Companions of other Orders, to en- 
compals their- Arms with the Collars, both in Coyns, Medals, Ec. examples of 
fome are added by the Graver, in Tab.4. Among theſe is the draught of a Seal 
of Charles Count Palatine of the Rhine, incircled both with the Garter and Col- 
{ar of the Order, and 1s the firſt example we have met with, wherein both 
theſe Er/ſgns are uſed together, The laſt in the 4./Table, is the full Atchieve- 
ment of Bernard de Foix de la Valette Duke of Aſpernon, Ec. (ſet beneath his Efhi- 
gies, graved at Parts by P. Van Schuppen, where his Arms and Quarterings are en- 
compatied with the chiefeſt Erſigrs of thoſe three Orders, whereof he was a Bro- 
ther and Cotnpanion. EE 

And here it is proper toobſerve, that the more ancient the Order, whoſe chief 
Fen is after this manner repreſented, the neerer ought it beſet to the Scutcheon 
of Arms being the more honorable place : and conſequently, a great miſtake was 
committed, in marſhalling the Collars of the ſeveral Orders, about the Arms of the 
Duke of Cheverexx, in hisPlate remaining over his Stall at Windeſor, where the 
Collars of St. Michael and of the Holy Ghoſt are both placed neerer to his Scutche- 
on. thanis the Garter. |

SECT. VIIL 
Collars of SS. 


T will not be atiſs in this place, ſince there are now in uſe with us ſeveral 
ſorts of Collars, worn as Badges of lower and inferior Honors (ſome of which 
are adorned with part of the Collar of the Garter) and vulgarly called Collars of 
S8-: to note down a few things concerning them : having firſt given a more ex- 
act account, asto their antiquity, than yet hath been made-publick among us. 

" Georgius IWWicelins informs us, that he found a Book remaming in the Library 
at Fulda,where(in the life of the two Brothers Simplicizs and Faniting, both Se- 
nators, and i ſuffered Martyrdom under Dzocleſsan) is a deſcription of the Society 
of Saint Simplicins, conſiſting of perſons noble in their own Familiesz and ſo 
coming to deſcribe the Collar uſed, as the Note and Badge of their Society, he 
ſays thus: I was the cuſtonr of thoſe perſons to wear about their necks Silver Collars, 
compoſed of onble 88, which noted the name of $4int Simplicius : between theſe dou- 
ble $8 the Collar contained 12 ſmall plates of Silver, in which were engraved the 12 
Articles of the Crede, together with a ſingle Trefoyle. The Image of Saint Simplicius 
hung at the Collar, and from it 7 Plates, repreſenting the 7 giſts of the Holy Ghoſt. 

As tothe manner of their ſi alring, itis thus ſet downin an old Legend 3 * They 
were commanded to undergo the ſentence of death, their Bodies to be bound together 
by the neck to a Stone, and ſent to"the Bridge over the Tiber in Rome, and thence 
thrown into the River : All which was executed upon them, the 1287. year after the 
Incarnation of our S4awu7rour. | | 

How long fince the Collar of $8 came into uſe here in Ezgland, we no where 
find; though we have done our endeavour to be ſatisfied : But if credit may be 
given to a Monument, ſtanding ar this day entire, in the Collegiate Church at 
}arwick 1t will appear, to haye been at leaſt 3oo years ſince, and worn as aft

E do not find among the Records of the Order, that the Image of St. 
w George was at any time worn by the Soverazgn, Or Knights-Companions 
before the Breaſt, or under the right Arm, as now uſed, until the 13. year of 
King Henry the Eighth : But then that $overaige paſt a Decree in Chapter held at 
Greenwich, the morrow after St. George's day, with conſent of the Knights-Com- 
w Lib.Np.212 parions preſent, to this effect. w That every Knight of the Order, ſhould wear 
looſely before his Breaſt, the Image of St. George in a Gold Chain, or otherwiſe in a 
 Ribband, the ſame to be thence — placed within the ennobled Garter ; to the 
end a manifeſt diitin@ion ſhould thereby appear, between the Knights-Companions 
and others of the Nobility and Knights, who according to the faſhion of thoſe 
times, wore large Gold Chains, the ordinary Enſign of their Xjghthood. And 
thus the wearing the Medal or Jewel (uſually called\the Leſſer George, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from the ether George 'worn at the Collar of the Order ) was firſt enjoined, 
'and hath fince been conſtantly ſo uſed, | 
T his George. was. for the-moſt part made of pure Gold, curiouſly wrought by 
the hand of the Goldſmith, but we have ſeen divers of them exquiſitely cut in 
Onix's, as alſo/in Agats,- and therein ſuch happy chaice of the Stones, that by 
Joung thereto the Workmans skill, in defigning andlaying out the Figures, to 
expreſs the Hiſtory, the natural tinfture of the Stones have fitted them with Co- 
lours, for Fleſh, Hair, and every thing elſe, even to admiration. In this Jewel 
is St, George Tepreſented in a riding poſture, encountring the Dragos: with his 
drawn Sword.

are drawn in Armour, there, even tothis day, the George is repreſented, as fixed 
at a Gold Chain, inſtead of the Blue Kibband, and worn about the neck (not 
brought under the right arm). which alſo was ſo exhibited in the three pound 
pieces of Gold, ſtamped at Oxford by the command of his late Majeſty of ever 
blefled memory King Charles the Firſt, whereby he publiſhed to the world, that 
the true and juſt occaſion of his taking up Arms 1n the late War, was to maintain 
the Proteſtant Religion, the Laws of the Land, and the Priviledge of Parliaments. 
And in like manner is the Gold Chazn repreſented in a Medal of Charles Count Pa- 
latine of the Rhyre, now ſenior Knight-Companion of this moſt Noble 0rder. 

Among thoſe rich and invaluable Jewels, and other choice Curioſities of his 
ſaid late Xajeſty, which came to the hands of the Truſtees appointed for ſale of

The George which his ſaid late 2fajeſty wore at the time of his Martyrdom, was 
curiouſly cut in an 0-;x, ſet about with 21 large Table Diamonds, in the faſhion 
of a Garter : On the back fide of the George was the Picture of his @zeer, rarely 
well limn'd, ſet in a Caſe of Gold, the lid neatly enamel'd with Goldſmiths 
work, and ſurrounded with another Garter, adorned with alike number of equal 
ſized Diamonds, as was the foreſide. A Draught of this Jewel, in three parts, 
open and ſhut, we have exhibited tothe Readers view, among the Erſigns of the 
Order, at the beginning of this Chapter.

Patron of their Countries or Families, as namely the Emperors of Raſſiz, the

ter appear by the exhibitsof ſome of their Seals and Copns here. 

The firſt is the Great Seal of Borice-Feodorwiche Emperor of Ra{ſez, affixed to 
his Letters ſent to Queen Elizabeth, dated at his Imperial Palace of Afo5ko the 
12. of June 1602, and 39. year of his Reign: A Tranſlation of which was moſt 
courteouſly afforded me by Mr. Ja. Freſe (Interpretor to the Rnſſran Ambaſla- 
dors, ſent over hither to his now Aſ4jeſty, an. Dom. 1660.) andis as tolloweth.

1594. . which he alſo ſent to 
Queen Elizabeth, and was preſented to her at Richmond, the 14. of Ofober fol- 
lowing, by his Ambaſſador Evarowich : the Circumſcription containing the ſame 
Stile and Titles above ſet down. ' 

There 1s preſervedin the Archives at Oxford, an Inftrument containing Letters 
teſtimonial of this Emperor, given to Dottor Chriſtopher Ritinger his chief Phy- 
lician, the Seal whereof is Silver gilt, but differs in ſize and debon from the for- 
mer, and contains on the reverſe the Figure of St. George and the Dragon only. 
A tranſlation of the whole Inſtrument I have tranſcribed hither, as it was com- 
municated to. me by. my worthy friend Mr. Thomas Hyde, the preſent Kibrary- 
Keeper of that famous Univerſity, a Gentleman of eminent Learning, in all 
kinds, and eſpecially in the Oriental Tongues.

The more ſolemn, and which require a full conformity, as to wearing the 
whole Habit, that 1s, the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, Collar, Great George, and 
cap, are firſt, the high Feſtival of the 0rder (commonly called St. George's Feaſt) 
whether it be ſolemnized on the 22, 23, or 24. days of Apr:! annually, or any 
other days within the following year by Prorogation. And for this there 1s cleer 
Text, 1n all the Bodies and Exemplars of the * Statutes; as alſo to the time how 
long they ought to be worn on evety of thoſe days, before the Soveraign or 
Kniehts-Companions put them off. | 

For firſt, 1t was Ordained, ! That the Xiehts-Companions ſhould put on the

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Nor was this worthy Chancellor unmindful of his promiſe, for the next time the 
Knights-Commiſſtoners ſat, which was the firſt of February following at Whitehall,

*<to be heard by them according to the former Order : But it was their Opinion, 
< Thatunleſs the Biſhop were himſelf preſent, it would be labour loſt, and that 
<< they could not conclude in the cauſe, without hearing his own Reply:And there- 
* forethey centred not into the debate, but Ordered the Chancellor to write a Letter 
<* to his Lordſhip, that whenſoever he came up to Loder, he ſhould be heard per-

After which we find not, that the Knights-Commiſſioners met, either upon this or 
any other Affair relating to the Order, before the Feaſt of St. George, begun to 
be held at 1indeſor the 20. of May, an. 14. Car. x. and to that, being added the 
Ceremonies of the preſent Soveraign's Inſtallation,the Biſhop of Selisbury thought 
it not convenient to interrupt any part of that great Solemnity , with the 
conſideration of this Afﬀair ; and the Scorch War ſhortly after breaking forth, 
and troubles growing high at home, the further proſecution was laid afide;, and 
not revived until the 19. of Novervber, ar.

Privy Councellors, ard before the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the perſons hold- 
ing both places being in parti gradu, «nd conſequently before all others, whom the ſaid 
Chancellor 7s to precede. And to the end yublick notice may be taken hereof, and the 
reſpes known that is due to that place, His Majelty hath commanded an Entry 
thereof to be made in the Regilter of the Order. And is pleaſed, that the Earl Mar- 
ſhal of England ſhall likewiſe cauſe the ſame to be entred in the Office of Arms, 


And to the end the place belonging to the Chancellor of the Exchequer may be 
certainly known, we have thought fit to tranſcribe hither ſo much of the Decree 
and Eſtabliſhment of King James, made the 20. of Aay in the Io. year of his 
Reign, as will evidence the tame.

At the erection of this 0ffrce, the Chancellor had no Penſion allowed him, to- 
wards defraying his charge 1n the Execution thereof; nor until the Conſtitutions 
relating to the Officers were eſtabliſhed - but thereby 1s ſetled 'on him a * Per:ſorr 
of 1001. per annum, in conſideration of his Employment, or elfe an allowance 
proportionable in Fees, ' Offices, or other Promotions, over and belide his Lodg- 
ings inthe Caſtle, and Liveries at Court. 

But as to Fees or Perquiſites, there are none due to this Officer; and for that rea- 
fn he hath not only the foreſaid Perſtor, but all his disbwrſements touching the 
Afﬀairs of the Order allowed him, even to Paper, Wax, and Wafers: and in- 
deed thoſe perions who formerly enjoyed this Office, have thought it much below 
them, to accept either of Fee or Gratuity for any thing done within the Order : 
and ſo that truly noble perſon Sir Thomas Rowe (ſometime the worthy,Charcellor 
of this Order) out of an extraordinary ſence of Honor, affirmed in a* Letter to 
Dofor Chriſtopher Wren, Regifter, upon the tender (but his refuſal) of ſome Gra- 
tuity 5 That bjs Office was an Office of Honor, and not of Fees, and that he had al- 
ways excepted againſt Fees for the disburſements 4 the Soveraign's Morey. Though 
he acknowledged ſome had: given his Clerk a {mall Grataity for the bare Ingroſ- 
ſing of an Alms-Knights Patent, butnothing further. * - 

And becauſe the Cuſtody of the Seels-of the Orger, belong to this Officer, be- 
fore we leave this Section, 1t will be bere the fitteſt place to ſay ſomething con- 
cerning them. | 

It appears by the Sfatwtes of To F#/ztution, to have been then agreed, » That there 
ſhould belong to this molt Noble Order a Common Seal. This is confirmed by 
the Statutes of King * Henry the Fifth,and fince called the® Great Seal of the Order. 

The uſe of this Seal 1s declared to beto® ſeal not only the Original Statutes, ap- 
pointed to remann perpetually .within the Trealury of Yindeſor Colledge, as allo 


 thole ©Copries of which each Knight-Companion is obhged to have one in his keep- 


ing.but likewiſe all4 Letterrof Licence toany of the Knzghts-Companions delirous 
to purchale Honor abroad, and all © Mandates and Certificates relating to the Order. 

After what manner this firſt Seal was deſigned, or what was engraven thereon, 
we yetcould never find : Polidore Virgile tells us, f That when the Founder of the 
Order had. made choice of St. George for its Patron, he repreſented him armed, 
mounted on a Horle, bearing a 8zlver $hield, and thereon a Red Croſ5. But 
whether-St. George: thus deſigned was engraved on the firſt Sea}, or only a Scut- 
cheon of his Arms, as in after times, 1s not certain : But this Author notes, that 
the Founder clothed his Soldiers in Fhite Jackets or Coats, and on their Breaſts 
and Backs fowed Xe Croſſes,parallel to the Arms anciently aſſigned to St. George, 
as allo ro the Kingdom of Ezglend, placed under his Patronage, which Arms the 
pu 756-o0s of this &rder haveever fince ad vancedin their Standards, both by Land 
and Sea. 

But. beſides this Common Seal King Hemry the Fifth, in thesg. year of his 
Reiga, Inſtituted a Privy Srgmer, in caſe weighty Afairs ſhould occafton the S0- 
verdign to go out of this Kingdom : The uſe whereof was to ſet to all Acts made 
by the 8everazge beyond Sea, to difference them from thoſe of his Depyties here 
in England.

\What was the firſt Regiſter's Name, or who were his Succeſſors, unto the

And here it is to be underſtood, that no Kights-EleF, ought to be ſummon- 
ed to a Chapter of EleFion, or are capable of giving their Votes therein, until 
they be compleatly inſtalled, either in Perſon or by Proxy : Nor indeed did an

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until the late rebellious times, when the Caſtle of Findeſor being Garriſoned 
by the Parliaments Forces, it was not poſſible for his Royal Highneſs the Duke 
of Tork, and his Highneſs Prince Rwpert, to take poſleſtion of their $stalls, in 
ſuch manner as the Law of the Order enjoined. 

Therefoxe the then Soveraign (to whom the power of diſpenſing with any of 
the Statutes is reſerved )did on the 17. of Jar.an. 1644. (fo inevitable neceſſity re- 
quiring)"diſpence with their inſtallation in the Chappel of St. George at Windeſor, 
for the preſent, and inveſted them with all the Priviſedges of the Orders among 
which, the power of giving their Votes in Chapter was one: Provided, thele 
Princes (ſhould firſt take the Oath given at Inſtallations, and afterwards pertorm 
the accuſtomed Ceremonies at Windeſor, ſo ſoon as it ſhould be thought fit, after 
the Caſtle was deliveredout of the power of the Rebels, and returned into the poſ- 
ſchon of the Sovcraien of this moſt Noble Order. 

In compliance with this Proviſo they both then took the® Oath : And on the Eve 
of the firſt Feaſt of St. George, celebrated after the preſent Soveraier's happy Re- 
ſtauration, the Dxke was Inſtalled by the Earls of Northumberland and Berkshire : 
and on the Eve of the ſecond Feaſt, being the 22. of April, an. 15. Car. 2. the 
Prince likewiſe received his Inſtallation by the hands of the. Duke of Albemar!s 
and Earl of Lindſey. 


SECT. IL 
The Place of Aſſembly. 


UT at what time ſoever this Ceremoney of Elezoz is appointed, the ſame 
B ought to becelebrated in Chapter (for ſois theaſlembly of the Soveraign and 
Knights-Companions called, whereſoever or whenſoever held on this occaſion) 
whether at the Solemnity of St. George's Feaſt, which hath been the ordinary 
and moſt uſual time, or on other certain days, ſet apart for this affair, by more 
ſpecial appointment of the Soveraigy, And therefore when the Soveraign thinks 
fitting (1n the interval of Feaſts) toEled any Forreign Prince, or other perſon, 
either Stranger or Subject, He many times doth it 1n peculiar Chapters, called to 
that end and purpoſe 3 and then he appoints his own both day and place, having 
the prerogative to declare them at pleaſure. 

This we find hath been praftiſed both heretofore and of late times; and by 
thoſe few of many Chapters, holden at ſundry places, moſt convenient to the $0- 
veraigu's preſent occaſions (drawn out and here exhibited) will be ſufficiently ma- 
nifelt, whereunto we ſhall add the Nazzes of thofe Perſons of eminence, who at 
ſuch times and places have been Elected.

Statutes of the Order 
ordain, and fo bath the Law beenunderitood, in caſe where a Chapter hath been 
held elſewhere than at Wizdeſor 3 as for inſtance at a Chapter held at Whitehall, for 
the EleCtion of Johx Count Palatine of the Rhine. an. 20.Eliz. the * Earl of Hyr- 
tinedon, and the Lord Grey of Wilton, not having their Afantles then at Court, 
not permitted to enter into that Chapter, to givetheir Yotes for hisElettion. 

The late Soveraign King Charles of ever bleſſed memory * determining to call 
a Chapter tor EleCting the foreſaid Thomas Earl of am at Tork,, where nei- 
ther He, nor any of the -Knights-Companions then attending his perſon, had their 
Robes of the Order with them, and taking notice of the Injunction of the Statutes 
now mentioned, did by his ſupream authority, as Soverargn of the Order, Þ dif 
pence with the Knights-Companions then preſent, for coming into the Chapter 
without their Marntles. 

Afterward, upon great neceſſity, occaſioned by the late Rebellion, the ſame 
Soveraign was inforced to make turther uſe of his Prerogative, relating to this 
particular, in ſome © following Chapters held at Oxford. 

In like manner ſhortly after the preſent Soverazgn returned to his Throne, a 
like Diſpexſation pals'd under the Signet of the Order (the Great Seal being 
then uader the hand of the Graver, but not finiſhed) dated the 10. of Janu- 
ry in the 12. year of his Reign, He being then neceſſitated to make uſe of his 
Supream authority for holding a Chapter the 14. of January following, in regard 
the Knights-Companions, then in being, were not as yet provided of new Robes. 

Preluming then, that a full Number of XXights-Companions (in obedience to 
their Summons) are attending the Soverazen, habited in their antles and Garters, 
and eatred into the Chapter-houſe at Windeſor, or other place appointed for this

Thoſe Knights-Companions that come late to the Chapter, loſe alſo the privi- 


Prince Rupert and 1 Lib.Carolin, 
the Earl of Strafford at the Chapter held for the Eletion .of James Duke of 744* 45: 


Monmouth in the Privy-Chamber at Whitehall the 29. of Merch, an. Dom. 1663. 
Now though none of the ablent Knights-Companions can givea Proxy to Vote, 


or otherwiſe ſend their ſuffrages into the Chapter or Chappel, there to pals in Nomi- 


nation 3 yet anciently (about the Reigns of King Henry the Fifth, and Kinp 
Henry the Sixth.) when divers of the Knights-Companions were frequently em- 
ployed in the Wars of France, and conſequently to (tritly obliged to their ſe- 
veral Commands, that they could not perſonally attend the celebration of the 
Feaſt of St. George at Windeſor, it was uſual for the Commander there in chief, with 
conſent of thoſe Knights-Companions, to make a formal Certificate or Preſcntment 
(but not to paſs it by way of Nemwiration or Vote, for that the Law of the Order 
did not permit) to the Soveraign of the Order, or his Lieutenant, and Knjehts- 
Companions allembled at the Feaſt, of fuch perſons famous for martial Valor and 
Virtue, with an account of their notable ſervices and atchievements (atteſted 
by other perſons of honor alſo) as were at that time, and in that Kimgdom, em- 
ployed in the Soverazer's ſervice, and ſeemed worthy the honor of EleGion; to 
the end that famous and deſerving men might be preferr'd to ſo noble a Dignity. 
Which manner of Recordation we having moſt happily lighted upon, among the 
Colleions made by the great induſtry of 1VillZem Dugdale Eſquire, now Norrop 
King of Armsz and eſteeming it to carry the juſt reputation, both of authority, 
for informing us of this cuſtom, and of antiquity, for the hand of that time, can-

Soveraign, or Forreigners. Provided they are known not to favour or abet any party 
at enmity with him: that is to ſay three Earls, or others of higher degree, three 
Barons, and three Knights. ; : 

The things chiefly obſervable out of this Text, we rank under five heads. 

Firſt, The Number of Perlons Nominated, or to be given in by every 
Knight-Companion, are to be exaCtly Nine. 

Secondly, They ought to be of xnblamable Reputation. 

Thirdly, Either $»bje@&s to the Soveraign, or elie Strangers. 

'Fourthly, Such as are known not to be engaged in any party againlt the 
> Soueraien. 

Laſtly, To be Earl: (or of greater dignity )or B2rox:s, or Knights. 

1. For the fir(t of theſe, their Number 3. every one of the Knights-Companions 
aſlembled in Chapter are enjoined to name #7e, neither more nor leſs. So allo 
x Art 18. faith King Herry the Fitth's * Statutes, whereunto are conſonant the * Statutes of 
Z Art-17* King Hemry the Eighth. And in this particular the Statutes have been hitherto 
/ obſerved (except in one caſe) as from the Entries of thoſe many Scrnterzes, in 

the Annals of this molt Noble order, 1s fully evident. 

As to Numbers, we are taught that great Myſteries he wrapt up in them, the 
excellency and dignity whereof, and particularly of this number Nzze (which 

a Poet 4.1.c.1+ © Fcaliger calls the molt perfect namber) are largely celebrated-among the Learn- 
ed, both ancient and modern, which are cafie to be met withz wherefore we 
(ball not ſpend further time to 1nliſt upon them. 

But why our Royal Founder made Choice of this Number, to be put in Nomi- 
nation, above all other, unleſs he had ſome retlection on the Nine Porthies (men 
reported famous for valour and martial exploits, and therefore not unlikely to 
be at firſt propoſed as Examples to the Knights-Nominators) or otherwiſe conli- 
dered it as a trebled threefold Cord, and Symbol. of perfect ſtability and ſolid 
amity (for fo allo is the number Nize accounted to fignihe_) can neither eaſily 
nor certainly be reſolved.

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4. In the fourth place, they are not in a capacity of Nomination, who are 
known to have taken contrary part againſt the $overaien; or as the Exemplar 
Art.17. entred in the Black Book more largely than any of the Statutes expreſs, ' ſach 4x 
are not his Adverſaries, or Abettors or willing defenders of his Adverſaries. But con- 
cerning ſuch, we no where obſerve they had room in the Scratenes, all Knijght;- 
Companions having been more wary and diſcreet, than by Nominating a known 
or publick Enemy, to put either ditreſpect upon the 'Soverazgn, or offer viola- 
tion to the Statutes.

That the Officer who collects the Nominations, ought to begin at the yourge/t 
Knight-Companion, and ſo proceed upward towards the eldeſt, doth plainly 
appcar from the,order mentioned to be uſed in the * 2. and the?

But to give the Reader a more particular ac- 
count of this Ceremony, with its circumſtances, as it was performed in his late 
Majeſties Reign of blefled memory, and doubtlets long betore, though it hath 
not been our good hap to meet therewith 7x ſcriptis, 1t was as followeth. 

2 Firſt the Offrcer arole, and went into the middle of the Chozre, direftly over 
againſt his own Seat, where he made two Reverences, firſt towards the high Al- 
tar, and next to the Sozeraien: thence he proceeded up the Choire, neer the hauit 
pace, again(t the Stall of the Junior Knight-Companion, and there made like Re- 
verences: This done, he went up tothe Stall of the ſaid Junior Knight, and with 
a ſingle Reverence to him only, demanded whom he pleaſed to Nominate, which 
having taken (making to him a ſecond Reverence) he deſcended into the Choire, 
and thence paſled to the next ſeior Knight on the other ſide (unleſs by reaſon 
of the vacancy of that Sta!l he fate on the fame fide with the Junior) and re- 
ceived his Nowinations. ® From the ſecond Knight-Companion he again croſſed 
the Choire to the third, and in ike manner he aſcended, according to the ſenio- 
rity of the Knights-Companions preſent (always crofling the Choire where there 
was occalion) until he arrived at the ſenior Knight-Companior; and having thus 
received all their Nomzzations, he returned intothe middle of the Choire, and after 
uſual and accultomed Reverences, took his Seat. 

This method and order of collecting the rotes, as to the general, and in the 
Choire, ought likewiſe to be obſerved, when they are taken from the Knzghts- 
Companions 1n Chapter, they being ranked in due order, on each fide the Table, 
according to the ſentority of their Ele#;ors, and poſition of Stalls in the Choire, 
the Officer who gathers them beginning with the Junior, and thence orderly 
aſcending to the Serzor Knight Companions concerning which more need not be 
(11d, than is before delivered. 

And that it may be underſtood in what form every Knjght-Companion ranketh

Here we may ſee, Hereſie 1s reckoned among thole detects that deprive 
men of Honor, in as much as bending its force againſt the Catholique Church, it 
not only renders a man in the ballance of Honor of no weight, byt more than 
all other (ins makes him infamous. And theretore when either by Tomgxe, Per, 
or AFions, a man endeavours to trample under foot the ſacred Law, fcanda- 
Izeth Government, ſeduceth others,. or in like execrable wickednetles diſco- 
vers himſelf; he is judged void of Conſtience and Fquity, and a moſt notorious

His Reception into the Chapter-houle. 


F the Ele Knight be neer where the Chapter 1s held, and that Garter hath 
been ſent forth to give him notice of the Honor, and to uſher him into the 
Chapter-houſe to receive the Garter and George, before the Chapter break up; in- 
timation being given of his approach, the, Soveraign ſends forth two of the 
Knights-Companions to meet him, who after a mutual ſalute, condu& him be- 
tween them to the preſence of the Soverazgn, Garter going before them. 
For inſtances herein, firit of $trargers, we ſhall remember *® Vlrick Duke of 
Holſtien, an. 3. Jac. R. who being ſent for by Garter, was introduced into the 


Chapter between Prince Henry and the Earl of Dorſet, and by them preſented to 


the Soveraign: $0® Chriſtian Duke of Brunſwick , an. 22. Jac. R. proceeded with 
much ttate and honor, m the mid(t between /:lliam Earl of Penbroke and Phi- 
lip Earl of Montgomery, to receive the Garter and George. | 

The <6. of November, an. 14. Car. 2. Chriſtian Prince of Denmark being Elet- 
cd in a Chapter, held in the Withdrawing Room at 1/þztehall, and then abſent, 
Garter was (cnt next day by the Soverazen, to-give him notice thereof, with deſire 
to be preſent the following day, at the foreſaid place, to receive his Inweſtiture: 
where the Soveraign and ſeveral of the Knights-Companions being aſlembled, 
1 Garter was {ent out for the Prince (then at the Earl of Bath's Lodgings in the 
matted Gallery) and thence uſher'd him into the Lobby between the ſaid Galle- 
ry and the Withdrawing Room; where he was received by the Earls of Lindſiy 
and Afzncheſter, and conducted between them into the Chapter, Garter preced- 
ing them, and after three obeyſances they brought him up to the Soverazer. 

Among Kmights-Snbje@s, we find the*Lord Burghley and Lord Grey were con- 
ducted (ar. 14. Eliz.) to the Soveraign by the Lord Clznton and Earl of Bedford; 
and * Robert Earl of Eſſex, Thomas Earl of Ormond, and Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
(preſent at Greenwich, an. 30. Fliz, when their Election paſſed) s were ſeverally 
led into the Chapter 3 the firſt of them between the Earls of Worcefter and Pen- 
broke; the ſecond between the Lord Hwnſdon and Lord Grey of Wilton 3 and the 
third between the Earl of Leicefler and Lord Burgbley ; and as ſoon as' they 
were brought up before the Soverazge, with all Reverence and Humility they 
fell upon their knees. 

In like manner, a#.4. Jac. R.® Robert Earl of Salisbury proceeded up to the $0- 
veraign's Throne, between the Earls of Nettingham and Dorſetz and Viſcount 
Bindon, between the Earls of Sxffolk and Northampton. And an. 22. Jac. R. the 
Earl of Arundel and $zrrey, and Earl of Kelly, took i1/;lliam Earl of Salisbury be- 
tween them, and preſented him to the Soverazer : So alfoin the Reign of his late 
Majeſty of bleſled memory, it is remembred, that the * Earl of Northampton was 
conducted to his receipt of the Garter, in the Chapter-houſe at Windeſor, between 
the Earls of Pexbroke and Aontgomery, ar. 4. Car. 1, and the Earls of Danby and 
7oreton, being Elected allo at the fame place, ax. 9. Cav. 1. the! former of them 
was conducted to the Sozeraigr by the Earls of Pexbroke, and Arundel and Sur- 
rey, and the®latter by the Earls of $alisbury and Carlifle. And when the pre- 
ſeat Soverajgn appeared upon his Letter of Summons, at the Chapter held in the 
Withdrawing Chamber in #irdeſor Caſtle, to receive his Inveſtiture, two of 
the ſemor Knights,viz.Philip® Earl of Penbroke and Montgomery, and Thomas Earl 
ef Armdel and Swrrey, were lent forth to conduct him in, who (uſhered by the 
9 Black, Koa) brought him between them up to the Soveraier. 

They Duke of Mormonth being Elected at a Chapter held in the Withdrawing 
Room at #hitehal, the 28. of March ar. 15. Car. 2. Garter was immediately ſent 
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of Lindſey and Mancheſter, Garter (the Black Rod joining himſelf to him in the 
Room) palſs'd to the lower end of the Room before the Duke and the two 
Knights-Companions, hence they proceeded, up to the Sover4jen With three

Laſtly, at the Election of 3 James Duke of Cambridge. in the ſame Room at q Bidem, 

1hitehall (3. Dec. an. 18. Car. 2.) Garter was allo ſent forth inry the Bedcham- 
ber, to acquaint him that the Earl of Mancheſter and Duke of Apnmonth wire 
appointed by the Sover4igy and Chapter to bring him in thither. That done,the 
(aid Knights-Companions arole and went to the Duke, whom meeting at the Bed- 
chamber door, they took their compals about therelt of the Knights-Companions 
(then itanding) and brought him between them (Garter and Black Rod preced- 
ing) from the lower end of the Room clole before the Soveraign.

The Ceremonies of Inveſtiture with the Garter and George. 


HE Xrieht-Fle# being thus introduced, and brought to the Soveraien, 
having firſt with all reverence bowed himfelF before him, it was uſual 
heretofore to make a ſhort gratulatory ſpeech, in acknowledgment of fo great 
an evidence of the Soveraien's roval bounty. and the Knights-Companions Ie- 
jpects - The ſubſtance of ſuch an addrels, we find concht in that lpeech madg 
by Sir Nicholas Carew, after he had been conducted into the Chapter-houſe at 
Iindeſor, to receive his Inveltiture, az, 28. H. 8. who firſt * giving infinite a Lib.Np.270: 
* thanks, both to the Soveraign and the whole Society, for that they had vouch- 
*-{ated to receive him into the honor of this molt 11]uſtrious order, being a per- 
«{o0n in his own eſteem moſt unworthy thereot; inthe next place proteſt, That 
«whereas he was preferred 1n this choice before many others much more de- 
<{erving than himſelf, it was not to be attributed to his merits, or any thing 
© by him performed, but meerly to the Soveraign's bounty, and the favour of 
* the Knights-Companions preſent towards him. 

The beſtowing of ſo ſingular an honor, being thus thankfully acknowledged 
the Ceremony of Inveſtiture with the two principal Enlignsof the Order begins, 
firſt with the Garter, as the moſt ancient and chicteſt Enſign, and next with the 
George : but the'further Inveſtiture with the Habit, and other the Ornaments ot 
this Order, are to be compleated at theatzme of the Fe&-Kniehts Inftallation 
at IVWindeſor. 

Now the manner and order in the aforeſaid 11veſtiture, was anciently as fol- 
loweth 5 firſt the EleF-Kmnjebt ſet his left foot upon a Stool, and then one of the 


Knights-Companions, by the Soveraign's appointment, as his Subſtitute, buckled ” . 


the Enobled Garter about his left leg; and this 1s to be ſeen in Picture in the 
margent of an old Draught of the Combats of Sir John Aſtley, let forth in the 
b Antiquities of Warwickshire, where the ſaid Sir Johr's Inveſtiture with the Gar- b Pag.

Ph. & Mar. to this effet, s That not only the ſame Advertiſements and 
Admonitions which were wont to be given to Strangers at their Inveſtitures, 
ſhould be likewiſe given to K77g/hts-SubjeFts, that in time to come ſhould be 
Elected and Inſtalled ; but alſo, that among the Knights-Companions there ſhould 
not be any Izv:ſtiture differing erther in Ceremony or Habit. 
Hereupon the foreſaid words of Admonition at putting on the Garter were 
8 Lib. N.p.310. Jeft off, and Þ thoſe uſed at the 1-veſtiture of Strangers given and continued to 
_ Kniehts-8nbjets; the Engliſh Verſion of which may be ſeen at the end of the

Letters, with diſpenſation, 15 inveſted eight moſt noble and eminent perſon; 
with the Order, and' all the rights and honorary advantages thereof, and hi, 
preparing the Letters, and ſetling the manner and form, without any notice ta- 
ken of him ſor doing thereof as yet, and that « great advantage hath been ma. * 
4 another, by performing that, which he hopes fully to evidence is the right of

He doth therefore in all humility appeal unto your Majeſty, Soveraign of th: 
ſaid moſt Nable Order, beſeeching that he may be heard, to make the particu-

Soveraign ofthe moit Noble Order of Saint George, called the Garter. 7o 
all and ſingular the Princes and Peers, Knights and Companions of the ſaid 
moſt Noble Order, Greeting. Whereas we have for the continuation and ho- 
nor of the ſaid moſt Noble Order (in this time of general Rebellion in our 
Dominions) by our power, as Soveraign of the ſzzd4 Order, lately Elected in- 
to the Fellowſhip thereof, divers eminent perſons, whom for their great Nobi- 
lity, Conrage, and Fidelity, we have eſteemed worthy of the ſame; and have 
by our neceſſary diſpenſations, fully inveſted them with all the honorary privi- 
ledges and advantages thereof, and hive employed divers of our Servants, and 
others unto them, with Letters miſſtve declaring the ſame. And whereas we 
have been by the humble Petition of our truſty and well beloved Servant, Sir 
Edward Walker Knight, Garter, principal King of Arms, and Officer of the 
ſaid Order, informed, That by the Statutes and ancient pradiſe of the Order, 
when any of our Predeceſſors, have Eleed any Foreign Prince thereinto,that the 
Enſigns thereof were always ſent and delivered by an Ambaſſador, and Garter 
King of Arms joined with him in the doing thereof. And that when any of 
our Subjects was Elected, the Garter was delivered him in the Chapter-houſe, 
or (being employed abroad) was ſent unto him by Garter King of Arms Officer 
of the ſaid Order. All which we having taken into our conſideration, were 
graciouſly pleaſed for the preſervation of the rights of the Officers of the ſaid 
Order, to refer the examination of the particulars unto our right truſly and 
entirely beloved Coſens and Connſellors, George Duke of Buckingham, W1l- 
liam Dake of Hamilton, and William Marqueſs of New-Caſtle, Knights ard 
Companions 'of the ſzid moit Noble Order, who upon due examination of 
the particulars, have made their Report, That they find all the allegations 
above-mentioned, to agree with the Statutes and ancient practice of the ſaid 
Order. And that Garter, King of Arms, and his Deputies, ought to bear all

Order. But we find not of Jate, that the taking ſuch an Oath, at performing 
this Ceremony hath been impoſed upon any but Foreign Princes, of which 
anon. = 
[t is alſo obſervable that a#. 4. H. 6. a particular * Commiſſion iſſued to the 
Farls of Warwick, Salisbury, and S»ffolk, with power to any two or one of 
them, to receive this Oath from Sir John Faſtolf, upon his Inveſtiture : And this 
was beſides the Oath, which his Proctor was afterwards to take at Inſtallation, as 
is manitelt out of the Letters of Procuration, whereby the ſaid Sir John Faſto!f 
gave to his Procter licenſe to take on his behalf, © ſach Oath as ſhould be require!! 
at the time of his Inſtallation. 

As to the Ceremony and manner of Inveſting a Kzjeht-Ele& with the Garter 

and George, albeit we have diſcourſt thereof before, we nevertheleſs think it

When * Phzlip Prince of Sp4in, an. I. Marie, had theſe Enſigns of the Order 
ſent him, the Soverajgn joined Garter King of Arms," with the Earl of Arnnde! 
to perform the 7zveſtiture, who upon notice of his arrival on the Coaſt of Er- 
lind, ſet forward on their journey ta Southampton, where on ® F riday the 20. of 
July, they took Water, and meeting the Prince before he landed, entred his 
Barge, <and gave him notice of his Election in a ſhort ſpeech, which being end- 


ed, Garter having the Garter in his hand, *kifſed it, and fo preſented it to the 


Earl, who forthwith faſtned it about the Princes Leg: in like manner Garter 
preſented the Earl with the George hanging at a Chain of Gold, who put it alſo 
about the Princes neck. 

The Ceremony of 1zveſtiture being thus performed, the Prince came on ſhore 
at Southampton, and on the uppermoſt ſtair there were ready attending his land- 
ing, the <Marquels of /incheſter, Lord high Treaſurer of Eneland, with divers 
other Lords 3 the Prince gave the f Lord I/illiams his White Staff, and made 
him Lord Chamberlain of his Houſhold; and Sir A»thony Brown Maſter of his 
Horle, preſented him from the £xeer a Horſe with a Footcloth of Crimſon Vel- 
vet, richly embroidered with Gold and Pearls, having the Bridle and all other 
Furniture ſutable, whereon he rode to the Cathedral, and after Prayers to the 
Lodgings prepared for him. | : 

Touching Garter's Inveſtiture of the Earl of Warwick, at Newhaven in France, 
the firſt of May, 4a. 5. Eliz. it was as followeth, 

Firſt Garter repairing to the Earls Lodgings, 4 put on his Mantle in the next 
Chamber to the Earls, and thence proceeded into the Earls Chamber, where 
having made three Reverences, he buckled the Garter about his left leg, andnext 
put on the George and Ribband about his neck 5 reading to the Earl the words of 
Signification, appointed to be pronounced at the Inveſtiture 5 which done, Gar- 
ter retired into the Room, where he had put on his Mantle and there diſrobed 
himſclt, and ſo the Ceremony ended. | 

And it ſeems to have been a cuſtom about theſe times, for the Nobility and

der the power and barbarons reſtraint of the moſt unparallel'd Rebels and Tray- 
tors uſurping in England, hath not yet known. | 

And first, for the Antiquity and Inſtitution of this moit Noble Order, your 
Highneſs 20ſt glorious and vidorions AnceStor King Edward the Third ( fo1 
the honor and encouragement of Martial Ations, and to oblige unto him by 
the neereſt tyes of Koyal favour and ſociety, ſuch perſons of eminent birth, as b 
valiant and noble aits had highly merited of him) Inſtituted this Order, and 

 Eleded into the Fellowſhip thereof (with himſelf the Soveraign) the number of 
25.0ther renowned Knights,by giving them the Garter, with this moſt ſignificant 
and generous Motto, HoNi 801T Qui MAL y PENsE, aſſzgning them likewiſe 4 
pecnliar and ſtately habit, ordaining them yearly to attend him on the Feaſt of 
St. George, at his Caſtle of Windelore (the ſeat of the Foundation) where he 
regally entertained them, and framing Statutes which themſelves .and their 
Succeſſors were obliged to obſerve, for the honor of the Soveraign and the Order. 

By which Statutes, iz the ſecond place, the proper qualifications are fully de- 
clared, which are principally, that every perſon eleed into this moſt Noble Or- 
der, be a Knight without reproach, a Gentleman of Blooddand Arms, of three 

4 deſcents by Father and Mother, a man of courage, a lover of JuStice, and of 
unblemiſh'd fame and honor 3 who likewiſe at his Inſtallation is by Oath 6bliged 
fo defend and ſuſtain the honor, quarrels, rights, and dominions of the Sove- 
raign, and to endeavour the augmentation of the Order; And if%any one eleT- 
ed into this moſt Noble Society ſhall be either convict of Hereſie, Treaſon, Cow- 
ardiſe in flying from the Kings Banner or Standard in the field, or that by pro- 
digality he hath wilfully waſted his Patrimony, he may (if the Soveraign and 
Companions pleaſe) be degraded and deprived of the Order as unworthy thereof. 

Laſtly, The Inſtitution of this moſt Noble Order hath been ſo inviolably ob- 

ſerved, as that the Soveraign aud Companions have never augmented their 
number, and but very rarely diſpenſed with any of the qualifications, whereby 
the dignity and ſplendor of the Order hath been entirely preſerved. And j6 
great a value and high eſteem hath been ſet upon this mot Noble Order, as the 
greateſt and mot powerful Monarchs of Europe have accounted it an honor to 
be Companions thereof, amongit whom the Emperor Sigilmund, 7x the Reign 
of King Henry the Fiſth, and that moſt potent and glorious Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, in the Reign of King Henry #he Eighth, cameQerſonally into Eng- 
land to receive it. And although the number of the Companions from the fir jt 
Inſtitution (now full 303 years ) is with your Highneſs but 444 perſons, yet of 
them there have been 8 Emperors, and 52 Kings and Princes of Foreign Cour- 
trys, beſides other most illuſtrious and eminent perſons, ſome of them $iran- 
gore, the reſt Subje@s to the Kings of England, Soveraigns of the moſt Noble 
Order. | 

Thus Sir, I have repreſented unto your Highneſs, the noble ends for which 
#his Order was Inſtitnted, the qualifications required, and the care in pre- 
ſerving the dignity and honor thereof: IT ſhall now preſume to add, that as

John Duke 
of Bedford and Regent of France his third Son, was inſtalled in the ſeventh Stall 
on the Soverazer's lides viz. oppolite to the Duke of Clarence his elder Brother, 
and in a Stall of higher dignity. And Humfry Duke of Glouceſter his fourth Son, 
ſar in the eleventh Stall on the fame (ide. 

To inſtance next in the Brothers and Sons of King Fdward the Fourth George 
Duke of Clzrenge was placed in the ſecond Stall on the Princes fide. Richard 
Duke of Cloxceſter (afterwards King of England and Soveraign of this Order) was 
inſtalled in the fifth Stall on the Soverazer's fide, whoſe firſt Predeceſſor was Sir 

John Lifle. And Richard Duke of Tork , the ſaid Kings ſecond Son, received 
' his Inſtallation 1n the fourth Stall on the Prizces (ide. 

In the laſt place, if we review the foreſaid Tables, we ſhall find, that as the 
Knights-Companions of higher dignity, aſſumed the Stalls (when they became 
vacant) though often of the lower ſort, ſo ſome of the loweſt degree among them, 
have had the honor to be Inſtalled in Seats of ſuperior rank; and this meerly by 
virtue and ob{crvance of the Law in this cale provided, | Among 
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Among theſe Knights-Companions we \hall firſt reckon Sir Philip la Vache, a 
Gaſcon, who in the Reign of King Richard the Second was firſt Inſtalled in the 
Princes Stall (that beidlg void by the death of Joby of Gaunt, in*wholſe room he 
hapned to be Elected) though afterwards removed to the third Stall on the $0- 
veraign's fide. As allo Sir John Dabrichcourt, Elected ap. 1. H.5. who died pol-

Next, Sir Nicholas Sarnesfield, Standard-Bearer to the Fexnder, who ſucceed- 
ed Hugh Earl of Stafford, and after him Sir William Arundel, immediate Succe\- 
or to the ſaid Sir Nicholas, were both inſtalled inthe ſecond Stall on the Sove- 
-4ien's fide. Sir John Robſart an Heynower, was an. 9. H. 5. inſtalled in the ſe- 
cond Stall on the Prizces ſide. Sir Gilbert Talbot, and after him Sir Johx Grey 
were both inſtalled in the third Stall on the Soveraign's fide. And in the third 
©+4!ll on the Princes fide was Ralph Stafford one of the firſt Founders inſtalled, in

We could add here divers other inſtances, how the Knjebts-Companions, both 
:n the caſe of FleFions and Inftallations, have ſucceeded in the Stalls of their 
immediate Predeceflors; but theſe already inſerted may ſuffice, fince they in- 
clude the chief and moſt conſiderable particulars; and ſufficiently manifeſt that 
the uſage and practice down tothe Reign of King Henry the Eighth, was purſuant 
t) the ancient Law of the Order. © " 

But we are here to note, that notwithſtanding each Knight was by the before 
mAtioned Article appointed to \ucceed his immediate Predecellor, in the Stall 
void by his death 3 yet doth there follow an Exception, as to the Stall belonging 
to the Prince of Wales. This Stall 1s the firſt on the left hand at the entrance 
into the Choire of St. George's Chappel at IVindeſor, and wherein Edward the 
Black Prince was Inſtalled 3 from this Stall doth the whole range of Stalls on the 
ſame ſide take their denomination, and to which the * Prince of Wales afloon as 
he is Ele&ed into the Order, hath a due Title. 


But though this Stall de jure belongs to the Prince of Wales; nevertheleſs 4rt. 22. 


hcretofore when the Soveraign had no, Heir, then was it (for the preſent) di- 
ipoſed of (otherwiſe a defect in the full number of Knights: Companions would 
have enſued ) to ſome other Knight, who received the honor of Inſtallation 
there, | 

The firlt that obtained that honor (beſides Princes of Wales) was John of 
Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, 1t being conterr'd on him by Decree of the Soveraigs 
and Knights-Companions ( Kichard the Second, having no iſſue, neither then nor 
:fterwards) and thereupon removed thither, from the ſeventh Stall on the ſame 
ile, wherein he had been inſtalled at his firſt admiſſion into the 0rder. 

But the firſt Knight-Comparnion that hapned to be inſtalled in it, was Sir Philip 
[: Vache (a little before remembred) and a very great honor it was, for one 
of his rank : But it fell to him by the then Law of the Order, being elected into 
the room of the ſaid Duke of Laneaiter, who dyed poſfeſt thereof. 

Howbeit ſhortly after (\uch was the change of times) King Hemry-the Foutth 


coming to the Crown, and his eldeſt Son being ® created Prixce of Wales, laid n Rot.Parlan; 
ten claim to this Stall by virtue of the foreſaid Statute, and had it ſirrendred *4#44-72- 


to him, Nevertheleſs, that the former poſlefſor might ſuffer as4ittle diminution 
in the honor of his Seffion, as might be, he was removed no lower than to the 
vtall, which King Heery the Fourth lately held when Earl of Derby, viz. the 
third on the Soverajen's fide, and had now relinquiſhed for the Soverazgr's roy- 
al Stall. . 

Upon the death of King Hezry the Fourth, and removal of King Henry the 
Fifth from the PrincesStall (whereby a vacancy therein enſued) to the Soveraign's 
Seat : Sjr John Dabrichcourt (Elected ar. 1. H. 5.) was Inſtalled therein, and he 
(4. 5.0f the ſame King) dying poſleſt thereof (of which a notable teſtimony re-

In King Edward the Fourth's Reign, we find the right in this Stall returned 
again to Fdward Prince of Wales, his eldeſt Son; and in King Hemry the Seventh's 
Reign to Prince Arthur but upon his death, A7aximilian Son of Frederick King 
of the Romans, and after Emperor, fat therein: So alſo did the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth Chis Grandchild) in regard that as yet, there was no Son born to the 
SOvVeratgn. 

But Prince Edward being born, while this Stall was poſſeſt by Charles the 
Fifth, it hapned alſo that the King of Scots dyed, which cauſed King Hemry the

Inſtallations, became fo frequent, that the right an Fle&-Kright had to his Pre- 
deceſſors Stall was ſeldom enjoyed, Howbeit, hereby he ſetled a power to 
eratifie and oblige ſuch of the Knights-Companions as ſhould be thought worthy 
the honor of advancing, without recourſe had to a Chapter for a ſpecial and 
particular allowance : and from hence the Cuſtom began to ifſue out Warrants 
under the Soverazen's Sign manual for the Tranſlation of stzlls, ſome conveni- 
ent time before the day of Inſtallation approched, and conſequently the alte- 
ration and removal of ſuch of the Knights-Companions Helms, Creſts, Banners, 
2nd Plates, who ſhould receive the honor - of a higher Place ; their Atchieve- 
ments being by virtue of ſuch Warrants ſet up over the Stalls, to which they were 
advanced, there to remain during the time their owners continued therein. 

And now that we may ſee in what manner King Herry the Eighth made uſe 
of the powers and priviledges ſetled by the foreſaid Articles, both as to the re- 
moval of $talls, and doing it by ſpecial Warrant (which is Garters diſcharge) 
we ſhall exhibit a few Examples; firſt ſhewing in what order the stall; were 
ranked, ſhortly after paſſing this Law, that by comparing ſome following years 
with theſe Schemes, the alteration may with greater readineſs be diſcerned.

In this Schexre we find the King of Scots, placed in the Duke of Richmond's 
Stall, who with the Duke of _— the Earls of Shrewsbury, Arundel, Eſſex, 
Northumberland, Weſtmerland, and Suſſex, were all removed into the next Stall 
below that which each of them ſat in before, whether it were on the Soveraigy's 
or Princes ſide. The Marqueſs of Exeter to the next below his own on the $9- 
veraien's (ide, Viſcount Liſle from the ſeventh to the tenth Stall on the Prince's 
ſide, the Lord Abergaveny from the eighth on the Prince's (ide, to the eleventh 
on the Soveraien's fide; the Lord Ferrars from the ninth on the Prince's (ide, to 
the twelfth on the Soverazgn's fide; the Lord Darcy from the tenth on the 
Prince's (ide, to the twelfth on the ſame; and the Lord Sardys from the twelfth 
on the Prince's (ide, to the thirteenth on the Soverazer's. 

And as theſe before mentioned Knights Companions were removed lower, {© 
the Earls of Oxford, Wilts, and Newblanke, were honored with higher Stalls than 
they before polleſt ; for the firſt of them was advanced from the eleventh Stall 
on the Soveraiez's (ide to the ninth on the Prixce's, the ſecond from the eleventh 
on the Prince's (ide to the eighth on the Soveraier's, and the third from the thir- 
teenth of the Prince's to the eleventh on the ſame fide. So that in this laſt ex- 
ample, though many of the Knzghts-Companions were removed lower, yet it 
may be obſerved, that the Engliſh Nobility were now ranked according to their 
Degrees; firſt Dukes, next a Marqueſs, then Earls, next Viſcounts, afterwards 
Barons, and laſt of all Knights. 

Some few removals were made in the following years of this Xing, but none 
of ſo great note as this laſt mentioned, and therefore we need not enlarge our 
Inſtances. Nor were there any conſiderable tranſlations, in the Reigns of King 
Edward the Sixth, or Queen Mary.

Where, beſide the tranllation of the Stranger Princes (whom we ſhall men- 
tion a little below) we ſee the Marquels of Wincheſter, the Earls of Derby and 
Fenbroke, the Duke of Norfolk, and the Lord Clyzton, were each of them (cat- 
ed in the next lower Stall to that they enjoyed before. And by the advance- 
ment of the Lord Effingham, Earl of Shrewsbury, Viſcount Mount agu, and Earl 
of Northumberland, each a Stall higher on the Soveraien's fide; and the like 
advance of the Earl of $«fex, Lord Haſtings, Lord Dudley, and Earl of Warwick, 
on the Princes (ide; the erghth Stall on the Soveraier's fide, and that oppolite 
thereunto on the Princes, were now filled up. The Lord Hunſdon was likewiſe 
advanced from the loweſt Stall on the Princes (ide, to the twelfth on the Sove- 
raign's; and laſtly the two Fled-Knights were inſtalled in the twelfth and 
thirteenth Stall on the Prince's (:de. 

Beſide the power eſtabliſhed upon the $overajgn's of this moſt Noble order, 
of tranſlating Stalls, when a vacancy hapned, King Hexry the Eighth further 
added this larger Prerogative * That the Soveraign once in his life, might if. it Art. 22, 
pleaſed him, make a general Tranſlation of all the Stalls at his pleaſure, except of 
Emperors, Kings, Princes, and Dukes, who (being ſetled in Stalls agreeable to 
their Dignities) ſhould keep their Stalls and Places (if ſuch a general Tranllation 
happened ) unleſs advanced to a higher Room and Stall. In which Tranſlation, the 
long continuance in the Order,and the praiſes, worthineſs, and merits of the Kni ghts- 
Companions were to be conſtdered and remembred. 

But this branch of the Soverazen's Prerogative in the Order, was never yet 
made uſe of as we can 'find (though that Tranſlation az. 27. H. 8. came ſom- 
thing neer it) perhaps leſt it might raiſe too great animoſities among the Knights 
Subje&s, foraſmuch as that of tranſlating only (when there hapned a Vacancy ) 
Begot great emulations, which at length introduced an alteration, and to which 
we (hall paſs, after we have taken notice of a Clauſe added in the 22. Article of 
King Hemrry the Eighth's Statutes, relating to Stranger Princes. 

Here therefore 1t 1s to be obſerved, that the ancient Law of ſucceeding in 
Stalls, was alſo, in relation to them, wholly altered : For King Herry the Eighth 
upon the eſtabliſhment of his Body of $tattes, not only appointed thoſe Stran- 
gers, then preſent of the Order, to be ſeated next himſelf, but that * a// Emperors, t 4rt.

The Helms, uled for this purpole and upon this occaſion, are made of Steel 4-5 
large and fair, and of a more than ordinary proportion : they are likewiſe (tor 
the molt part_) of two ſorts, the one appointed for Soveraien Princes. and tratned 
lope, with Jarge Bailes or Bars the other tor Knights Swbjefs, whole Vizors are 1 Col'efF W. 
made *clole. About King Hexry the Eighth's Reign the Knights Subjeds Helms ' ahaha 
were 'parcel gilt with fine Gold in Oyle, wrought with Rabeskys and other 
works, aud burniſhed with fine Gold. But in Queen F/;z4beth's Reign, and 
ſince, it hath been the Cuſtom to gild their Helms all over, placing St. Georeoe's 
Arms inthe middle before the Vizors. | 

The Mantlings that hang down on either (ide the Helm, which, with the 
Wreath, arc in ſome places called f Appendixes, are all of Tiflue or Cloth of (L158. p. 57, 
Gold, and heretofore lined with * $ar-exet; but in Queen Aary's Reign they {7,507 
began to make ule of * White $4tin, for of ſuch were the Linings to the Mant- Har n "arr. 5,

At the bottom of theſe Xentlings hang a pair of gilt robs, burniſhed with *<* hd 
Gold, from which itlue Taſſels of either Gold or Silver (according as is the me- x pad 
tal in the K»zghts Coat Armour) mixed with Silk of the chief Colour in his 
Arms. 

Upon the Helmz and Mintlings 1s placed a IYreath of corded Silks, of the Kniehts 
colours, which was heretofore made of Sarcenet, but now of Tality. Z 

The Creſ# of the Knight is placed either upon thete Wreaths, or iluant out of 
a Crown, or ducal Cap; turned up with Ermyn, and of what kind foever the 
Creſt 1s, the ſame is neatly carved in wood, and either gilt or wrought in its 
proper colours in Oyl. | 

Directly before the Hel-z, an arming Sword hangs down, the Pome), Croſs, 
and Chape are gilt 3 the $cabberd 1s made of the fame Tiſlue or Cloth of Gold, 
as are the Mantlings, and ſo is the Gzrdle thereunto belonging 3 but the Buckles 
and Pendants are of Copper gilt. | 4 

It appears a little before, that the cuſtom of fetting up the 7elzr, Cre?, and 5: Fanner, 
Sword, over the Knights Stall 1s as ancient as the Inſtitution of the Order: but 
when their Barrers were firſt hung up, is not ſo clearly maniteſt; for neither do 
the Statytes of Inſtitution, or King Herry the Fitth's Statutes take notice of them. 

The firſt mention of them that we find is in the Blick Book of the Order, a.

the Atchievements then tet up over his Stall; but Henry the ,Erghth's body of 
Statutes makes particular<mention of them. c Art.8, 

The faſhion of the Sowerazer's and all the Knieht-Companions Banners are 
{quare 3 but it doth no where appear to us, of what lize their Banners anciently 
were; yet in Queen El:zabeth's Reign, we find them two yards and a quarter py 
long, and a yard and three quarters broad, beſide the Fringe (which is made ae. ; ns 
Gold or Silver and S1]k, of the colours 1n the Wreath) and thereorr are wrought £6. 
or beaten upon Tattaty-Sarcenet, double-Sarcenet, or rich Taffaty, with fine 


Gold and Colours, on both ſides, the paternal Coat of the Knzehts Companion, 
| together 
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together with his Quarterings, or ſo many of them as he pleaſe to make uſe of, 
wherein Garter is to take care that they be warrantably marſhalled. 

And becauſe a * ſingle Coat was conceived not to ſtand fair enough in a Bay- 
zer of this proportion, therefore the Soveraign hath been pleaſed (where a 
Knizht-Companion wanted Qnarterings) to grant a new Coat to bear in Quarter 
with his paternal Coat; as did King James to ® Robert Carr Viſcount Rocheſter, 
afterwards Earl of Sozzerſet 3 to whoſe paternal Coat (8. Jun. ar. 9. Jac. R.) he 
firſt added a © Lyon paſlant gardant Or, in the dexter part, as.an eſpecial oft of 
favour, and then a new invented Coat to be born in quarter therewith, 0z. 
4 ®uarterly Or and Gules, a Lyon Rampant ſable over all. He alſo granted to Sir 
Thomas Erskin (afterwards created Earl of Kelly) a Coat of Arms to be quar- 
tered with his paternal Coat, viz. * Argent, a pale Sable. 

Theſe Burners of Arms are fixed to the end of long Staves, painted in Oyl, 
formerly with the Colours of the Wreath, but now Red: Their ends are put 
into Sockets of Iron, well fixed in the Wall, dire&tly over the Knights-Compa- 
7i0ns Helms and Creſts; and commonly lined with thick Fuſtian,to preſerve them. 

Beſides theſe, there is alſo to be provided a Copper-plate gilt, whereon a. 
Scutcheon of the Knzgeht-FleF's Arms, and Quarterings within a Garter, are en- 
oraved and enamelled in Colours, with his Helm, Creſt, and Supporters, and 
underneath his Style and Titles of honor : which Plate, Garter uſually takes 
care to provide, and is to be fixed on the back of the Knight-El:&'s Stall aflign- 
ed for his Inſtallation. _ 

Moreover a Velvet Cxſher is to be alſo provided, whereon to carry the Knjeht- 
Ele&'s Mantle,Collar, Hood, and Book of Statutes before him, in the proceeding to 
the Chozre at his Inſtallation. Concerning the materials and garniſhings of ſome of 
theſe Cuſhens, we find this account of thoſe uſed at the Inſtallation of the Lord 
Treaſurer Weſton, the Earls of Exceter and Lindſey, Inſtalled .r.6. Car. x. that 
cach of them contained one yard and a'half of Crimſon Velvet, one Ell of rich 
Taffaty for their lining, and 4 yards of Fringe, and 4 great Taſflels. 

Laſtly, there hath been commonly provided a convenient number of Lodge 
Sceutcheons, of the Eled-Knight's Arms, invironed with a Garter, with his Stile 
and Titles underneath 3 and theſe Garter alſo gets in readineſs, for it hath been 
an ancient cuſtom, to diſtribute at the Inns in the Knjght's pailage, to and at 
Windeſor,theſe Scutcheons, to be ſet up in the principal Rooms of thoſe Houſes, 
as a memorial of the honor of the Kzghts Inſtallation. 

Such of the foreſaid particulars as are committed to the care of Garter 
to prepare and make ready, the charges thereof have been ſometimes calt 
up, and the Accompt ſtated and paid off beforehand 3 by which means he 
was the better enabled to furniſh out the ſame, for ſo did the fEarls of $hrews- 
bury and Cumberland, an. 34. Eliz., And in Garter's Bill there is to be inſerted 
the price of a Tr-zk, the charge for Carriage of thoſe things he provides for 
the Knight-Elef to Windeſor, and for their ſetting up. | 

Laſtly. belides all theſe things before mentioned, to be prepared and pro- 
vided cither by the Chancellor of the Order, or Garter; there are other to 
be taken care for, by the. Kzight-EleF, relating more particularly both to him- 
ſclt and his retinue3 as his own Apparel, the number of his Attendanes and Ser- 
vants, with their Clothes and Liveries, his Coach and Sadle Horſes, both fer 
himſelf and them; with divers other things neceſſary for ſecting forth his Cava/- 
cade and Proceeding, to and at Windeſor 3 all which have uſually been the rich- 
e{t and beſt that could be made or gotten, that ſo the ſhow might be furniſhed 
out, with all poſſible ſplendor and gallantry. 

Together with theſe, the Proviſions for Dyet at Windeſor (if the Feaft be kept 
at the Fled-Knight's charge and expence) is to be confidered of, and to that 
end for the moſt part ſome one of the Clerks of the Soveraigr's Kitchin isto be 
conſulted, who commonly undertakes the management of that Afﬀair. 

To conclude this Chapter, the Hall or Room where the grand Dinner is to be 
kept, the Chapter-houſe and Chappel, ought chiefly to be ſet forth and adorned 
with rich and ſumptuous Furniture, againſt this ſolemnity, over and beſide what 
is of ordinary and necellary uſe. | The

N former times, the Knights-Elect trequently took their journey from Ion 
don to their Inſtallation at Windeſor, in the nature of a ſolemn and ſtatc ly 
Cavalcade; and this Proceeding on Horſeback was generally ſet forth 
with exceeding pomp 3 whether we conſider the great number of their 
honorable Friends, who on gallant Courſers rod- along with them, or 

the multitude of their own Attendants well mounted. the richnels of whoſe Ap- 
parel, Jewels, Gold Chains, rich embroideries, and Plumes of Feathers of their 
Lords Colours, even dazled the Eyes of the beholders. 

Saitable thereto was the Feaf/, which had in it all manner of magnificence 
and plenty, as well of proviſion, as all other things that could add glory there- 
unto : and in which the Fl:#- Knights (when kept at their charge ) {trove not 
only to exceed thelr | redeceſlors, but one another - Infomuch that Embaila- 
dors and Strangers eſteemed 1t one of the goodheſt (1ghts, that was to be fcen

But the fate of this Solemnity, much like that glorious body the Sun (whoſe 
luſtre at ſuch times it ſtrove to outſhine) had at ſometimes its ſhort intermitting 
Clouds, at others, long nights, and the glory thereof appeared but now and then, 
when the pleaſure of the Soveraign grew auſpicious, or the honor of the Order 
became placed upon more generous Spirits. And to lay truth, there may grow 
an exceſs in ſuch Solemnities, even to ſurtet 3 which 1s then beſt cured by a long 
abſtinence. Nor was this Feſtival at all times free trom this diſtemper 3 bur 
then the Soveraign readily cured it, by taking away the caule, and prohibiting cx- 
ccl3 in their Attendants. | |

run into upon this occaſion, and willing to check the growing. inconveniences,

and of Viſcount Liſle, an. 14. of his Reign, to forbid Þ Livery Coats, for ſaving h lidem. 
charge, and avoiding emulation; and ſhortly after, in a Chapter held at Whitehall, 

11.16. Jac. R. with the conſent of the Knights-Companions then aſſembled, put 

lome reſtraint upon the number of Attendants 3 and Decreed, i That every of the i Lib.C. p.151 
Knights-Companions ſhould have 50 perſons to attend him unto the annual Solem- 
nities of the Order,and no more. 

Some litle excceeding (above that allowed number) we meet with afterwards 
in the Attendants of Gentlemen and Yeomen upon WW4ill;iam Earl of Northampton 
41.5. Car. 1. to the number of fourſcore, who began his Cawalcade to Iindeſor, 
from * $alisbary Houſe in the Strand; and certainly would have exhibited a more 
lorious ſhow, had not the continual Rain for! three days ſpace together impeded: 
Nevertheleſs conceiving that a Proceeding deligned with ſo much gallantry as 
it was ought to outlive the accident of 'foul weather, we ſhall inſert the order

2nd to take the Scruteny that Evening for his Election into this Order : The next 
day was deſigned to inveſt him with the Garter and George, and the day follow- 
ing, to ſet forward the Cavalcade towards Windeſor, wherein alſo the Knights of 
the Buth (intended to be created with the Prince) were to ride in their Robes. 
But this reſolution being changed, and the intention of creating the Prince a 
Knight of the Bath, altered to that of a Knight-Batchellor, the Ceremony thereof 
was defer'd to Windeſorz and ſo the Cavalcade followed not. 

[t was the manner heretofore, for the Soverazgn's Lieutenant (when the Sove- 
rajgn thought fit to appoint the Inſtallation at the ſame time with the Feaſt of 
St. George) to ride to Windeſor, attended with a gallant Train, and no ſmall num- 
ber of his own Gentlemen and Yeomen richly habited, and in all things well 
4 Colle.

Hen there are two or more Ele#-Knights appointed to receive the honor 
of Inſtallation at one Solemnity ; and that the Ceremony is performed 
by two Commiſſioners (or two Kniehts-Aſſeſtants) then as ſoon as they have 
finiſhed all the Ceremonies of 7zveſtzture and Inſtallation, due to the ſenior of 
* © Fx Colle, REM, they leave him to poſleſt of his Stall, and forthwith * return to the Chap- 
6 F.V.gen. ter-bouſez, the Proceeding of Alms-Knights, Officers of Arms, and the inferior 0fj;-

But ſome have been of opinion, that t1e Commiſſzoners nominated to this em- 
ployment, ought not to dividethe duty, and part of them to inſtal one Kiebt, 
ind part another, and by ſuch an alternation to diipatch the Ceremony, as in 
the former caſes 3 but on the contrary, that «!] ſhould jointly affiſt at each 7»ſt.- 
lition. And in favour of this opinion, thre is an inftance at the Inſtallation of 
the Earl of Salisbary and Viſcourt Bindor, az. 4. Jac. R. for the ſaid Earl, having 4 
been brought in to the Chozre, and both inveſted and inſtalled by the Earls of 145.9. 
Nottingham and Suffolk , (then the two {entor Commi)jioners ) the other two Com- 
miſſioners, who were left behind in the Chapter-hoxſe, to conduit Viſcount Bin- 
con to his Stall,. calling to mind that all four were * joint Commiſſeoners, con- 
ceived that the ſaid Earl was not legally inſtalled by the two other, becauſe 
themſelves had not been aſſiſtant at the Ceremony.

h [hid.f.1534 The like order was obſerved at the Inſtallation of the © Earl of Autlind, and 
others, a7, 14. Jac. R. who having been left behind in the Chapter-houſe, while 
the Soveraign procceded to the Choire, were afterwards by ſeveral Kmnights- 

i Li6.C.p.188. Companions (the ſeniors going out firſt) introduced to their Inſtallations; one 
after another, according to the ſeniority of their Election. 

But to be more particular in the order of the Ceremony in this caſe, we ſhall 
lay down the method obſerved at the grand Feaſt of St. George, held at Winde- 
ſor, an. 13. Car. 2. which was as followeth. 

Firſt, the two ſerior-Knights, the Earls of Salisbury and Berkshire, deſcended 
from their Stalls with the uſual Reverences, and ſtood before them. 

Next the Alms-Knzghts came down in a body, from the hault paces of the 
Altar, into the middle of the Chojire, and having there made their double obey- 
ſances proceeded forth. 

After them the Officers of Arms deſcended allo (the Purſnivants formoſt) and 
having made the double Reverences in the middle of the Chorre, went out at- 
ter the Almrs-Kniehts. 

Then followed the three inferiour Officers of the Order, having firſt made 
their uſual Reverences, 

And laſtly, the two ſerzor Knights joining together in the middle of the Choire, 
(after their double Reverences) paſt out in the Rear. | 

In this order they proceeded towards the Chapter-honſe and when the Alms- 
Kvights came neer the door, they fell off and divided themſelves; the like 
did the Officers of Arms, and both thereby opened a way for the Officers of the 
Order, and Knights-Companions, to pals between them into the Chapter-houſe 3 
where being entred, they firſt brought forth the Duke of 0roxmnd (the ſenior 
Ele&F-Knight) and taking him in the middle between them, the Proceeding went 
before into the Chozre, inthe ſame order as it came thence, Garter then bearing (on 
a Velvet Cuſhen)) his Afantle, Hood, Collar, and Book of Statutes. 

The Alms-Knights being entred the Choire,made their double obeyſances in the 
uſual place, and aſcended the hault-paces of the A4/tar, flanking on the other fide. 

After them, the Officers of Arms did the like. 

Then the three inferiour Officers of the Order, coming up into the middle of 
the Choire, made their double Reverences, and ſo paſſed before the Knights to 
the place dire&ly under the $7all deſigned for the Duke, whither he (conducted 
as aforeſaid) followed, after that he and the two Knights-Companions had allo 
made their uſual Reverences, in the middle of the Chozrrez for the Croud was ſo 
great through the concourſe of People to this grand Feſtival that the Knights- 
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Companions could not paſs into the lower row of Stalls with the Duke. (being 
the uſual place for the Eled-Knigeht to be brought unto) but were neceflitated 
to invelt him below in the Choirre. 

After the Duke was Inveſted and Inſtalled, the Proceeding (ordered inal!l points 
25 before) went again to the Chapter-bouſe, and brought the Duke oft Buckine- 
Lim into the Chorre, where he received his Inſtallation, in the manner aforeſaid. 

Bur the day being far ſpent, and theſe Proceedings to and from the Chapter- 
onſe taking up much time; the Soveraien toſhorten the Ceremony, commanded 
that with the next Proceeding, all the reſt of the Fl:&-Knjehts, being cight, (be- 
{ide two Proxies) ſhould be introduced at once 3 which command being obey - 
cd, and each Ele&#-Knight placed before his Stall, they took the Oath, received 
their InueStiture, were led up to their Stalls, and ok pollefſion of them by a 
lolemn T»ſtallation. 

And in regard ſo many Eled-Knights were introduced together, it was thought 
fit (becauſe necellary ) that their Afzztles and Collars ſhould be alſo brought Th 
the Proceeding, and to effect this, each Knight-Fle& appointed one of the Gen- 
tlemen that attended on him, to bear the Cuſhen (whereon his Afzntle and Col- 
lar were laid) before him tothe Chojre door, which was accordingly done 5 and 
where they ſtood holding them in their arms, until Garter had in due order (as 
they were to be made ule of) fetched them into the Choire. 

And here we may inlert this general Rule, That at all 1-/ta/lations where 
ſome of the Elef-Knights are not tent for in to the Chapter-houſe, to receive in-

Of ſetting up the Knights Atchievments. 


HE laſt thing to be done, at this great Solemnity, is ſetting up the Hel, 
Creſt, Sword, Banner, and Plate of the new inſtalled Keht, over his Stall. 
in the Chappel of St. George at Windſor, to which purpole they are to be pro- 
vided in readineſs, according to the * direftions before given. This, though it a Chap. 11, 
beno part of the Ceremony of 7»ſtallation, yet is it a conſequent thereunto, and ***: *: 
an unſeparable appendix 3 and therefore proper enough to be added here. 

The ſetting up of Trophies, Enligns, and Atchievements ot honor anciently in 
Churches, as well in the life time of ſuch worthy and delerving men, who had 
performed ſome gallant action, 2s on their Tombs and Monuments after their 
death, was chiefly deſigned to this end 3 that the Beholders thereby pur it 
mind of their great virtues, might be excited to the imitation and purluit of 
true Nobility, Valour, and Virtue. 

Hereupon at the 1»ſtitution of this moſt Noble Order,the Atchienements of the 
Kniehts-Companions,were thought fit to be ſet up in the Chyire of the Laid Chappel ; 
and hence allo the remarkable Plates, wherein their Fſcotcheons of Arme,curiontly 
wrought in enamel, were faſtned to the back of their Stalls. <+» Not that the out- b 154.N. p.10, 
i<1ward form of ſuch things, have in them any great force; but that the memory 
© of great actions done, beget that ardour in the breaſts of excellent pertons. 
< which never is at reſt, till ſome eminent atchievements. of theirs have over- 

«taken the others fame and glory. 

By the Statutes of Inſtitation it 1s ordained, that the tim8 for letting up the 

Atchievements (hall be « when the Eled-Knight comes tolVindeſor Caſils, that is, © F. 3.

Now 'tis moſt clear. that the intention of this Article extends to the finiſhing 
the Ceremomes of Inſtall ation,betore the Atchievements ought to be {ot up, by 
lo carefully providing againſt the diſhonor of taking them down, in cale the 
EleFion ſhould become void, which muſt certainly happen, it the Kreht-E let/ 
died but the hour before he were compleatly inſtalled. And accordingly in th 
ancient Deputations both to * Sir Willi: Philip, and Sir John Faftolf power 1s f Arpentir, 
given their Prodors firſt to demand, receive, and obtain their Principals $t.1/ls, ION 
and next to tender their Helms and Swords, to be hung up in the Chorre of 
IWindeſor according to cuſtom : and for clearer information of the order and 
courſe 1n this Ceremony, 1t may be obſerved, that the Soverajign impowered his ——_— 
Commiſſioners * firſt to give the Deputy polleliion of his Principals 8eall, and alter 
to recerve the Atchievements, and place them over it. Herewith it may be conl1- 
dered, That the Atchievements are ſet up in memorial of the Knight FleT's being 
ſtalled a Companion of the Order ; and 'tis incongruous in the rules of Honor, 
to have the ſign or memorial of an action. precede the action it felt. 

Again, the Statutes of this molt Noble 0-der expreſly provide, I hat the Knzg/ ts

It ſhould fecm that though anciently they did not ſet up the EleF-Knights At- 
chievemerts before he was inſtalled, yet were they prepared and brought to 
IWindeſor,and diſpoſed of oriſet before his Stall: and in cafe of his not coming to 
receive laſtallation, then (being no otherwiſe placed) might be the eaſier re- 
moved withour the Chozre, in as decent a manner as could be, that ſo the ho- 
nor of * Kizhthood might be preſerved entire 3 nevertheleſs to be thencetorth 
kept for || publick uſe, and benefit of the Colledge. | 

Where we tind raention made 1n the Arrals of any perſon employed to ſet 
up the 4ichico2ments of a Knight, it 1s to be underſtood, that he was his Pro@Gor, 
and inſtalled on the behalf of that Kzght whole Atchievements he ſo hung up. 
And the Lord * Fztz Hugh, who ſet up the Atchievements of the King of Denmark 
47. ©. H. 6. took allo potleſiion of that Kings Stall, for, .and on his behalf, and 
in hs name. : 

There is but a lingle inſtance Cas we remember_) where one man hung up a 
Knichts Atchicvemerts, and another was inſtalled for him + and this hapned, az.

But this was contrary to the Law of the Order. 

Moreover, where the ſetting up of a Knights-Atchievements, is barely men- 
tioned without taking notice of the Inſtallation, it 1s to be underſtood, that 
fuch Krzebts Inſtallation was alſo folemnized at that time - as in the caſe of the 
King of Portugal, concerning whom the Anzals only © note, that he had taken 
care to fet up over his Stall his Helm, $word, and Banzer, and all things belong- 
ing thereunto, at the Feaſt celebrated at Windeſor, an.

In what manner and order theſe Atchievements are fixed, will partly appear 
from the Statutes, viz. the © Helzz and Creſt, are thereby appointed to be ſet 
over each Knight-Companion's Stall, and the 8word to hang dire&tly underneath 
them. But the Plate 1s nailed to the Back of the Knights Stall. 

And here for a Corollary to this Chapter, let us add, That as the Statutes of 
two of the molt noted Orders of Kniehthood in Chriſtendom, have in them the 
inbltnce of thoſe of the Garter, and being of later Inſtitution, cannot but be 
ackuowledged Copies from this Original; ſo we here think 1t requiſite, to ex-

Knots ard Scallop fhells, whereat hanged the PiFure of $t. Michael], garniſhed with 
Stones. And whiles the ſaid Deputy was ſhifting him, the Duke and Earl came 
down into the Chappel, apparelled as followeth, And firſt, the Duke with his Shoes, 
Hoſe, Girdle, and Scabbard of White Velvet, his neather Stockings of white Silk 
knit, his Cote with the Sleeves on of Cloth of Silver, the edees laid with Gold Lace, 
and in a ſhort Gown of Ruſſet Velvet, garded with the ſame. ſurred with Leopards, 
and faced with Liſards, the ſleeves ſet with eighteen pair of Agelets of Gold, and a 
Cap of black yelvet with a Silver band; the Earl of Leiceſter likewiſe in all points 
apparelled, but that his Gown was Raſſet Satten, garded with Veluet, furred and 
faced as the other, the Sleeves ſet with thirty pair of Aglets of Gold, and in his 
Cap 4 White Feather, and ſo the Duke and Earl being come into the Chappel, 
flood beneath on the gronnd, before their Arms and Stalls, And then they there ſtay- 
3ng, proceeded forth of the Veltry into the Chappel two Noblemen, named Moun- 
freur Cleremont and Afounſjeur de Luppe carrying the two Mantles and Hoods in 
their arms, aſter them Moynſieur Doze alias Saint Michaell King of Arms, carrying

Then $t. Michaell went and brought the Duke and Earl to the Deputy, afore whom 
his Secretary read the Commillion, whereby he had anthority ſroz the King his 
Afaſter, to make thoſe two Noblemen Knights of the Order of $t. Michaell, which 
read out, on Cuſhens they two kneeled down, and the Deputy himſelf read unto _

Ard then the ſii4 De- 
puty put 077 their Collers, likewiſe reading the ſrenification t/ ereof, which ſaid 
Vaatles, Hoods, Collers, and Cotes were ſent them by the French Kine, and 
wzre in all points like to the Deputy's afore declared, and the Cotes were ſent then 
to their Chambers aſore they came, where they put them on. Then the Deputy 
with $t. Michell before him, and the other two following proceeded down, and aj- 
ter reverence done to the King's &tall, took theirs, the Deputy firſt, the Duke 
ext, and the Earl laſt. Then the Prayers, as the Letany and Commemoration be-

turned to his Stall. And then the Farl of Leiceſter likewiſe offered. Then the Ser- 

ice being ended , with reverence to the King's Stall, they proceeded forth of the 

Chappel, firit $t. Michell, then the Earl, then the Duke, /aft the Deputy, till 
they came into the Counſel Chamber, where they dyned, all three ſetting in three 

Chairs on one (ide of the Table, which Dinner ended, they went all three into the 

Privy Chamber to the Queen, 4d after a while came forth into the Counſel

Here was no liberty given at the 7»ſtitution of the Order, to Inſtal 
a Kwight-Subje# by his ProFor or Deputy; but on the contrary in 
the Founders Statutes, was inſerted this expreſs Prohibition, * That 
210ne of the Knights-EleCct ſhould be permitted to be Inſtalled by Proxie, 
unleſs he were a Stranger. | 

The Law in this particular continued unaltered, till the Reign of King Her- 
ry the Fifth, when Joh: Duke of Bedford, the Soveraign's Deputy for holding 
the Feaſt of St. George at Windeſor, ar. 7. H.5. and other the Kzzghts-Companions 
then preſent, took it into conſideration, That where a Knight-SubjeF, Elected 
into the Order, was at that time employed beyond the Seas, in ſervice of the $9- 
veraien,. and likely to continue there upon that Employment, it was concluded, 
that the ſaid Duke ſhonld make an addreſs to the Soverazgn, by Letter under the 
Seal of the Order (Che being at that time engaged in the War with Frarce) 
wherein, for the reaſons ſet down in the Letter (which we have inſerted in the

that Sir John Grey, and the Lord Bourchier had been inſtalled at the foreſaid Feaſt 
by their ſeveral Proxies, which the Soveraign's Deputy permitted our of great 
tenderneſs to their perſons, leſt by an over punctual and too rigid an obſer- 
vance of the Statutes in this point, the foreſaid Krnights, through the misfor- 
tunes and caſualties of War, whereunto they were daily expoled; ſhould be 
ſnatcht away by a ſudden death, and ſo want the delired ſuffrages of thoſe Mal- 
ſes, ordained to be ſung for a defunct Knights as had been ſeen in the caſe of di- 
vers other, prevented thereof by over much delay. 
Nevertheleſs, by that more ample and large Copy of the foreſaid Letter, re-

Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe. 


HE next thing to be conſidered of, is the Proceeding to the Chapter-houſc, 
| and therein chiefly the Proxze's place 3 for it will be needleſs here, to 
ſpeak of his journey to Windefor Caſtle, his arival there, or ordering of this Pro- 
ceeding, in relation to thoſe Degrees whereof it is compoſed ; {ince what hath

There 1s alſo another Warrernt drawn up, for the delivery of the Erſiens of 
the Order to Garter; namely * the rich Garter, the Great Collar of the Order, with 
a George appendant, and another ſmaller George hanging in a Blue Ribband - 


together with Caſes for them, lined with Purple Velvet, and gilt onthe outſide. 


And ſometimes theſe Fxfgns have been delivered out of the Jewel-houſe to 
the Herald at Arms, joined in the Legation in Garter's ſtead, as were thoſe ſent 
to Charles King of Sweden, an. 20, Car. 2. But thoſe provided for John George 
Duke of $4xony to Sir Thomas Higgons, the principal in the Legation to him; 
tor which they pave their "ſeveral Receipts. 

The Soveraign's Warrant for the delivery of thoſe Enſigns ſent to Maximilian 
the Emperor, was directed to the Lord Treaſurer of England. for which Garter 
gave his* Receipt. But for thoſe ſent to the French King Henry the Fourth, 
the Warrant was directed to the Aſter of the Jewel-houſe: and out of this Of- 
fice have all the Fxſ7gns of the Order, before mentioned, beeg ſince delivered.

nothing may hinder a full proſpect into the ſtate and 7; ce of both, we 

ſhall handle the ſame at large; and give ſuch inſtances thereof, as may ultrate 

lo great a Solcmanity.

And when Hexry the Third of France received the Habit of the Order, » Sir 
Fdward Stafford, the soveraign's Leiger Ambaſſador, pertormed this ſervice. 

After the Commilſton 1s read, Garter pretents the 0ath, fairly written, which 
is adminiſtred to the Eled-Stranger, where it any exceptions were before made 
and admitted, they mult be here rehearſed; as we find it directed in the * 7n- 
ſiruTjons given for the Inteſtiture of James the Fifth King of 8cotland. 

But the Oath was not taken by the French King Hemry the Third, till after his 
Tnoeſtiture, and in the Auguſtine Fryers Church in Paris 3 which being before pre- 
pared and written on Parchment in Letters of Gold; the ſaid Kzns there * lign- 
ed jt, by the ſubſcription of his name | Herry] and then Farms {x to his Se- 
cretary, to hve his Privy Seal put toit.

The © Ceremony of the 0ath being finiſhed, Garter takes from off the Cuſhen 
the Garter, and having kils'd it; preſents 1t to the Lord Ambaſſador, who kneel- 
ing down, puts it with all Reverence about the Straxger's lett leg, being aſſiſted 
by Garter, and therewithall * Garter pronounceth theſe words of Signification.

The Stranger 
being thus velted with the Swrcoat, both the Lord Ambaſſador and Garter gird 
tis Sword about him, with a Velvet Girdle of the ſame colour, at the doing 
whereof Garter faith theſe words.

As ſoon as this Ceremony of 1z»e{t;ture is finiſhed, the Lord Ambaſſador con- 
gratulateth the new invelted $trarger in the Soveraign's name, and in the name 
of all the Knights-Companions; and then delivers to him his Velvet Czp, adorned 
with White Plumes, and next the Book of Statutes. | 

By the TnſtruFjons drawn up for the T1zeſtiture of  Julianus de Medicir, and

They being both come down, Garter pafleth up before the Straxger to the 
high Altar, where he makes his 0f/ring of Gold and Silver, being accompanied 
with the Lord. 4mbaſ/ador, the Herald laying the Cuſhen whereon he knieels 
while he offers. ” 

But in caſe a Knzeht-Companion of the Order be ſent on this Legation, then 
he proceeds firſt up to the Altar, preceded by Garter, and offers for the Sove-

At the Inveiliture of the French King Henry the Second, there was a: ſolemn 
Aſs fung, and at the Offring time *® Garter proceeded before the Kirg to the 
Altar, and Monſteur ' Dangeznnes the Duke of Yenrdoſme's Brother, preſented to 
the 'Kime his Offring 3 and when he was returned to his Stall, the ® Conſtable of 
France proceeded up with Garter before him, and offered ; and in hke manner 
after him the # Marqueſs of Northampton, with Garter allo before him, made his 
Offring and returned:to his Stall. 

The new-inveſted $tranger having offered, returns to his Stall, and the Lord 
Ambaſſador, with three Reverences takes his Seat, the Organs or other Muſick, 
playing all the while. : 

As ſoon as the ſolemn Service 1s finiſhed, the $trarger deſcends again from his 
Stall, and with the Proceeding before him, returns in the ſame order he came, 
to the Room where he received his 1-veſtiture. 

And it 1s obſervable that the Emperor Maximilian, out of compliance with 
the ProteStant Religie», cauſed on the day of his InveS7zture, all * Prayers to 
Saints, Tncenſing, and other matters and Ceremonies, not uſed by the Church of 

' England, to be wholly omitted at the ſervice in his Chappel. 

At thefe great Solemnittes, the inveſted Strangers have heretofore held mot

Thus have we brietly touched at the moſt material particulars, relating to 
the Inveſtiture of Strangers 3 of which Solemnity, and the honor they derived 
from it, ſome have thought fit to tran{mit the memory to Poſterity, by Xed.lr, 
with Inſcriptions relating thereto. Such were thoſe of Gold and Silver, which 
Frederick Duke of Wirtemberg cauſed to be made, *® having on one {ide his Et- eng Cer 
hgies, and on the other the Arms of Studtgard Chis chief City ) and over them put Sona 
the imperial Eagle crowned - ſome of which were preſerved, and others di- 47-3. 184. 
{perſt abroad, for a perpetual commemoration of that ſolemn act of his Inveſti- 
ture, with the Habit and Enſiens of the Order. So alſo thole made by Charles 
King of Sweden at his Inveſtiture, emblematically pointing out the happy con- 
cord ſetled between the Crowns, both of thns and that Kingdoff, being copied 


out and here inſerted. 


What is wanting in the courſe of the Solemnity on the day of T2weſtiture, 
may be ſupplied from the large account we ſhall give of the Ceremonies on the 
Eve and Feaſt-day of St. George; from whence'many things may be transferr'd 
to their uſe, who ſhall be employed abroad upon the Like Legations. 

Yet for their ſakes, whoſe curioſity will like a more particular account of 
the Solemnities in Foreign parts , we have thought fit to inſert here the Ke-

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A Relation of the manner of inveſting the French King Henry the 


Third, with the Habit and Enſegns of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, An, Dom. 155. 


Enry Farl of Derby, appointed by her Majeſty, Ambaſſador to Henry the 
| Third French King, and to inveſt him with the Order of the Garter, t00k 
his leave of the Queen's Majeſty at Greenwiche the 20. of January, ay. 27. Eliz. 
and with him, ſuch Gentlemen as were preſent, were admitted to kiſs her Highneſ; 
hand ; Mr. Cook, Clarenceux, appointed to attend in that Voyage, in place of Gar- 
ter, whoſe room was void, and Robert Glover, Somerlet Herald, likewiſe appoint- 
ed to that Joityney. 

On the 26. of January, the Earl, with his Train, paſſed from London to Gravel\- 
end, where tiking Poſt-Horſes they rid to Sittingborne, and from thence to Do- 
ver, where they embarqued, and landed at Callis, on the firſt of February : on the 
third of February the Earl with his whole Train went from Callis to Boloigne to 
Bed, where they were very well entertained 5 On the fourth of February they rid 
to Monſtreuil, oz the fifth to Abbevil, where they were met with 150 ſhot of Hacque- 
balrers : On the (ixth they took their Journey to Amyens, being by Monſieur Creve- 
corur, accompanied with 100 Gentlemen, and beſt Citizens, met half a Mile without 
the Town 3 that night the ſaid Crevecacur preſented the Earl, with great ſtore of we- 
ry large and good Freſh-water Fiſh, and the Town with Wine of divers ſorts, and 
te day following, being Sunday, the ſaid Crevecceur z#vited the Earl to Dinner, 
which Dinner was highly commended; after Dinner the Earl with his Train went 
to Breteuil to Bed, the next night to Cleremont, where they ſtayed Tueſday, and 
Wedneſday,tÞFtenth of February he went to Luſerche; on the eleventh to St. Den- 
nis, where by the way he was met by Sir Edward Stafford, her Majeſties Amba/j.- 
dor, reſident with the French King, who brought with him divers Gentlemen of Fn- 
gland, fo the mmber of thirty horſe, and ſo accompanied him to St. Dennis, where 
they kept Company all the day following, being Friday. | 

On Saturday his honor made his Entry into Paris, about two or three of the Clock 
at Afternoon, there being of the Lord Ambaſſadors Train more than two hundred 
horſe, and mid-way between St. Dennis and Paris there met with them ( ſent from 
the King) the Duke of Montpenlter, a Prince of the bluod; the Lords Chauigny,

number of Lords and Barons, Gentlemen of the Chamber 5 theſe did accompany the 
Farl of Derby, #nto Hoſtell de Longuevill, ſoxzetime called the Hoſtell of Anjou, 
there was bis Lordſhip with the other Lords and Gentlemen lodged, where was three 
Tables very ſumptuonſly furniſhed for them, all of the Kings coſt; the one Table in 


the great Chamber, for the Lords and Gentlemen, Servants to ber MajeSty ; the other 


in the Hall, for the Earl of Derby's Gentlemen 3 and a third in a Gallery beneath, 
ſor Gentlemens Servants, beſides livery into every Chamber, both of Wax, Wood, 
IWine, and ſuch like, in as great plenty as could be deſired. 

On Sunday, the ſaid Farl, betwixt the hours of two and three in the Afternoon, 
went fram bis Loaging by 4 Poſiern, through the Garden, accompanied with the ſaid 
Lords de la Mothetelon, de Curton, aud Grignan, tegether with others , and 
#nd found the Captains of the Regiment of the Kings Guard, making two ranks on ei- 
ther (de of the ftireets, beginning from the Poſtern to the Louvre Gate, who welcom- - 
ed hin in the Kings behalf; without the Gate of the ſaid Louvre he was received 
by the Lieutenant of the great Provoſt of France, and his Archers; at the Louvre 
Gate by the Sire de Montigny, Captain thereof to his Majeſty, and his Archers 
which archers, together with thoſe of the great Provoſt, made two ranks from the ſaid 
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Gate of the Louvre to the foot of the Stairs, from which foot bis Lordſhip was re- 
ceived by the Sire de Pardillon, the French Lientenant of the Switzers. J/ the Kings 
Guard, which from the foot of the ſaid Stairs to the door of the Hall, ma: two 
ranks for his Lordſhips paſſage 5, at the entrance of the Hall his Lordſhip was re- 
ceived by the Sire de Chaſtcau Viaux, Knight of the Holy Ghoſt, and Captain of 
Archers of the Kings Guard, who likewiſe from the ſaid door nnto the door of the 
Antichamber, made two ranks; from the door of the Antichamber his Lordſhip was 
r:ceived by Sire de Combault, Knight of the Holy Gholt, Chiof Aafter de Hotel! 
to 1s Majeſty, and by his Gentlemen IVaiters, and there in the laid Antichamber 
all the faid Farl of Derby's Offic ers and Gentlemen, wearing L iveries, were ap- 
pointed to ſiay3 and the Queens Servants that proceeded next went ſtill forward : 
at the Futry of the Chamber of Fſtate,his Lordſhip was received by the Sire de Lenon- 
court, Knight of the Holy Ghoſt, chzef Eſcuier of the Kings Fſcurie, and the other 
Eſeniers of the Eſcaire, together with the Lieutewant of. the hundred Gentlemen of 
his Majeſty, who matle two ranks from that Chamber door to the Chamber of Andi- 
ence, every of then Bavins Halberts in their hands: at the Fntrance of the Anti- 
chamber his Lordſhip was received by the Puke Joyenle, accompunied with the Gen- 
tlemen of the Kings Chamber Ordinrary. who made two ranks from that Chamber 
door, to the door of the Chamber Royal, into the ſaid Chamber Royal. 

Firſt entred all the Gentlemen, the Queen's Majeſty's SOCYOUHTS, the Lords that 
had received and accompanied the ſaid Fart, and Lords, and the ſ4id Duke de Joy- 
eule. accompanied the ſaid Fart of Derby into the Bars. that ſtood theut the hault- 
pace or 22ounting floor an the {aid Chambecr, where the King ſtood at his Beds fe, 
accompanied with the ſaid Barriers on his right hand, with the Cardinals of Bour- 
bon, Vandoſme, and Joyeuſe, and on the left hand with the Lords, the Princes of 
Conty, the Corte de Soillons, aud D. Montpenlier, Princes of the Blood, the 
Dukes of Nevers, Delbeeute, de la Joinuille, de Retz, Monfenr .le Chancellonr, 
Sier de Villequier, du Bouchage, de la Valette, d'Antragues, de la Chappelle 
aux Urfius, Chavigny, la Vivone, Comte de Mauleurier, Clermont, Demitragues, 
de VArchant, and other Knights of the Holy Gholt, «nd Conneel/ors of the Fjtutes 
in oreat number. 

The ſaid Earl with the Lord Ambaſſador Ordinary of England, only entred the 
ſaid halt-ſpace within the Barriers unto his Majeity, of whom they were received 
with ereat curteſie, and as amiable conntenance as could be; and the Farl delivered 
the Queen's Majeſty's Letters unto the King. with great reverence and then making 
rehearſal of that he had in charge to ſay, the ſaid Ambaſſidor preſented unto the 
King the Lord Sands and Windiore, 4:4 other the Enghlh Knights and Gentle- 
men, which all one after another monnted upon the blt-pace, kiſſed their bands. 
and did reverence unto the King. Then the Earl took his leave, and was condudled. 
by all the Lords and Captains unto the place where they had firſt received him. 

After, he went to ſalute the Queen Mother, and at the entrance into her Chany-: 
ber be was received by Monſieur de Lanſlac, Knight of the Holy Ghoſt, ard Knight

of Honor, finding her accompanied with the Dutcheſy of Montpenficr, and Joyeute 
who ſtood at her Beds feet, the Lally of Royden her Lady of Honor, and other La- 
dies and Gentlewomen in oreat number, and then retigned to the aforeſaid Hoſtel] 
Ge Longueville. _ | 

On Monday the 15. of February, the King by Xfonverr de Mothetclon, told the 
Lord Ambaſſador his mind, touching the receipt of the Order, that he intended ts 
receive 'at on Thurſday followine, in the Aficr:003 at the Augultine Friars. which was 
done accordinely, the 18. day of February, an. 27o EZ, 

About two of the Clock in the Afternoon, the Earl and Leiger Ambaſſador, and all 
i: other Gentlemen of their Train, in Coxchcs, were conautted from the honſs of 

Longueville 
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: Longueville, where the Earl of Derby was lodged, unto the houſe of Monſieur de 


Mantulict, Provoſt of Paris, where the Earl did put on his Robes of the Garter. 
and Clarenceux then repreſenting the place of Garter, did put on his Mantle, and 
made ready the Kings Robes. The King alſo with a great number of his Nobility came 
from the Louvre to the ſame houſe of Mantuliet, for whom there. was provided twy 
Chambers, in the inner Chamber over the Chimney was ſet up a Cloth of Eſtate, and 
on the left hand thercof a board covered with arich Carpet ; againſt the end of which 
bozrd the King did ſtand in a ſhort Gown of rich Taffata, having on either hand of 
him ſome ſixteen of the greateſt of his Nobility, the reſt abode in the outward Chaz.

King. then marched Somerſet Herald in his rich Coat of Arms, bearing on his Arms 
the Kines Kirtle, Mantle, and Hood; after him went Clarenceux in a Robe of 
Crimſon Sattin, having on his aras 4a fair large Cuſhen of Purple velvet, and there- 
0, the Collar of the Order of the Garter, and the little Chain with the George. 
After Clarenceux went the Farl in his Robes, and the Ambaſſudor Reſident : And 
being thus cone before the King, Somerſet (after due reverence) laid the Robe h: 
bare upon the Table, that the King leaned unto, ſo alſo did Clarenceux the Cruſher, 
with the Tewels thereon. The Earl alſo being entred, and having made his duc re- 
erence, Clarenceux delivered him his Commiliion, who giving the ſame reverent!y 
to the King, he forthwith gave it to his Secretary Pinart to be read, accordins to 
the form: Though at that time it was not read at all. 


.» That done, Clarenceux delivered unto the Ambaſſador the Garter, who gave it

i; hen the King had thus received the Order, aud was inveſted as aforeſaid, he 
proceeded to the Church of the Augultines; ſome 15 or 20. ſco: y to Foenſong, be- 
;:70 about 4 of the Clock, the way being all railed in with Timber, and gravelled with 
ine Sand, and guarded on each ſide with the Kines ſeveral Guards, that the Train 
vight not be troubled in proceeding. | 

1he body of the Church was hanged with rich Arras, and all the Choire of the 
ſame Church and Stalls with Cloth of Gold. At the entry of the Choire was ered- 
ed two Cloths of State, one for the Queens Majeſty, and that was over the Stall 
on the right hand of the ſame Choire, and the other for the French King, and 
that was over the Stall, next unto the Queens Majeſty, on the left hand; with- 
in theſe two States royal were affixed the Arms of theſe two Princes, VIZ. over 
the Queens Stall the Arms of England and trance quarterly, and over the 
Kings Stall the Arms of France, both within the Garter, and ſet in Frames of 
IWood richly gilt. The Farls Stall was about eleven Stalls beneath her Majeſties, 
an4 on the ſame fide, whereon was alſo affixed the Earls Arms within the Garter, 
and his $tile fairly written under them; dired!y before the Queens Cloth of State 
was placed a Form, covered all with Cloth of Gold, for Mr. Clarenceux to (it upon, 
during the time of Evenſong. | 

At the right (ide of the Altar within the ſame Choire was made a place of bords 
Scafſoldwiſc, two yards high from the Ground, covered with rich Carpets, and 
hanged with Cloth of Gold, whereon was placed the Queen Mother, and Queen 
Regnant with other Ladies and great Princes, and direfly on the other ſide 
againif them was another place made and erefed, whereon ſtood the Popes Nun- 
to, with the Cardinals, and all the Ambaſſadors that then were in Paris. 

All things being thus put in Order at the Church, and all perſons placed 
therein according to their Degrees, the King proceeded thither in- this ſort ſol- 
luwing. 


Firſt, Trumpets and Drums. 


Then thirty Engliſh Gentlemen, accompanied by the Kings eſpecial order and care, 


with thirty French Gentlemen, of equal or better degree. 
1hen the Lord Windeſor, with a French Lord. 
Then the Lord Sands, ſo alſo accomp.nied. 
Then Serjeants at Arms with their Maces. 
Then Somerſet Herald at Arms. 
Then Clarenceux, 
Then the Ambaſſador Leieer $ir Edward Stafford. 
Aud then the Farl of Darby Chief Commiſſioner. 
After him followed the King, his Train beine born by a Brother of the Duke of 
loyeuſe, beimg a Gentleman of the Kings Privy Chamber. 
And after the King came the Princes of the Blood Royal. 
Then Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earls, and other Noblemen. 


Note, That the King had eſpecially ordered, that for her Aajeſties ſpecial 
Honor, none ſhould that day proceed before him, but Engliſh and ſuch French as 
were ordered to eo with them, and his own Nobility to wait behind him. 
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Note alſo that all perſonages of the Order of the Holy Spirit, went next to the 
King n their Cloaks of the Order, and Collars of Gold about their necks of the ſame 
Order, the perſon of the King was guarded all the way, by 4 number of Gentlemen 
Penſioners. with their Poll-axes in their hands. 

In this order, the King with his Train entred the Church, and in the entring in 
of the Choire, Somerſet Herald in his rich Coat of Arms made his three Reverences, 
the firſt towards the Altar, as it was formerly agreed upon before by the Lord Am- 
baſſadors. Secondly, towards the Queens Stall. Thirdly, towards the Kings stall. 

And after him, Clarenceux entring the ſame Choire did the like. Then the 4m- 
baſſador Leiger., then the Earl; which done, the ſaid Farl went before his own Stall, 
and there ſtayed till the King had taken his Stall Royal, and then the Earl making 
his Reverence as before went up into his Stall, 

After him the Ambaſſador Leiger did the like, and went into the 8tall next 
beneath the Earl, towards the High Altar ; Then Clarenceux having made the 
like Reverence, ſat hin down on his Form placed as aforeſaid , diredly againſ? 
the Queen's Stall, where he remained till the Choire began to ſing Magnificat. 

At which time he ſlepped forward into the midſt of the Choire , and there 
making his three Reverences, as aforeſaid, turned himſelf to the Earl and Leiger 
Ambaſſador, then the Ambaſſador came forth of his Stall, and making his three 
Reverences , followed Clarenceux over the Choire towards the King, and there 

ſtayed afore the Kings Stall, until Clarenceux returned and fetched the Earl un- 
to him, who making his three Reverences, came alſo with Clarenceux before the 

King, to the right ſide of his Stall, where ſtanding, Clarenceux delivered the 
Oath, fairly written in Parchment and Letters of Gold, which by the Earl was 
laid before the King to be Signed, the Ambaſſador Leiger being ready to have 
read it (C but that the King ſzid it needed not, becauſe he was privy to it be- 
fore ) who taking it in his hands, received of his Secretary Pinart a Pen with 
Ink, and therewith did ſubſcribe his Name, only by the Name of Henry, which 
done, he gave the ſame unto the ſaid Secretary , to have the Privy Seal put 
thereto, which was done accordingly, and the next day delivered to Clarenceuxs. 

After the King had thus taken his Oath, as aforeſaid, the Earl and the 
Ambaſſador with Clarenceux before them, returned back to their Stalls, not 
omitting three Rewverences , and there remained till the end of Evenſong, at 
which time the King ſtanding up in his Stall, being ready to depart, all the 
other Strangers Ambaſſadors, preſented themſelves before him, with words of 

ſpecial Congratulation, to whone he gave ſeveral thanks and anſwers, and ſo de- 
parting out of the Church, in the ſame order as he came thither, he returned 
again to the Houſe of Mantuliet, where in the ſame Chamber as he had put 
the Robes on, he put them off, and after ſome ſpeeches with the Earl, and 
Ambaſſador ſome BFuarter of an Hour or thereabouts, he departed with his No- 
bility over the Water to the Louvre, leaving the Earl and Ambaſſador, aud 
all their Trains, to return in their Coaches through Paris to the Houſe of Lon- 

ueville. 

f The ſame night, the Earl with the Lord Ambaſſador, and all the Engliſh Ger- 
tlemen that were the Queens Servants, did ſup at the Court, the Earl and the 4m- 
baſſador at the lower end of the Kings Table, at which Board did alſo ſit with the 
King the two Queens, and ſrx or ſeven other great Ladies, among whom the Lady 
Sheffield was oe, and at another Table in the ſame Chamber did ſit divers great 
Ladies all along one ſide, and over againſt them the Lord Sands, the Lord Winde- 
lor, ard the other Engliſh Gentlemen. Supper being ended, and the place ordained

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There were alſo on the right and left hand of the Stall, Benches or Seats continu- 
ed on either ſide as far as the Altar; theſe Seats were all covered with red Cloth, 
and alſo the ſtone Pavement, from the ſteps of the Veſtry unto the $tall of the Elect- 
Duke, and ſo from the middle of the Veſtry unto the Altar, in the forme of a Croſs. 
The Altar was covered with red Silk hanging down to the ground, in the middle of 
which three gilt Baſons were ſet upright 3 the firſt for the Soveraign, the ſecond for 
his Ambaſſador, and the third for the Ele&-Duke. 

Pag. 125. The Hall of the Caſtle was magnificently ſet ont with rich Hangings,and other coſily 
Furniture.

And at length he proceeded ont of his Bedchamber, mos? ſplendidly clad, in wery 
rich and ſumptuons Habit: there going before him, firſt the Nobles of his Dukedom, 
the great Miſter of his Court, the Marſhal, the great Maſter of his Hall, the Tutors 
and Attendants of the Dukes five Sons, then the five young Princes themſelves, going 
next immediately before their Father, who thus illuStrionſly attended entred into the 

ſid Hall, and placed himſelf between the Soveraign's Table and his own, expet#ing 

the coming of the Soveraign's Ambaſſadors. 

The Eled-Duke was moſt ſumptuonſly habited from Head to Foot, his Hoſe were 
Aſh-colour and ſeamleſs, his Breeches, Donblet, and Sleeves were of Silk prickt, flaſht, 
and fringed, there ſhining all along through the Cutwork the gilt Plate npon which 

it was wrought 5 his Sleeves were wrought after the manner of a long Pretext or Se- 

nators Robe, with the fineſt ſort of Linen, embroidered with Needlework Blue, upon 
his IWriſts were Bracelets of coſtly Gems, upon his Fingers Gold Rings, moſt exqui- 
rtely wrought and inlaid with Rubies, Diamonds, Saphirs, Emeeranlds, and other ſuch 
like precious Stones, caſting forth a radiant mixture of divers colours; the Collar of 
his Doublet was in like manner of the fineſt and ſofteſt Linen, and of a Blue Ame- 
thiſt colour, aud wrought all about with oylet holes, his Cap was of Silk ending in 

a Cone at the top, and girt about with a Hat-b4nd of Gold and precions Stones, eſpe- 

cially Pearls of 2 very large (12e, and alſo a Circle of white Plumes ereFed np towards 

the top, and bending a little downward at the end. His Shoes were likewiſe of $ilk 

Pag. 13i- adorned with Roſes, artificially wrought with Precious Stones, Gold, and Pearls, 
a eroſs his middle he had a Belt wery skilfully wroneht, and adorned with 4

and Handle whereef were all wrought about and enamelled with Gold and Precious

long after, the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, from another part towards the 

South, came forth out of his Chamber, through a little flone Gallery, into the Hall 

where the Duke was. There went before him $ir Gilbert Dethick, Garter, clad 

in 
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in a long Crimſon Mantle reaching down to his heels, lincd within with White Silk , 
and carrying in both hands a Cuſhen of Crimſon Velvet, npon which were laid the 
Robes and Ornaments of the Order, as the Gold Collar of the Order, with the 
George hanging at it, the plue Garter and the other Vei! ments and Fnliens belone- 
ing thereunto 3 and making thrice a low Reverence, firſt to the Sovera:gn's Table, 
and next to his Highneſs the Duke as he drew neer 5 be gently laid down the Cuſhen 
with the aforementioned Ornaments upon the Soveraign's Table in the mean time 
the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer repreſenting the perſon of the Soverdign, bowing hint- 
ſelf to the illuſtrious Eled-Duke placed himelf at his rreht hand, whonr his High- 
neſs courteouſly received, as alſo Garter King of Arms, taking them by the hand. 
After which the Lord Buwingkshauſen wade an Oration in the Dutch Tongue. 
wherein be briefly toucht upon all the Circumſtances of the occaſton of this ſolemn 
meeting , which were more at large contained in the Commillion of Legation and 
the Soveraigns Letters, which after a low obeyſance were delivered by the Lord Am- 
baſſador into the Dukes hands, who preſently gave them to his principal Secretary 
and Conncelloy the Lord John Stattler, ſtanding meer him, to read them publickly 
in that ſolemn aſſembly. | 

Before the Letters of Legation were read, in the attentive hearing of the whole Af 
ſembly, Garter made a ſhort ſpeech alſo in French, to the illuſirious Ele Duke, 
wherein he declared the will and pleaſure of lis moſt ſerene Maſter the Soveraign 
of the Order 5 which ſpeech being ended, and the Commiſſion read, they proceeded 
to the Inveſiiture. 

Garter firſt aeveſied the Duke of his Cloak, Sword, and Dagger, which 4c- 
cording to the cuſtom of the Order, he reſerved to himſelf as his own Fees , but 
preſently in the room thereof he inveſted him with a Surcoat of Crimſon Velyet 
lined with White Tafſaty, which he girded cloſe to his Waſte with a ſilken Girdle, 
by which there hung a Fauchion or ſhorter kind of Sword, mail plain after the anci- 
ent faſhion : Over his Surcoat he put on the Mantle of the Order, which reached 
down to his heels, with a long Train behind, and buttoned before at the top 5 it was 
of velvet, and of 4 mixt colour, Purple with Violet, and lined within with White 
Taffaty, as alſo faced with the ſame, and very neatly fringed, and made after the 


ancient ſaſhion uſed at the Inſtitution of the Order, over the leſt ſhoulder whereof 


bung the Tippet or Hood. 

The Duke ſplendidly clad with the aforeſaid Veſiments of the Order, proceeded 
from the Hall through the four ſquare Court of the Caſtle, and over the large Bridge 
to the Church of St. Ulrick, to receive the reſt of the Fnſigns of the Order, there 
' ſounding all the time of his Proceſſion ſeveral Trumpets, and other Mulitians, placed 
on high in the ſtone Gallery of the Caſtle. 

As to the order of the Proceeding, it was in this manner, Firſt went two Trumpe- 
ters belonging to the Troops of Horſe, whoſe Trumpets were adorned with (ilk, Ban- 
ners, painted with the Arms of Wirtemberg in their proper colours, and after them 
ten other Trumpeters in the ſame equipage: Next 4 Flnte-player and a Drummer, 
the military Muſick belonging to the Foot. Theſe fourteen Muſitians were clad in 
Silk intermixt White and Red, at equal intervals, and Caps of black Velvet on 
their heads. After theſe rode the Captain of the Life-Gnard, habited in the ſame 
colour, but more richly, and with a gilt Truncheon in his hand, then the Troop of 
the Liſe-Guard, habited in like manner as before is ſpecified, and carrying Poll- 
axes. Next, after a little interval, went the Lord Marſhal Baron Princenſtein, car- 
rying in his hand a ſilver Wand ; then came all three together, Anwill the great 
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Maſter of the Hall, Hugwiz t the great Maſter of the Horſe, and Daxperg Captain of Pay. 144 


the Horſe-Guard. After them rode the Kaights in a long Train, and then the Sove- 
raign's Amballador's Ketinne of Kniehts and Gentlemen, very ſplendidly accou- 
tired and adorned ; next the chief Peers and Nobles of the Dukedom, together with 
the principal Conrtiers and chief Officers of the Duke's houſhold, after whom rode 
the Duke's five Sons, in the richeſt and moſt ſplendid equipage that could be ima- 
gined ;, at alittle diſtance from them came wery nobly attended and alſo accontred, 
Garter, King of Arms, carrying before him with both hands, the Cuſhen upon which 


lay the Enfigns of the foreſaid Order ; namely the Great Collar of the Order, _ 
| #he 
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| the Image of St. George, in a riding poſture , hanging at it, alſo the Garter 
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wrought with Gold and Paecious Stones. He carried moreover the Book of” the Sta- 
tutes of the Order. Next after Garter, came jointly together the Lord Am- 
baſſador Spencer, richly gliſtering with Gold and Precious Stones, and with him 
the illuſtrious Duke of Wirtemberg himſelf, ſo perſonable, and withall fo magni- 
ficently attired, that he attrated the admiration of all upon him ſome think- 
ing his Habit to be Turkiſh, ſome Hungaric, ſome Imperial , others Eleforal, 
others Pontifical The Train of his Mantle was held, and carried after by Count 
Lodowick Leoſtein. 

The laſt part of the Proceſſion conſiſted of the grand Councellors and Senators of 
Wirtemberg, as namely, the Lord Eberard, Lord of Limpurg, hereditary Cup- 
bearer of the ſacred Roman Empire, Great Maſter of the Court of Wirtemberg, James 
Recnhard Do&or of Law, Aſſeſtant at the Imperial Chamber, and Chancellor, beſides 
many other Councellors and Noblemen. ; 

Thus nobly and magnificently attended, the Duke entred into the Church, where 
in the midſt of the Body thereof, he and the Lord Ig 7 pms walking uÞ- 
on Ked Cloth, ſpread for that purpdſe, they firſt made obe e, according as the 
manner is in England, to the Soveraign's Royal Stall, all the reſt of the Company 
doing the like as they paſt by then the Lord Ambaſſador went to his own Stal]. 
placed at the right hand next after the Soveraign's, and ſeated himſelf therein, Gar- 
ter alſo placed himelf in his, and laſtly the Duke poſſeſſed his Stall on the left 
hand : As ſoon as they were ſeated thus in the Church, a loud volley was diſchare- 
cd by 300 Muketiers. | 

The concourſe of People at this Solemnity was very great, but to repreſs the Croud 
from ruſhing in with too much violence, there were placed at the entrance both of 
the Church and the Caſtle, on the one ſide a row of Musketiers, and on the other a 
row of Halberdiers. PE 

The Soveraign's Ambaſſadors and the Duke being thus ſeated, each in their 
Stalls, the Peers and Nobles that attended took their places alſo, the Engliſh Nobles 
and Gentlexen on the right hand of the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, thoſe of Wir- 
temberg on the left hand of their Duke 5 and in the firſt place on the foremoſt Seats, 
covered with red Cloth, ſate the Dukes five Sons, veſted in ducal habits. Then be- 
gan a threefold ſacred Muſick, firſt the Organ played to certain Anthems, next the 
Children of the School ſung certain Pſalms in Dutch, laſily the principal Muſitians 
of the Court ſung in Conſort : and during the Muſick, the Inveſtiture of the Duke 
went forward. 

For the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer and Garter riſing from their Seats, went upon 
the red Woollen Cloth towards the Duke, and making a low obeyſance to him with 
great honor and reſpe& they addreſſed their ſpeech to him in a certain form of word:, 
commonly uſed upon that occaſion, and preſented unto him the Enſtens and Ornaments 
of the Order. | x 

Firſt they delivered into his hands the Book of the Statutes, which he again de- 
livered unto his chief Secretary the Lord John Stattler, who ſtood ready at the 
Duke's (ide, according to his place, to receive it 3 and who thereupon delivered to the 

t/adors, from the Duke an Oath, to keep and obſerve faithfully all the $tatutes 
and Articles of the Order. After that, the Garter was tied upon his Highneſs left leg. 
a little beneath the Knee ; Then they put the Collar about his neck. 

All theſe things being performed, the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, and Garter, con- 
eratulated the Duke with much reſpef, and a while held diſcourſe with him; and 
then after 4 low obeyſance made to the Soveraign's Stall, they returned towards their 
ſeveral Seats. 

Then the Muſick ceaſing, that moſt eminend Divine John Magirus Councellor to 
the new inveſicd Duke, and Preſident of Studtguardt, made a moſt learned and 
elegant Sermon, wherein he diſcourſt of the friendſhip and diſcord of Princes, and 
ſhewed how excellent a thing the mmtual concord amity and benevolence of Princes 
w4s, bow much it was to be eſteemed by their SnbjeTFs, and what great benefits and 
conveniences aroſe from thence. 

: Sermon 
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Sermon ended, the Muſick was again renewed, which conſiſted of the Voices of Pag. 180. 
two Youths clad in White Garments, with Wings like Angels, and ſtanding oppo'te 
one to another; ſo after a Tenor, an Altus, and 4 Baſe was ſung, the Organ and 
other inſtrumental Mmnſick, together with vocal, went together in c0+.(0-1. | 
After, according to the Cuſtom at the Anniverſary Feaſt of St. Geurge .c Winde- Pa. 183. 
ſor, the new inveſted Duke riſing from his ſeat; and thrice as he paſſed by making 
Reverence to the Soveraign's Stall, wert npon the Red Cloth (Garter going 6</ore) 
immediately to the Altar, (his Train being held up by Count Leoſtene, and his 
Sword carried after him by his Eſquire of honor ) where when he was come, the Ke- 
verend Divine Felix Bidembachin, Chaplain to his Highneſs, ſit a gilt Baſon upon 
the middle of the Altar, into which the Duke put 50 Duckets, which he took out of 
a little red (ilk, Purſe, giving charge to his ſaid Chaplain to diſtribute them to the 
Poor 3 which done he betook, himſelf again to his Stall, ſaluting the Soveraign's in 
palſing by as before. 
The Solemmities in the Chnrch being finiſhed, this illuſtrious company returned to Pag.184. 
the great Hall in the Caſtle, in the ſame order and pomp as they proceeded thence, 
the Trumpets ſounding, and the Guns going off. 
After ſeveral congratulations from the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, and Garter, Pag. 18s: 
and many other noble Perſonages, to the new inveſted Duke, in the ſaid Hall, they 
parted and went to their ſeveral Chambers till Dinner was ready. 
Dinner time bring come, the Duke and Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, with all their Lib.q. p.1g0. 
Train, went into the great Hall to Dine; where the preparation and order of the 
Feaſt, was after the manner of St. George's Feaſi i» k.nglandz the Soveraign's 
Table was ſcrved with all manner of varieties, as if be had been there preſent 
himfelf,, the Carver and Sewers and all other Officers attending and ſerving on the 
Knee. 
Alſo Water was preſented by three that carried the Baſon, Fwer, and Towel, with pag. 193. 
the ſame obeyſance as is uſed in England, to the Soveraign, being preſent. Water 
alſo was preſented to the Duke after the euſtom of Wirtemberg, the like to the Lord 
Awbaſſador Spencer and Garter, to the Dutcheſs and the Duke's Children. 
Then each ones proper place was aſſiened by certain Officers eppointed ſor that paz. 154. 
purpoſe. 
At the four ends of the Soveraign's Table were placed Taſters; he that was at 
the North ſide received the Diſhes from the Sewers, and delivered them to him that 
ſtood oppoſite on the South ſide, who ſtanding on the right ſide of the Soveraien's 
Chair, taStcd of the meat cut off it, and put it upon a Plate that was liid as for 
the Soveraign, and after a while changed the Plate, giving it to hine that flood at 
the Weſt (ide, and did the like with the reSt of the Viands. 
1he fourth Taſter ſtood at the EaSt (ide of the Table,.and his Office was to taſte and Paz. 154. 
adminiſter the Soveraign's Wine 5 reaching it over to the Southern Taſter, that 
[tood by the Soveraign's Chair, in like manner as the meat was ſerved. 
\ Likewiſe the Duke, the Lord Ambaſſzdor Spencer, and Garter, had their ſeve- Pag. 212. 
ral Tables as hath been ſaid before, and ſate under their ſeveral Canopies, and at 
another Table ſate the Dutchels ard her ten Children. 
After exceeding plenty, ſtate, and variety of Diſhes, there were ſerved all man- Pag. 113. 
ner of Curioſities in Paſte, as the Figures and ſhapes of ſeveral kinds of Beaſts 
and Birds, as alſo the Statues of Hercules, Minerva, Mercury, and other fa- 
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. ous perſons. All Dinner time and a pretty while after, the Engliſh and the Wir- 


temberg Muck ſitting oppoſite to one another, theſe on the Dukes ſide, the other Pag. 230.

Fohan, Olers in N the 4. of February, an. 1613. the Citizens of the Hague met in Arms, toce- 
Genealog. Co- ther with the Troops of Prince Maurice, of Prince Hcnrv his Brother and the 
4s —— Earl of Chaltilion 3 the Citizens kept Guard in the outermoſt Court, where alſo ſeve- 


ral pieces of Ordinance were placed, and the three aforementioned Troops in the in- 
mermoſt Court. From the Palace to the Shambles were Pitch Barels placed, as alſo at 
the Soveraign's Ambaſladors Lodgings. 

At 3 4 Clock in the Afternoon the States of the United Provinces aſſembled in 
the uſual place, where other perſons of great quality were admitted as SpeFators. 
The firſt that came thither was Refuge the French Kings 1mbaſſador, who took his 
Seat at the upper end of the Table 5 not long after came Prince Maurice, conduded 
by the Soveraign's Ambaſlador, ard thoſe deputed by the States 3 before them went 
12 Trumpets ſounding, aud after ſeveral Noblemen and Perſons of Honor two and 
two, the Guards attending on each fide. After theſe went Garter Principal Kine of 
Arms, veſted with his Coat of Arms, embroidered with the Arms of England, Scot- 
land, France, and Ircland, ad carrying in his hand a Purſe of Green 8ilh , where- 
in were the Garter and George 3 next hin went Prince Maurice, and after him his 
Brother Henry, the Prince of Portugal, and others of his kindred, as the Earls of 
Naſlau and Lippia 3 ther ſeveral of the Nobility, and many others of great quality. 

Then Prince Maurice taking his place where theſe Solemnities were perſormed, ſat 
at the upper end of the Table, at the left band of the French Kines Ambaſſador, but 
Sir Ralph Winwood #he Soveraign's Azebaſſador, took his place in the middle over 
againſt the Preſident of the States, and began a ſhort Oration in French to this effed. 

My Lords, from thoſe things which I have 1n the Convention declared, by 
the command of the Xi7g my Maſter, you have ſufficiently underſtood his pur- 
pole, of conferring the Order of the Garter upon Prince Mazrice, as alfo the 
cauſes, wherewith he thought himſelf moved to do it 3 and whereas it hath been 
decreed,by the common ſutirages of the K»zghts- Companions of the Order, that 
he ſhould be joined in Compamionſhip with the EleFor Palatine, it ſeemed good 
to the Soveraign, to command me to preſent him with the Eſtes of this Order, 
and-hath confirmed this his command by the teſtimony of his Commiſſror, under 
the Great Seal of England, which Commiſſion 1 here deliver unto you, and pray 
it may be read. 

Hereupon he delivered the Commillion to the Preſident, from whoſe hand the Se- 
cretary then taking it, read it aloud, which having finiſhed, the Soveraign's Am- 
baſſador comtinned his diſcourſe. | 

Both the honor of this Order, and ancient Cuſtom require, that it be ſent out 
of England to Stranger Princes, by perſons of honor peculiarly deputed to this 
Employment, and who are themſelves Knights-Companions of the Order, or at 
leaſt deſerve to be fo: but becauſe that the Ceremonies there uſed, ſeem not 
ſo well to agree with the Diſcipline of your Church, and that the conditions 
thereof are not altogether conliſtent with the ſtate of your Common-wealth, 1! 
hath pleaſed the Sowerargs of the Order, for the avoiding all ſcandal, to confer 
this Order without any pomp, or external magnificence. We have therefore 
made choice of this place, m compliance with your pleaſure, as the moſt com- 
modious for the mace of our duty, in that we might preſent it in the 
preſence of your Lord/hips, who, as being the Supream Lords of this State, will 
not think much to be Eye-witneſles of that honor, which the King of Great 
Britain your beſt Friend and Allie, offers to the chief General of your Armies, 
and Governonr of your Provinces, as alſo to your whole State in yn 

whereo 
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whereof each of you are a part. Nor could his Acjeſty have given greater te- 
ſtimonies, either of his affection towards the happy State of your Common- 
wealth, or of the joy which he hath conceived, for that he tees your Afﬀairs, 
after ſo many troubles and ſtorms, brought to a Haven of reſt and quiet, orlike- 
wiſe of his molt entire good will; wiſhing that that League of Friendſhip which 
is comracted between his Kingdoms and your Provinces, may be perpetual and 
inviolable. Now therefore, deſiring 4 your good leave, we ſhall convert 
our Addreſs to Prince Maurice. 

At this inſtant, Garter King of Arms opened the Silk Purſe, and took out the Gar- 
ter, ſet with rich Diamonds, and laid it on the Table, and then the Ambaſlador 
adadreſt himſelſ to Prince Maurice in the following manner;___ 

To you my Lord, we offer in the name of the King my Maſter, the Order of 
the Garter, which we may ſay without boaſting or flattery, 1s the moſt anci- 
ent and «molt i]luſtrious Order of all Fxrope, which in all times hath been kepe 
inviolable, without any ſpot or blemiſh, wherewith all the greateſt Emperors 
and Monarchs ſuing to be graced and adorned, have eſteemed the greatel\t part 
of their felicity, that they could obtain itz his Azajeſty judgeth the greatneſs 
of your Family, which he acknowledgeth to be molt 1]uſtrious, worthy of this 
Honor, your piety alſo and zeal to promote the Reformed Religion, likewiſe 
your warlike virtues, which the God of Hoſts hath bleſt with ſo many Victo- 
ries, but eſpecially thoſe high merits, whereby you have obliged theſe United 
Provinces, and by conſequence his Reals, and lo thereby the whole Chriſtian 
world, his Majeſty being altogether of opinion, that the quict of Chriſtendom 
conlifteth much 1n the happy ſtate of theſe Provinces, and that the condition of 
theſe Provinces what ever 1t be, and that of thoſe Realms have a mutual depen- 
dence one upon the other : This is the motive and ſole caufe that hath induced 
his Af4jeſty to confer upon you an Honor, the greateſt his Kingdoms can beſtow, 
of which behold theſe the Marks and Enſigns | aud with theſe words produced 
the Garter] which your Excellency is to receive from us,according to the com- 
mands of our Kg, and thoſe altogether free from any Ceremonies, except ſuch 
wherein you ſhall voluntarily and willingly conſent to be engaged. 

This Speech being ended, Prince Maurice in brief gave thanks for the Honor of 
fer d him, and then forthwith the Ambaſſador and Garter havine made due obey- 
ſance, tyed on the Garter about his Leg next Garter took out of the forementioned 
Purſe, the Golden Medal, whereon was the Fffigies of $t. George, with the ſub- 
dued Dragon under his feet, this Medal hanging upon a Blue Ribband, Garter put 
about the Princes Neck , after which he unfolded a Parchment, wherein were con- 
tained the Titles of Prince Maurice in French, which he read aloud. 
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The high, mighty, and excellent Prince, Afarnrice Prince of Orange Ear) 
of Naſſau, Catzenelleboge, Viand, Dietz, Menrs, Linge, Marquels of Vere and 
Fluſhing, Baron of Grave, the Territory of Kuyke, Lece, and Nyervaert, Go- 
vernour and Captain General of Gelderland, Holland, Zealand, Utrecht,WWeſt- 
Frieſland, Zutphen, and Overyſ/cll, Admiral General of the United Provin- 
ces, and Kn3ehbt of the molt Noble Order of the Garter. 


Aſſoon as he had made an end of reading theſe Titles, preſently all the Trumpets 
ſounded, and the Troops in order ſhot off their Piſtols, which Volly was ſeconded 
by the Trained-Bands, aſter which the great Guns were diſcharged. 

Theſe things being thus performed, and ſence made, Sir John Oldenbarnevele 
Lord of Tempel, making an Oration in the name of the States General, reckoned 
© xp in brief, the Leagues contraded g_— at ſeveral times, between the Pro- 
*©vinces and the Kingdom of Great Britain, and thereupon rendred humble thanks 
<««© to the King for the continuance of them, ſpecially for that by this ation he went 
© about to maniſeſt the ſame to all men: for as much as that ſo remarkable Honor, 
© which his Majeſty was conferring on thoſe Provinces in the perſon of Prince Mau- 
«rice, their Governour and Commander both in War and Peace, was an honor uſe 
*to be ſhewn but dnly to the very choiceſt of = Friends ; but moſt principally of 
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- at jor that he was pleaſed to confer this honor on Prince Maurice, without en- 
« ;0jnimg any ferit obligation wpon the receipt of the Order. Next he gave thanks 
«« ro the Ambailadors, for the diligence they had employed in this affair ; and laſtly, 
« direting his Speech to Prince Maurice, he in the name of the States General, 
©<© comgratulated his new honor, aſſuring him on their behalf, that they conceived ve- 
c« py great joy and ſatisfattion, and wiſht him @ very long and a happy enjoyment 
«© thereof, to the glory of God, and the enlargement of bis Family, and the conſer- 
c« vation of the publick liberty of the United Provinces, in which thing, as hitherto 
«© they had done, ſo for the time to come, they would for ever afford him their beſt 
<« and moſt faithful aſſiſtance. - 

As ſoon as he had finiſhed his Speech John Utenbogard Minifter of the Hague, 
as he had been ordered, ſtanding at the end of the Table, made a very admirable 
and learned Sermon, wherein he moſt devoutly praiſed God, for what had hapned, 
imploring him to bleſs Prince Maurice, in his new obtained honor, and to endue 
him with his Grare. | | 

The Sermon ended, the Trumpets founded, the Muskets alſo, and great Gums were 
again diſcharged : Then Prince Maurice (accompanied by the Ambaſladors and other 
Noble Perſons) returned iz the ſame order as he came,and then again the third time 
Follies of great and ſmall ſhot were diſcharged; after which the Soldiers and 
Trained-Bands went every one to their own homes and quarters. At Evening the pitcht 
Barels were ſit on fire, and Bonfires kindled ; a magnificent entertainment alſo was 
given by Prince Maurice to the Ambaſſadors, Princes and great Perſons above men- 


tioned, at which, while Healths were drunk to the King of Franceand Great Bri- 
tain, all the Guns were again diſcharged.

WW: took, our journey from Whitehall, on a Thurſday to Graveſend, being 
the-----of April, Anno Domini 1627. and lodged there that night. Oz 
Friday morning we embarqued in two Merchants Ships of London, in the one went 
the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, Secretary of State to the Kings Majeſty King Charles, 
accompanied with the young Lord Dormer, and divers other Gentlemen, his Fol- 
lowers and Servants; my ſelf embarqued in the other Merchants Ship, with my two 
Sons, Mr. Henry Lennard, my three Servants, Trunks, and other Proviſions. 

We ſct fail about of the Clock, and ſailed all that day and night following, 
and arrived on Saturday at Delt Haven i» Holland, aboxt 6 of the Clock in the 
Evening 5 where being landed we could have no lodging in the Town, all was taken 
wp for the Lodging of the Lord Ambaſſador, and his Train, and T forced to hire 
two Waggons for the tr1nſport of me and mine, our Trunks and bageage to the Town 
of Delt, whither we c:me abont eleven of the Clock that night, and lodged at the 
Sien of the Golden Fleece. 

The next day b:i»g Vionday, the Ambaſſador coming by water to Delf was enter- 
tained and feaſted at thc Engliſh Horſe by the Engliſh Merchants, and that Afternoon 
was conveyed by Water, in the Princes Barge to the Hague; and by the way was met 
with, by his Excellency, and divers of the States, who complemented his welcome. 

My ſelf followed his Lordſhip by Waggonggand had my Lodging and Diet provided 
in the Chaſtelins' Houſe in the Hague, where I was well entertained and accom” 
modated. The day following being Tueſday, my ſelf with my two Sons, and Mr.Len- 
nard, went to kiſe his Excellencies hands, who very kindly entertained me, and re- 
membred he had ſeen me there before, upon the like occaſion, with his Brother Maurice 
Prince of Orange; ſo after our humble ſalutations we departed. 

It was about nine or ten days before we conld be reſolved, whether the Chal

ſhould be accepted of or not; for the French Ambaſſtdor there __ oppoſed it by 
all means poſſible that be could, alledging it ſtood not with the French King his 
Maſters honor, conſidering the League between him, the Prince, and States, that 
lis Enemy the King of Great Britain, ſhould be ſo much favored and honored by the 
Prince, as to have the Order of the Garter by him received , the King of Great Bri- 
tain having entred his Dominions in hoſtile manner, ſurpriſed the Iſle of Ree, ſlain 
his People, and endeavoured to relieve Rochell, which he held Rebels to him ; all 
which by the wiſdom of the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, was ſo diſcreetly anſwered, 
and ſo far prevailed, that a day was appointed for the reception of the Order, which 
was to be done on the Sunday following, in the Afternoon, and was performed as 
followeth. | 

The Prince of Orange his Regiment of Shot and Pikes, the Engliſh Regiment, 
and ſome Dutch Companies, having placed themſelves in two Battalions, on either ſide 
of the great Court of the Princes Pale, we proceeded between theme. : 

Firſt went a number of Collonels and Captains, Engliſh, Scots, and Dutch, af- 
ter whom followed the chief Officers of his Excellency's Houſehold, then my ſelf, 
bearing on & Purple Velvet Cuſhen the Robes of the Order, the great Collar, and the 
Garter, and 4 leſſer Jewel of the George, ſaſined to a Blue Kibband, with Kine 
Charles his Commilſton, under the Great Seal of England : The Prince went be- 
tween the Lord Ambaſſador and the Pallgrave, who that day wore the whole Habit 
of the Order of the Garter. We were conduded up the great Stairs, through the old 
Hall of the Palace, and ſo brought to the Comncil Chamber of the States General, who 
were all placed on either fide of a long Table, the whole length of the Room, 

The Eſtate of the Table was holden in the midſt thereof, where four Chairs were 
placed, the Prince of Qrange and the Ambaſlador took the two middlemoſt Chairs, 
the Palſgrave on the right hand, and my ſelf on the left. The French Ambaſſador, 
and the Venetian, ſate at the upper end of the board. The Earl of Coningburg, Pre- 
ſident of the Council of the States, the Treaſurer, and Admiral of Holland ſate op- 
poſite to the Prince, and all other of the States on either ſide in their degrees. $1- 
lence being made, the Ambaſſador Carleton 'ſlood up, and began his Harangue or 
Ortion, [tgnifying, that by the Example of the great love and amity long time con- 
tinued; between the Queen's Aajeſty of England, Elizabeth of ſamons memory, 
and Prince Maurice, with the States General of the United Provinces; Kine James 
her Succeſſor intending no leſs good, welfare, and proſperity to his Excellency, and 
the States then and ſtill being, had preſented hine with the Noble Order of the Gar- 
tr, as to his intimate Friend, Confederate, and Ally, which he princely accepted, 
acknowledged, and uſed during his life. And that now the high and mighty Prince, 
King Charles his $or, underitiunding of the right noble and valorons diſpoſition of 
his Excellency, Henry Prince of Orange, and having a like deſire, as his Father 
had, to continue the ſame amity and friendſhip inviolably between them, had made 
eſpecial choice of him the ſaid Prince, to be a Companion and Conſrere of the ſaid 
40ſt Noble Order, which he was there by Commi(lſzon to preſent his Excellency 
withall. F | | 

The Oration ended, the Ambaſſador preſented his Majeſty's Commiſſion, under the 
Great Seal of England, during the reading whereof, by one of the Secretaries of the 
States The whole Table of the States ſiood up, their heads uncovered, only the French 
Ambaſſador excepted, who ſate covered. 

Then Garter, after Reverence made, with an audible voice, pronoun-ed in French 
the Stile of the King of Great Britain, as is accuitomed, and after it the Stile of 
Henry Prince of Orange; which done, by a (ienal made at one of the Windows, the 
Trumpets ſounded, the Drums ſirook up, and a thouſand Musket ſhot were diſcharged 
in Volley. | | 

Then ſtood up at the Table a French Orator, who heoan his Harangue in the praiſe 
of the Noble Order of the Garter, relating as he ſaid he was informed, how many 
Emperors, Kings, and Princes had been thereof, applanding the worthy 'Ele@Fion 
and choice of both the famous Princes of Orange, Prince Maurice lately deceaſed, 
and Prince Henry then Governing; only he excepted agzinſt the patronage of Saint 
George, who was he ſaid, but a Legendary _— and not Canonical, nor _—_— 
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by general Conncils, and in effeF, but a moral Allegory : For every Chriſtian man 
that for bis Faith would fight, and defend the Church, yea and for the ſame ſuffer 
Martyrdom, he ſhould conquer the Dragon, that is the Devil, and be as much oly 
reputed as St. George. But the Order to be ſtiled of the Garter, was more 
henificant , becanſe it carried with it a bond or tie of Fellowſhip, as a Symbol! 
of Amity and Friendſlip between Princes, being Companions of the ſ2id Order. 
So concluding his Harangue with a Prayer for the Soveratgn's proſperity King 
Charles, and the whole Fellowſhip of the ſaid moiF Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, he ended. 

hen the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, with his Excellency the Prince of Orange, 
the Prince Palatine, and my ſelf ſtanding up, the Ambaſſador took the great Col- 
lar with the George, and aſſaited by the Palatine, put it over the head of his Ex- 
cellency, and —_ it on his ſhoulder; for at that time he refuſed to wear the 
Robes of the Order, becauſe he ſaid, his Brother Grave Maurice had not done it, but 


laying up his leg on my Chair, the Ambaſſador and T put on the Garter. 


Which done, by another ſignal, ſix and thirty Canons reported, and ſo way being 
made, we returned that way as we came, the Trumpets ſounding, and the Drums 
beating, until his Excellency was entred into his Court. That day or night we had 
no Feaft, for avoiding Precedency and Place between the Ambaſſadors, drinking of 
Healths, and other complements, which might have occaſioned queſtion or difference 
on either party. That night Bonfires of pitched Barels were made through the Town, 
as is accuitomed to be done in-all their Trinmphs. 

The next day follcwing, being Monday, I was invited by a Meſſenger to dine with 
his Excell:ncy, where, in his great Chamber, the Table ready furniſhed with meat, 
without Ceremony of other ſervice, or attendants, but his own Pages, being half « 
dozen in number, his Fxcellency ſate down, not at the end of the Board, but at the 
right hand thereof, and Count Lodowick of Naſlaw his Oncle on the left hand 
ſide, TI was placed onthe Princes ſide, at a convenient diſtance from him by his 


Marſhal Collonel Boage @ Scottiſh mar ſate right againſt me, next to Count Lodo- 


wick, and theſe were all the Gueſts at the Table; daring Dinner, bis Excellency ark- 
ed me ſundry queſtions, namely, whether Queen Elizabeth did wear the Garter of 
the Order about her leg, as the Knights did? I anſwered, I thought not, for it was 
rot proper for her Sex ſo apparently to ſhew her leg. Then he demanded, whe- 
ther the Inſtitution of the Order was from the fall of a Blue Garter from the La- 
dies leg, with whom the King danced? T told him it was ſo holden by tradition, but 
the truth was otherwiſe, as it is recorded in the old Regiſter Book of the Order, 

that King Edward the Third returning home after his conqueſt of France, to remu- 
nerate thoſe Knights, that had done him the moſt noble ſervice in that Expedition, 
did ſelect of them the number twenty five, and gave them Blue Garters embroidered, 

aud buckl:d under the Knee, with this Motto, Hony ſoit, qui mal y penſe, as a ca- 

veat to avoid the emulation of others, who might perhaps preſume, they had de- 

ſerved as much honor as others. Now the queſtion may be asked, ſaid the Prince, why 

a Garter rather than any other thing ſhould be made an Order? It is to be anſwered, 

faid I, that at that time moſt men (eſpecially men of Arms ) wore their Boots cloſe 

up gartered, and buckled with thongs of Leather under their Knees (a Cuſtom yet 

uſed of ſome men for the ſtrengthening of their Leg) ſo with divers other trivial 
queſtions the Dinner was ſpent and ended, and T with due thanks and humble ſalu- 

tations took my teave. 

Tueſday morning 7 delivered the Robes of the Order to the Maſter of bis Ward- 
robe, and on Tueſday in the Afternoon, 7 with my Sons, and Mr. Lennard kiſſed his 
Excellencies hands, and took our leave, who moſt princely thanked us for the pains 
we had taken to do him honor. 

Wedneſday zn the morning, I was preſented with four Chains, one for my ſelf 
of the value of 2401. ſterling, two Chains for my Sons, the third for Mr. Lennard, 
being all leſſer in value than thoſe which I had received of Grave Maurice by 130 l. 
The Ambaſſedor Lord Carleton had a ſtanding Cup with a Cover of 500 |. being of 
pure Gold. The ſame day in the Afternoon T gave Rewards to the Chaſtellain, ard 
his Wife, with the Servants of the Honſe, and taking my leave that night of the 

Ambaſſador 2 
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Ambaſſador, with whom I ſupped, T took, my Journey on Thurſday in the morning 
by Water to Delf, where I hired two Waggons to tranſport me to Mailland Sluce, 

' where 1 took ſhipping for England, in the ſame Merchants Ship that brought me 
thither. 

Friday morning, the firſt of June, we ſet ſail, and on Saturday in the After- 
00u w2 all ſafely arrived at Graveſend, thanked be God: Tuetday followine, 
7 went by Coach to Oatlands, and delivered my Letters to the King, from the 
Prince of Orange, and the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, muking a brief relation 
of the performance' of our Employments, which it was his Majeſties pleaſure 1

A Relation/ of the Inveſtiture of Charles the Eleventh King of 
Sweden, with the Habit and Enfigns of the Order, drawn up by 
Henry St. George, Flq; Richmond Herald. 


Harles the Eleventh, King of Sweden, Oc. being elefed into the moſt Noble 

Order of the Garter, at 4 Chapter held by the Soveraign and Companions of 

the ſaid Order. the 18. day of June 1668. The Right Honorable Charles Farl of Car- 

lifle, @c. was by the Soveraign appointed his Ambatlador extraordinary to the ſaid 

King, and Henry St, George, Eſqz Richmond Herald, was commanded to attend 

the Ceremony. of his ſaid Majeſty's Inveſtiture, in the place of Garter Principal 
King of Arms. 

Being furniſhed with all Neceſſaries for this ſervice,as the Robes, Collar, George, 
Garter, &c. and having received his Majeſty's Commiſſion, »nder the Seal of the 
ſaid Order 3, they ſet ſail from'Greenwich in the Anne (a Yaght belonging to his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of York ) on Friday the 5. of February 1668. and landed at 
Rotterdam 0 Sunday the 7. of the ſaid Month, from whence they proceeded on their 
journey 40 Stockholme, firſ# to Hamborough, ad then to Lubeck, where my Lord 
Ambaſlador having received command from the King, to go for Denmark, they took 
ſhipping at Framond (the Port of tze ſid City) on Saturday the 20. of March, a»4 
linded at Copenhagen on Monday the 22. of the ſaid Month. Afier ſome 10 days 
there, in which time his Lordſhip diſpatched his buſineſs in that Court, they ag1in int- 
barqued themſelves in 4 Frigat of the K 7110 of Denmark's, ad arrived at Stock- 
holme, 0-2 Saturday the 10. of April, bing Ealter Eve, where his Fxeellency continued 
ſome weeks incognito, till the arrival of his Train and Fquipage. 

Saturday, June the 5. the Counteſ3 of Carliile /anded at Stockholme, and about 2 

zek after arrived the Ship with m2y Lord Amballador's Goods and Retinne. 

Wedneſday the 7.0f July,my Lord Amballador made his Entry into Stockholme, 
an4 on Saturday the 10. of the ſaid Month had his publick Audience of the King. 

Monday the 25. of July #29 Lord Ambailador a»d Ar. St. George, at 4 private 
/udience, delivered their Credentials concernine the Garter 5 and his Majeſiy of 
Sweden received the l:fſer George. 

Thurſday the 29. of July was appointcd for his Majeſty's publick reception of the - 
ole Habit of the Order, which Ceremony was performed as ſolloweth; About three 
of the Clock that Afternoon, my Lord Ambaſſador and Mr. St. George, were by two 
principal Senators Count Neile Brahe, and Connt John Steenbook, the Mafter of the 
Ceremonies, with the King's Coaches, Pages, and Footmen (all in new Liveries)with 
any Officers and Cavaliers, conducted to the Caſtle, being come into the great Conrt, 
they were met at the Stairs ſoot (where they alichte4) by ſcveral of the King's Ser- 
vants, and ſo conduded up to grizin Rooms, where the Robes, Cc. were depoſite! 

(having been ſent thither that morning) here my Lord Ambaſlador for a while re- 
poſed himſelf, whilſt Mr.St.George made roxy the Robes, Oc. and put on his Man - 
tle, and having now notice, that his 1Majeſly war come into the Great Hall, they pro- 
ceeded thither, Mr. St. George bearing the Robes, Ec. on a Velvet Cuſhen : At the 
ertrance into the Hall, th:y were met by the Rix-Marſhal Count Gabriel Oxenſtiern 
(having in his hand a long Staff of Silver gilt) and conduded to the upper end of 
the Room, which was incloſed within a Rail and Ballifter, Here ſtood the King in 
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a Suit and Cloak of Cloth of Silver, with a large Plume of White Feathers in his Hat, 
under a State of Crimſon Velvet, fringed with Gold, to the back of which ſaid State 
mas affixed an Eſcotcheon of his Majeſty's Arms within the Garter, and his Stile nn- 
derneath; on the King's right hand was erefed a like 8tate for the Soveraign, with 
an Eſcutcheon of his Arms, and his Stile alſo underneath, with a Chair and Foot- 
ſtool. oppoſite to the King of Sweden's Chair, was placed a Chair, like in all things 
to that of the King's, for my Lord Ambaſlador, and on the left hand of my Lord 
Amballador was 4 Chair ſet for Mr. St. George, and near it, cloſe ta the Rails,was 
a little Table to lay the Robes 'on. On the King of Sweden's left hand, at a good di- 
ftance, near the other end of the Rails, ſate the Queen, nnder a leſſer State of Cloth 
of Silver, the haut-pas was covered with Turkie Carpets, as was alſo all the ground 
within the Rails, where ſtood the Regents and the reſt of the Senators ( all in Cloaks 
and Bands as is uſed at their Dyets and moſi ſolemn Aſſemblies) with Chairs be- 
hind them : The whole Room was hung with Tapeſtry, having a great number of 
Scaffolds in it, filled with the principal perſons of qualnty, both of the Court and City. 

After my Lord Ambaſſador and Mr. St. George, hed ſaluted the King, Mr. St. 
Georpe placed the Robes, &*c. on the Table, - and having made an obeyſance fir # 
to the Soveraigns State, ther to the King of Sweden, ſtood before his own Chair, til! 
the King and my Lord Ambaſlador were both of theme ſeated; they being ſeated. Mr. 
St. George ſate down on his Chair, until the Trampets and Kettle Drums ceaſed 
(which had beat and ſounded from their firſt entrance in the Room) all being quiet 
Atr. St. George aroſe, and making an obeyſance firſt to the Soveraign's State, ard 
then to the King of Sweden, ſiood by the Table, then the Ambaſſador ariſing, began 
his $pecch to the King, which ended, his Secretary delivered a Copy of it. in the 
Swediſh tongue, to the Ambailador, who gave it to the Lord Stein Bielk, who deli- 
wered it to a Secretary, by whom it was read aloud, whereunto a Reply was made by 
the ſame Senator, in Swediſh; this Reply tranſlated into Engliſh, was given by the 


ſaid Senator to the Ambaſlador, and by hin to his Secretary, who read it in En- 


gliſh. Ther did Mr. St. George deliver the Commiſſion #nder the Seal of thg Order, 


' fo my Lord Ambalſlador, who preſented it to the King, who having received it gave 


it toa Secretary, by whom it was read aloud. | 

The Commiltiton being read, Mr.St.George deveſted the King of his Cloak, Sword, 
and Belt, untying alſo the $:1k Garter on his left leg, and delivered the Book of the Sta- 
tutes of the Order to the Amballador, who preſented them to the King, then was the 
Garter of the Order preſented to his Majeſty by Mr. St. George, who at the delivery 
pronounced the accuſtomed words in Latin, which ended, my Lord Ambaſlador and Mr. 
St. George did both of them buckle it on the King of Sweden's left leg; in like manner 
was preſented the Surcoat, the Girdle, and Hangers with the Sword,the Mantle, the 
Hood, the Collar, and great George, laſt of all the Cap ard Feather. His Majeſty 
thus fully inveſied with the whole Habit of the Order, continued ſtanding under his 
State,wiljt Mr.St. George deſcending from the bhaut-pa:, towards the lower end of the 
Rails, returned, and having made three obeyſances as he came up, proclaimed the $tile 
of th» Soverargn in Latin, French, and Engliſh; and afterwards the Stile of the 
Kirg of Sweden in French ozly. | | 

This being done, Mr.St.George returned and ſtood before his Scat, whilſt my Lord 
Armbaſlador complemented his Majeſty in a ſhort Speech in Engliſh, which was after- 
wards read in Swediſh by a Secretary 5 and a Reply made by the afore named Senator 
Stien Bielk 72 Swedith, read in Enghſh by my Lord Ambaſſador's Secretary. 

After this another Senator, v1z, Baron John Gyllenſtiern, did in a long Harangue 
congratulate his Majeſty's Election and Inveltiture into this moſt Noble Order 3 which 
ended, the King, my Lord Amballador, and Mr. St. George took their Seats again, 


whilſt the Trumpets and Kettle Drums beat and ſounded, being the renal for the 


firing 124 great Guns, from the Ships of War in the River, and ſeveral parts of 
the City, and of divers Vollies of ſmall ſhot from Horſe and Foot, purpoſely drawn 
into the Town for this occaſion; after they had all fired the 7, time, they 
gave a ſecond Polley, which being near ended, my Lord Amballador, and Mr 
St. George aroſe. and making: their obeiſances to the King (who ſtood in his 
Robes under his State) they withdrew, and were conduFed by the afore mentioned

Robes of the Order had beer brought, where Mr. St. George put off bis Mantle, and 


after 4 little repoſe, my Lord Ambailador end 24r. St. George were in the ſame | 


manner conduded howe to my Lord Ambaſſadur's Houſe. 


About eight of the Clock that Evening, my Lord Ambaſſador and Ar. St. George 


were again brought to Court in the King's Coach, by Count Torſtenſon, and the 
Maſter of the Ceremonies, to Supper 3 mhere in a fair Room, under 4 ſtate of Crim- 
fon velvet, ſate the King covered, and in the Robes of the Order, on bis left hand 
the Queen, and on her left hand my Lord Ambaſſador, all under the State, at cach 
end of the Table ſate two of the Regents, and on the other ſide of the Table near each 
end, ſate two of the ſenior Senators, and between them ſlood two Carvers. 

At another Table in the ſame Room ſate Ar. St. George, with the other Senators 
and the Officers of the Army: during Supper, ſeveral Healths were drank , as the 
Soveraign's, the King of Sweden's, the two Queens, the Duke of York's, the Com- 
panions of the Order, &*c. at each of which were fired 4 great Guns, 24 being 
purpoſely planted for that ſervice, under the Wall of the Caſtle : Supper being ended 
my ord Ambaſlador axd 1x. St. George, having waited on the King and Queen 
back again in the ſame manner they attended them: to Supper, about three of the 
Click the next morning, they were again condutted home by Connt Torſtenſon, ard 
1 11:er of the Ceremonies, in the King's Coach; and as they deſtended from the 
Cattle, ihe 24 great Guns were all fired twice over. | 

Sunday, the 1. of Auguſt, wy Lord Ambaſlador, and Atr. St. George were by 
Count Torltenſon, ard the Maſter of the Ceremonies, in the King's Coach, brought 
to the Caſtle about 7 of the Clock in the Evening, from whence they went with their 
Majefties in their Barge, to ſte the Fireworks which had been preparing about three 
Months, an Engliſh mile from Stockholme (in honor of this Solemmity) this di- 
vertiſement continued about two hours, and was concluded with a Banquet 5 which 
ended, they returned in the ſame manner, being ſaluted both in their going and re- 
turn, with four Guns from each Ship of War in the River, beſides the Guns fropt the 
Fort 5 At their landing, Count Toritznlon, and the Maſter of the Ceremonies were 
ready to coududt my Lord Amballador, ard Myr. St. George home, in the ſame man- 
ver as they came. 

Thurſday the 19. of Auguſt, Mr. St. George rgceived his Majeity of Sweden's 
Letter to the Soveraign, and a Certificate of his Majeitier Reception of the: ſaid 
Order, both ſrened by the Queen and the Regents. 

Sunday the 22. of Augult, Mr. St. George took his leave of the King 4nd Queen, 
being attended by the under Maſter of the Ceremonies. 

Thurſday the 2. of September, Ay. St. George was preſented by the under Ma- 
[ter of the Ceremonies, with a Chain of Gold, aud a Meddal ſet with Diamonds, fron 
bis Majeſty. 

Saiurday the 4. of September, Ar. St. George began his Journey from Stock- 
holme to the Sound by Land, and came to Elfineur the 12. of the faid Month ; the 
29. he took ſhipping for England, and landed at Hull the 20. of October, the 27. 
he came to London, and was the next day by the Earl of Carlitle (who was newly 
returned) brought to his Majelty in his Bed-chamber, where he kiſſed the King's 
band, preſented the King of Sweden's Letter to his Majclty, and ſo concluded bis 
Employment. | 


The Fire-works above mentioned, which the King of Swedex cauſed to be pre- 
pared, to cloſe the Solemaity of his 1nveititure, and manifeſt to the world his 
great ſatisfaction in the honor received, were ordered 1n the following manner. 

In the middle of the work was erected a great P:/lar 52 foot high, on the top 
of which was placed a gilt Crown; 18 foot below the Crown were the mittal 
Letters of the Sover4ien's and King of Swedens Chriſtian Names, ſet breaſt to 
breaſt and below at the Foot were placed ſeveral Military Colowrs, both of 
Horſe and Foot, filled with Fire-works. 

This Pillar ſtood in the middle of four antique Trophzes, filled with Fire, and 


upon each ſide of the Pillar, 40 foot diſtance from it, was placed St. George 4 
Horlie- 
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Horſeback, having the Dragon under his Feet, of 24 foot in length, and 28 in 
heighth, and on each (ide of St. George two Pyramids of 36 foot high. 

| In ſeveral places of the Work were ſ(et-great Wind-Pipes, filled with Water, 
for playing of Water-Balls, and round the Work about 2000 AMnrket-Pipes, 
60-together in a Frame, with 72 Cheits in and about the Work, full of Racket; 
12 foot high, beſides 28 Cheſts with Swarmers 1n the Earth, 2 foot high ; and 
above 1000 Pattroles fired by Degrees, which flying high threw from them all 
ſorts of Figures of Fire. Laſtly, at each corner a Fire Murſer, which threw up 
all ſorts of pleaſant Fire-Balls, and in their breaking preſented ſeveral Figures. 


| A Relation of the Inveſtiture of John George Duke of Saxony, with 
the Habit and Enſegns of the Order, drawn up by Sir Thomas 
St. George Knight, Somerſet Herald. | 


Ohn George the Second, Duke of Saxony, was eleFed into the Society of the moſt 
' Noble Order of the Garter the 18. of June 1668. at a Chapter held at White- 
hall, and by the Soveraign and ſeveral of the Companions of the Order, $:r Tho- 
mas Higgons Knight, and Thomas St, George Eſq3 Somerſet Herald, in the place of 
Garter Principal King of Arms, were then appointed and ordered to carry the Gar- 
ter. with the Habit and other Enligns appropriated to the Order, to the ſaid Duke 
of Saxony 5 which being provided and delivered unto them, on the 27. of February 
following they ſet forward from London, and arrived at Dreſden the 5. of April 
1669. and lodeed at an Inn, from whence they gave notice to the Hoft Marſhal of 
their arrival. 

Upon Wedneſday morning about 10 of the Clock,, being the 7. of April, the 
Duke of Saxony ſent his Coach and ſeveral of his Servants, for them to their Audi- 
ence, where Sir Thomas Higgons preſented his Majeſty's Credentials, and Mr. St. 
George the Book, of Statutes, the Elector having ſent to ſee them the day before. 


They were conduded from this Audience by the Duke's Servants to their ſeveral 


Lodgines within the Caltle, where they remained and were entertained at the Duke's 
charges, and attended by his Servants during their ſtay at Dreſden. 

Upon the 8. of April in the mornine, the Duke ſent a Complement to them, ac- 
knowledging how ſenſible he was of his Majeſty*s great afjedion unto him, in ſend- 
ing him the Order of the Garter, and that he was very deſirous to receive it, where- 
upon they deſired an Audience, to which they were conduded about 4. of the Clock in 
the Afternoon by the Dukes Servants. 

Being brought to the Duke, Sir Tho. Higgons told him that he underſtood by tis 
Secretary Mr. Voght, his EleGoral Highneſs was very deſirons to be inveſted with 
the Order of the Garter, and that thereupon he and Mr. St. George were come to 
preſent his Eleoral Highneſs with the George and a Blue Ribband, which wa: 
uſually worn by the Companions of that moſt Noble Order, before their Inveſtiture, 
whereupon he gave them thanks; and then Mr. St. George delivered to $ir Tho. 
Higgons the George, and by him it was preſented to the Duke, who having re- 
ceived it, aud viewed it a little while, returned it again to Sir Tho. Higgons, ther 
he and Mr. St. George put it abont his neck, which being performed, the Duke 
returned thanks, and declared that he intended to be inveſted on Tueſday or Wed- 
neſday followine, whereof they ſhould receive more particular notice. 

Upon the 9. of April the Duke ſent to them by his Secretary, to ſignifie that he 
had reſolved to be inveſted on Tueſday following, and thereupon diſcourſing about 
the Ceremonies, ſaid that his EleForal Highneſs had given order for the furniſhing 
a ſtately Rooms for that occaſion, which he was ready to ſhew them, but that if any 
part of the Ceremony were accuſtomed to be performed in the Church, he deſired that 
might be omitted; which being by them conſented nnto, they repaired to the Room 
appointed, and.gave diretions how it ſhould be ordered. 

Upon Ealter-day, being the 11. of April, they were attended by ſeveral of the 
Duke s Servants t0 Church firit, and after to Dine with him. 
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Upon Tueſday the 13. of April, between 10 and 11 of the Clock in the morning, 
the Duke ſent 4 great number of his Servants to ther, to lot them know he was 
ready to receive the Order 5 wherupon Mr. St. George put on (is Bol» or Atntle, 
and having placed the Habit, Collar, George, Garter, and his 14j/!y's Commil- 
(f10n Hpor 4 Blue Velvet Cufhen, they were condutted to a little Roam ipporrtcd for 
that purpoſe, where tne Duke ſtaged for then, Mr. St. G COTZEe CIT p77 the Robes 
and the other Enſigns of the Order, which he preſinted to the Duke, and after 
placed thewe on a Table flanding by him. | 

Then Sir T homas Higgons and Ar. St. George, having firſt prejed the Duke's 
leave, took off his Cloak, and his Sword and Belt, which the ſaid Ar.

The Duke being in this poſture, Mr. St. George took the Surcoat which &zr T ho- 
mas Higgons and he preſented fo the Duke, and then pitt 7t 05 after that the Gir- 
dle and Hangers, which they likewiſe eirt about hin. having received another $word 
from the Maſter of his Horſe. 

Then the Duke's Secretary broveht and liid upon the Table before his Fleforal 
Highneſs, the Letters Teſtimonial ingroſſed in Parchment, of the preſenting lin 
with the Enfigns of the Order, which he there ſrened, and being ſcaled by bins before 
them, they were delivered to Mr. St. George by the Duke. RS 

Theſe things being thus performed, they proceeded to the great Room prepared, 
where the principal part of the Ceremony was to be accompliſhed, wher? there was 4 
great concourſe of People, and towards the upper end on the right hand ws a place 
raiſed, where ſate the Dutcheſs, the Prince f Saxony and Princels, the Princes 
of Anhalt, and below them a great many Ladies of quality, and the: I adies of the 
Conrt. | 

Firit paſſed the Dukes Servants two and two. 

Then the Cap and Feather, carried by Mr. St. George's $02. 

Next Mr. St. George, carrying the reſt of the Habit and the Enligns of the Order. 

Then Sir Thomas Higgons. | 

After hin the Duke of Saxony in his Surcoat, his Sword gart about him. 

Or each ſide, and cloſing the Rere, were his Guard of State richly habited, with 
Partizans in their hands, the Staves covered with Blue Velvet, and ſit thick with 
gilt Nails. | , 

In this manner they paſſed through divers ſtately Rooms, entertained with ſcve- 
ral forts of Muſick, until they came to the great Room, mhere there was allo ex- 
cellent Muſick of ſeveral ſorts, with Kettle-Drums and Trumpets, placed in a high 
Gallery at the lower end, which entertained them vs ſoon as they entred. 

In this Room was two States of Crimſon Velvet, the one at the upper end for the 
Soveraign with a Chair and a Foot-ſtool, and an Eſc ot: heon of the SovVeraip!s 
Arms within a Garter, havine his Stile underneath, ſet over the Chair 5 the other 012 
the (ide of the Room on the right hand of the Soveraign's State for the Duke, with 
an E ſcotcheon of his Arms within a Garter, and his Stile underneath; and on t/'» 
keft hand two Chairs, the one for $ir Thomas Higgons, the other for Mr. St.George. 

Being entred this Room, as they paſſed ſrom the lower end, three obeyſances were 
made to the Soveraign's State going up, then the Duke going to his State, a4 
there ſlanding, Mr. St. George placed the Robes on 4 Table on the Duke's right 
hand which being done, Sir Thomas Higgons and Mr. St. George did go to therr 
Chairs oppoſite to the Duke's, on the left hand of the Soveraign's State, making their 
obeyſances to it «s they paſſed by, then the Duke ſite down, and they did the like. 
Then being entertained with Muſick for a little while, they roſe from their Seats, and 
making their obeyſances as before to the Soveraign's State as they paſſed by it, and 
repaired to the Duke, who ſtanding up. they placed themſelucs on each fide of him: 
being in this poſture Mr. St. George took up the Commilltion, and holding it in 
his hand, Sir Thomas Higgons made a Speech to the Duke, relating to the Anti- 
quity and Nobleneſ; of the Order, declarine how many Emperors, Kings, and Fo- 
reign Princes had been Companions thereof (ince its inſtitution, and in relation to 
the eleFjon of his Electoral Highneſs of the ſplendor and greatneſs of his Family. &c. 
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: which having ended, Mr. St. George gave the Commiſſion to Sir Thomas Higgons 


who preſented it to the Duke, which he cauſed to be read with a loud woice by his 
Secretary, and then received it again, and delivered it to Mr. St. George. 

After this Mr. St. George took the Garter, and with the aſſiſtance of $ir Thomas 
Higgons, buckled it about the Duke's left Leg, then they put on the Mantle, the Hood 
pon the right ſhoulder, and laſt of all the Collar and George. 

Thus being fully inveſted, Mr. St. George ſpoke to the Duke as followeth, Ayant 
inveſti voſtre Alteſle Electorale avec tous les habits & les autres .ornaments dy 
tres-noble Ordre de la Fartiere, Je ſouhaite toute forte de profperite de gran- 
deur & de longue vie au tres-hault tres-puiſſant 6 tres-1]luſtre Prince Jear: 
Georee le Second, par la grace. de Dieu Duc de $axe, de Juliers Clewes, & des 
Monitz, Archimareſchall & Prince Electeur du Saint Empire, Landgrave de 
Thuringe, Margrave de Miſnie, & de Ja haute & baſle Lxſire, Burgrave de 
Mazdeburg, Conte de la Marche & Ravenſperg, Seigneur in RanenStein, & Che- 
valier du tres-noble Ordre de la Fartiere, which being ended, the Trumpets and 
loud Mulch ſounded. 

The Mulick, ceaſing, Sir Thomas Higgons congratulated. his FleForal Highneſ;'s 
Inveſtiture, whereupon one of his Council made a Speech in Latine, declaring his 
Elettoral Highneſs's great obligation to the King of Great Britain, how highly be 
eſteemed the Order, and his Majeſty's particular kindneſs to him, &*c. and con- 
cluded with his thanks to Sir Thomas Higgons and Mr. St. George. 

Then Mr. St. George took the Cap and Feather and preſented it to the Duke, 
which he put on, and they returned in the ſame order as they came, to the Chamber 
{row whence they brought him, Mr. St. George's Sor bearing his Trains and there 
they leſt him and retired, being attended to their Apartments by the Duke's Ser- 
wants. About half an hour after, the Duke ſent his Servants again for them, they 
found bim in the ſame Room where they left him, in the Habit of the Order, and in 
the ſame mANner as before they paſſed to the Room. where the Duke's Dinner was 
upon the Table, and they dined with-him that day; the Dake wearing the Habit of 
the Order, and Mr. St. George his Robe. After Dinner they attended him back to 
the ſume Room, and there took their leaves and departed. 

Upon Sunday the 18. of April, the Duke's chief Chamberlain came to Sir Tho- 
mas Higgons firſ#, 2nd after to Mr. St. George, and preſented each of them with 4 


Chain of Gold, and the Eleffors PiFnre ſet in Diamonds hanging at it, and alſo to 


each of them a Baſon and Furez he alſo preſented Mr. St. George's Son with a little 
Jewel of Diamonds, and invited them to Dine with the Duke, and the Maſter of 
the Ceremonies preſented all their Servants. | 

0: Monday the 19. of April, $ir Thomas Higgons, and Ar. St. George took 
their leaves of the Duke to retrrn for England, and dined that day with hin * and 
that Evening the Duke's Secretary brought them a Proxie, under the Duke's hand 
and geal to the Earl of Bath, to be inſtalled for hin at Windeſor. 

The next morning being Tueſday, the 20. of April ( Sir Thomas Higgons and 
Mr. St. George,] having beſore hired a Boat to carry them down the River of Elbe 
fo Hamburgh) the Dukes Coaches and Servants attended them to their Boats, and 
there all but two of them took their leaves of them, thoſe two that remained had laid 
in proviſion, and attended and defrayed them by the Dukes command, as long as 
they travelled in the Dukes Territories, which was within two German Miles of 
Magdcburgh, and there they took their leaves. | wh 

$ir Thomas Higgons ard Ir. St. George parted at Hamburgh, the former to 
go for England by the way of Holland, the other by ſhipping. Upon Sunday the 
I 6. of May, 41r. St, George arrived firſt in England, and that day Fortnight S1r 
Fhomas Higgons3 and when 11r. St. George kiſſed his Majeſties hand at his re- 
turn, he was pleaſed to confer the honor of Knighthood upon him, with the ſame 
Sword the Duke of Saxony gave hin. 


By way of Coroll:ry to the preſent Seo, it will be neceſſary to give an 
account of thoſe Tranſitions relating to this moſt Noble Order, which paſt, du- 
ring the interval of the late Rebellion and Uſurpation. 

The 
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The preſent Soveraien, by reaſon of his frequent removals from ſeveral 
places, beyond the Seas, where his rebellious Subjc&ts had forced him to re- 
tire, was obliged to diſpence with the accuſtomed Ceremonies of the Order, and 
to ſuch Strangers as he was pleaſed to FleF, to ſend only the George and Gar- 
ter, together with the Glory or Ster of Silver (to wit the Croſs of St. Georee ir- 
radiated within a Garter, curiouſly wrought m rich embroidery ) to be worn 
upon their upper Garments: Declaring allo, that the I-veſtiture therewi 
ſhould be ſufficient to ſtile themſelves Knights-Companions of this moſt Nob 
Order, as effiectually, as if they had been formally, and with the uſual Solem- 
nities, inſtalled at Windeſor Caſtle, where then it was not poſſibly to be done. 

And in theſe Caſes, inſtead of ſuch tormal Cormmilſions ot i eoatron, AS had 
been accuſtomed to be made out, the $overaign ſent only his Letters * {ignifying a Appendix, 
Eledtion to the Fled-Stranger, and a © Furrant to Sir Edward Walker Garter,un- wrongs 
der his fign manual, whereby he was authoriſed, according to his Office, to de- cm 
liver thoſe Exſrgrs to the FleZ-Stranger, with tuch Ceremonies as were uſual, Þ 
and might be performed in the place where he was. SRIOY 

Of this kind were the IWarrarts iflued out to the ſaid Sir FAward 1alker, for 
delivery of the Garter, George, and Star * to Charles Prince of T:rrante, to 1il- 4( Ex Colle. 
liam Prince of Orange, to * Frederick, William Marquels of Brandenburgh, and by — ig ey 
virtue of which he inveſted theſe Princes with them. : 

The manner and order of Izveſtitnre of a Stranger upon theſe occaſions, was 
briefly thus. 

The Stranger-FleF, to whom the Frſ/gns were ſent, entred into the Room, ap- 
pointed to receive the Ceremony, and placed himfelf under the State. 

In the mean t:me, Garter, having retired into another Room neer thereunto, 

ut on his rich Coat of the Soveraign's Arms, and placed the Garter, George, and 

Cloak Con the left ſhoulder whereof was embroidered the Croſs of St. Georee, 
within a Glory of Silver) upona Velvet Cuſhen; then taking them on his arms 
before him (together with the Soveraien's Letters) went towards the Room, 
where the Ele&-Stranger expected his coming, and where (a tree pallage being 
made he proceeded up with three Reverences, and being arrived neer unto 
him, laid down the Cuſhen on a Table, placed for that purpoſe, neer the tore- 
{aid State. 

This done, he began his Oration, and having made an entrance, fufficient to 
uſher in the delivery of the Soveraigr's Letters, he preſents them to the FledZ- 
Stranger, Who opening the ſame, returned them back for Garter to read, which 
having done he redelivered them to him. 

Theſe things being diſpatched, he took the Garter from off the Cuſhen, and kneel- 
ing down, firſt buckled it on the Fle&-Strangers left leg, next he took the Bluc 
Ribband and George, and hung it about his Neck, and laſtly the Cloak , which he 
put likewiſe over his ſhoulders ; and leaving him thus Inveſted, proceeded on 
with his Harangre : which being ended, he attended what the Inveſied-Stranger 
ſhould pleaſe to ſay, by way of acknowledgment, or thanks to the Soveraier, 
tor the Honor received : and then with uſual obeyſance departed the Room to 
put off his Coar. 


The Copy of Sir Edward Walker's Speech, made in delivering the 
Garter, to William Prince of Orange, at the Hagne, on Sunday 
in the Afternoon, being the 4. of May 165 3.

Dinner being done, his Highneſs and the Ladies returned into her Highneſs 
Chamber 5 in the interim 1 ſtazed in the Dinine-Room, where the Marſhal 
came and told me, his Highneſs had given order, [ ſhould be lodged neer the 
Court, at his Stable s, and ſhould have 4 Coach to wail upon we to come to Court that 
Foening, and ſo conſtantly while T ſtayed.

The next morning being T huriday,the 3. of April, Stilo Novo, I made my ſelf ready 
to deliver the Garter, and about 10 of the Clock went to Court conduded by a Gentleman 
ſent of purpoſe, when I came there Tfound all things ready as T had deſigned,and preſent- 
ly the EleFor came and ſet himſelf under the Cloth of State, a Table ſtanding by hin: 
whereon to lay the Garter, &c. Then I preſently retired into another Chamber,and put on 
»y Coat of Arms, having laid on a Velvet Cuſhen his Cloak, the Garter, George, and 
his Majelty's Letter (which was again delivered me,as T had propoſed, to be then pub- 
lickly read) ſo having made my three Reverences,T approached mear his Eleforal High- 
neſs, and then laid down the Cuſhen, and applied my ſelf by way of introducion in 
the French Tongue, to give an account of my Employment, and therein again deli- 
vered to his Highneſs his Majeſty's Letter, which he re-delivered me. Then having 
finiſhed my introduttion, Tread openly his Majeſty's Letter, which done, 1 again de- 
livered it to him, and kneeled down and put on the Garter, then the George, and 
laitly the Cloak, and ſo proceeded with the reſt of my Harranene; which done, the 
Elefor in few words returned humble thanks to his Majeſty, for the great honor he 
had done him, in making him Companion of ſo Noble and worthy an Order, and 
was likewiſe pleaſed to give me thanks for the pains I had taken in bringing it unto 
him ; ſo I made my Reverences and departed to put off my Coat. During the time 
of exerciſing my Funion, I ſaw him very well pleaſed with it, and after, all the Com- 
pany preſent, being his Conncil and Servants, congratulated his admiſſion. 

Preſently after his Highneſs came forth to Dinner with the accuS$tomed company,and

Coaches,thers being two other Gentlemen with him : and 
firſt he ſhewed me the place of caſting Ordinance,where there were newly caſt two ereat 
whole Cannons and 4 Very large Atort ir-paece, then throuoh 4 Very large Park We « Rom to 
Spanda, where at the entry of the Fort I was ſ[aluted wit/; three preces of Cannon,and yaet 
by the;Governor, who ſhewed me all the ſtrength and proviſions thereof, which are in 
all kinds wery great both of Braſs, Ordinance, and Arms. After that, I was very well 
entertained at Dinner by the Governor, and after Dinner ſaw the EleGor's Lodoines. 
where only the great variety of rare Stags-horns is worth obſervation, and ſo the Meſ* 
ſenger being arrived, I took my leave of the Governour and Moniienr le Cane, —_ 
broueht me out of the Fort, and through the Torn, returning by the ſame way and 
means. Thus I careto Hamburg 0 Monday followine, and (þ returned to Amiter- 
dam o# Sunday zebt the 20. of April.

Certificates of having received the Habit and Enſigns of the Order. 


HE great and magnificent Solemnity of Tveſtzture with the Habit and En- 

{:gns of this molt Noble Order, being compleatly finiſhed, and the Ambaſ 
fadors having fully performed their duties therein, with all circumſtances of ho- 
nor, as belongs to ſo great a Ceremony, they are yet further to obtain from the 
new T1:veſted Stranger, before their departure, a publick Inſtrument, teſtifying the 
reception of the ſaid Habit and Frſrgrs, figned with his Hand, and ſealed with 
his Great Seal. 

This we find anciently done, as appears from that Certificate ſent back by 
Charles Duke of Burgundy, bearing date at Gannt the 4. of February an. 9. E. 4. 
and was generally demanded and obtained fince that time, as will fully appear 
from the ſeveral Certificates ſent from thole $tranger-Princes, to whom the Ha-

After that Doftor Matthew Wren had enjoyed this Office for ſome few years, 
and ſuppoſing himſelf defrauded by the concealment of part of his Fees, he pe- 
titioned the Soverazen, that the Fee anciently due to his place, might be reſto- 
red and ſetled, with the allowance of a Robe, or compoſition for it from the 
new inſtalled Xright; the grounds of which addreſs were ſet forth in the fol. 
lowing Petition. 


To the King's moſt ſacred Majeſty, Soveraign of the moſt Nobl: 
Order of the Garter. 


The humble Petition of Matthew Wren, Regiſter of the ſaid Order. 
Sheweth, 


Hat at his firſt entry into this Office, the Black-Book (wherein the chieſeit 

f Records of the Order are) being in the cuſtody of Sir William Segar ther 
Garter, he was forced to receive from him the Inſtrutions which concerned hj; 
place: And whereas at the Inſtallation of any Knight, the ſaid $ir William Segar 
did uſe to make a Fill of ſuch Fees as were to be paid, wherein of later years, h: 
woul4 ſet down for the Regiſter but half as much as for himſelf, upon whoſe antho- 
rity the Regiſter for a while reſted, and knowing no other had no more; Copies of 
which Bills are privately tranſmitted from one Lords Officer to another. 

But ſince the Black-Book was by the honorable Chapter remanded to the Regiſter: 
cuſtody, upon ſurvey of the Records, and view of the Statutes (7x the Book by him 
lately exhibited to your Soveraign Majeſty ) the rule for the Regiſters Fee in more 
expreſs Text, than ſor any Officer elſe, appears 3 That as oft as any Knight choſer 
3nto $þe Order, zs inſtalled, the Regiſter ſhall have of him thirteen ſhillings and four 
pence, and a Robe. | Statut. de Officialibus Ordinis, cap. 6.) 

He therefore moſt humbly beſcecheth, on the behalf of his place, that, according to 
every Lords Oath, not wittingly to break the content of any Statute, this Statute may 
be without queſtion obſerved, and the Robe be allowed him; and that Sir John 
Burrowes, zow Garter, mgy have order to __—_ this Error, with ſuch of the Com- 
panions or thezr Officcrs, as have rot yet paid the Regiſter an Inſtallation Fee. 

But in caſe that any Lord, ſhall rather chuſe to componnd with the Regiſter for 
the ſaid Robe,. That it mzy now pleaſe your ſacred Majeſty, for the avoiding of all 
exception to the ſud Regiſter, to ſet down a proportion meet to be demanded for the 
fame by 11% who both in the order of bis place is before Mr. Garter, and in the 
proportion of his Annal Fee from your Soveraign Majeſty above him. 
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At the Court at Greenewich, the 6. of May 1534. 

It is his Majeſty's pleaſure, that all Fees due to the Officers of the Order. 
by the Inſtitution, ſhall be preciſely paid 3 and that this particular of the Re- 
giſter ſhall be ſatisfied, according to the words of the Inflitution, and not ac- 
cording to the cuſtom lately uſed, of which Mr, Garter js to give notice, as 
there ſhall be occaſion,

4d. in money, and the Kobe 1n kind; and fecing that the Sore- 
rain Was pleaſed to allow encreaſe of Fees, to the other Officers of the Order. 
particularly to Garter King of Arms 40 /. at the Inſtallation of the find Pronce, 
and every other Officer in proportion : and that it ſtood buth with the honor of 
the Prince, to give as honorable a Fee, as any Prixce $traneer, at his Inftall:- 
tion, and alſo with the Dignity of the Aegrfers place, to expect no Tefs than 
others, that were not above him in rank ; that it would theretore pleate the $9- 
veraien, to think the Regiſter worthy to make the like Plea, 

Thus much the Deputy-Chancellor repreſented to the Soreraien at Greenewich, 
ſometime after the Prince's Inſtallation, and thereupon the Soveraion was pra- 
ciouſly pleaſed, to think it moſt reaſonable, on the Regiſter's behalf, and Order- 
ed, "that at every initallation of a Prixce, the Regiſter ſhould receive for his / ee 
13 7. 44. and 401. 1n lieu of his Robe; and that Prince Charles (then newly in- 
ſtalled) ſhould pay him the ſaid ſums, which was accordingly done; and the 
ſame were lince ſctled on this Officer by the Eftabliſhment of Inſtallation Fees, 
made az. 22. Car. 2. to be thenceforth paid, not only by the Prince of Iales, 
but for the Inſtallation of * a S$!rarger-King; whereto is added for 47 Strancer- 


Prince 381, 13s. 4d. But thoſe thereby made due from Knzehts-Srbjeds of other * 


Degrees, are the ſame as were propoled by DoCtor Chriſtopher Wren, mention- 
ed a little above. 

Next to the Regiſter doth Garter claim both Droits and Fees, for his fervics 
and attendance at this Solemnity, who 1n reference to its preparations, and 
employment at the time, hath a greater ſhare " buſineſs than any other Officer 
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of the Order : As to the firſt of theſe, it was Ordained by the Conſtitutions of 
his Office, * That as often as any Knight ſhould happen: to be Inflalled, he might chal- 
lenge for himſelf the Garments worn by him, immediately before his Inveſliture with 
the $urcoat of the Order. And the conſtant practice hath interpreted this, to be 
the Knight's upper Garment, anciently a ſhort Gown, of later times a Cloak, 
om now a Coat 3 which he puts off in the Chapter-hoxſe, when the Inveſtiture 
2EGINS, 4 

When Garter had received the Gown of Philip King of Caſtile, immediately 
before his Inveſtiture with the Robes of the Order, an. 22. H.7. he came before 
the Soverazgr, and Þ humbly beſought him to give thanks to the King, who, for 
iis ſake, had beſtowed it on him, which the $Soveraign accordingly did. 

Heretofore, when Garter had received the Knight's Gown, he immediately 
put it on, and wore it during the whole Ceremony of Inſtallation, and there- 
fore the Gown of Hexry Duke of York, ſecond Son to King Hemry the Seventh, 
ithough he was very young when inſtalled, was made large enough for Garter's 
uſe. But becauſe this ſhort Gowsn hath been ſo long out of faſhion, as to be . 
well nigh forgotten, we ſhall therefore mention ſeveral of the kind, wherein 
their deſcription will appear remarkable enough, both for their materials, and 
the then faſhionable Trimmings. 

King Henry the Seventh's Gown, at his aſſumption of the Soverazgx's Stall, 
was made of © Black Velvet, and lined with Cloth of Gold, full of red Roſes. 
Prince Arthur wore a Gown of * Crimſon Velvet, lined with Black Velver, 
when he proceeded to his Inſtallation. And the Gown made for the foreſaid 
Henry Duke of York, was of 8 Crimſon Velvet, lined with Black Sattin. 

In the Reign of King Herry the Eighth, the materials of ſome of the Kniehts 
Gowns, were as followeth. 

The Lord Dxdley's, of i Tinſel Sattin Violet, lined with Black Sarcenet. The 
Lord Howard's, of * Fawney Velyet, furr'd with Leopards. The Lord La Wares, 
of | Fawney Velvet, lined with Black Bogye. The Earl of Devonſhire's, of ® Cloth 
of Silver, lined with Cloth of Gold. The Viſcount Lyſſe's, of ® Black Velvet, 
furr d with Black Bogye. The Lord Fitz Walter's, of » Black Damask, and 
double Black Velvet. Hexrry Fitz Roy Duke of Richmond,of ? Black Sattin,with 
Buttons and Aglets of Gold on his Sleeves, and furr'd with Sables. The Earl of 
Arundel's, of Tawney Velvet, lined with Black double Sarcener. The Earl of 
Weſtmerland's of 4 Black Velvet, lined with Sattin, with Aglets of Gold. The 
Earl of Oxford's, of © Black Sattin, lined with Jennets. The Lord Rſell's, of 
' Black Velvet, lined with Black Sattin. The Coat of King Phzlip (inſtalled ar. 
1. 2. Ph, & Mar.) was embroidered on Velvet, with Gold-Wire, of Gold- 
{miths work, and lined with White Taffaty : His Gown was made of » Purple 
Velvet, garniſhed with the fame, and twiſted Silver Lace laid on the Gard; 
his other Coat of Velvet embroidered with Silver, lined with White. 

This kind of upper Garment or Gown continued alſo in faſhion, a great part 


of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, for we likewiſe find, that the Earl of Leiceſter's 


Gown was made of * Velvet, garded with four gards of the ſame, and thereon 
38 pair of Aglets. The Lord Bzrghley's of * Taffaty, with three gards of Velvet, 
and three dozen of great Buttons of Gold. The Lord Buckhurſt's of » Velvet, 
with a broad embroidery gard, and Buttons of Gold. The Lord $handes* of 
Sattin, with a broidered gard of Velvet, and two dozen of Gold Buttons. 
The Earl of Worceſtcr's, of * Velvet lined with double Sarcenet, with a paceman 
Lace about it. The Duke of Norfolk's of Black Sattin, furr'd with Squirrels, 
faced with Sables, with-------pair of Aglets. The Earl of Bedford's ſuch ano- 
ther Gown, but had a Silver Lace about it, The Lord Huxſdon's of Sattin, 
furr'd with Luzarts, and garded with----------- The Earl of Warwick's of Ruſlect 
Sattin, embroidered all over with Ruſflet Lace, and furr'd with Cony. The 
Duke of Northumberland's, was a looſe Velvet Gown, furr'd with Pavilion, and 

had a falling Cape. 
But at length, the faſhion of this »pper Garment began to alter, and by that 
time Joh Caſimire, Count Palatine of the ARhyze, was received into the m-

it was converted to a Cloak, for ſuch was his upper Garment (and of Velvet) 
faced, and furr'd with Sables, and two Gold Laces garded thereon, cut. with 
Buttons and Gold Lace, where the Sleeves were wont to be. And ever fince 
till of late, hath the Cloak been moſt in faſhion, for an upper Garment. bur hg 
ry much varied, both as to materials, lining, and ornament. | h 
Sometimes Garter had not this Garment in kind, but received a Fine in lien 
thereof; and this by vertne of a Decree made in Chapter, an.25. H. 6. wherein 
it was ordained, ©to be at the pleaſure of every Knight-Comparion, at the time © Acift.Chare. 
of his Inſtallation, whether Garter ſhould have the Garment which each Knight” © 2 
did then wear, or a compoſition in money according to his Eſtate. | 
Since when the Compoſitions grew higher, as this upper Garment was made d 
richer; for Algernon Earl of Northumberland beſtowed on Garter upon this oc- 
cafion for Fees and Droits © 200 l. in Gold, and Herry Earl of Danby, the Habit 
he wore on the day he rode from Zo4don towards his Inſtallation, with * 160 ]. 
in the Pockets, and by the late $overargn's order, at the Inſtallation of his Son 
Prince Charles our now Soveraign, Garter received for his Feef 451. and for the fd. 
compoſition of his upper Garment 60/7. in the whole 1001. The like ſam was 
given the preſent Garter, by the Dukes of Ormond and Albemarle, and the Farls 
of Sandwich, Lindſey, and Manchefter, ſhortly after their Inſtallations, by parti- 
cular agreement; but herein his Fee for ſignitication of their ſeveral Ele&tions 
was included. 
Finally, by the Eſtabliſhment of Inſtallation Fees, ar. 22. Car. 2. the compo- 
ſition ſet upon each Knight-Companion, for his upper Garment, was thus rated 
proportionably leſs than what was paid for the ſaid Prince, un. 14. Car. 1. viz. 
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Beſides this Droit or Compoſition, there hath in all times been paid to Gar- 
zer, by every Kmnight-Companion a Fee for his Inſtallation, proportioned alſo to 
his ſtate and dignity, which was likewiſe brought to the following certainty by 
the ſaid late Eſtabliſhment.

The Church faith f Durand, celebrates the Feaſts of Saints for ſeveral cauſes 
or firſt by way of return of thanks to them for keeping a continual Feaſt for us, 
1612, Fforaſmuch as there is joy among the Angels and holy Souls, in regard of on 
penitent ſinner. Secondly, becauſe in honoring them, we are highly we 
ed our ſelves, their cauſe of Feſtivity, being indeed ours 5 for charity makes all 
things common. A third reaſon he will have to be, that we may the better 
engage them to intercede for ns. Fourthly, in 1mitation of them, fince by their 
examples, we are the better incited to 1mitate their virtues, Fifthly, for con- 
firmation and advancement of our hopes, ſeerng mortal men, like our ſelves, 
advanced to that height of glory ; wherevpon we have the leſs cauſe to deſpair 
of the like, ſince the hand of the Lord 1s no way ſhortned. Sixthly, for the 
honor of the Divine Majeſty 3 becauſe in them we honor and exalt God him- 
ſelf, who ſanctified and glorified them. Seventhly, that upon the *contempla- 
tion of their beauty and felicity, men may be weaned from their fins, and learn 
to contemn worldly things.

—_ they had an affetionate care and reſpeF to the Saints and Martyrs, while they 
morum,cap.z. were yet in the fleſh, ſo neither were they unmindful of them after their deceaſe ; for 
fol.g. a. on thoſe days, whereon, by ſuſſring Martyrdom, they were deprived of this life, they 
meeting at their Sepulchres, celebrated their memorials; and this they did not only 
once, but every year, namely, as often as that day came about, whereon they ſuffred. 
But to reſume the proſecution of our preſent diſcourſe 3 the next thing to be 
conſidered, is the Day whereon the Patror of this moſt Noble Order ſuffered 
Martyrdom, and which was thereupon deſigned to be his Arniverſary Feſtival.

SECT. 


St. George's day kept apart from the Grand Feaſt, and how then 


obſerved. 


O W this Noble 0yder ſpread its roots and flouriſhed, from its firſt planta- 
tion to the time of King Henry the Fifth, we can give no account, ſince 

the Annals thereof are wanting unto his Reign; certain it 1s, that then it was of 
a conſiderable growth 3 but afterwards, the Civil Wars, towards the end of King 
Herry the Sixth's Reign, cauſed 1t to ſtand at a ſtay. Under the benevolenr 
aſpect of King Edward the Fourth, it ſeemed to recover; and whilſt King Henry 
the Eighth reigned, to have attained a greater height than at any time before. 

But though the ſeveral Branches of the order received ſome augmentation, 
from the favourable inflaence of this laſt mentioned Soveraigr, yet the pridcipal, 
to wit, the Grand Feſtival, began to flag, by a removal of the obferyation of St. 
George's day from Windeſor (theplace particularly appointed for it)and a proroga- 
tory celebration of the Grand Feaſt to other times. By which means, the honor of 
that princely Seat, and the advantages accrewing by the performance of the So-. 
lemnities there, were diverted to thoſe other places, whereto the obſervation of 
St. George's day was tranflated. The Article of the Statutes cauſing this great alte- 
ration, and which claſhed ſo much with the deſign of the firſt Inſtitutor, may __ 
be ſeen 1n the f Appendix, where it is manifeſt, that when the Soveraign law oc- — the 
caſfton, to prorogue the celebration of the Grand Feai?, he might legally do it; _ yoga 
but when he did fo, *tis there alſo evident, that the day of St. George, was ne- 
vertheleſs ordained to be duly obſerved, fingly by it ſelf, in what place ſoever 
the Soverajign (if within this Realm) ſhould then relidez Windeſor hereby be- 
ing not excluded. 

[t further implies the ſacred Riterand Offices to be performed, with ſundry 
other concerns of the 0Orger, for beſides the particulars therein innumerated. we 
may obſerve thence this general clauſe, that what other urgent Affair ſoever 
(relating to the Order) ſhould offer it ſelf to be performed, the ſame might be 
treated of, and receive diſpatches in the Chapter held, where the Soverajgn then 
(nould be, as fully as if he were at Windeſor Caſtle, 
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Sothat hence forward, all things began to be ordered, both on the Eve, the

And how (by virtue of this Article) and with, what Ceremonies St. George's 
day was held, when the Grand Feaſt was prorogued to ſome further time,

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SECT. VL 
The Grand Feaſt negleGed by King Edward the Sixth. 


UT King Edward the Sixth aſſuming the Soveraignty of this Noble 0rder, - 
B the days became more gloomy, in as much as during his Reign, there was 
no Anziverſary of St. George kept at Windeſor, by a Grand Feſtival. Under what 
churliſh Fate this noble place then ſuffered, we cannot gueſs, other than the 
common wax. 4 of that Age, wherein moſt Ceremonies, ſolemn or {plendid, 
either (chiefly ſuch as related to Divine Services) came under the ſu{picion of 
being ſuperſtitious, if not idolatrons. Inſomuch as at a Chapter held at Greene- 
wich, upon the ® 22. day of April, in the ſecond year of his Reign (an aboli- my MS. fol. 
tion being intended of all ſuch Ceremonies, as were not conſonant to the King's 5,10 A: 
Injunijons then lately preſcribed) it was Ordained and Decreed, that *® then p. 24. 6. 
and for ever from thenceforth (at the Feaf7 of this moſt Noble 0rder) no other 
Ceremonies {ſhould be obſerved, than ſuch as were appointed in the following 
Letter. Which was,at that Chapter agreed upon, a a little before the next 
years Feaſt day of St. George, ſent from the Lords of the Conncil to the Kniehts- 
Companions, attributing the whole procedure, to the row piety of the then So- 
veraign, and the care he took, that certain abuſes and prepoſterous Ceremonies 
of the Church, ſhould be reformed : Whereby the Solemnity, State and mag- 


nificence of this Grand Feſtival was very much eclipſed.

* A Fer our moſt hearty commendation: 5 For as much as the Kings Highneſs hath 

A appointed a moſt godly Reformation of divers abuſes and rites in the Church, 
to 4 more convenient and decent Order, of the mhich ſome hath been uſed heretofore, 
in the moſt honorable and amicable Order of the Garter, and being not reformed, 
there ſhould make a diſagreting ſrom his Mijeſiy's moit godly proceedings. There- 
fore it is his Majeſty's will and pleaſure, by the advice of us the Lord Proteftor, 
and other his Highneſs Council, that all ſach things, as be not conformable and 
agreeing to his Majeſty's Injunftions, Orders, or Reformations, now of late pre- 
ſcribed, ſhould be alſo in that moſt Noble Order and the Ceremonies thereof left 
undone, and reformed as hereafter followeth, Firſt, that no Proceſſion be zrade with 
going about the Church or Church-yard, but the Kings Majeſty's Proceſſion, lately 
ſet forth in Engliſh to be uſed.

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SECT. VIL 
Of Prorogation of the Grand Feaſt. 


Aving thus noted, that from the beginning of King Hexry the Eighth's 
Reign, until of late years, the Grand Feaſt was ſeldom obſerved upon the 
preciſe day of St. George 3 and that the occaſion how both day and Feaſt, came 
to be celebrated apart, took its riſe from the indulgence of the $tatutes, in point 
of Prorogation: we {hall further obſerve, that this Proregation is of two forts, 
either abſolute, as being enjoined by the Statutes of the Order, or elſe arbitrary 
at the Soverazer's pleaſure, when for ſome reaſon he ſaw juſt occaſion therefore. 

To the firſt of theſe it is ſaid, f 7\the Feaſt day of $t.George ſhall happen within Prorogation = 
15 days next after Eaſter day, it ſpall be 8 prorogued to the Sunday fortnight or 15. i! omega 
day next after Eaſter day, and the reaſon of this is there ſet down, viz. Þ That g4 4r. g. 
every of the Knights- Companions might have the opportunity of coming thereunto, 
without being conſtrained to ride upon any of thoſe three holy days, immediately fol- 
lowing Eaſter day. The ſame rule for Prorogation, where there is a concur- 
rence of theſe two Feaſts, is likewiſe enjoined in the Statutes of King Henry the 
Fifth, and King Hezry the Eighth.

To this place may be referred a Commiſſton of Lieutenancy, made to Thomas 


e Lib.Np.179: Earl of Arandel, for holding the Grand Feaſt at Windeſor, upon the * 24. of May, 
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an. 21.H.7. (the Soveraign keeping the day of St. George that year at Cambridge) 
the Prorogation being grounded upon the falling of St, George's day, within 
the excepted 15 days of Fafter, as appears by the then Soveraien's Letters of no- 
tice to the ſaid Lzexterant; which for the antiquity thereof, as that it is a 
teſtimony of the punctual obſervance of the $zatates, 'we have inſerted in the 
u Appendix. 

And as the Knights-Companions had prohibitions put upon the ſolemnization 
of their Feaſt, in caſe of 1ts interfering with Eaſter; ſo had the Church of F»- 
eland in their obſervation of the day of St. George. For by the 0rdizall of the 
Church of $alisbyry, publiſhed ax. 1508. it appears to have been the uſage of 
that Church, that when the Feaſt day of St. George fell upon Eaſter day or Eaſtes 
Eve, the celebration thereof was then deferred to the 9. day or ſome other day 
of Xay, as the caſe required in their Eccleſiaſtical Diſciphne : And our learn- 
ed Selden obſerves it noted in the end of an old Afarnſcript Ordinal of the Pro- 
vince of Tork , * That when St.George's day hapned to fallupon Eaſter Eve, the 
celebration was anticipated, and caſt into the 8. or g. day preceding, or into 
the 16. or 17. days of — 

Hereunto may we ſubjoin, that in the Solemoities of the 'Order, there hath 
ſometimes been an omiſſion ('in part or in all) of the Service and Office ap- 
pointed by the Church to be uſed upon the day of St. George, when it hapned 
near to EaiFer, as it was az. 22. H.8. St. George's day falling upon * Saturday in 
Faſter-week (the Soveraign then at Windeſor celebrating the » day there, though 
the Grand Feaſt was prorogued to the 8. of 2ay following) wherefore the* Ser- 
vice of the Feaſt of Eaſter and not of St. George, was celebrated on the Fig! (in 
the * Chappel above, in the upper Quadrangle next St. George's Hall, not in the 
Colledge ) but the low Evenſones (aid before the Soveraign, were of St. George.

Thus far in reference to theſe enumerated Feftivals, did the Stztutes of the 4" $: 
Order provide; as alſo where the caſe might fall within the compals of any 
i other ſolemn Feaſt ordained by the Church, when the frit or ſecond i 1dem, vide 
Veſpers thereof might ( through ſuch Prorogations ) be hindred or diſturbed; pmqngtne® 
which were for ought we find, until the time of our Reformation of Religion 
(begun by King Edwzrd the Sixth) duly obſerved - But ſince upon paſling the 
AG of Parliament before mentioned, for fingling ſome few days, out of thoſe 
many, that were before kept holy, there hath been nu due obſervation given 
to theſe Injundions, but that the Grand Feaf? of St. George, hath by Prorogation, 
been celebrated upon any of them indifferently, the Feaſt of Eaſter only ex- 
cepted. And in this cafe of Eaſter, after ſuch time as the S7atutes were new 
modelled by King Henry the Eighth, the time for Prorogation of the Grand Feaſ? 
was left more arbitrary(ſo alſo when it fell out upon any Fiſh or Faſting-day)* even k nid, 
at the Soveraign's pleaſure 5 and therefore ſince then (when the ſaid two Feaſts 
hapned to concur) the adjournments have paſs'd but for ſome few days.

We come now to the ſecond ſort of Prorogations, which are meerly arbitrary, Prorogatiory 

and wholly dependent upon the Soveraige's pleaſure , yet warranted ſufficient- **Plevlure, 
ly from the words [ Cauſe poſtulante} ſet down in the beginning of the Fourth 

Article of King Heary the Eighth's Statwress as allo by the great latitude given 
unto the Soverazgns of this moſt Noble Order, out of compliance with their ur- 
gent Afﬀairs, in the 8. Article following, quo Supremus volet prorogabitur. But 


we obſerve, that long before the making this Statute, ſomething of hike nature 
had 
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had been practiſed, and the Grand Feaſt prorogued at the pleaſure of the $ove- 
raign (the day of St. George being nevertheleſs obſerved) albeit the Regiiters 
render not the cauſe : To manifeſt which, we ſhall inſtance in a few Examples. 
The firſt thing memorable in this kind (of which any Record is extant ) is that 
an. 5. H.5. when about the * 18, of Avguſi (neer 4 Months after St. George's 
day) the Soveraign (then ingaged in War with France) having reduced to his 
obedience the not inconfiderable Town of * Caex, and made the Duke of Cla- 
rence Governour thereof 7 took order as far as the preſent exigency of Afairs 
would permit, to have the Feaſt of St. George there celebrated, and with great 
ſolemnity created 15 Krzehts into the Order. 

So * ar. 22./E. 4. the Soveraign with the reſt of the Knights-Companions, kept 
all the Solemnities of the Order in Þ St, Paxl's Church London, and dined in the 
Biſhop of Londox's © Palace (at which time he received from the Pope a * Sword 
and Cap of Maintenance) and albeit the mention of St, George's day occur not 
exprelly in the place, whence we have this account, nevertheleſs, obſerving 
both out of the < Black, Book, and the * Regiftrum Chartacenm, that the Grand 
Feaſt it ſelf, was by the Lord Matrevers held at Windeſor, within few days after 
St. George's day, that very year, viz. the 29. of April. Therefore theſe Solem- 
nities at St. Pax['s, may moſt probably be thought to have been obſerved upon 
the very day of St. Georgez for they could not be celebrated in any part of the 
year following the aforeſaid 29. of April, becauſe the Grand Feaſt it ſelf was 
then already paſt. 1-4 

In like manner King Hezry the Seventh, in the 20. year of his Reign, went on 
6 St.George's day in ſolemn Proceſſion and very great State, to the forementioned 
Cathedral, yet notwithſtanding on the 4. of Xay following, the Grand Feaſt was 
obſerved at * Windeſor, by the Earl of i Arundel (deputed by the Soveraien ) and 
four other of the Knights-Companions appointed for his Aſſiſtants. 

Again, an.*8. H.8. the Soveraign being at Eltham on St. ' George's day, it was 
in a Chapter there held, Decreed, That the accuſtomed celebration of the Feaſt 
of St. George, ſhould be obſerved at ® Windeſor, upon Sunday next after Trinity 
Sunday, being the ® 25. of May enſuingz and the Marqueſs Dorſet was then alſo 
appointed Lieutenant to the Soverazgr for holding thereof, and the Earl of z/- 


ſex (in whoſe room the Lord * Poynings was afterwards ſubſtituted) with the 


Lords La Ware, Mounteele, and Lovell his Aſſiſtants. 

And from this time it became annually cuſtomary, eſpecially all the ſubſequent 
years of King Hezry the Erghth's Reign, Queen Aary's, and unto the 9.of Queen 
Elizabeth, to keep the day of St. George, whereſoever the Soveraign at that time 
abode, which for the moſt part was at Greenewich, or Whitehall, on which day 
(as alſo on the Eve and morning after the day) the uſual Solemnities were ob- 
ſerved, and a noble Feaſt provided, as'hath been ſaid : But as to the celebra- 
tion of the Grand Feſtival it ſelf, that was in one of the Chapters, held during 
the foreſaid celebrations, and moſt commonly on St. George's day, adjourned 
unto ſome further time, and then ſolemnized at Findeſor by Prorogation, not by 
the Soveraigns themſelves, but. by their Liexterants and their Aſſrſtants, eſpeci- 
ally deputed and appointed for that purpoſe. 

But to proceed with the cauſes of Prorogation, which were either for ſome 
confiderable reaſons, or upon emergent occalions. Az. I. Marie, the Soveraign ce- 
lebrating the day of St. George, at her Mannor of St. ?

E have not met with any Precedent of Commiſſions for Prorogation of the

former adjournments of the Grand Feaſt, from St. George's day preceding until 
that time, with the reaſons thereof, and chiefly upon conſideration had of the

A ND though Prorogations of the Grand Feaſt have been occaſionally made 

A uſe of, upon the ſeveral and important reaſons above diſcourſed of, and 

ſometimes a neceſlity hath fallen out to appoint two, three, or four of them in a 

year, by proroguing the Prorogations; yet is no ſuch Adjournment legally to be 

enlarged beyond the next St. George's day enſuing, becauſe that every year, that 

75, once before the revolution'of the year determine (the year in this caſe en- 

tring upon St. George's day) the Grand Feaſt ought to be folemnized.

The Soveraign propoſed unto the Knights of the Order, that having pro- 
rogued the Celebration of the Feaſt of $t. George from time to time, unto 
the firſt, ſecond, and third of March, ſo near unto Lent, that if the Fealt 
were not held on thoſe days, it could not be held within the year, becauſe the 
23. of April for the next year did fall upon Good-Friday, and ſo conſe- 
quently muſt have been kept in Lent for this Tear, or not at all : And con- 
(tdering the great and important Afﬀairs of the Parliament, he moved this 
Bueſtion, Whether if there were no Feaſt kept this year, it would be any ble- 
iſh unto the Honor of the Order or not ® And whether he might not di- 
ſpence with the Statute, and defer it until the next Tear ? requiring the 
Knights ad Companions to conſult and to give their opinions therein : The 
reſult whereof was, that though they did all confeſs an abſolute power to di- 
ſpence in the Soveraign , yet ſoxre of the Knights propoſed nnto him, that 
ſeeing from the Inſtitution until this day, there was not found any year where- 
in the Fealt was wholly omitted, but that ſome of his Anceſtors, though en- 
gaged in War beyond the Seas, either ſolemnized the Feaſt in their own pre- 


ſence, or by Commillion zz England, which was averr'd by the Chancellor 
to 
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to be both the fundamental Statute and conſtant pratice. They humbly beſought 
the Soveraign, not to begin to make a breach in that conſtant order, which 
hath been ſo long and uninterruptedly continued; whereupon it was reſolved by 
general Vote, that the Fealt ſhould be celebrated upon thoſe afore appointed 
days in the laſt Prorogation. 


By which determination it ſufficiently appears,of what concernment the then 
Soverargn and Knights-Companions, conceived it to the Honor of the Order, and 
obſervation of the Statates, for the Grand Feaſt to be celebrated once with- 
in the year. Beſides we may obfervesthat it was not thought expedient to be 
diſpenſed with, albeit the weight of important Aﬀairs were juſtly alledged to 
ballance the Law, and ground a further Prorogation. Nay, rather than the $t-

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zutes ſhould ſuffer violation, the ſaid Feaſt wes ® accordingly ſolemnized on the n Palmer?

the doing of it. 

But within a, few years after, the unhappy diſtractions had prevailed ſo far, 
that the Soverazgn was neceſſitated to aſſume his power of diſpenſation in this 
particular, and by continued annual Prorogations from the 22. 23. and 24. 
days of April, an. 18. of his Reign (being then at Tork) to defer the Solem- 
nity from year to year 3 ſo that during the remainder of his Reign, this Grand 
Celebration had never the fortune to be again obſerved. 

And here the glory of this ſolemn Feaſt began firſt to ſet with us, unto 
which ſucceeded a long night : But bleſled be God we have lived to behold 
it riſe again, and ſeen the Royal Sovereign and molt Illuſtrious Knights-Com- 
panions fill thoſe too long vacant Stalls , and late languiſhing Fabrick with 
wonted luſtre.

T having been complained of, by the Chancellor of the Order, and taken no- 
[ tice of by the Soveraien, and Knights-Companions, 1n a Chapter held at the Ce- 
lebration of the Grand Feaſt , at Whitehall #he 18. of April, an. 13. Car. 1. | 
& That of late years, divers Knights-Companions of this moſt Noble Order, had k$ Rowr's 
negleFed both their attendance upon the Soveraign at the Feaſt of $t. George, or to 4 Fer _ 
ſend under their Seals of Arms, their probable Excuſes, and Petitions, for Licenſe am 1ib. x. 
and Diſpenſation, contrary to the moſt ancient Statutes and their duty 0 was ***** 
therefore then among many other things Ordered and Decreed, { That from 
thenceforth every Knight of the Order, ſhould be bound to attend upon the uſual 
days, or ſuch as ſhould be aſſigned by Prorogation. But in caſe of Sickneſs, or other \ 
important buſineſ;, by reaſon whereof they might have cauſe to be excuſed, they | 
ſhould ſend under their Seals of Arms to the Chancellor, the reaſons of their deſire 
for leave of abſence, twenty days at leaſt before the uſual or aſſigned time, to be pre- 
ſented by him to the Soveraign 3 and whoſoever ſhould negfet ſo to do, except in 
ſudden accidents, ſhould not be diſpenſed with, but incur the penalty of the Statutts. 

And it is evident, that this way of enjoining the X»##hts-Companions, to lend 
the cauſe of that impediment, which ſhould hinder their ſaid attendance, un- 
der their Seals of Arms, hath been very ancient; for the Black Book records an : 
Order in Chapter, held at the Grand Feaſt, an. 1. H.6. ® to this very purpoſe; my Lib. #. 
it farther enjoining, that * when ſuch abſent K»zghts were preſent at the next * ©746-77 
Feaſt, they ſhould be obliged then to reuder the reaſon, why they ſhould not underco 


the penalty of their former abſence, ſince the Statutes enjoin it.' 
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In purſuance of the before mentioned Decree of the 18. of April, Sir Thowas 
Rowe, then Chancellor, added to thoſe his Letters, dated the 18. day of May 
1637- and direfted to the Knights-Companions under the Seal of the Order 
(which fignified, that for ſpecial reaſons and other important Afﬀairs (in a Chap- 
ter held at Whitehall, on the 19. of April in the foreſaid year) the Soveraign had 
prorogued the Grend Feaſt, from the 22. 23. and 24. days of April, ar.14. Car. 1. 
to the 25. 26. and 27. of September then next enſuing) this following Poſtſcript. 


* According to two As made in Chapter, in the preſence of the Soveraign, 
the 18. of April 1637. concerning the negle@ of the Knights aud Compani- 
ons of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, in their attendance upon his Ma- 
jelty at the Feait of $t. George, and a command exprgſly received, to ſigni- 
fie ſo much to your Lordſhip : T have ſent to your Lordſhip, the true Copy of 
*the » Acts themſelves; it being reſolved in caſe of omiſſion of your lawſul and 

timely excnſe, under your Seal of Arms, and in occaſion of / ſy of keep- 
ing the -Solemnity in your own houſe, that no diſpenſation ſhall be given, but 
your Lordſhip ſhall incur the penalties of the ancient Statutes, which are;

I. that this early notice to be given, from ſuch of the Knights-Compa- 
ions, as upon the cauſes before mentioned ſhould be abſent, was appointed 
in favour chiefly of the * Officers of the Soveraign's Houſhold, who (by know- 
ing in due time, who ſhould be abſent and who not) * might make timely and 
certain provilion for the ſaid Feaſt. 

Upon notice ſent by the Chancellor to the Knights-Companions as aforeſaid, 
if any of them ſhould happen to be ſick, weak, infirm, or have any other lawful 
impediment or occaſion, which might juſtly hinder or excuſe their xepair to 
the Corrt, and attendance at the Feaſt; they may acquaint the Chancellor there- 
withz whoſe duty it 1s to repreſent the ſame to the Soveraign, and thereupon 
to procure his Letters of Diſperſation for their abſence, if the Soveraign be ſo

large Paper Scutcheons; wherein were marſhalled the Arms and Quarterines of 


the Soveraigr and each Knight-Companion, in Metal and Colour, encompaſled 
with a Garter; and thereon Crowns, Caps, Or Coronets peculiar to each Dignity, 
with their $t:les and Titles fairly printed underneath (but without Creſts or $»p- 
porters) to be ſet on the back (ide of their Stalls, on the Eve of the Feaſt « But 
the Soveraign's Arms were impaled with thoſe of St. George, over which an 7m- 
perial Crown was placed, and theſe (in defect of the Plates and Banners, ſet over 
their Stalls 1n the Choire of St. George's Chappel at Windeſor) did ſerve for dire- 
Ctions to the Knights-Companions, that by the view of them, they might the more 
readily and certainly know their proper $talls. | 

We have not met with any memorial of this uſage, that reacheth higher 
than az. 21. H.7. when the Soveraign holding the day of St. George at Cambridee,

SECT. VI. 
Of adorning the Chapel. 


H E Chappel where the Divine Services are to be celebrated at this Grand 

Feaſt, whether it be that of St. George's at Windeſor, or the Soverater's 

at Whitehall, or elſewhere, in what place ſoever the Soverazgn is pleaſed to 

keep the day of St. George, is uſually fet forth and adorned with peculiar and 

moſt rich Furniture 3 the care and overlight whereof at Findeſor, is committed 

to the Dear of the Colledge, but at other places, to the Dean of the Chappel at 
Whitehall. 

The Altar, as the principal place in the Houſe of God, hath been thought

Jac. R. and the 12. of December 1638, an. 14. Car. 1. and being ſeized on by 
Collonel Yer, as aforeſaid, is now ſupplied in a Covering, given by the preſent

a fair broad Gold Fringe towards the Front, and a narrow Gold Fringe on

SECT. VIL 
The furniſhing of St. George's Hall. 


HE care of making ready and furniſhing St. George's Hall (or other Koo. 

either there or elſewhere, ſet apart for the Grand Dinner) is committed 

partly to the Gentleman-Uſher of the Black-Rod, and partly to the Soveraign's 
Surveyor General of his Works. 

The Sxrveyor-General, upon direftions given him by Warrant from the Lord 
Chamberlain of the Houſhold, cauleth a Floor to be raiſed at the upper end of 
the Hall, whereunto 1s an aſcent of three ſteps, and thereon he raiſeth a Tabl: 
32 Foct long, and 3 foot and a half broad forthe Soveraign to dine at. On the 
left hand of this Table, is ſet a Cnpboard for Plate, and a ſide Table for Glaſſes, 
&+kc. to ſerve the Soveraign's Table, as occaſion (hall require. Upon the upper- 
moſt ſtep of the raiſed Floor, is ſet a ſtrong Rail with Baniſters croſs the Hall, 
to keep off the Croud from the Soveraige's Table, that fo the Officers appointed 
to attend thereat, may with more liberty perform their ſeveral Duties and 
SErVICES. 

On the right hand of the Soveraigr's State, and below the Rails, are Tables

SECT. L 
Of the beginning of the Crand Feaſt. 


Aving in the precedent Chapter ſpoken ſomewhat of the 1»ſt;tution 
of the Grand Feſtival, which the Statutes of this moſt Noble 0rder . 
have'fixed to the day of St. George; we come now to treat of its 
Celebration, with the Ceremonies performed throughout this great 

| Solemnity, deviſed to ſet forth and illuſtrate the glory thereof: 

In the obſervation of which, both the firſt 7»ſtirrtor, and all ſucceeding $0vec- 
raiens have ſhewn the utmoſt of their proviſion and care : well knowing, that 
what is once {lightly obſerved, will ſoon fall into diſeſteem, if not contempt, And 
here, what frſk occurs to our conſideration, are the Day, the Hoxr, and the 
Place, when and where the Soveraigen and Knights-Comparnions are to meet, in or- 
der to the beginning of the Feas?, 

As to the firſt, although St. George's day (Gor ſuch other day as the Soveraien 
ſhall pleaſe to nominate and appoint, by Prorogation in lieu thereof) be indeed 
the principal and Grand day of the Fea? , yet does the Feaſt take commence- 
ment upon the Eve, and determines not until the third day following 3 and fo 
the whole Solemanity takes up, inclulively, three days. 

And this is clear from ſeveral Articles of the Statutes, wherein the courſe of 

'the Ceremonies, to be obſerved at this Grand Solemmnity, are ſet down ; whether 
. performed on the Foe, the Feaſi-day, or the Morrowafter : Andthele three days 
together did the Soverazrgns hold the Grand Feaſt, whether they perſonally

Matutine landes, or Mattins, the Primz Hora, or Prime, the 
Hora tertia, the Hora ſexta, the Hora nona, Veſpers, and the Completorinm. belides 
the NoZurmm Officinve, the Office for Nights; which is alſo divided into four 
Vigils, the Conticininm, Gallicinium, Intempeſium, and Antelucinium 5 which (e- 
veral hours, after what manner they divided the day, it 1s pertinent to our pur- 
pole to enquire, fince from thence may be collected, what time of the day was 
their hour of Tierce, ſeeming to be the ſame (determined by King Edward the 
Fourth, as aforeſaid) in ſome reſpect. | 

And though theſe Authors do not very punctually determine the courſe of 
theſe Howrs, yet it may well enough be implied, that fince their Mattins was 
performed about break of day, and their Prime, by conſequence, at 6 a Clock 
in the morning, the hour of Tjerce was moſt probably 9 a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and (o the reſt at 3 hours diſtance one after the other; and this determina- 
tion is clearly confirmed by my late worthy friend Mr. Sommer, in his Sax0r 
Didftionary, from an old i 8axo» Author, whoſe words, he having cited in that i Bithfrithus 
Language, thus renders3 Sacram horam diei ( veterum) tertiam (noſtram autem —_— 
Nonam ante meridiem, Archiepiſcopi cum Clero ſeſtiva celebrant hilaritate : The Kyppiole, 
Archbiſhop with the Clergie, celebrate with feaſting and mirth, the ſacred hour 
of the day, which among the Ancients was the Third, but with us the Ninth - 
hour, before Nooyw. T his Hora tertia, or hour of Tierce, was by our Anceſtors 
the Ergliſh-Saxons , called Unvepn, as we find in venerable Bedes Hiſtory of the 
Church of England, * xpam undepn T15e ponne mon me op Topo pinzes, 1.c, 4 Ter- k Lib.4. c.

And here we think it needful (once for all) to inform our Reader, in regard 
not only the Feaſt-day of St. George, but the Grand Feaſt held in honor of the 
Order, hath been kept in ſeveral other places beſides Windeſor Caſile, more eſpe- 
cially Whitehall, St. James's, Greenwich, and York ; that there are many Ceremo- 
nies and other particulars ( hereafter falling under our diſcourſe) which alter 
not with the Place, but appertain to the Feſtzval, and are therefore to be ob- 
ſerved every where alike 3 as for inſtance, the form of Proceeding, the manner 
of holding Chapters, the Ceremony of Offring Gold and Silver, the order of Fle#- 
ing Knights-Companions, Swearing of Officers, and ſuch like : But others there 
are preciſely local and particular, as the Prebewds and Alms-Knights, going 1n 
the Proceetlings, the Offring up of Atchievements, &*c. to Windeſor only 3 when 
therefore we ſpeak of any of the former ſort, which properly belong to the 
/ Feaſt, and not to the Place; it is to be underſtood, that as heretofore they have 
been, ſo now ought they to be performed in the celebrations thereof, whereſo- 
ever {olemnized. 

For (ince the withdrawing of the Grard Feaſt from Windeſor, ſome of the 0f- 
ficers of Arms, curious in the obſervation of theſe Solemniries, performed in 
other places, have aftorded us greater plenty of Memorials, relating to the ce- 
remonious part thereof, than any in former Ages did, while the fame was 


continued 
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continued at WYindeſor, and therefore, when the true place where the inſtance 
lies, ſhall be alſo cited by us, we would not have our Reader miſtakingly con- 
clude, that the Precedent urged, doth not full enough anſwer our purpole, un- 
leſs it had been alſo fetched from Windeſor. But that in theſe caſes, the Cere- 
mony or Example is ſuch as 1s peculiar to the Feaſt, not the Place, where it is 
held 3 and ought to ſerve, and be uſed without alteration at any Place, where 
it ſhall pleaſe the Soveraign to keep the Grand Feaſt. And for thoſe things ap- 
pertaining to each other place, where the Fea/# hath been obſerved, aſwell as 
at Windeſor Caſile, we (hall at all times note them with ſufficient ditierence of 
place, as oft as we have occaſion to draw them into Example. 


SECT. Ik 
Of ſetting the Procceding in order. ; \ | 


N ſetting forth the order of Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe on the Fue 
| of the Grand Feaſt, We are to conſider the Perſons, who conſtitute and 
make up the ſame, together with the courſe obſerved in putting them in their 
due place and rank : In order to which, we ſhall purſue our wonted method, 
and as a fore-hand ſatisfaction, note down and make obſervation of what mate- 
rially relates thereunto, as we firſt meet with the Perſors and Degrees 3 that ſo 
they may afterwards become applicable (if need be) when. the ſame thing returns 
again into our diſcourſe. 

The particulars whereof we ſhall handle in the order and ſeries as they pro- 
ceed, whether it be in Bodies or Single, beginning with thoſe of inferiour rank 
and ſo upwards; and therein conſider, firſt the Perſons, who peculiarly and more 
immediately relate to this moſt Noble order, and who cuſtomarily and of duty 
do, and are obliged to attend, to make up the ordinary and conſtant Proceedines 3 
and ſecondly, fuch who have now and then been occalionally or accidentally 
received thereinto ad augendam pompam. or otherwiſe, in regard their employ- 


ments entitle them to a neer attendance upon the $overaien at other times ; both 


which ſorts , we ſhall ( as occaſion is offered.) again conſider, either as among 
themſelves, or in relation to the other Degrees who go in the Proceeding, next 
' before or after them. And all this, to the end that the pretenſions to prece- 
dency, among and between all Perſons and Degrees herein concerned, may be 
the better made known and underſtood, and confequently without much difficulty 
be decided. | 

Firſt then, we think fit for methods ſake, to begin with thoſe of the loweſt 
rank and quality, namely the gervants and Attendants of the Knights-Compas® 
vions; and thence riſe upwards with the next higher Degree, according to the 
rule and right of precedency. | ; 

We are to confider therefore, that in times paſt the Knights-Companions ap- 
peared at the Grand Feaſt, attended with a goodly and numerons Train; but 
that having been removed from /indeſor to other places, (as hath been before 
remembred_) much of this glory was laid alide : Neverthelets, within a few years 
after that King James became Soveraien of this moſt Noble 0rder, the luſtre of 
Attendants began to revive 3 for we find it entred upon the Regz/ter, 1n the 
4. year of his Rengn, © That the ancient Cuitom, which for ſome years had been in- 
termitted, wherein, at the Solemmnity of this Fealt, all the Knights-Companions 
were wont to go attended, each with a large Train; was recalled and brought back 
again into uſe. | 

Which height of gallantry, made ſplendid in the number of Attendants, and 
richneſs of their Apparel, within ten years after grew up to ſuch exceſs,or rather 
exorbitancy , that it ſtood in need of a reſtraint, wherefore The goveraien

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a by the unanimous advice of the Knjghts-Companions, Ordained, Decreed, and 
f 1bid. p. 1853. Commanded, *That every one of the Knights-Companions of the Order, ſhould 
have to attend upon his perſon, at the yearly ſolemnization of the Feaſt of the Or- 
der, 50 perſons, and no more: The reaſon whereof we find elſewhere noted to 
7 9p be, 8 for ſaving of charge, and avoiding of emulation.

In this Proceeding there are four Knights-Companions who proceeded alone, 
firſt the Lord Hunſdon, then being the junior Knight, becauſe the Lord Grey his 
Fellow on the right hand, was in this Proceeding abſent, and conſequently his 
Stall became Void. Secondly, the Earl of Weſtmerland, in regard the Earl of 
Rutland, his left hand Companion, was then alſo warting. Thirdly, the Mar- 

ueſs of Northampton, whoſe right hand Fellow, the Lord Pagit, was likewile 
abſent : and laſtly, the Earl of Pexbroke, becaule the Stall oppoſite unto him was 
then void by the death of the Earl of Huntington. 

And to avoid all queſtions and diſputes, touching precedency of the Knights- 
Companions among themſelves, at Feaſts, Tuſtallations, Chapters, or other occaſio- 
nal meetings, relating to the Affairs of the Order, and to ſetle an indiſputable 
rule for them to obſerve, it was in the 16. year of the faid King Henry the Eighth 
Decreed, in affirmation and explanation of the foreſaid Articl: of the Statutes, 
that ? Fach Knight-Companiton ſhould take place in Proceſlion, Station, or /itting 
at the Table , thenceforward , as he had his Seat or Stall in the Choire, and not 
according to the degree of his birth or condition, unleſs the Soveraign were pleafed 
t hat any ſhould be made choice of, according to the Nobilety of his Family, to ſit at the 
end of his own Table, and perform any other thing by the by. And this is the Lay, 
which ſetled the precedency among the Knights-Companions. 

Sixthly, the manner of Proceeding among the Offrcers of the Order, differ- 
eth from all before ſpoken of; for, being five in number, the three inferiour Offi- 
cers (when they are all preſent) march in breaſt, and (of later times) in this 
following order : The Regiſter in the middle, Garter on his right hand, and the 
Uſher of the Black-Rod on his left, 

But we find the form and courſe of Proceeding among theſe three Officers, 
hath anciently been obſerved otherwiſe, and therein we meet with much diver- 
ſity, as for inſtance; in the Proceeding of the Soveraign and Knights.Compani- 
ons, fairly limned and inſerted in the Black-Book of the Order, at the beginning 
of the Acts of King Herry the Eighth's Reign, there Garter is placed in the nfid- 
dle, having the Regzffer on his right hand,'and the Black- Rod on his left, (fo alſo 
at the Inſtallation of the * Lord Cromwell, ar. 29. H. 8.) Nevertheleſs, in anothe 
Proceeding of the Soveraign, the Knights-Companions, the Officers of the Order, and 
the Alms-Knights, deſigned and etched by Murcxs Gerchard * hereafter inſerted; 
there the Reezſter is put in the middle, Garter upon his right hand, and Black- 
Rod on his left, as 1s the order at this day. And in truth, all Relations de- 
ſcribed in writing, of the manner of Proceeding fince (which hath come to our 
view) are in this your delivered very imperfect and promiſcuous ; having nci- 
ther diſtinction of the right hand man, or which of the forefaid three Officers 
went in the middle, to guide us with any certainty.

And from many Precedents, which we have ſeen, of Letters ſent from the $0- 
veraign, and directed to his Lieutenant to accept of Knights-Companions excuſes, 
whole abſence he had beforehand diſpenſed with z we obſerve thoſe Diſpenſz- 
tions excuſed not the ſending of their own particular Excuſes; for it is evident 
they were allo expected, and that ſuch allowance of abſence was not abſolute, 
but in a manner conditional, the clauſe running thus. * That you [ the Soveraign's 
Deputy | allow theſe excuſes, ſo far as they are conſonant to reaſon. - And in all other 
Letters of the ſame nature, a Clauſe to this effe&F hath been inſerted, ' That 
as the Soveraign thought good to advertiſe his Deputy, that for certain cauſes he 
had diſpenced with their attendance for that time; ſo be willed bins to accept their 
reaſonable excuſes i» that behalf accordingly. 

Secondly, The abſent Knights-Companions have had their Fxcnſes frequently 
made by word of mouth, either of the Soveraign, or ſome other of the Kniehts- 
Companions prelent in Chapter. This favour of the Soveraign 1s either done by 
himſelf, when preſent in Chapter, or by giving order to his Lieutenant before the 
Feaſt begin. | 

In relation to what he hath perſonally done m this caſe, we have many Ex- 
amples 3 as am. 6. H.6. the ® Soveraign declared the reaſon of the Duke of Nor- 
folks ablence. So on the Fve of the Feaſt kept at Windeſor an. 26. H.6. the Duke 
of Tork,, the Earl of $4lisbrry, Viſcount Beaumont, the Lords Hungerford, Wil- 
loughby, and Sir John Faſtolf were abſent, ® but excuſed by the Soveraign. Again, 
in a Chapter held on the Fee of the Grand Feaſt, celebrated at Windeſor an. 36. 
H. 6. the Duke of Tork, Earl of Salisbury, and Viſcount Bourchier, being abſent, 
o were excuſed by the Soveraien's own moyth: the? like 1s ſaid on the behalf of the 
abſent Knzghts, an.3. H,7. SO ar. 17. E. 4. on the Eve of the Feaſt held by Proro- 
gation, the Dukes of Glouceſter, Buckingham, and Suffolk , with the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland at that time ablent, 4 were excuſed by the Soveraign. 

At other times, the Soverazgn (not being preſent in Chapter) hath before hand 
verbally , (inſtead of Letters) given his Deputy or Liextezant diretion to excuſe 
the abſence of ſeveral of the Knzghts-Companions. Thus it was in the caſe of the 
Prince, the Earls of Surrey and. Shrewsbury, and Lord Daubeny, who az.19.H.7. 
r were excuſed by the Soveraign, by word of mouth (to the Marqueſs of Dorſet 
his Lieutenant ) becauſe they were then employed in his ſervice. And as touching 
the Eals of Arzrdel, and Devonſhire at the ſame time, the Regiſter ſaith, the * So- 
veraign with his own month excuſed them to his Dputy. Whereto we may add 
what 1s recorded, a. 26. H.8. * All others abſent were by the Soveraign at that tim: 
excuſed (to the Duke of Richmond his Lieutenant) by word of month , and afier- 
wards by his Letters, 

Of the latter fort, to wit, ſuch as have been excuſed, upon the motion made 
by ſome of the other Kriehts-Companions preſent in Chapter, we find that on the 
Vigil of St. George an. 1, H. 6. Humfrey Duke of Gloxeeſter being then the Sove- 
raign's Deputy, Sir William Harington's ablence © was excuſed by the Chancellor, at 
that time Sir John Robeſ/art, one of the Kniehts-Companions, So an. 2. H. 6.

But ere we proceed any further, it will not be amiſs here to obſerve, what 
effe&t the Excuſes, preſented on the behalf of abſent K»ights, have uſually pro- 
duced; in reference whereunto we find the juſt and reaſonable, favourably ad- 
mitted, fome ſuſpended, and divers diſallowed.

M. p 
being then at Windeſor, and falling ſick a little before the Feaſt, the Duke of F IP 
Buckingham was aſſigned his Deputy, © Ore Regio, by word of mouth. 
But before we take leave of this head, we ſhall obſerve, that, in the Reign of 
King Hemry the Eighth, though in ſome one of the Chapters, held during the ob- 
ſervation of the day of St. George, both the Grand Feaſt hath been prorogued 
to a further time, and the Liewterant nominated for holding the ſame : yet up- 
on juſt cauſe, or for ſome reaſons urged, or excuſe made, which the $ozeraien 
hath approved of; ſome other of the Kz;ghts-Companions hath been appointed 
to the execution of this Office, inſtead of him who had been firſt nominated : 
Thus it chanced 2m. 9. H. 8. when at the Celebrations of the day of St. Georee at 
Greenwich, the'Earl of Arundel was choſen the Soveraign's Lieutenant tor holding  p,y, :c5. 
the 
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the Anniverſary of the Grand Feaſt at Windeſor, upon the 10. of Xray following, 
but he * not thinking himſelf able to perform the Duty, humbly objeded his infirmity 
of body, and diſability otherways, and the Soveraign graciouſly admitting of his 
alledged excuſe, ſubitituted in his ſtead the Marqueſs of Dorſet. So alſo when 
St. George's day was obſerved at the ſame{place, i the 20. year of the ſame King, 
at which time Charles Duke of Suffolk, was * nominated to keep the Grand 
Feaſt at Windeſor, upon the ® 17. day of May enſuing, the Black-Book. ſaith, * That 
aſterwards for certain cauſes , moving the Soveraign thereunto, that Office was 
transferr'd from the aforeſaid Duke , to the Marqueſs of Exceter, who executed it 
conſonantly to the dignity thereof. Again an. 32. H.8. the Grand Feaſt being pro- 
rogued unto the 9. of Ay, at a Chapter held on St. George's day preceding, the 
Earl of Cumberland was appointed! to celebrate the ſame. ? But in regard the ſaid 
Earl conld not be preſent by reaſon of ſome urgent Afſairs his excuſe was accepted, 
and the Earl of Southampton ſupplied his room. | 

But what hapned = ay. 28. H. 2.\was more remarkable; for the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland (then the Soveraign's Deputy) was in the time of the firſt yeſpers ſud- 
denly taken with the 7ertigo, or dizineſs in his head, and that accompanied 
with a diſtemper over his whole body. * From hence aroſe a great ſcruple, 
what was hereupon to be done ; it being conceived , that they could not con- 
veniently proceed, without the preſence of the Deputy, and that another could 
not rightly be ſubſtituted 1n his room , without new authority from the 'Sove- 
raign : Þ But whilſt they were 1n the mid{t of this controverſie , he recovered. 
and came again among them , and jperformed all that was to be done, both on 
the Vigil, and on the day it ſelf. | 

But this may clearly be inferred, from this procedure of theirs, that if the 
Deputy had not recovered, the Ceremonies of the Feaſt had been adjourned 
till the Soveraige had nominated a new Officer. And not unlike, but upon re- 
fleftion had on this accident, and prevention of the like afterwards , occafioned 
what was done, Az. 3. ©* 4.Ph. &* Mar. to wit, thenomination of *two Knjghts- 
Companions to be Deputies, namely, the Earls of Derby, and Huntingdon ; the 
ſecond being deſigned to ſupply the place, in caſe the former ſhould be obſtru- 
&ed by 4indiſpolition, or weighty: affairs. 

The Authority and Obligations annexed to this Office of Deputy ( or Liew- 
tenant ) are deducible from the Statutes of the Order , which give him power 
© to hold a Chapter at the hour. of Tierce , on the Eve of the Feaſt : as alſo on the day 
it ſelf, and puniſh Offenders againſt the Statutes. And though he be thereby ex- 
prelly prohibited, the ® zvaking of any new Decrees or Ordinances, nevertheleſs he 
may * correct and reform all points of the Chapter as ſhall ſeem neceſſary. 

And now to ſhew that the powers granted by the Commiſſzons, are, as deriva- 
tive from, fo purſuant to the Statutes, we ſhall inſert in the * Appendix firſt, the 
molt ancient Commilſzon of Deputation that Record hath preſerved , being that 
which King Hexry the Sixth gave to his Uncle John Duke of Bedford, in the 
fourth year of his Reign, to ſupply his place, when by reaſon of his abode at 
| Leiceſter, in expectation of the Parliaments fitting there , he could not perſon- 
ally hold the Grand Feaſt at Windſor that year. 

Firſt then, in the Preamble, the reaſon and cauſe of making ſuch a Commiſ* 
fon, is ſet down in general words. Next the Soverajen takes notice of the al- 
lowance given him by the Statutes to conſtitute a Depty, and thereupon ſets 
down the particulars wherewith he impowers him, namely, to hold Chapters, 
to reform what is amiſs, to make #/e#7ons, and by a general Clauſe, to perform 
all other things which ſhould be! any way pertinent to the neceſſary obſerva- 
tion of the Statutes: to the end: his Deputy, in one and the ſame Inſtrument, 
might both underſtand the duty of his place, and be impowred to put the ſame 
in execution. Such like particulJars arc alſo inferted in the 'Commiſſion made 
to ® John Earl of Shrewsbury, 4. 75. 7.6. But in later Commiſſions they are + 
omitted, and ſupplied by a genera! Clauſe , which gives this Officer the ſame 
authority as had been allowed him, or ſuch as he of right might claim, Then 
follows the words of Conſtitution ( which in ſucceeding Commiſſhons are ex- 
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preſt with ſome variety * and Jaſtly a Clauſe commanding obediencefiom tho * As Eligimur, 
Knights-Companions preſent. a 


In the Commiſſtons of Lientenancy, ( though not at all in the Deputational Conſtirninns, 
Commiſſions) wedind the Title of this great Officer, inferted immediately atter fonmas,

In the Reign of Queen Flizabeth and mp ns when the Grand Feaſt 
was held, either at Whitehall, or Greenwich, and the Soveraign preſent only at 
ſome part of the Solemnity ( as in the Chapters , or at the Chappel in the 
morning of the Feaſt-day , and ſometimes proceeded publickly to the Cloſet 
(not down into the Chappel)'to the firlt and ſecond Yeſpers ) but by reaſon of 
ſome weighty affairs, could not.conveniently be preſent in perſon, at all parts 
of Divine Service, and other Ceremonies and things to be done and executed 
at the Feaſ?, neither on the Eve, nor on the day of St. George, nor the next day 
following 3: in ſuch caſe the Clauſe in the Commiſſzor , which conſtituted the 
Lieutenant, was put after this manner, ® We do therefore name, 8&6. you in our ab- Þ Rewer Four- 
ſence, to be aur Lieutenant for that purpoſe, &c.

of Our ſaid Order doth appertain. 

Now how the Soveraige is to conſtitute ſuch an Officer, appears from the 
directions given in the Statutes of Inſtitution, to wit, by bis * Letters ; and that d 2. 3; Star. 
theſe Letters ſince, do carry the ſtyle of Commiſſzons, and ought to paſs under 4.6. 
the Seal of the order, and the Soveraigns fign manual , 1s evident from divers 
paſlages in the Regiſters, and from the Commiſſrons themſelves : For inſtance, 
The beforerecited Deputations, made Fa Duke of Bedford, an.

SECT. VE 


The Ceremonies relating to the firſt Veſpers. 


E have now finiſhed our Diſcourſe upon the Particulars managed in the 
firſt Chapter, held on the Eve of St. George ; which being broke up, the 
Soveraign and Knights-Companions, do immediately proceed from the Chaprer- 
houſe into the Choire , to hear Yeſpers. In handling and deſcribing the Ceremo- 
nies relating thereunto, we ſhall conſider , firſt, thoſe performed before the ye- 
ſpers begin 3 ſecondly, the Courſe of Divine Service 3 and laſtly, thoſe uſed after 
it 1s ended. Wherein we ſhall be particular and exact, not only in regard the 
| State thereof 1s both ſolemn and: ſacred 3; but becauſe the ſame Order of Cere- 
mony is to be repeated, ſo often.as the Soveraige and Kmnights-Companions enter 
the Chappel, or depart thence, origo up into, or come down from their Stalls. 
Proceedingto Firſt then we are to preſuppoſe, that the Officers of Arms, Prebend:s of the 
the Choire. Cglledee, and Alms-Knights, having attended in the North Tſie of the Chappel, du- 
ring the ſitting of the Chapter , do now upon the riling and coming forth of the 
Soveraign,, Knights-Companions, and Officers of the Order put themſelves into 
Rank, and continue the Proceeding ( through the paſlage and Guard made by 
the Knights-Companions Attendants, and the Soveraigns Band of Pexſtoners ) from 
the Chapter-houſe door, along the ſaid North Ifle, and fo to the Weſt door of 
the Chojre , in like manner and qgrder as they did proceed from the Chamber of 
Preſence to the Chapter-houſe. . The Orgaxs then beginning to play, and conti- 
nuing on , till Yeſpers begin.

; Haut Pas's even to the Rails ſet before the Altar, and forthwith divide themſelves, 
flanking on each fide, (the Juniors ſtanding neareſt to the Rails) and eat ſuch a 
ſpacious diſtance , that the Altar may be diſcerned by all that follow in the 
Proceeding, when they draw near to make their Reverences. 
Aſlaon as the Alms-Knights have made their obeiſance, the Prebend; of the 
Colledge enter in a whole body allo, and having turned on the left hand, and 
made the like double obeiſances in the middle of the Chozre, they divide them- 
ſelves, and take- their Seats, every one in their Order. The Seats appointed 
for them at this Solemaity (and at other times when any of the Knights-Com- 
panions are preſent in the Chappel) is in the lower range of Seats, and fo ordered 
f4t.14 by* King Henry the Eighth's Statutes 5 albeit in their abſence, the Preberd: are 
permitted to fit in the Beer Seats, between ( but not in ) the Stalls of the 
K nights-Companions. | ENG 
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While the Prebends are entring their Scats, the Purſuivants, Heralds, and Pro- 
 vincial Kings of Arms (in a Body) enter allo the Choire 3 and after their double 
Reverences made, paſs up towards the Altar, and joyn to the Almrs-Kniehts. 
But ſometimes heretofore, to enlarge the Ceremony, as 5 ar. 3. & 8. Car. 1. | 
the Purſaivants have by themſelves advanced into the Choire, and proceeding i <colle#.W, 
into the middle, there i made their Reverc:nces, firſt towards the Altar. and then k /# N. Ct. 
turning about by the left hand, did the like to the Soveraign's Stall, then, they * 
aſcended unto the ſecond Haut Pas before the Altzy, where allo * dividing 
themſelves on each ſide, (the Junior Purſaivants joyning near to the Senior 
Alnms-Knigehts )' kept the like ſpacious Lane between them, as the Alms-Knights 
did, to the end allo, that the Soveraign and Kvights-Companions might have the 
Altar in full view, as they made their feveral Reverences towards it. 
Next, the ® Herald: proceeded in a Body by themſelves, up to the middle m 
of the Choire, and there having Iikewite made the like double Reverences, "\,.,.., 
aſcended the firſt Haut P;s before the Altay, and divided themſelves , flanking p Sie v.ct. 
even with the Purſuivarts. | q 
In like manner the two Provincial King.: made their Entry, ( doing their Re- * 
verences ) and placed themſelves on each fide upon the * edge of the lowelt 
Haut Pas, towards the Stalls. Thus they divided themſelves , not only here at 
their firſt entrance, but at all other times when they paſied yp and down, or in, 
or out of the Choire, during the foreſaic| Feaſts. But for ſhortning of the Ce- 
remony, ( as of late hath been the uſual. courſe ) the Purſuivants, Heralds, and 
Provincial Kings joyn all in a Body, and perform this part of the Ceremony 
together. 
Afterwards, the two® Junior Knights-Companions enter, and paſling on till they 
come near their own Stalls, there make their » double Reverences together , 
firſt towards the Altar, next the Soveraizens Ruyal Stall 3 then they- divide ; 
themſelves, and take their ſtand 4 direct! y before their Stalls. Thus allo do the 
reſt of the Knights preſent, at their entry into the Choire, and in the fame order 
as they paſt in the Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe 3 taking their ſeveral ſtations 
under their proper Stalls, until the Sov2raige ſhall have aſcended his Seat. But 
where any of the Krights want his © oppolite Companion, in ſuch caſe he enters 
the Choire alone. | 
And this manner of doing Revere:vce and Obeiſance , was introduced in the Manner of do- 
Reign of Hewry the Fifth, and hath c:ontinued in uſe ever ſince. For whereas MEAVrencey 
from ancient time, the Knrg/ts-Conrpanions at their entrance into the Choire , troduced, 
and taking of their Stalls, gave Rewerence to God, and towards the high Altar, 
John Duke of Bedford, an. 6. H.5. holding the Feaſt of St. George at Windſor in 
abſence of the Soveraign : It was then in Chapter decreed, That all the Compa: 
nions of the Order, whenſoever they entred into the Chonre, and at their going forth, 
as likewiſe at their deſcent ſrom their Stalls, ſhould do Reverence to the Sove- 
raign, af preſent 5 or if abſent , to bis Stall : © by which Ceremony they ſhould owne 
him as their Soveraign, and acknowledge all manner of ſubjeFion and obedience to 
be due unto him. But when the Soveraign returned out of Fraxce , he ſignified 
to the Knights-Companions, as, much more reaſonable and convenient, © 7hat at u Did, 
the Entrance and Departure aforeſaid , the devout Obeiſance due to Gods honor, 
ſhould be firſt paid to God, and towards his Altar, after the manner of Eccleſia- 
[ticks 5 and ther , what, of Honor was due to him, to pay it next to Himſelf, or in 
bis abſence, to his Stall. | 
Next to the Knzghts-Companions doth the Black-Rod, Garter , and Regiſter 
" enter in Breaſt, who proceeding alſo to the * middle of the Choire , do their "Fs Colle. W.

But the 
place appointed for all but the|two ſentor Knights-Companions to enter into, and 
q(colteR.W. come out of their Stalls, 1s the 4 middle entrance, or that at the * Eaſt end of 
"iy XC . the Stalls, which of them fall out to be next below each Knight's refpettive Stall, 
to avoid: the trouble and inconvenience of paſſing before any of their ſenior

The Knights-Companions being all ſeated, the f Prelate and Chancellor of the 
Order pals into the middle of the Choire, and having made double Reverences, 
return to their Form and (it down. After them doth the Regiſter, Garter, and 
Black-Rod, paſs thither, there make their Reverences, and then fit down on 
their Form, in the order as they proceeded. 
As touching the Soverazer's other Attendants, we have obſerved, that the No- 
blezran who carries the Sword retires before the Soveraien's Stall a little on the 
right hand, and the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold (if not a Kzjght of the 
Order) and the Yice-Chamberlain on his left, until the $overaign give them leave 
to ſit down; the Clerk of the Cloſet ſtands at the $overazgn's right hand 3 but 
the young Nob/emer that carry up the Soverazgr's Train, and the Gentleman of 
the Robes, ſometimes repoſe themſc]ves upon the Steps going up to the Sove- 
raign's Stall. 
This great Ceremony of the Soveraign and Knights.Companions entry into the 
Choire, and taking their Stalls being finiſhed, preparation for the reſpers begin 3 
in reference to which the Prelate aſcends to the Altar; it being appointed among

The 
Proceeding to the Altar on this occation 15 1n manner following. | 

Firſt the *Serjcart of the Veſtry makes a double Reverence, then comes before Frelares going 

the Prelate and makes a ſingle one to him, who thereupon arifeth from his Seat, = WET 
and the Serjeart ' proceedeth before him into the middle of the Choire 3 where x © 
ſtanding a little on the one ſide, the Prelate * there makes a double Reverence, YL 3," 
and from thence paſling forward after the Serjeart, and having aſcended thea } © 
uppermoſt Haut-pas betore the Altar, he makes * one lingle Reverence towards ? \ 
the ſame, and ſo goes to the ® North (ide of it. 

In his aſcent tothe Altar, he hath ſometimes made*® three double Reverences, ponies 
viZ. one before his Seat, a ſecond in the middle of the Choire, and thg third Car.1. 
on the firſt Haut-pas, and after theſe, the fingle one above the Haut-pas's 5 all 
in a direct line before the Altar. 

After the Prelate hath arrived at the Altar, the two* Provincial Kings, Heralds 4 Colle®.W.le 
and Purſuivants, leaving their forementioned Station, join together, and paſs ** © 
along the Chotre, until the Kings come neer tothe Form, whereon the Regiſter, 

Gartcr, and Bl:ick-Rod fit, where all making their double Reverences together, 
. they divide themlelves again on each (ide, and there ſtand. 

Laſtly, the Alms-Knights come down into the Choire in a Body, and there 
make their joint double Reverences, and then take their Chairs. 

The like 1n every thing is performed in the Chappel at 1/bitehall, and other pla- 
ces, where the Solemnity ofthe Feaſt is obſerved ; where becauſe the Alzrs-Kniehts 
are abſent, the Purſuivarts at Arms aſcend neerer the high Altar than when they 
are at Vindeſor , that there may be room enough for the reſt of the officers of 
Arms toſtand 1n rank, yet fo that the Provincial Kines ſtand not further from it 
than the lowermoſt Hart Pas, to avoid preſling upon the Junior Knights. 

All thefe Ceremonies being finiſhed, and the ſeveral Degrees in the Proceeding the conſe of 
duly placed,the Choire, reſembling the celeſtial Spheres, where the $overaign of Divine Service 
this moſt INluſtrious Order fits as Sur, among the Plaxets and Stars, the Divine Off 
fice ts begun by the Prelate in a moſt ſolemn manner 3 which is now celcbrated 
according tothe Order of the Book of Common Prayer, eſtabliſhed by the Atts of 
Parliament made an. I. Eliz, & 14. Car. 2. being the ſame appointed in the Ku- 
brick for the Evening of the 22.day of April, or for the Evening of ſuch other-&ay, 
whereon the Feaſt by Prorogation hath been celebrated : Where ſometimes to 
ſhorten the Ceremony, the Prelate hath omitted the Corrfeſſron and Abſolution , and 
began with the Pater Noſterz and frequently inſtead of the Magnificat, or Nunc 
dimittis, or one of them, ſome choice-compoſed Amthenrs are ſung to the Organ : 
and after proceeding on with the Creed, and the reſt of the Prayers in the 
accuſtomed order, to that of St. Chryſoſtom, before which in the Reign of King 
James, was the following Prayer uſed throughout the Feaſt. ;

Next follows the Prayer of St. Chry/oſtom, andlalt of all the Bleſſzng. After the 
pronounciug of which, at. the Feaſt of St. George celebrated at Windſor, in the 15. 
year of the preſent Soveraigr, there was an Anthem compoled for the preſent So- 
lemnity, ſung to the Organ and other Inſirumental Muſick, placed in the Organ oft : 
and this was the firit time, that 1-ſirumental Muſtck was introduced into the ſaid 
Chappel. | 

When the Yeſpers are ended, the * Prelate goes to the middle of the Altar, and 
there before it ( with great reverence ) makes an obeiſancez and thence (*ta- 
king the Serjeant before him) deſcends to the middle of the Choire, where he 
makes his double Reverences, and ſo < returns to his Seat 3 whereupon all 
make ready to paſs out of the Choire in the following manner. And firſt, 

The Alms-Knights come from their Seats, and draw together into the mid- 
dle of the Choire, and having made their double Reverences, in manner firſt 
above deſcribed, they aſcend ina body upon the higheſt Haxt Pas before the Altar 
(the Junior near to the Rails) and there dividing themſelves again, make a Lane, 
and ſtand in the ſame places they did before. | 

Next them, the Purſuivants, Heralds,and.Kings make their doubleReverences. 8: 
aſcend to the Altar, where dividing themſelves,they ſtand where they did before. 
All which is done, to the end the body of the Choire may be wholly cleared, for 
the Knights-Companions to deſcend into, and ſtand over againſt their Stalls. 

Aﬀer this, Garter riſeth from his Seat , and paſling into the middle of the 
Choire, makes there a double Reverence, then going forward till he 4 come over 
againſt the Junior Knights Stall, ( for when they deſcend from the Stalls, he is 
the firſt) he there bows towards him, and (*1f his Companion be preſent ) then 
turns himſelf towards the oppoſite (ide of-the Choire, and immediately bows to 
him alſo, and then gives the fuſual Signal or Summons for the Knights-Conrpa- 
27i0ns to deſcend, by the waving or bending of his Scepter towards them; 
which done, he draws back to his Seat without any other Obeiſances. And 
the Reaſon given is, 8 for that at this thme while Garter is retiring , the Junior 
Knights are making their Reverences, and therefore it were not proper for him 
to be alſo doing his. 

Aſloon therefore as Garter hath given the aforeſaid Signal , the two ® Junior 
Knights-Companions (it both be preſent, otherwiſe the Junior alone) riſe from 
their Seats, and ſtanding above before their Stalls, make their double Reverence 
i both at one time, and then deſcend into the Choire by the way they went up; 
where making a ſecond double Reverence, they forthwith: place themſelves 
diredly over againſt their own Stalls, and « ſtand there. 


- — Then the ! next Junior K»ights ( or Knight , if he be not paired with his 


Companion ) ariſe, and deſcend with like Reverences3 and in like order, do 
all the reſt that are preſent at the Ceremony , each with his oppoſite Compe- 
2i0# 3 but if he be wanting, then he performs the Ceremony alone, 

When all the Xzights-Companions are come down , and placed before their 
Stalls, the Black-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter ftep forth , make their double Reve- 
rence all at once, then retire before their Forms, and ſtand there. After whom, 
the Chancellor and Prelate do the like. 

Alloon as they have done, the Alms-Knights deſcend into the middle of the 
Choire (the Puiſnes going formoſt ) and there, turning about by the left hand, 
as before, make their double Reverences together, _ ſo paſs out through the 


Welt door of the Choire , and at ſome convenient diſtance thence, ſtand, - 
| the 
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the Prebeuds be alſo come out and joyned to them, and moving a httle fur- 
ther, when the Officers of Arms are come forth , all then attend the coming out 
of the Knights-Companions, and they, that of the Soveraign. E 

Whilſt the Alws-Knights are paſling out, as aforclaid , the Preherds of the 
Colledge came forth of their Seats into the Chorre, and in the middle thereof 
make hkewiſe their double Reverence, and then paſs out ( the Fereer of the 
Chappel going before them) and joyn themlelves to the Alms-Knig!ts. 

Next the Purſnivants, Heralds , and Kings deſcend into the middle of the 
Choire, and there making a double Reverence, pals hikewile forward 

Then the two Junior Kzights (or Knight, it his Companion be ablent) make their 
double Reverence in the middle of the Choire, over againſt their proper Stalls, 
and proceed forth, and ſo do all thereſt in order, the Seniors laſt. And here ( and 
all other times when the Knights-Companions pals out of the Choire, except inthe 
Grand Proceſſion) do the ® Chorifters ſtep in, and bear vp their Trains to the Preſence- 
Chamber, which piece of Sergee, was lo at firſt permitted, to intitle each of 
them to the favour of a halt-piece gratuity, which the Knjghts-Companions have 
uſually beſtowed upon them, 1n recompence of their officious Attendance. 

After the Knigehts-Companions, the Black-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter make their 
double Reverences, and pals forward. The like do the Chancellor and Prelate, 
and follow them, 

Then doth the Soveraigy riſe out of his Royal Seat, and having made his 
obeiſance towards the 4ltar above in his Stall, he deſcends , and doth the like 
again being deſcended. | | 

But when the Soverazer 18 abſent, his Lieutenant deſcends from his Stall» with ng v5 4. pen. 
uſual Reverencesz and when he comes to the Soverejgns Royal Stall, he® ſtands 2© #6: 
a while before the entrance into it, and then making his accuſtomed Reverence, 
proceeds out of the Choire. 

The Soverajen having made his Reverences, proceedeth forthwith out of the 
Choire, (the $word being born betorc him) thence he paſſeth through the South 
door of the Chappel, into the lower Ward of the Caſtle, and preſently enters into 
the ſame way, by which he came to the Chapter-houſe ; and as the Statutes do 
ordain, P returns in the very ſame order, viz. per modun Proceſſionis back to the py Y. 
Preſence- Chamber. = 

When the Servants and Attendants of the Kniehts-Companions are arrived at 
the great Gate, in the upper Ward of the Caſtle, entring into the Soveraigns 
Lodgings 3 (or to the ſame place, 2s far as their number reached, to make the 
Lane for the Proceeding to paſs thorow ; when the Sover2ign proceeded to the 
Chapter-houſe) then do they begin to divide, and rank themſelves on either (ide 
the paſlage, through the $trone-Gallery, up the Stairs to the Guard-Chamber door, 
in the ſame order, as they were marſhalled at the beginning of the Proceeding 3 
that ſo the whole Proceeding may again paſs through them. 

The Alms-Knights having entred the Guard-Chamber, and being come near 
to the middle, the Juniors begin to fall off on both ſides the Room; the next 
Seniors, (and fo forward to their Governor) following in due order , do place 
themſelves up further in the Room. 

Whereupon the Preberds paſs through the Lane ſo made, and afſoon as they 

are palt the Alms-Knights , fall off on either (ide the Room , to the Preſence- 
Chamber door. Then the Purſuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings pro- 
ceeding through the Lane made by the Alms-Knights and Prebends, do ftorth- 
with enter into the Preſeace-Chamber, and immediately fall off on either fide, 
towards the State, the Kings of Arms ſtanding uppermoſt. 

Thea enter the Knights-Companions, and place themſelves 4 on each (ide of the q 
State, in ſuch order * as they fie in their Stalls, the eldeſt neereſt the State; but fy. 
ſuch whoſe Companions are abſent, ſtand alone, After whom follow the * Officers « Jie w. cl. 
of the Order, diſpoſing themſelves conveniently neer the State. _ 

Laſtly, the Soverajen (attended as before) paſleth to the ſtep before the State ; 
where being arrived, he * turns his Face towards the Knights-Companions, whoy

Lbeit the Celebrations of the Feaſ# of St. George take up three days 
incluſively, that is to ſay, part of the22. all the 23. and part of the 
24. days of April; yet the 23. day [the day of St. George] is the 
Grand day, wherein the chiefeſt and molt ſolemn Ceremonies are 
celebrated 3 all things being ſet forth after the nobleſt order that 

can be deviſed, for the greater honor and luſtre of this Princely and Ancient 

Order of the Garter. 

The Ceremonies of this Grand day may be divided, into Sacred and Civil; the 
former ſolemnized in the Chappel, the latter in St. George's Hall. The Sacred (as 
is moſt requiſite) are firſt celebrated; in reference to which, the K»ights-Compa- 
ions then preſent at Windeſor, repair to the Soveraign in his Privy Lodgings, 
about the hour he had appointed them the night before, veſted in the whole 
Habit of the Order ; and thither alſo repair all the Officers of the Order. 

In the mean time, the reſt of the Degrees and Perſons, which compleated the 
Proceeding to the Chappel, on the Eve of the Grand Feaſt (and before remembred,) 
do repair to the ſeveral ſtations that were then appointed for them, and there 
attend the Soveraigr's coming forth into the Chamber of Preſence, viz.

Now in reſpe& of the correſpondence and alliance between the State of Pro- 
ceſſaons and Trinmphs, and that a Triumph ſeems but to be a Military Proceſſion, 
We think it not amiſs in ſpeaking of Proceſſzons to divide them into Military, Ci- 
vil, and Eccleſcaſtical : Under the Military may beſt be comprehended Trinmphs, 
and the TranſueFion of the Roman Knights; under the Civil, the pompous Er- 
tries or Cavalcades of Princes, into or through any great City 3 and the Fecleſi- 
aſtical are thoſe generally ſo called, wherein the Church proceeds upon a ſolemn 
account of Swpplication or Thankegiving: To all which, in the laſt place, ſhall 
follow the order of the Grand Proceſſzon of this moſt Noble Order; which in 
reference to the Degrees of the Perſons appearing therein, is compoſed of a 
mixture of ſuch as are to be ſeen in. each of the three former. 
Triumphs. It is evident enough out of the ſacred Story, that Trixmphs were of ancient 
time celebrated after the obtaining Viftory over Enemies; and the Trinmpha!

pliant manner by Mazers, a perſon of very great Fame and Eminency among 
the Babylonian: 3 by whole Example many went forth to meet him, amonglt 
whom Þ Bagaphanes the Kings Treaſurer and Governour of the Caſtle, that he 
might not come ſhort of Mazzers in his reſpet to Alexander , (trewed all the 
way with Flowers and Garlands, and on each fide thereof were placed Altars 
of Silver, which fumed with Frankinſence .and all manner of Odors. Aﬀtter 
him followed-divers great Preſerts, droves of Cattel and of Horſes, Lyons 
alſo and Leopards were brought forth in Coops, after theſe came the Chalde- 
ans, and both the Poets and Artificers of the Babylozians, with a fort of Muli- 
cal Inſtruments, wherewith they were wont to ling forth the praiſes of their 
Kings3z the Chaldears, deſcribing the motions of the Stars and the viciflitudes of 
times3 next the Babylonian Troops, ſo richly adorned both Men and Horſes, that 
it inclined rather to Luxury, then Magnificence. Laſtly the Xi»g himſelf came 
attended with his Life-Guard, and ordered the multitude of Cittizens to fol- 
low after in the Rear of his Foot, entring the City in his Charriot. 

We might here extend our obſervation to the Entrance of our $4vjonr into 
Jeruſalem : at which, *the multitude ſpread tHfeir Garments in the way for him 
to ride on, (a Rite ordinary among the Jews, at the Inauguration of a King, 
as we find the 4 Captains did when Jehx was proclaimed King) and they *© that 
went before, and that followed after cryed Hoſanna, that being the ſolemn form 
of Acclamations, uſed by this people, eſpecially * in the Feaſt of Tabernacles. 

How ſumptuous and ſtately the Ceremonies uſed in this laſt Age are, to ſet 
forth and adorn the Cavalcades and Grand Proceedings among the Aſatich Prin- 
ces (who very much exceed in this kind of Pomp and Magnificence ) may 
be conceived from that which Jo. Albert Mundefio relates, in his 8 Travels into 
the Tndies, concerning the King of $ia's annual Proceſſion in OfFober, both by 
Land and Water, through his principal City (ſeated in an 1/ard on the River 
Menam) to one of his Chief Moſqaeys; the greatneſs whereof deſerves particu- 
lar relation,” and 1s thus ſet down by him. 

h Tn the bead of this Proceſiion march about 200. Elephants, each of ther: 
carrying three Armed Mn; then come the Muſick, conſiſting of Hoboyes, Tabours 
and Cimbals; next come about a thouſand men compleatly Armed, divided into ſe- 
veral Companies that have their Colours and Banners. Next to theſe follow the 
Noblemen of the Kingdom on Horſeback, and amongſt them, many with Crowns 
of Gold upon their heads, each attended with a Train of fourſcore or a hundred per- 
ſons on foot. Betwixt theſe Noblemen and the Life-Guard, march two hundred 
Souldiers, Japoneſes, all very well appointed, who go immediately before the Horſes 
and Elephants , which are for the Kings Lite-Guard, their Harneſs is adorned 
with Buckles and ſiuds of Gold, ſet with Diamonds and other precious ſtones. The. 
Servants who bear the Fruits, and other things ſor the Sacrifice, march beſore cer- 
tiin -Grandees of the Kingdom, whereof one bears the Kings Standard, the other 
the Sword of Juſtice. Theſe walk on foot immediately before the King. who (ts 
mounted on an Elephant in a Chair of Gold. ThePrince his Son, or ſome other 
Prince of the blond, followeth next after him, and then comes the Queen and the

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Kings other Women oz Elephants, but not to be ſeen, as beine in certain wooden 
Cloſets enilt. The 4 r of the Houſhold and ſix hundred of the Guard, follow in 
the Rear, woich by this means conſiſteth of fifteen or ſixteen thouſand perſons. 

As to their Procellion upon the River, the Order following is obſerved. Firſt, 
in the head of this Fleet paſſeth about two hundred Noblemen, each in bis ſeveral 
Farge, where they ſit in a gilt Cabin, and each Barge is rowed by three or fourſcore 
flater. Then follow four Barges aſſrgned for the Muſick ; and next follow about 
fifty Barks of State, each having fourſtore, or ſourſtore and ten Rowers, and after 
| theſe come ten other gilt Barges, in one of which the King, is ſeated in a Throne of 

, Gold, attended by divers Noblemen, all upon their knees before him, and among ſt 
them, one of the chiefeſt Grandees who bears his Standard. The Prince followeth 
after him in another Barge with his Train, and after him comes the Queen and the 
Concubines each in their Barges apart 5 and laſily, in a great number of other 
Farges follow the Houſhold Servants and the Guards , ſo as this Proceſtion conſiſts

of twenty five or thirty thouſand perſons. 
Together with this great Ceremony, the ordinary Proceeding of the King 


of Japan, either on Horſeback or on Mens ſhoulders, in a Palanquin (related 
1Pag.18- by the ſaid Mardeſio, as allo by Fr. Caron 1n his i deſcription of Japan) may 

be fitly remembred. Whether we regard the numerous Tram and Atten- 
k Idem, Þ.182. dants, or the manner or order thereof : * all of them marching with ſuch 
gravity and ſo orderly , that there is not only any. one man to be ſeen out of 
his Rank, but a man hears not-{o much as a word ſpoken z which may well 
deſerve our wonder and admiration. | 

There is tn the Soveraigns Privy Lodgings at Whitehall, the order of the King 
of Gulcandale his Ordinary Proceeding , when he goes abroad , ſet forth in Fi- 
gures about a foot long, it is of that Countries manner of Painting, and an ex- 
traordinary piece of Oriental Rarity,being ſent thence to Sir Martin Noell Knight, 
and by him preſented to his now Majeſty. 

But we may not yet take leave of the Grandeur of theſe Oriental. Princes, 
in relation to thele pompous ſhows, before we have referred our Reader to 
Conraed Krammer's deſcription &f the magnificent and unparralleld Proceeding 
of the Degro, (who indeed is the true Prince of Japan) when he paſt from his 
own Court in the City of Meaco , to the Emperor of Japans Palace 1n the ſame

We could here inſert the particulars of divers other ſolemn Canulcades, exhi- 
bited upon like occations, but we are unwilling to dwell longer upon then, 
lince many of them are to be met with. 

Here in Frzeland it hath been the ancient uſage for our Kings and Qn-ems, the 
day before their Coronation, to ride from the Tower through the City of I ov- 
don, 1n a moſt noble and magnificent Equipage. they beiug at thoſe times at- 
tended on by all the Nobility, Othcers of the Houlhold, and a 8 atlant and ſpleq- 

did Train. 

Among theſe, Proceedings, the order and pomp of that magnificent and nyme- 
rous Cavalcade of the preſent Soveraign, trom the Tower to Whitehall, the day 
before his moſt happy Inauguration 1s worthy obſerving, in that his 17ajeſties 
Entertainments deſcribed by Mr. Ogilby, together with the ſumptuous Arches 
which then adarned the Streets; and how well that ingenious Artiſt Mr. IFere- 
flaus Hollar hath merited both in deligaing and etching the lame, is obvious to 
every ingemous Eye, 

Beſides theſe, relating to the Inauguration of Princes, many other ſolemn and 
particular occaſions have beca honored with ſumptuous Cavalcedes; fuch was 
that of our King Henry the Eighth, when he entred Boxlogre, and is to be ſeen in 
the Soveraign's Gallery in Whitehall, being painted by a Diſciple of Hens Holberr. 

Sach was that brave Cawalcade of the late Duke of Florence, celebrated at his 
Nuptials; which, together with the Scenes and other Repreſentations, were 
etched by the moſt excellent James Callot, an Artiſt of _NCOMPRNIINS Skill and 
fancy in things of that kind. 

So al(o that of Lewis the Fourteenth, the French King, with his Queen Mari: 
Thereſa of Auſtria, into Paris, the 26. of Auguſt 1660. \hortly after their mar- 
riage, which was as full of ſplendor and magnificence as could be deviſed. But 
among theſe, and indeed above all, none ought more delcrvedly to be cele- 
brated, than that which paſſed through London upon the 29. of 17ay 1650. a day 
fiace made venerable amongſt us to poſterity, upon the ſafe and molt happy re- 
turn of the preſent Soveraign, to his Crown and Kingdom, to the unconcetva- 
ble joy of all his loyal Subjects. 

In the laſt place, touching thoſe Cavelcades made at the reception of Ambaſ 
ſadors, we have met with two (and thoſe very ſolemn ones) deſcribed at large 
in the foreſaid < Aa publics of 7.

To conclude, the Cavalcade of the Poliſh Ambaſſador upon his Reception in- 
to Rome an. 1633. was a moſt magnificent Ceremony 3 it being made publick in 


Aque Fortis,by the incomparable hand of stephen della Bella a Florentine. And 
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And now to come within the Verge of the Order of the Garter, we ſhall 
here preſent to the Readers view, {ome few, yettarely Cavalcades, made upon 
the Soveraigns entrances , not only into Windeſor Caſtle , but other places upon 
account of its Grand Solemnities, and of which we have happily met with theſe 
following Memorials, | 

The 20. Year of King Herry the Seventh, the Feaſt of St. George-was celebra- 
ted at Baynards Caſtile in London ; and the Sovereign (being at the Tower on the 
Eve) Proceeded thence on Horſeback to St. Pax!'s Church to Yeſpers, in the 
following Order. | 


 Firfi, all the Noblemen aftir their Efates and Dentees , then the Offi- 
cers of Armes next befoze the Knyghts of the Ordre, then the Knyghts of the

And when the Kyng came to the WeG Doze of Powles he did on his Bantell, 
and all the Koyghts did on theyrs, and fo entryd the Church, where ſome- 
what within the Church, there was reaby the Byſhopp which dyd the Di- 
bine Service, With the Deane and Chanons, &c, where thep ſenſed and re- 
cepbed the Kynog as accuſtomed and from thens pzoceeded to the Queere, 
and entred their Stalls, and there herd Ebenſonge 3 and aftir Evenſonge, 
the Kyng with the odpr Knyghts robe to Baynards Caſtle his Logging, wher 
bys Þyghnels remapned that nyghr. 


The * 16. of April in the following Year, the Soverazgn began his Pilgri- 
mage to the Shrine of the Bleſſed Lady of Walſingham, and took Cambridge in 
his way thither, where he arrived the © 22 of the ſame Month, and was in 
this manner received. |

Another moſt magnificent Cavalcade, was that of King Henry the Eighth, and 
the Knights-Companions into Windeſor, upon the 27. of Jay, in the 11. year of his 
Reign, being the day preceding the Eve of the Grand Feaſt (during which he 
begun his Reformation of the Statutes of the Order ) which was ordered as fol- 
lowetn. 


$0. oſs: *On the 27. day of May being Friday, the King remobed from Richemont 

2, = towards bis Caltle of Windeſor, and appointed them about one a Clock at 
Afternoon the ſame Friday, that all Noblemen, and over which <ould wapte 
upon bis Gzace, thould be ready between Richemont and Hontlowe to attend 
upon him, and in conſiveration of a ſcarcyte and firaftnes of Lodgings, as 
well as in avoyding and cſchewing of rhe cozrupt air, ebery Nobleman was 
rared and rated to a*certain number of Þozſe, that is to ſay, eberp Duke at 
60 ÞÞozles, a Marqueſs at 50 Þazſes, ebery Earl at 45 Þozſes, ebery Baron at 
20 ÞÞozles, every Knight of the Garter Batrchellor at 20 Þozſes, and no odre 
Knight o2 Nobleman to habe above 16 Þozſes, with their Carriages and all. 
And the King, thus right nobly companyed, rode to Colebroke, and at the 
Sign of the Katherines Wheel the King took his Courſer, and big Henchmen 
rithly apparelled followed, and alſo the Rings Þozle of State led, Gartier 
King of Arms woze bis Coat of Arms, the Lozd Richard Fox Bpthop of Win- 
cheſter and Prelate of the Order, with many obze great Eſtates, gabe their at- 
tendance upon his Þighneſs. The Queer and the Ladies, and their Com- 
paignies 6vod in the fefld at the Towns end, beſides the bigh way towards 
Windeſor, to fee the Kings noble Compagnie paſs bp , and then the Queen 
rode to the Ferp nert way to the Ca':'e. The King robe by Slow, and fo to 
Eton Colledge, where all they of the Colledge food along, tm manner of Prc- 
ceſſion, recetbing his Gzace after their cuſtom. 

p MS, eThe Kiog entred Windelor with his great Iþozſes, that is to ſay nine 
Courſers wich nine Children of Honor upon them, and the Maſter of the 
Kings Horſes upon another great Courſers back, following them, having and 
leading the Kings Horſe of Eftate tn his band, that is to ſay, a rich Courſer 
with a rich Saddle, and trapped and garniſhed following the King, and ſo 
entred the Caltle.

ceeded with the Officers of Arms befoze them, tnto the Caſtle, cill thep arrived 
at the Welt door of the Chapel], where was pzepared a Fozm with Carpets 
and Cuſhons, and at their entry, the Byſhop of Wincheſter ſenſed them. 

The Queene habing receibed the Mantle of the Order,, with a reverenttal 
kiſs from the Earl of Derby and Penbroke (to whom it bad ben peeſented by 
the Regiſter of the Order) put it upon the King (Caſftilted by the Caid Earles ) 
the Earls of Arundcll gnd Penbroke, receibing the Collar of the Order from 
Garter, pzeſented tt to the Queene {with the like Ceremony as was the Mant!e ) 
who pur it about the Kings Neck. | | 

Then all the Knights Companions put on their Mantles, within the Cha- 
pell Dore, and Proceeded into the Choire, and food befote their Stalls ac-* 
cozding to ancient Dzder. Then the Queene went into ber Stall , raking 
the King by the Þand, and ſetting him in the ſame Stall with ber, and af- 
cer a little ſpace, they both deſcended and Pzoreedeb up to the Þtgb Altar 
(the Queene keeping the right hand) and there Otired: afrer which, they 
retorned to their Stall, where they repoſed themſelbes. while all the Knights 
Companions pzeſent did Otter, according to their Degree, and hab taken their 
Stalls acro2ding to their ancient Cuftome. Then was 1< Deum, and de 
-rofundis (ung, which being fintſhed, they came all downe from their Stalls, 
and Proceeded to the Chapter Houle Dore, where the King, and all rbe 
Knights Companions put off their Mantles; and 1mebtately going out of the 
Chapell, they tooke their Þozles at the Chapell Doze, and Yroceeded in 
Dyer, up to the Caſtle, where. they repoſed themſelves that night. 


In the laſt place, we may properly add the duty of the Colledge of the royal 
Chappel of St. George , touching their Reception of the Soveraign , upon ſpecial 
occaſions to wit, the manner tobe obſerved by them intheir Proceeding,to mect 
the Soveraign of the Order, at his firſt coming thither in his royal State, or in his 
return after ſome great Victory, or extraordinary Action performed, or ſome 
Foreign or unwonted Atchievement 3 according to the molt decent manner there 
obſerved, by the molt invincible Prince King Hemry the Fifth, in the 9. year of 
his Reign : at which time he ordained, that this his Ceremonial (ſhould be firmly 
obſerved for ever, in the like caſes. The ſame in * effett is alſo appointed by King u Lib.N p.3074 
Henry the Eighth, only the direction 1s put into other words, and where the 
title of Caftos 1s 1n the former Precedent ulcd, in the latter, that of the Dear is 
inſerted inſtead thereof, and is as followeth.

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with a Prayer alſo correſpondent: And then kiſſing the venerable part of the Crof; 

George, he is to offer, and then to betake him- 
ſelf to his Stall, and there to (it, till the Knights of the Order have alſo offered, each 
in their turns, and placed themſelves again in their Stalls, and until the Anthem 
De Profundis hath beer ſung by the Canons, with the accuſtomed Prayers; then the 
Knights-Companions are to deſcend from their Stalls into the Choire, each of ther 
bowing himſelf towards the Altar, every time they ſo come down, and thence pro- 
ceed through the middle of the Choire,, unto vhe place where the Chapter js to be 
celebrated, at the hour of Tierce, the Soveraign of the Order following in the laſt 
place, as in all other Proceſſions, and conſequently in his abſence, his Deputy do- 
ing the ſame.

Then the $overazen above in his Stall, makes a Reverence towards the Altar, 
and being deſcended, another below , then paſſeth out and enters under the 
Canopy, which waits him at the Choire door, having his Train carried up; the 
Lord Chamberlain of the Honuſhold, it he be not a Knight of the Order, at- 
tending ſomewhat behind the fide of the Canopy, on the Soveraien's right hand, 
and the Yice-Chamberlain at the like diſtance on his left, for ſo they waited in 
the Grand Proceſſzon an.

HE order and courſe of the Second Service, ſince the time of Reforma- 
tion in the Church bf Er-g/and, hath been celebrated according to the 


directions ſet down in the Book of Commor-Prajer , eſtabliſbed by A& of 
Parliament, 
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Sec. IV. The Ceremonies on the Feaſt Day. 


Parliament, being the ſame commonly uſed on any other Feaſt-day 3 excepting 
that a —_— Epifile and Goſpel, made proper to this Feſtival, hath been ap- 
pointed to be read in their due place of the Service. The Epiſtle being the 23. 
Chapter of Denteronomy; next follows the Goſpel, taken out of the 5. Chapter of 
the Goſpel of St. Joh», beginning at the 24. Yerſe, and ending at the 30. which 
being read the Creed is ſung. 

The 0ffice appointed to be uſed on this Feaſt day in the Chappel of St. George, 
in Windeſor Caſtle, before the Reformation, may be ſeen in the Breviarie and 
Miſſale ad uſum ac conſuetudinen Sarum, which we have tranſcribed hither ; for 
(in regard that the Colledge of Windeſor was lituate within the Dioceſs of $4lis- 
bury) the Statutes of the Colledge did appoint and ordain, * that the uſe and cu- 
ſtom of ſinging, pronouncing , and celebrating Divine Service, of attending in 
the Choire and at the A/tar, or of celebrating about it the Maſſes peculiar to the 
day, or of the Yirgiz Mary, as alſo for the dead, as well in celebrating as read- 
ing, ſinging, ſtandiog, ſitting, both in the Choire and without it, and all things 


whatſoever, which were obſerved in the Church of $ali:bury, ſhould be vb- 


ſerved in this Chappel of St. George, according to the conveniency of place and 
exigency of perſons: Tothe obſervation ofthis Statute,they were alſo obliged by 
the ! InjunCtions of Jobr Archbiſhop of York , Chancellor of England, under the 
penalty of paying 12 4. to the Treaſury of the Colledge, by every one, that ſhould 
be guilty of violating or infringing the ſame. What difference there is between 
the forcſaid Office, and that appointed to the uſe of the Church of Tork (in re- 
gard it is but ſmall) we ſhall alſo note, and then cloſe this SeJ;on with the Hymn 
and Prayer, out of the Primmer of Salisbury. | 

If any be further curious to know, what alteration hath been made fince our 
Reformation, 1n this Office in the Rowan Church (tor fince then, they have ſeen 
cauſe to mend and refine divers things, in their publick Liturgie) they may have 
recourſe to the Breviarinm Romanum and Miſſale Romanum, Ex decreto Concilti 
Tridentini reſtitutum, wherein the Service is ® noted to be very ſolemn, and (for 
the honer of St. George ) ſcarce any Feſtival there,is celebrated, with more variety 
of proper and Divine Offices.

This ſaid, the Organs begin to play (continuing ſo thronghout the whole Ce- 
remony) and forthwith a Groom and Page of the removing Wardrobe (with Re- 
verence firſt made) unroll a long Carpet, and ſpread it trom before the Altar, 
downward, upon the Haut pas, alcending thereto, and then ſtand on each fide 
thereof. | | 

Which being done, the A4lms-Kehbts firſt, next the Purſuivants, Heralds, and 
Provincial Kings aſcend in uſual order, to their wonted Stations before the Al- 
tar, and dividing themſelves, flank the Carpet on both ſides.

The Knights-Companions Offrings are both of g8ilver and Gold, which they put 
into the foreſaid Baſon, held to them by the ©. two Prebends before-mentioned, 
or by || one Prebend and the Charntor, and anciently by the * Chantor only, when 
the Offering is made at Windeſor 3 but by the f $abdean of the Chappel, when they 
Offer at Whitehall. { 

The Offering being made, the Knights-Companiops riſe, and forthwith divide 
themſclves, Clarencexx conducting the Senior Knight to the 8 lower: end of the 
Stalls, on the Soverazens (ide, and there at parting from himrmakes a Reverence 
to him; and Norroy conducting the next Junior K7ght to the lower end of 
the Stalls, or- the Prixces fide, with a Reverence alſo leaves him, and forthwith 
both Kings return to their Stations, before the A4/tar. 

As ſoon as the Knights-Companions are * entred in, at the nethermoſt end of 
the Stalls, they .make their double Reverences together z and then paſs along 
the Stalls, till they come to their own, where making the like Reverences, 
they take their ſeats. 

But if any Stranger King be preſent at the Offering, he retires not to his Seat 
(after he hath offered) by the lower end of the Stalls, as is before obſerved, by 
other Knights, but along the Choire (like as doth'the Soveraign) the ſame way 
that he proceeded up.: for fo did the ' King of Denmark, an. 4. Jac. Regis, but 
the * Prince and all the other Knights-Companions , who Offered at the ſame 
time, went back to their Seats by the nether end of the Stalls: viz. at the end 
neareſt the high Altar, which ſometimes is called the! upper end, and ſometimes 
the ® Eaſt end, and. often the lower end; for ſo did Prince ® Arthxr an. 15. H.7. 
and ® Francis Duke of Montmorancy , an. 14 Fliz. the like did ? Prince Henry 
an. 16 Jac. Reg. and the Duke of York an. 19 &- 23 Car. 2. 

The Ceremonies of the two Senior Kzights Offering being finiſhed, the two 
Senior Heralds, obſerving the end of the ſaid Knights laſt Reverences, paſs down 
into the Chozre, after the ſame manger as did Clarexceux and Norroy, to bring 
up the two next Senior Knights-Companions to Offer, (forall Offer 4 according 
to theSeniority of their Stalls) who aſcend in the ſame manner, and with the ſame 
Reverences, as did the two Senior Knights,and after they have Cttered, are con- 
ducted to the lower end of the Stalls, and with uſual Reverences take their Seats. 

In like manner, do the next two Senior Heralds go down, and bring up the 
two next Senior Kn7ghts to Offer in the before-mentioned Order z which being 
done, they return to their Stalls as aforeſaid. And after them the two Junior 
Heralds deſcend, and bring up the two next Knights to the Offering , who re- 
turn as did their Seniors. 

And if there be yet more Kights-Companions to Offer, then Clarenceux and 
Norroy begin again, and go down to bring them up to Offer allo. After them 
the Heralds, again by turns, fetch up the reſt of the KX»zghts, who proceed up, 
paired or ſingle, as they have or want their Fellows, until all have made their 
reſpetive Offerings: for we find not, that the Purſuivants at Arms have at any 
time performed any yore of this Service.

The order in proclaiming the $8tile , and bring- 
ing up the ſecond Corrſe, with an exaCt proſpect of the inſide of St. George's Hall 
at Windeſor, we have here drawn together for the Readers better view. 
But where any K7ight-Companion happens to be Inſtalled at this Grand Feaſt, 
and is preſent at Dinner, then Garter, and the Officers of Arwmzs, proceed in or- 
der (after they have proclaimed the Soveraien's Stile as before) from the lower 
end of the Hall, till they come before the new inſtalled Knights Meſs, and 
there he crys Largeſs once, and.proclaims his 8tile in Engliſh only, after which 
they retire backward, and -go to Dimmer.

In this Morning Service (before the Reformation of our Church) was the i Maſs 
of Requiem ſolemnly ſung by the Abbot of Tower-hill, for the Sonls of the 
Knights-Companions and all faithful Sonls departed 3 and this was taken care for 
by the © Statutes. | 

As alſo, that at the Celebration thereof, | all the Knights at the Feaſt ſhould 
be preſent, unleſs any one were hindered by ſome reaſonable cauſe, or in ſpe- 
cial manner Licenced by the Soverargr. | 

At this Celebration were the deceaſed Kmnights-Companions Atchievements alſo 
Offered, with ſolemn Ceremony 3 concerning which we ſhall diſcourſe at large 
v anon. 

Another Ceremony belonging to the ſervice of this Morning, is the Offring 
of Gold and Silver, which when the firſt Sextence of the Offertory hath been 
pronounced, is again performed by the Soveraign (or his Lieutenant) and Knights- 
Companions preſent. 

The Ceremomies and Circumſtances appertaining thereunto at this time, are . 
the ſame throughout in all particulars, as are ſet down to be obſerved at the 
like Offering on the Feaſt Day; and therefore for avoiding Repetition, we ſhall 
refer the AKeader to the place where that is treated on® before. 

After all the betore-mentioned Ceremonies in the Chappel, and Divine Ser- 
vice are ended, the Prelate deſcends from the Altar to his Form 3 Whereupon 
all prepare to go out of the Chozre (which is exaCtly performed in the uſual 
order, as on the Eve of the Feaſt ) from whence, the goveraign and Knights- 
Companions molt commonly proceed to the Chapter-Hoyſe,where being entred,they 
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. immediately ? put off their Martles, and therewith the Ceremonies of this Grand 
' Feaſt take ending. 


Heretofore, when the Feaſt was held at hztehall, the Soveraiens Lieutenant 
and Knights-Companions were accuſtomed, to put off their Aantles 4 without the 
Chappel-Door, aſloon as they returned from Morning Service.

SECT... i 
Abſent Knights enjoined to obſerve the Grand Feaſt. 


Ith what ſtate and magnificence, and in what ſolemn order, the 
Grand Feaſt of St. George hath been, and ought to be obſerved, 
by the Sovcrazen and Knights-Companions, either at Windeſor 
Caſtle, or.any other place, where the Soveraige then happens 
to keep his Court, hath been already laid down at large ; yet 

were not all the honors due to this high Feſtival, paid to thoſe places alone, but 

+ communicated ſometimes (though in a leſs meaſure) to ſuch other, where any 

of the abſent K»jghts reſided at that time, and had obtained the Soveraien's Let- 
ters of Diſpenſation,for non-attendance with the reſt of the Knighti-Companions. 
We have alſo ſhewn how ſtriftly the $tatwres oblige the Knights-Companions 
to appear annually at the Grand Feaſt, and what ſevere penalties they inflict 
upon ſuch as are abſent: Yet leſt the honor of the Order might receive diminu- . 
tion, from too ſmall an appearance at its publick Solemnities, when perhaps 
ſome of the Knights might then be employed in the $9veraigu's ſervice, both 1n 
remote parts of the Kingdom and beyond Sea, or others ſick, or not without a 
reaſonable excuſe : it was further at the T:/7ztution of the Order Decreed, * That w_ ,, i: 
none of them ſhould depart ont of the Kingdom, without firſt acquainting the So- Stat. Art.29. 
veraign, and obtaining his ſpecial leave and licenſs. Neverthele(s ſuch as di- 
ſpoſed themſelves to undertake any military Expedition, or other honorable de- 
lign in the ſervice of Foreign Princes, whence any glory of Knighthood whe 
e 
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be hoped for, upon ſuch renowned undertakings, the * Soveraign of his ſpecial 
grace, and for his favour towards and confidence in the Knights-Companions, was 
wont to give them preference before the reſt of his Subjects, and grant them 
Licenſe to go beyond Sea, 

But whatſoever the occaſion of abſence might be, it was then alſo ordained, 
© That whereſoever any of the Knights: Companions reſided, during the ſaid Feaſt, 
they ſhould wear their Mantles of the Order, from the hour of the firit Veſpers, on 
the Eve of $t. George, till the ſecond Veſpers on the Fealt day were finiſhed: as they 
ſhould have done, had they been preſent in perſon with the Soveraign or his Deputy, 
during the whole celebration of the Fealt (in caſe they were not deprived of their Li- 
berty) the* Prorogation of the Feaſt notwithſtanding.

More particular direCions for their obſervation of it. 


* 


UT perchance, becauſe the cuſtom of theſe Celebrations at home began to 
B be neglected, at leaſt ſeemed indifferent to the abſent Knights-Companions, 
either to obſerve or not to obſerve them, it was thought needful by King Henry 
the Eighth to revive, as alſo to enlarge the Law in this particular, and therefore 
in the T1. year-of his Reign, firlt in explanation of the ſaid 11. Article of the 
Statutes of Teſtitution , He declared, and enjoined the wearing of the whole Ha- 
bit upon the Eve of St. George, viz. the 22. day of April, whether it ſhould hap- 
pen to fall within the Feaſt of Eaſter, or without, if the Knight-Comparion were 
at liberty, and not under reſtraint. Then he enumerated the times for wearing 
it,. to wit, on the Foe, at all times of Divine Service, Dinner, and Swpper3 and 
all this to be obſcrved, unleſs in cafe of War, Sickreſs, Journey, or other juſt 
impediment, when if the abſent Xnjght did wear the Garter and George, either 
in a Gold Chain, or Silk Ribband, it ſhould be accounted ſufficient. 

About three years after, when the ſame Soveraign made a general reforma- 
tion and explanation of the Statutes, he enjoined ſome other particulars to be 
done and obſerved by the abſent Knights-Companions ( whether, by © Licenſe 
or otherwile, any ot them were in his own Houſe, or any other place, and not 
under reſtraint) that is to ſay, he ſhould be bound to prepare a Capital Stall 
in the Church or Chappel, where he deſigned to hear Service, to the honor of the 
Soveraign: In which Capital stall ſhould be ſet up the Arms of the Order within 
a Garter. 

He ſhould be likewiſe bound, to erect another f $ta/l,that ſhould be as far in di- 
ſtance(according tothe proportion and length'of the ſaid Church or Chappel) from 
the Stall of the Soveraign, and on the ſame fide, as was the ſaid abſent Knights 
Stall in the Caſtle of #indeſor, and therein ſhould place his own Arzvs. More- 
over he ſhould wear the 8 whole Habit of the Order, and ſhould hear Þ Divine 
Service, {uch as by the Church is ordained for the ſaid time; aſwell the Ezer, 
the Morning, as the Aſterroon on the Feaſt day. Then, that he ſhould firſt do 
i Reverence towards the Altar, in the honor of God, and after towards the $tal/, 
wherein was fixed and ſet up the Arms of the Soveraier, aſwell and as often at his 
coming in, as at his going out of the ſaid Church or Chappel; as alſo as often as 
he ſhould paſs before the ſaid Arms. But k Emperors, Kings, Princes, or EleGors, 
are excepted, who may in this caſe ſo place their Seats, and $talls, as it ſhall ſeem 
moſt convenient to them. 

In which Decree (being ſtill in full force) we may obſerve, firſt the Injuncti- 
on upon an abſent K-ght, that doth oblige him to celebrate the Feaſt of Saint 
George, wherever he ſhall be, even then when the Soverazen and the reſt of the 


Knights-Companions hold the ſame; and next, the manner and order thereof, 
that 
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that being at large ſet down, both in reterence :o the preparations made in the 

Church , and his own deportment during the whole Ceremuny. In relation to. 
which, it is to be underſtood, that much of the ordering and adding tothe glory 

of the. Feſtzval, and the abſent Knights peculiar Honor, is left to his own pleaſure 

and ''difpoſal; as namely, 

I- The ' adorning the Church or Chappel with Arras, or other rich Hangings, | Clef. A.V. 
and furniſhing the $overazen's 8tall; nevertheleſs with this caution, that it be gre > ct 
always prepared on the right hand the entrance 1to the Choire, but if there Angleſey, fot. 
be no Choire, then-ought a partition of Hangings to be made, reſerving an en- 237-4 
trance: the middle; and on the right hand x Cloth of State, whereon to be fixed 
the Soveraigs's Arms (impaled with thole of St.George) and Stile,the Seat turni(h- 
cd with Cuſhens, and a Carpet and long Cufhen, to lye on the Desk betore it, 

2. In placing his own Stall (with his 4r-25 over it) at its juſt diſtance from the 
Sover4ien's; to which purpoſe it is neceſlary, that Garter tend him a Scheme of 
the Stalls on both ſides the Choire. 

3. In proceeding to the Church, both at 3 a Clock on the Fue of the Feaſ? 
(where, habited in full Robes, he muſt behave himſelf in all things, as it he were 
at Windeſor) and all other times while the Solemnity continues. That he be 
attended by a convenient number of Gertlemen betore him, well habited, with 
the Officers of his Houſhold, and alſo his inferior Servants in Liveriesz two and 
rwo together,according to their Qualities and Degrees. bare-headed ; who are to 
return in the ſame order as they go 5 the Gentlemen-Uſhers alloare to go bare- 
headed, and the HeralA, if preſent, to take place next betore the Knights perſon. 

4. In his Dimner on the Feaſt day, that it be noble, and his Attendance at the 
Table ſutable3 and that he dine and ſup alone at all times, unlels there happen 
to be a Knitht-Companion with him. 

5. In his Offering of money, that he make it not only on the Feaſt day in the 
morning, but the next morning alſo, aſloon as the firſt ſentence of the Offertory 
is pronounced. | 

6. That at Evering Prayer on the Feaſt day, and alſo at the Swpper following, 
he obſerve all things, as on the Fve. 

7. In wearing his Habit of the Order, until after Supper on the Foe, and all 
the Feaſt day, until ſupper 'be ended at night, 

3. That on the Morrow after the Feaſt, he proceed to the Church in his Man- 
tle only, and when Divine Service is finithed, then to put it off at the Church 
door. 

And if any thing. elſe, in the before recited Article feem ſhort or obſcure, 
the large account in the Preparations for the Grand Feaſt, and courſe to be ob- 
ſerved in the celebrations thereof (before laid down and handled) will ſuffici- 
ently clear and explain, without the afliſtance of any further Comment. 

But here we mutt note, that though the Statutes ſeem not to oblige the abſent 
Knights-Companions, to hold the Ceremonies of the Feaſt, longer than the Ever- 
ing on the Feaſt day, yet by the practice of enſuing years, they were extended 
to the Aforrow after, and conſequently obſerved by the abſent Kights, ſo long 
as the Soverazgn and Krights-Companions performed them at WWindeſor, or elſe- 
where. | | 

[f the abſent Knzght be a perlon of eminent Degree, he is to be attended by a 
Herald, or Purſuivant at Arms, or both. during the Solemmity of the Feaſt; to adde 
the greater luſtre-thereto. Thus was ® Prince Arthur av. 15. H. 7. attended at ® £5: N. pag.

SECT. IV. 
In what manner the Feaſt bath been obſerved by abſent K nights. 


N relation to the Celebrations performed by abſent Knights, the Black Book 
gives us a punGual account in a conſiderable Precedent 3 namely, of the 
£35. þ. | Feaſt of St. George holden in the Palace of Hereford, by * Prince Arthur, an. 15. 
H. 7, he being then in the Government of his Principality of Wales, and had 
with him Sir Richard Pool, one of the Companions of the Order, then his High- 
neſs Chamberlain ; this worthy Knight took care, that all thoſe things, which the 
Solemnity of the Feeſt required, and the Sovereign and Krights-Companions did 
obſerve, according to the form of the 'Starutes and accuſtomed manner, ſhould 
be moſt exaQly performed; and indeed i there was nothing intermited in the 


Xeſs, in the firſt and ſecond yeſpers, which ſolemn cuſtom required _"_— be

done, in Cenfing, Fuming, Proceeding and Offering , aſwell the Prizrce as the 
ſaid Sir Richard, but it was undgrtook and performed with much exa@nefs. 

Beſides, the Princes Sword waggbarn and held before his Stall, and his Herald 

rformed his Service with all dence ; alſo the Soveraiens Herald ſtood all 
the while before the Soveraigns Stall, which was adorned with accuſtomed Or- 
naments : and laſtly, the * Biop, who celebrated Divine Service, had his Seat 
erected near to the high Altar. 

But the publick memorials of Sir Henry Sydneys holding two ſeveral Feaſt, 
of St. George, the one at Shrewsbury, and the other at Ludlow, is worthy of a 
| place here3 ſince theſe two Corporations, have cauſed them to be conlpicu- 
ouſly recorded in their Town Hall; and from whence made Tranſcripts, when 
I accompanied William Dugdale Elqz Norroy King of Arms, in his Vilitation of 
Shropſhire, An- Dom. 1663. PEW 

That at Shrewsbxry, being written in large Letters, upon a pain of Wainſcot 
over the Chimney, in the Chamber of Concord, in the Town-Hall, is as fol- 
loweth. | 


Be it remembred, that inthe Year of our Lord 1 501. and in the 23d. Tear 
of the Reign of our moſt dread Soveraigen Lady Sucen Elizabeth, the Feaſt 
of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, was right honourably kept, in the good 
and right renowned Town of Salop, by the Right Honourable $3r Henry Sidney, 
then Lotd Preſident of the Council, eſtabliſhed in the Principallity of Wales 
and Marches of the ſame, one of the Companions of the ſame Order : the 
Arms of the Soveraign and others, Kings, Princes, 4nd Nobles, ther Inſtal- 
led, in the ſaid Noble Order, were fixed in the Church of the ſame Town, 
during the Service and Ceremonies, belonging to the ſame Order. 

Be it further remembred, that at that time then was Eletd but not Inſtal- 
led, theſe Princes following , Rudolphus the 2d. of that name Emperor of the 
Romans, Kzrg of Hungary and Bohemia , Arch-Dxke of Auſtria , Henry 
the 3d. French King , Chriſtian Kine of Denmark , and the moſt Noble 
Prince John Calimire Duke of Bavaria and Palatine of the Rhien; then be- 
ing Bailiffs, William Jones, and William Hering , who together with the 
Chieftains of the ſeveral Companies of that good Town, did in moſt decent 
ſort attend upon the ſ4id Lord Preſident , during the ſaid Fealt, together 
with the Aldermen and Bailiffs, Peers, in their Scarlet Robes ,. and. other 
Chieſtains.

In the Gallery of the New-Houſe at Ludlow are yet remaining, the ſeveral 
Scutcheons of thoſe Knights-Companions, which were (ct up tn the Chancel of 
St. Lawrence Church in Ladlow, in the 24. Year of Queen Elizabeth, whenthe 
Feaſt of St. George was ſolemnized there 3 before which the following memo- 
rial 1s allo fairly written. 


- Be it-remembred , that in the Tear of our Lord God -=- - -- and in the 
24th Tear of the Reign of the moſt Excellent aud Famons Princeſs, Elizabeth 
by the Grace of God, Queen of England, France, and Ireland ; The Feaſt of 
the moſt antient and moſt Noble Order of the Garter , was honourably kept 
in the Town of Ludlow, at the uſual days for keeping of the ſaid Fealt, by 
the Right Honourable Sir Henry Sydney Knight, Lord Preſident of the Coun- 
cil eſtabliſhed in the Principallity of Wales and Marches of the ſame, and 
one of the Companions of the ſame Order. The Arms of the Soveraign, and 
all the Princes and Nobles, being Companions of the ſamee Noble Order, and 
Enſtalled, were fixed in the Church of the ſaid Town; and there remained 

during the Ceremonies. And be it further remembred , that before the ſame 
Feaſt there were Elected and not Enſtalled, theſe Princes whoſe names follow, 
Rudolphus the Second Emperour of the Romans, King of Hungaria and Bo- 
hemia, Ar-h-Duke of Auſtria, Henry the Third the French King, Chriſtian 
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King of Denmark, and the woſt Noble Prince John Caftmnire Duke of Bavaria, =)

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and Palatine of the Rhien, -------- - maniſcſily fixed in the Church - MER 
-==--------- then Bailiffs in their own perſons did honour the Feaſt, with 


their attendance. 


Moreover the Town of Ludlow, toſhew their due reſpetts to Sir Henry $3dney, 
and readineſs to contribute to the Triumphs of this Solemnity , met and drew 
up the following Order, which we found entred in the Town Regiſter.

T is agreed upon by this Aſſembly, that Mr. Baylifis ſhall call before them, 
the [ix perſons undernamed of their Brethren, as ſoon as conveniently may, 
and they all to confer and lay down a place, how my Lord Prelident ſhall be 
gratified by the Town, towards the keeping of $t. George's Feaſt , if it be 
kept here, aud the ſaid Baylifts and their Aſlociates, have Commiſſion upon 
their meeting, to call afore them at convenient time, two out of every Occupa-

In purſuance of which we alſo found, there was delivered ont of the Trea- 
fury to Mr. Bayliffs, the very fame day, 101. and the 18 of April fol. 1ol. 195. 24. 
more, towards defraying the charges of ſuch Preparations, as the ſaid Towr made, 
upon that folemn occaſion. | 

As to the manner uſed at the obſervation of the Feaſt by a Knjght beyond 
Sea, we have an inſtance in Robert Earl of Leiceſter, | Lieutenant for Queen EF1;- 
zabeth, Governour and Captain General of the United Provinces, who kept the 
Celebration of St. Georges Feaſt in the Netherlands An. Dom. 1586. of which we 
have met with theſe broken Memorials. x 

He had a ® Seutcheon of the Order impailed with the Soveraiens Arms, fixt to 
the front of his Houle, ſo alſo upon the back of her $tall in the Church; and his 
own Ars at the back of his tall. 

He Proceeded on Horſeback to the Church, William Seager, then Portcullis 
Purſurvant at Arms, (by his appointment} riding before him wearing a ® King 
of Arms Coat, which John Cocke Lancaſter Herald, (both of them 9 imployed 
to attend the ſaid Ear]) had brought over thither, for that days ſervice, but it 
ſeems he dyed a little before St. Georges Day. 

After Sermon, Portcallis proceeded before him to the » Offering, which the 
Ear] made for the Scveraign and returned, and ſtood a little while before the 
Soveraign's Stall, and then Offered for himſelf ; which done, he returned by the 
lower end of the Desk to his own Stall, wgth his due obeyſances.

the Solemnities at their publick Funerals, many times hapning elſewhere; and 
theſe we find reducible to five heads. (1..) The number of Maſſes celebrated for 
their Souls departed. (2.) The faltning Plates of their Arms, at the back of their 
/ Stalls. (3.) Offering up their Atchievements at the Altar, and (4. Depoſiting

As to the celebrating of 2ſ:ſſes for the deceaſed Knights-Companions, though 
It might ſuffice to ſay, that it was done conſonantly to the perſwaſion of thoſe 
times, yet we ſhall-not think it much to give the reaſons thereof, as we find 
them laid down in the Prefzce to the Black: Book of the Order, in dirett relation 
to this ſolemn Ceremony performed for them. 

| b[t was the general opinian then, That _—_—_ Convents, and Colledges, 
b Lib, N. p.8. were founded out of this motive, that, among devout, charitable, and well di- 
ſpoſed Chriſtians, there ſhould be a continual harmony of Prayer, as well for 
the living as the dead. For the Livirg, that, in Peace and War, they might 
manage all their Affairs with piety, prudence, and good ſucceſs: For the Dead, 
that having obtained remiſtion, they might reign together in eternal bliſs. < And 
e bid. p46. 9- not knowing what dangers might ſurround them, the living thought themſelves 
obliged the more fervently to afftiſt them with their Prayers; ſuppoſing it un- 
certain, whether they were in glory or torment. 4 That by pious Prayers, they 
d Pag,112 might endeavour to turn Gods vengeance, due for the many fins committed in 
this life, into clemency 3 inaſmuch as continual ſupplication was indeed very 
prevalent, and might reach the ears of the Almighty. That this kind of com- 
memoration moved the greateſt Princes, to be fo expenſive in ſumptuous Stru- 
ures, for the atlembling ſuch as ſhould continually pray therein, as alſo infe- 
riour perſons, according to their abilities, to promote their own and others ſal- 
vation. And that the Princes reflecting on the uncertainty of their own lives, 
and conſidering, that many were 1n their Services cut off, amidſt the hazards of 
War, and how doubtful ſuch a departure was, endeavoured to affiſt them in the 
next World, lince they could no longer do it in this; which, if by any thing, 
was to be performed by Prayer. Out of theſe perſwaſions, that this was availa- 
able, they had their recourſe thereto, and ſo began to inſtitute perſons and pla- 

ces, for the making of Prayers to that end.

But this Article relates only to the Kmights-Companions, not to the Soveraigns 
of this moſt Noble Order; nor do we find, that any of them had Plates of their 
Arms and Stiles ſet upon the back of their Stalls, in manner as is before pre- 
ſcribed, to the reſt of the Knights-Companions. 
- King Hemry the Eighth in his Body of Statutes, alters this Article in three par- 
ticulars; firſt, as to the time of ſetting up their Plates, he appoints it to be (not 
after their death, but) 4 within a year after the Inſtallation of every Kmnight- 1 
Companion: Secondly, as to the nature of the Metal, that it may be ſuch © as + MP 
the Knight ſhall vleaſs himſelf: And laſtly, as tothe ſize, though he alſo reſtrains 
the Knights Swbjeds to a leſſer, than thoſe of the firſt Founders, yet gives he lt- 
berty to Knights Strangers, tof uſe their Plates and faſhions at pleaſure. 

As to the firſt of theſe, we find not, but that it hath been duly obſerved. But 
the Jaſt (the ze of the Plates) as will appear upon ſight, hath been little re- 
garded : For the very Plates of thoſe Knights, who were inſtalled ſoon after 
the confirmation of theſe Statutes, and chence downwards, are bigger than thoſe 
of the firſt Founders. As'to the other , relating to the Metal they are off, it is 
to be acknowledged , that the ſucceeding Knights-Companions, did prudently 
follow the example of their Predeceſiors, who appointed their Plates to be of 
Copper , and thereby unexpectedly defeated the defign of Avarice and Rapine, 
Of which we have an inſtance in the Dake of irtemberg's Plate, for that be- 
ing of Silver ahd large withal, gave ſo great a temptation, that in the late Wars 
it was forced from the back of the Stall whereto it was fixed, with ſome dit- 
ficulty ſure, (ince they could not get it thence, without carrying away ſome part 
of the Wainſcot along with it. | 

But if the Metal of theſe Plates, were of ſmall value, the workmanſhip about 
them, was extraordinary, eſpecially of late; the Plate it ſelf being gilt over, 
and the colours of the Armory and Supporters richly enamelled :- all which, 
though it added much luſtre tothe Shield, yet did it nothing contribute to the 
advantage of the Thief. 

[n tract of time , many of theſe noble and remarkable Memorials were by 


facrilegious hands torn off and imbezelled 3 which the late Soverajer of ever

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pious memory having taken-notice of, and defirous to put a ſtop to a miſchief, 
not in his power to prevent, as alſoto preſerve the remembrance of the prece- 
dent Kmnighti-Companions, commanded the Dean of Windeſor to deſcribe the 
Stiles of. thoſe'that remained in a Book,, which he accordingly did, and laid it 
up in the Colledge. _ But what became of this Book, our moſt diligent enquiry, 
could never find out. So that in May, Ar. Dow. 1659. by the civil permiſſion 
of Colonel Whichcott , then Governour of Windeſor Caſtle, all we could do, 
was, to draw the Arms and coppy out the $tiles, engraven on the Plates, then 
remaining (whilſt Mr. /ineſiaxs Holler was 1imployed by us to take ſeveral Proſ-

Firſt, That for many years after the 7T»ſtitution of the Order, the Plate 
whereon the $hiel4 was, engraved, bore no other Inſcription, but the deceaſed 
Knights name ſet at the foot thereof, under the Scutcheon of his Arms. After- 
wards his Chief Title of Honour began to be added, though now and then in 
theſe firſt and elder times, both were omitted, as alſo their Creſts. But about 
the beginning of King Herry the Eighth's Reign, not only the Knights chief 
Title, but all other his Titles of Dignity, whether Honorary , or Officiary, (and 
every thing in that kind due) were drawn together in one Inſcription, conclu- 
ding withthat of K-ight of this moſt Nable Order, and which, about the ſame 
time, the Knights-Comparnions uſed to inſert into both publick and private In- 
{truments of writing, wherein any of them were concerned, a cuſtom obſerved 
by the Knights of other Soveraign Orders abroad. For in an 8 Inſtrument, da- 
ted at Bulloign, the 20th of Febr. an. 1549. by the Noblemen and others that 
were appointed to treat of a Peace, between King Edward the Sixth , and the 
French King Herry the Second , we find, that ſuch of them, as were Knights 
of the Orders of either Kingdom, had the additions of their Orders, (as alſo the 
Regiſter of the Order of St. Michael, that title of his Office) joyned to their 
other Titles, in this manner./ | 

John Earl of Bedford, Knight of the Order. 

William Pagit, Knight alſo of the Order. 

Francis de Mountmorency Seignior de Rochepot, Knight of the Order of France. 

Gaſpard de Colligny Seignior de Chaſtillon , Knight allo of the Order. 

Guilliame Rochetell Seignior de Saſſy, one alſo of the French Kings Council, 
chief Secretary, and Regiſter,of the Order. 

At firſt, the Knights-Companions gave their Paternal Coats.of Arms, ſingly 
and without any £arterings , but towards the beginning of King Henry the 
Fifths Reign, they began to add their Qzarterines, as may appear from the 
Scutcheons of Hugh Lord Burzell, who died ® an. 9 H.5. Sir Lewis Robeſſart 
Lord Bourchier, Robert Lord Willowghby, and others. 

Yet was not the ſame generally y. v4 but left co the pleaſure of the Knights- 
Companions : But of latter times, this very thing was thought of ſuch concern- 
ment, and honour, that where a Kxight hath been elefted, who wanted Qxar- 
terings, the Soveraign hath been pleaſed to grant him another Cot of Arms, to 
quarter with his Paternal Coat, leſt otherwiſe his Barwer (which ought to hang 
over his Stall) ſhould ſeem too naked :- as in the Caſe of Robert Viſcount AKo- 
cheſter, and Thomas Earl of Kelley, in the Reign of King James. 

Shortly after the beginning of the Reign of King Hemry the Eighth, the Knights 
compaſſed their Shields, with the Royal Garter 3 and thereon (if Noblemen) 
placed the Coronet belonging to their Dignity , continuing the uſe ever fince. 
Thus adorned do we find the Scutcheon of Charles Duke of Burgundy, elefted 
Im the Reign of King Edward the Fourth, and yet we do not obſerve it uſed in all 


| the Reign of King Herry the Seventh. For though a Plete for Franke var Hall, 


= Knight eletted by the Foxnder) is hitherto ſtanding in his Stall at Findeſor, 
urrounded with a Garter, yet is not this Plate the workmanſhip of that Age, 
but engraved and ſet up of late timesz as may eaſily be obſerved, from the 
work it ſelf. 


As touching Supporters; tis true, we obſerve two Plates to which Supporters

'" A Third honour done to the defunct Kzight, is a moſt ſolemn offering up of 
his Atchievements at the High Altar, according to the magnificence of fo 

great an Order 3 namely the Banner of his Arms, his Sword, his Helmet, and Creſt, 
with its Martlings : :all which had been ſet up over his Stall, when he was 
Ioſtalled. 

The Ceremony of Offering theſe Exſigns, does not appear to have been fo 
Ordained at the Inſtitution of the Order , but rather an additional honor, in- 
ſtituted by King Hemry the Fifth, and the manner and order thereof, ſet down 
ict the 14th Article of his body of Statutes. | | 

This ſolemn Ceremony 1s1ocal to the Cheppel of St. George, within the Caſtle 
of Windeſor, and not to be celebrated, until certain notice be given to the 80- 
veraign of the Knights-Companjons Death, or that he ſhall receive a Certificate 
thereof.

Article of the Statute, which poſitively enjoins, That Þ H- 5: _ 
every part of the Atchievements ſhould be offered by two Knights- Companions (not pn "aj 
by any one ſingly or alone) but alſo to conſtant practice : For there is not one 
Example throughout all the Regiſters of the Order (excepting this now men- 
tioned) or any other authority we have ever met with, where a Knieht pro- 
ceeded lingly to the Offering of Atchievements. On the contrary, when a Knight- 
Companion happened to want his oppoſite Fellow, commonly the next junior 
Knight preſent (how much lower ſoever his Stall was placed) was joined with 
him, in aſfiſting at this ſolemn Ceremony, and of this there are many Examples; 
though we acknowledge itto be otherwiſe, both. in the direftion and practice at 
the Offering of Gold and gilver. 

By what hath been delivered, we ſee the principal perſons concerned in this * 
folemn action, are the Soveraign and Knjghts-Companions of the Obder : Nor may 
a Proxie or Deputy be admitted, to perform any part of the Ceremony (though 
in the Offering of 4 /oney he ought) as 1s clear from the Examples * of John 1 ho- q MS. in Offic.

Next,. the two ſenior Heralds paſs down into the Chorre, as did the Provin- 
cial Kings, while Garter, taking up the Sword, preſents it alſo to the two next 
ſenior Kzights, who proceed up to the Altar with the ſaid two Heralds before 
them, in the ſame order as did the former Knights-Companions, and bearing the 
Sword between them, offer the ſame with the Pomel or Hilt upward, and then 
return to their Stations below in the Chozre, conducted as before.. 

In the third place, the two next ſenior Heralds go down as before, Garter in the 
mean time preſenting the Helms and Creſt, to the two next ſenior Knights, who 
likewiſe proceed to the Altar, and thereoffer it in the ſame manner, and with 
like Ceremony, as had been the Banner and Sword. And if there be more At- 
chievements of defun&t Knights to be offered than one, the Knights-Companions 
preſent, by courſe, two and two, perform the reſt, in manner before deſcribed; 
but the Purſaivants at Arms do no part of this duty, only the Provincial Kings 
and Heralds, each in their turns and by couples. When there are the Atchieve- 
ments of ſeveral Knights to be offered, and that the junior: Heralds have done 
their duty, the Provincial Kings begin again, and ſo continue the courſe, till 
all the Atchievements be oficred 3 the Organs playing while the Offering laſteth. 

In the before mentioned order, were the Atchieverrents of the Duke of Eſper- 
20n, and Prince. Edward' offered, at the Grand Feaſt of St. George, celebrated 
at Windeſor an. 15. Car. 2. and the Provincial Kings and Heralds, as their turns 

came to officiate, took each of the Atchievements and preſented them to the 
Knights-Companions. | 

The Duke of Eſpernon's Banner, was offered by the Duke of York and Prince 
Rupert, being condudted to the Alter by Clarenceux and Norroy. 

= Fo by the Dukes of dockinehom and Albemarle, attended by York and 
Lancaſter. 

And his Healzz and Creſt, by the Earl of Oxford and Duke of Richmond, 
brought up by Windeſor and Richmond. . 

Prince Edmgrd's Benner, Sword, and Helm. were likewiſe ſeverally —_—_ 
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by the very ſame Knights who offered the Duke of Eſpernons Atchievements,cach 
pair being conducted to the Altar, by the foreſaid Officers of Arms. 

Heretofore we find, that Garter hath not only begun this Solemnity, and pre- 
ſcnted the Barner to the firſt pair of Knights-Companions, but alfa canducted 
them up to the Offering 3 for ſo was the Banner of the< Lord Grey, delivered by 
Garter to the Lord Loughborow, and, Vifcount Mountague an. 5. Eliz, and by him 
were they brought up to the Altar. 

He allo performed the like ſervice to the Earl of Penbroke and Lord Clintor, 
when they offered the Banner of the 4 Earl of Weſtmerland, the following year; 
and to the Lord Admir#! and Earl of 0rmond, an. 34. Eliz. at the Offering of the 
Banner of © John Count Palatine of the Khyne. And at the Solemnity celebrated 
for the Earl of Derby, to the Lord Howard of Effingham, and Lord Chandos an. 
16. Eliz. f Garter himſelf, and no other officer of Arms, conducted the Knights- 
Companions to the Altar; the like did he an: 30. Eliz. at the Offering of the 
Hatchments of the 5 Duke of Holſtien, Earl of Bedford, Sir Henry Sidney, and 
the Earl of Rutlind. | 

It was alſo the uſage heretofore, for the Prelate to deliver the offertd 4t- 
chievements, to ſome of the Heralds, before appointed to receive them, which 
they immediately depoſited upon (and ſometimes near) the Altar. 

In this maunner * Clarencenx and Norroy, an. 5 Fliz. (who ſtood on either (ide 
the Prebend) received the Lord Greys Atchievements, and placed them near the 
Altar. | 

Clarencenx, and Somerſet, received likewiſe the Atchievements of the i Earls 
of IWeſtmerland, Rutland, and the Lord Pagit, from the hands of the Prelate, and 
laid them on a Form, ſet beſide the 4/tar for that purpoſe. 

And ar. 34 Fl:z. Norroy, and Windeſor, afiſted to receive all the Atchieve- 
ments, of * John Count Palatine of the Rhine, the Earls of Shrewsbury, and 
Warwick, and Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 5 which they depoſited upon the Altar. But 
the preſent Soveraign, ('angs Car. 2.) gave command, that the Atchievements 
ſhould then and after be Jaid below before the Altar 3 judging it indecent to 
place them, where the ſacred Myſteries of the Body and Blood of our Saviowr 
are with great reverence Conſecrated. He alſo commanded at the Feaſt held 
an. 23 Car. 2. that when the Ceremonies of Offring were ended, the Atchieve- 
ments (hould be diſpoſed, part on the South, and other part on the North-fide 
of the Altar, till Service was finiſhed. | 

Befides theſe things already noted, there is nothing further obſervable, but 
what relates to the Atchievements themſelves, as they are become by this Cere- 
mony of Offering them in ſo ſolemn a manner, parcel of the goods of the 
Chappel, and included within the words of the ® Statutes of the Colledee, 
whereby the Soveraign granted to the Dear and Canons, all Oblationsz concern- 
ing which, we have already ſpoken, when we * treated of the Offering of Gold 
and '$7lver. | 

Hereupon, becauſe they could not be alicnated or ſold, they were commonly 
depoſited, by the Dean and Canons, in the Chapter-houſe ; and there ® an. 8 R.2, 
upon the taking of an Inventory, of all the Yeſimegnts, Ornaments, &c. of the 
Chappel 3 we find among them three $words, one of the Founder's King Edward 
the Third, another of the Earl of $»f0lke's, and the third of Sir Thomas Bani- 

ſter's, as alſq fix Helms. We allo find more afterwards added, viz.the Swords 
of King Richard the Second, of King Hexry the Fourth, when he was Earl of 
Derby, of John 4 Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, and the Earl of Salisbury. 

But the Helzzs and Swords, ? becauſe they were at firlt forged, (for this very 
purpoſe) of an extraordinary greatneſs and fize, therefore have they been 
commonly redeemed, that they might ſerve again afterwards. . 

And becauſe 1t belongs to Garter, to provide the Atchievements for the new 
inſtalled K»7gbts 3 he uſually hath compounded with the Dear and Canors,: for 
the defun&t Knights-Atchievements: To which purpoſe, Camong other compo- 
fitions) there was an Agreement drawn up in writing, dated the 20th of May, 
1606. 4 between William Segar Garter, and Gilzs Thompſon then Dean of Wind-

We ſhall conclude this $eF7on, with another kind of 0fferirg, ordained alſo 
to be made in honor of the deceaſed Knights-Companions, and Regiſtred in King 
Henry the Eighth's Body of Statuteszwhich as 11: begun not many years before our 
Reformation in Religion, ſo was it of no long continuaffce, but then took end- 
( Hen, Stat, ing, thewords of the Statute are thele. *' That if avy Knight-Companion hal! 
1.12» * deceaſe, the year before (the Celebration of St. George's Feaſt) then every Knight

SECT. L 
Of what Number the Inſtitation conſiſted. 


HE main part of our defign, relating to the 1nſtztntion, Laws, and 
Ceremonies of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, is now brought 
to a period ; what elſe we intend, with the end of our journey, 
lies now within our proſpect, and concerns the Founder. the firſt 
Knights-Companions and their Succeſiors. For King Edward the

We once intended a full and entire Hiſtory of the Lives of theſe Noble Foun- 
ders, and to that purpoſe made a large and chargeable Colle&tion out of the 
Records 1n the Tower of London, and elſewhere, of all that we could find wor- 
thy to be remembred of them: 1n which we ſpent moſt part of the years 1657+ 
1658. and 1659. But this our deſign being 4 afterwards repreſented to the pre- 
ſent Soveraign and Knights-Companions, by the late Chancellor of the Order, 
through the wrong end of the Perſpective, we thereby received ſo great dil- 
couragemement, as cauſed us to wave it, and indeed reſolved wholly to lay it 
aſide. Nevertheleſs, upon other thoughts (here being a proper occaſion) we 
are content to let in a glimpſe, of what may be improved to a far greater light 3 
and, from that ſtock of ColleFions, drawn out ſome few things relating to the 
Founder and firſt 25 Knights-Companions, particularly their Honors, Martial Em- 
ployments, famous Exploits, Matches, Iſſues, and Death; therein laying down 
only matter of Fat, and Materials for Hiſtory, without deduftions or obſerva- 
tions. All which we ſhall deliver with the plainneſs there found, being unwil- 
ling to add other Rhetorical flouriſhes, leſt we might withal caſt ſome blemiſh 
upon the native beauty of Truth. 

And in this undertaking, the Reader may ſee what Furniture (though it lye 
difperſt) our Publick Records will afford for Hiſtory; and how plentifully our 
own may be ſupplied and improved, if pains were taken therein : for what is 
hitherto made publick, hath been collefted, chiefly out of old Annals, and they 
filled with few things but ſuch as were very obvious, nay the Annalifts them- 
ſelves (for the moſt part reſiding in Monaſteries) too often byaſs'd with Intereſt, 
and Aﬀection, to Times arfd Perſons: But on the contrary, in our publick Ae- 
cords lye matter of Fact, in full truth, and therewith the Chrgnological part, car- 
ried on, even to days of the Month. So that an induſtrious Searcher may thence 
colle& conſiderable matter for new Hiſtory, recifie many miſtakes 1n our old, 
and in both gratifie the world with unſhadowed verity. 


SECT. IL 
A ſbort view of the Founder's Wars. 


'F$ begin then with the Foxrnder, the moſt Noble King Edward the Third; 
He was eldeſt Son of King Edward the Second, and 7/abe! Daughter to 
Pilip the Fourth, King of France, whoſe Sons Lewis, Philip, and Charles, (all 
Kings of Frarce one after another) dying without Iſſue Male, this Prince chal- 


lenged the Crown of France, as the next Heir male to it. 
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Of the Founder and Knights- Companions. 


He was born in Windeſor Caſtle , the 13. day of November , being © Monday 
next after the Feaſt of St. 2fartin , the Biſhop in Winter, (and the day of St. 
Brice, Biſhop , and Diſciple of St. Martin ) in the year of our Lord God 1312, 
an Aſtrological Scheme of whoſe — hath been long ſince painted in Glaſs, 
in one of the Windows of the Prebends Lodgings at Windeſor, belonging to the 
Reverend and Worthy Divine , Doctor Hever, late one of the Canons of that 
Colledge. Whence it appears, that he was born at 40 minutes after five in the 
morning of the ſaid day, the 6. Degree of the Sign Scorpio Aſcending, and the 
18. Degree of Leo Culminating. The places of the Planets, as there poſited, 
followeth. 
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The Thrurſday after his birth , he was Chriſtned in the Chappel , then of $t, 
Edward, in Windeſor Caſtle, by 4. Prieſt Cardinal, by the Title of gan&#a Priſes, 
and his Godfathers were * Richard Biſhop of Poi#iers , John Biſhop of Bath and 
wells, William Bi(hop of Worceſter, Lewis Earl of Exrenx, the 8 Queens Brother, 

ovhn de Britannia Earl of Richmond, Aymer de Valence Earl of Penbroke, and 
Hueh le Deſpenſer. | 

Within a few days after, the King his Father granted him the * County of 
Cheſter, except the Mannors of Aekklesfield, and Shotwyke, to hold to him and 
his Heirs Kings of Frgland for ever. And hkewiſe the County of Flint, and 
Cantred of Fmnglefield, with the Caſtles of Flizt and Rothelan, to hold as before, 
except the Mannor of Overtor, the Lands of azilor, $eyſnoke, and the Caſtle and 
Mannor of Holt ; after which he was thus ſtiled by the King, i Edwards Come 
Ceſtrie filius noſter Chariſſamus. 

So pleaſing to his Father was the birth of this Prince , that the 16. of Decen- 
ber following, he gave to k John Lannge Valet to the Queen, and to Tſabel his 
Wife, and the longer liver of them, for bringing to him ſo deſirable News, 
24 1. per annum, to be paid out of the Farm of Londoy. But leaving his Infancy, 
we will now proceed to his youth , and the occurrences that attended his riper 

ears. 

/ King Fdward his Father , having been often ſummoned to the Court of 
France, to do homage for the Dukedom of Aquitaine , and other his Lands 
held in that Kingdom, and ſtill delaying , till the Frezch King had ſeized there- 
on, it was at length concluded, that he ſhould give to this Prince that Duke- 
dom, who then ſhould do the Homage , and enjoy the Lands. Hereupon pre- 
paration was made» for his paſſing into France, and a little before at Langedon 
Abbey, near Dover, the King on the 2. of September in the 19. year of his Reign, 
frft gave to him, his Heirs, and Succeſlors Kings of England , jure hereditario 
imperpetuunr, the! Counties of Ponthien, and MonFftroile ; and on the 10. of the 
ſame month (at Dover) granted to him the ® Dukedom of Aquitaine, and all the 
Lands he had, or ought to hold, in the Kingdom of France, Habendum as be- 
fore 3 ® two days after, this new Duke took ſhipping at Dover, thence paſſed 
into France, and made his Homage : 1n which Journey it was likewiſe thought 
fit, that the Queen ſhould accompany him, in regard her Lands in that Kingdom 
had alſo been ſeized on. 

Shortly after his return into Englend, he was unanimouſly choſen * Cuſtos of 
the Kingdom 1a his Fathers abſence (then fled into Wales, with Hugh le Deſpencer 
the Son, Robert*Bald5ck and others) by divers of the Biſhops, Nobility, Barons; 
and Knights, de aſſenſi totins Comitatizs diff; Regni ibidem exiſtentis , and at Mart- 
lez, the e Great Seal (ſent from the King ) was delivered to him. 

Not long after, his Father reſ{iigned his Crown, upon which, great prepara- 
tions weremade'for this young Prince's Coronation, which was ſolemnly perform- 
ed at Weſtminſter, by William Archbiſhop of Canterbury , on 4 Sunday after the 
Converſion of St. Paxl, being the 1. of Feb. an. 1327. His

[ confels the firſt Aftions of Princes are looked upon by all Eyes, and not 
ſeldom, with many Obſervators, taken as the Radix, whence to calculate their 
future, either Succeſſes or Miſcarriages. If, at theſe undertakings, a full Age 
entitle them to the ſole management of Affairs, we are inclined to think a ju- 
dicious Eye may partly diſcern the ſtrength of their Fortune : But while. they 
reſide within Tutorage, and their detigns are carried on under the condu@ of 
others, the Eveat of things will manifeit a dependency upon the ſtrength or 
weakneſs of the Genius of thoſe perſons, who are the chief managers of their 
Concerns. And this was fully made good in this Prince, whoſe Martial under- 
takings were very unſucceſsful, ſpecially while the Government of the King- 
dom was committed to others (and ſometimes afterwards, when he was tyed up 
and hampered by his Allies 1n Flazders) but he no ſooner arrived at full Age, 
but his Affairs ſhewed themſelves as if diſpoſed by his own Genius ; and the 
firlt remarkable experiment was verified even upon the Scots themſelves, from 
whom before, he had received ſome affronts and indignities.

to © Dynan and took it; after which he returned to YFarres, and then? drew off 
his Forces from Namtes thither : and there the 4 Biſhop Cardinals of Pexeſtrinz 
and 7Tvſculan, ſent from Pope Clement the Sixth, obtained of him (19. Jan. 1343.) 
a Truce for.” 3 years, which the King gave way to, in hope of an honorable 
Peace. This done, the King returned into England, and * (et forth a Proclanma- 
tion, to give publick notice of this Truce, 

But the Truce expiring, the © War was again renewed, between Charles d: 
Bloys and the Counteſs of Artfort, to whole affiltance the King ſent Sir Tho- 
mas Dagworth, from the Siege of Calais, with a ſupply of men; and the Enolr/h 
having Rochedaren furrendred to them, Charles de Bloys laid Siege to it, to re- 
lief of which, the Counteſs ſent Sir * Thomas Dangorre, and Sir John Artwell who 
(® 20. June 1347.) took Charles de Blogs with the Britzene and Norman Lord: 
that were on his part, Priſoners, and raiſed the Siege; which® Charles was ſent 
into England, where he remained in cuſtody a long time. 

The y 24. of February, ar. 17. F. 3. the Kine ſummoned a Parliament to b- 
held die Lung proximyo poſt Quindeny Paſche, wherein Sir Bartholomew Furgherſh, 
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preſent at the making of the Truce necr Yarnes, declared that the King con- © 


fented thereto, * provided it might be honorable and advantageous for his Al- 
lies, and was content to have the Peace made before the Pope, as before a 
Friend, but not as a Judge; otherwiſe he would purſue his Qnarrel. And that 
as the King did not undertake this War without the aflent of Parhament, fo 
without it he would conclude no.Peace, and therefore it reſted, whether it were 
beſt for the King to take this Offer, and ſend Ambaſladors to the Pope inſtructed 
for this Affair, before Mid/iammer, or not > Hereupon both Lords and Commons 
anſwered, T hat it was good to purſue the Peace, and to ſend Amballadors, 2s 
was propoled. 

Thoſe who were firſt ſent to the Popes Court upon this Aﬀair, were * Heh 
te Deſpenſer Lord of Glamorgan b Ralph Lord Stefford , William ds Norwich, 
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Dean of Lincolr, Sir William Truſſel, and Andrew de Offord , a Civilian. The 
Authority given them was to Treat in preſence of the Pope, not as a Judge, 
but private Perſon and Friend to both parties, with the Agents of his Colin 
the Lord Philip de YValvis, upon the Kings Right to the Crown of France, as 
alſo upon whatſoever Dominions, Dignities, Honors, Lands, Poſleſſions, Pla- 
ces, and Rights appertained to him, concerning which any controverſy had ri- 
ſen between them, or was like to ariſe. After this another »Þ Commiſſion ifſu- 
ed containing the ſame powers, to Henry of Lancaſter Earl of Derby, Thomas 
de Beauchampe Earl of Warwick,, Robert de Ufford Earl of Suffolke , Hugh le 
Deſpenſer Lord of Glamorgon, Ralph de Newill, Bartholomew de Burgherſh, John 
le Grey de Ruffyn, Reginald de Cobham, and Thomas de Brodiſton, Barons, Will;- 
am de Norwich Dean of Lincoln, John de Offord Archdeacon of Fly, Robert 


 Herwaerd Archdeacon of Taunton, and Andrew de Offord Profelilor of the Civil 


Law, or to any 12, II, Io, 9, 8, 7, 6,5, 4, or 3. of them. But this Treaty 
had only the effect of continuing the Truce, yet that ſo 11] kept on the French 
fide, that the following year it occaſioned a © ſolemn complaint, ſent from the 
King to the Pope, by John Offord, Dean of Lincoln, Hugh de Newill, and Nicho- 
las de Fliſco, to require retormation , and ſecurity for the obſervance of the 
ſaid Truce, until the time it was to end, and in caſe that were not done, then 
they to ſurrender it into the Popes hands, and defy Philip de Yalozs, as the 
Kings Enemy. 

It ſeems, the deſires of the King met with a dilatory anſwer, for the 4 20 of 
OdGober following, William Biſhop of Norwich, John de Offord Dean, and John 
Thoresby Canon of Lincolz, Sir Hugh Nevil, and Sir Ralph Spigurnell Knights, and 
Nicholas de Fliſco were commiſſionated to declare before the Pope, in what par- 
ticulars the Truce had been broken, and to demand reparations : but after all 
this, no ſatisfaction being given to the King, and the Truce manifeſtly and 
notorioully violated, the King gave © Commiſſion to William de Bohun, Earl of 


Northampton to defy Philip de Yalois, as a Violator of the Truce, an unjuſt Uſur- 


per of his inheritance 1n Frazce, and his Capital Enemy. And f ſhortly after, 
he ſet forth a Manifeſto touching the diſſolution of the Truce, wherein the cau- 
ſes were declared at large : being the ſame with the s Letters ſent from him to 
the Pope and four Cardinals, the 26. of May preceeding. 

This being done, the King with all diligence * provides an Army to enter 
France the following year, and the'i 5. of July in the 20. year of his Reign, 
took Shipping at Southampton ; but inſtead of failing towards Goſcojgne, whe- 
ther he at firſt intended, (upon the advice of Sir Geoffry de Harecourt ) he di- 
verted his courſe, and made towards Normandy, and landed at Hoges ſaynt Waſt, 
* the Ifle of Conſtantine not far from St. Saviours le Vyconnt, the * 12. of July 
after. 

Upon his arrival he ordered his Army in ! three Battels, the one marched 
on his right hand along the Sea-ſide, the ſecond on his left 3 both which exceed- 
ingly 1nriched themſelves with the ſpoils of the Country : and himſelf with 
This Battel conſiſted of -3000. men at Arms, 6000. 
Archers, and 10000. Common Souldiers. 

'The firſt Town he took was ® St. Lo, in Conſtantine, rich in Drapery, and 
next ® Cacr; the plunder of it, and other places, conliſting * of Cloth, Veſlcls 
of Silver and Gold, Jewels, and more than 60. Knights and 3oo. Burgeſles, 
made Priſoners, were ſent to the Ships, and tranſported into Ergland. After 
this the King marched on, waſting and burning the Country and entred Liſtenx, 
the Chief City of Normandy, for Wealth and Merchandize, and plundered it. 
And hence, he gave e Letters of ProteQion and ſafe condu&t to the Cardinals 
of Tiſclan, and St. John, and St. Puxl, ſent from the Pope to mediate a Peace. 
From thence he marched into the Country of Exrexx, and ſpoiled it, and leaving 
Roan, he paſled to Gaillon, and burnt it, with Vernon, Pont de Lache, and all the 
Country thereabouts, and went over the River Seyze to Poiſſy. Hence (having 
thus overrun and waſted Britagne and Normandy) the Engliſh Marſhalls rode 


towards Paris, and burnt St. Germain en Laye, Monntjqy, St. Clou, Pety Bolayne 
near 
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neer Paris and the Bourg le Reyne, which cauſed the French King to retire to St. 
Denys. Sir Godfrey de Harecourt encountred a conſiderable party. of the Bur- 
geſles of Amiens, going to the aſhiſtance of the French King, of whom he kill d 
1200, and defeated the reſt, and took their Carriages and Baggage. 

About this time the 4 French King had ſent notice to King Fdward, that Cc q Rot.Norman. 
would give him Battel, the Thurſday, Saturday, Sunday, or Aondiy after, be- OP» . 
twixt St. Germains de Preez, and Valeirart de 12 Paris, or between Franconville ea 
and Ponthoiſe; in anſwer to which, ( from Artes 15. Ang.) the King ſent him 
word. that he was come thither, to put an end to the War by Battel, but that 
the ſaid French King had broken down all the Bridges, ſo that they could not 
come at each other. That he had come to Poiſfy, and*repaired that Bridge, 
and there ſtayed three days expecting him, and that the French Forces might 
have come on, either on the one fide or the other, at his pleature. But foral- 
much as they did not, he could not thea give him Battel,*and therefore now re- 
ſolved to paſs further into the Kingdom, and there ſtay till he had ended the 
War, or advantaged himſelf, and diſabled his Adverſaries: Nevertheleſs if he 
would combat him, to ſave thoſe which he challenged for his Subje&ts, upon 
notice of the Hour, he ſhould find him ready for the Encounter, and this he 
principally deſired for the benefit of Chriſtianity, fince he had refuſed to accept 
of, or propole any reaſonable way for effecting Peace. 

This anſwer was not liked by the French King; therefore the Kine having | 
ſtayed at * Poiſy, and there kept the Feaſt of- our Lady in Angyſ?, marched r Froiff. Chron, 
thence into the Country of Beauwoſpr, burning and deſtroying all before him. #2 ©] 
One night having lodged in an Abbey, and next morning after- his departure, - 
looking behind him, he ſaw it on fire, but he hanged 20 of his Souldiers, that 
had done the miſchief; becauſe at his firſt entrance into France, he had cauſed 
Proclamation to be made throughout his Army, that no man, upon pain of death, 
ſhould violate a Church, or burn a Religious Houſe. | 

As he paſſed by Bearwois, he fired the Suburbs, and went thence to Gran- 
villers. He alſo took and fired the Caſtle of Angers, and the Town of Fork, and | 
the two Caſtles3 and drawing neer to * Abbeville, he endeavoured to paſs the rrriy: tib. 1; 
River of Some, but founding ſeveral places found no Ford; at length one «2. 126:

This Army (then which never before departed from England, one greater or 

more gallant) marched through the very heart of France, and laid all waſt be- 

fore it : for the French, not daring to encounter the King in all his March, kept 

themſelves within their fortified Towns, and relinquiſhed the Country to the 

ſpoil of this Army : and to the end, the Reader may obſerve themed of this 

Expedition, we will here ſet down from Froiſſard the moſt notable places it 


paſſed through. Nann 2 From 
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From Calais (on the ? 4. of November) he marched through the Country of 
Artois, by Arras, and (o to Beawuvozs thence into Thierach, and ſo to Reims, to 
which he laid Seige for 7. weeks , but proviſion growing ſcarce thereabouts, 
he departed towards Chaalons in Champaeigne, and thence towards Troyes, Ton- 
werre, Noire, Mont-royal and ſo to Avallon, 4 where he ſtayed from Aſh-Wedneſ? 
day to Midlent. During this time the young Duke of Burgojgne ſent ſome No- 
blemen to the King, who made a Compoſition with him to preſerve his Country 
from plundering, for 3. years: after which the King diſlodged his Army , and 
marched towards Paris, and fat down within two Leagues of it at Bowrg 
la Reyne. | 

The King of Sicily was not the only Aſtrologer that prognoſticated of King 
Edward's ſucceſs 3 but one * Fryer John de Rochtaylade (as Froifſard calls him) 
whom Pope I-nocert the Sixth kept Priſoner , had foretold many notable 
things, which about that time came to paſs, among others (being demanded 
an account of the War) he affirmed, that all the miſery that had been ſeen, 
was not like that to come, and for the waſting of France, afſigned the years 
1356, 1357, 1358, and 1359. which hapned right enough : for ſo great deſo- 
lation and devaſtation was made by the Sword and Famine in thoſe years, that 
when King Edward entred France 4.1359. he met with exceeding great ſcarcity 
of proviſion of all kinds, and in all places where he paſſed. 

While the King lay at Borrg la Reyne, he ſent his Heralds to Paris, to de- 

mand Battel of the Duke of Normandy (eldeſt Son to King Johrr, and then 
Regent of Frence) to which he would not conſent 3 whereupon the King dil- 
lodged,and went to Marte le herry (where he arrived on © Tueſday before Eaſter, 
being the laſt of 2farch) intending to enter the Country of Beauſſe, and ſtay 
part of that Summer in Britagne, and about Auguſt to return, and beſiege Paris: 
but the Pope ſending into France, the Abbot of Cluygny, and Simon de Lengres, 
Provincial of the Friars Preachers, with Hugh de Geneve Knight, Sejgnenr d' Au- 
ton, the Duke of Normandy diſpatcht them to King Edward, to propoſe a 
Treaty of Peace, who required things ſo great, they could not be yielded to. 
Howbeit they ſtill followed the King to Chartres, where a meeting for Com- 
miſſioners, on both ſides, was conſented to, and they brought demands to ſuch 
moderation, that, (with the Duke of Lerxcafters effeQtual perfwaſion) theKing 
was content to accept of Peace. But what inclined the King to hearken there- 
to (as * Froiſſard tells the ſtory) was this 3 That while the Commiſſioners on 
both ſides were upon Treaty, and the King wholly untraQable, there fell in the 
Kings Army ſo great a Tempeſt of Thunder, Lightning, Rain, Hail, and Stones 
of ſuch bigneſs, that kill'd both Men and Horſesz at which time the King, be- 
holding the Church of our Lady of Chartres, vowed devoutly to condeſcend 
to Peace. This prodigious ſtorm hapned on Eafter Munday, which falling that 
year on the * 14. of 4prit, neer a Month before the concluſion of the Treaty, 
was from its diſmal effects, called » Black Munday, which name it retains to 
this day. . 
The —_ was managed between * Edward Prince of Wales, and Charles 
Regent of France, their Proctors and Agents, in the s name of both Kings, theſe 
two * Princes, and all the SubjeQts of France. Thoſe deputed on the Engliſh 
part, were Sir Reginald de Cobham, Sir Bartholomew Burgherſh, Sir Francis Hale, 
Bannerets, Sir Miles Stapleton, Sir Richard la Vache, and Sir Neel Loring, Knights, 
and others of the Council of the King of Exgland. Thoſe other on the . French 
fide were the Elle& of Beawnes, his Chancellor Charles Lord Momorency , Mon- 
fieur John le Meingre Marſhal of France, Monfieur Aynart de la Toxur Lord of 
Vivoy, Monſieur Ralph de Ravenal, Monſieur Simon de Bucy, Knights, Monſieur 
Stephen de Paris, and Peter de la Charite, his Councillors, with many others of 
his Council deputed by King John and Himſelf. 

At firſt a Truce was agreed on (the * 7. of May, 4n. Dow. 1360. In the 34- 
year of King Edward over England) to continue wll 24:chaetmas following, and 
thence till Michaelmas ar. 35 E.3. which upon the return of the King into Eng- 


land, was, by Writs bearing Teſte the 24. of the ſame Month, commanded "a 
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be publiſhed throughout all the Sea-Ports in Englard 3 and by a like Writ, no- 
tice was given to the Duke of Lancaſter, to proclaim it in Gaſcoigne. And the 
next day (viz. 8. of Jay) were the Articles referring to a final Peace, agreed 
to on the behalf of both Kings. | 

This was'that Famous Treaty of Rexnnciation, of both Kings, ſo much ſpo- 
ken of by Writers (to which their eldeſt Sons were parties) in Fegard the King 
of France renounced the Sovyeraignty of ſeveral Territories to King Edward 3 
and he in like manner renounced his Title to Frarce, and ſome other Places, all

That King Edward ſhould have in Demain;all that any of his Predeceflors an- 
ciently held in the Town of Mornſtrereul, on the Seaz As alſo all the County of 
Ponthieu ( with ſome few exceptions) the Townand Caſtles of Calais, the Towns, 
Caſtles, and Lord(hips of Aerk, Sangate, Coloigne, Hames, Wale, and Oye, with 
their appurtenances, as likewiſe all the places lying within the Juriſdictions and 
bounds following 3 that 1s to ſay, from Calais to the border of the River before 
Gravelinges, and bo by the ſame River round about Langle, and by the River 
that runneth beyond the Pol, and by the ſame River that falleth into the great 
Lake of Guynes to Fretor , and thence by the valley about Calculy Hill, inclo- 
fing that Hill, and foto the Sea, with $Sangate, and all the appurtenances, that 
the King ſhould have the County of Guynes, with all the Lands, Towns, For- 
treſſes, Places, Men, Homages, Lordſhips, Woods, Foreſts, and Rights there- 
unto belonging, in as ample manner as the then late Earl of Gzyzes, or his Pre- 
deceſtors held the ſame; and likewiſe all the I{les adjoining to the Lands afore- 
ſaid, and all other Iſles he then held. 

That the King of France, and his eldeſt Son the Regent, ſhould before A46- 
chaelmas 1361. give and deliver to the King of Exzeland his Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, all the Honors, Obediences, Homages, Liegeances, SubjeQions, Fees, Ser- 
vices, Recognizances, Rights, and all manner of Juriſdictions high and low, 
Reſorts and Saveguards, . Advowſons and Patronages of Churches , and all 
Lordſhips and Soveraignties, with all the right they had and belonging tothem, 
by any Cauſe, Right, Title, or Colour, or to the Crown of France, in the ſaid 
Cities, Counties, Caſtles, Towns, Lands, Countries, Iſles and Places, and of 
their appurtenances and appendencies, without holding any thing to them, their 
Heirs or Succefſors, or Crown of France. And allo to give notice toall Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, and Prelates, and all Earls and other Noblemen, and Citizens, 
by Letters-Patent 1n all the ſaid places, to yield obedience to the King of Er- 
gland, his Heirs and Succeſſors, in the ſame manner as they had obeyed the 
Kings and Crown of France, and thereby alſo to quit and abſolve them of all 
their Homages, Fealties, Oaths, Obligations, Subje&ions, and Promiſes made to 
the Kings and Crown of France. And that the King of England, his Heirs, and 
Succeſlors, ſhould have and hold all the forementioned Cities, Counties, Ca- 
{tles, Lands, Places, and Perſons, perpetually and freely in their Lordſhip, So- 
veraigaty, Obedience, and Subjedtion, as the Kings of France had or did hold 
them in times paſt, and all the Countries with their appurtenances in all Free- 
doms and Liberties perpetually, as Lords and Soveraigns, and as Neighbors to 
the King and Kingdom of France, without any acknowledgment of $overaige,

or making any Obedience, Homage, Reſort, or Subjetion, Service, or Recog- 
CG niſance in time to come, to the Kings or Crowns of France, of the Places or 
Perſons aforenamed, or any of them. 

The Renunciation on the Kzzg of England's part, was as to the Name and 
Right to the Crown and Kingdom of France, to the Homage, Soveraignty, and 
Demiin of the Dutchies of Normandy and Thouraine, of the Earldoms of Anjou 
and Maine, to the Soveraignty and Homage of the Dutchy of Britagwe , and 
Earldom and Country of Flanders, and all other demands that King Edward 
made, or might make to the King of France, for what cauſe ſoever, *except 
ſuch things as by the ſaid Treaty ought to be delivered to him and his Heirs. 

It was alſo agreed, that the King of France ſhould be brought to Calais, with- 
in three weeks after 24idſummer tollowing, and ſhould pay for his Ranſom three 
Millions of Eſcuts of Gold ; two of which ſhould be worth one Noble Engli/þ. 
And that there ſhould be paid to Kirg Edward 600000 Eſcuts of Gold, within 
four Months, accounting from the time of the King of France's arrival at Calais, 
and within one year enſuing 400000 Eſcuts more; and from that year, every 
year following, 400000 Eſcuts, till the faid three Millions were paid. And 1t 
after appears in the ſame Roll, that King Edward had received 400000 Eſcuts 
(part of the firſt 600000) the 24. of OFober 1360. and for payment of the other 
200000, he gave time till Chriſtzras and Lady-day following. 

Furthermore, that certain of the Nobility of France (aſwel of thoſe who were 
made Priſoners at Poiiers as others) ſhould remain Hoſtages in Ezgland for the 

_ King of France, namely, Lewis Earl of Anjoz, John Earl of PoiGiers, both Sons 
to King John, the Duke of Orliens his Brother, the Duke of Burbor, the Earl! 
of Bloys, or his Brother the Earl of Alayſon, or the Lord Peter of Alanſon his 
Brother, the Earls of St. Pol, Harecourt, Pontien, Valentynois, Brene, Vandemont 
and Foreſt, the Viſcount Beaumont, the Lords of Conſy, Fienles, Preaux, St. Ve- 
naunt, and Garenciers, the Dauphin of Auvergne, the Lords of Hargeſi and 
Montmorency, Sir William of Craon, Sir Lewis of Harecourt, and Sir John Ligny. 
And the Names of the Priſoners were theſe, Lord Phzlip of France, the Earls of 
Eu, Longnevil, Pontien, Tankarvile, Jeigny, Sanceurre, Dampmartin, Ventadonr, 
Salebruche, D'auceurre, and Vendoſme, the Lords of Craon and Dernale, the Mar- 
ſbal Dodenham, and the Lord Daubyry.. 

Beſides theſe, the King of France was obliged to deliver at Calais, within 
three Months after he departed thence, - in further pledge for the accompliſh- 
ment of this Treaty, four Perſons of Paris, two of each of the Towns here 
named, to wit, St. Omer, Aras, Amyens, Beauves, Liſle, Donay, Tourney, Reyms, 
Chaalons, Troies, Chartres, Thoulouſe, Lyons, Orliens, Compeigne, Ronen , Caen, 
Tours, and Bowrges, and theſe to be of the moſt ſufficient and beſt Burgeſfles of 
theſe Towns. 

d Ret.deTraY, It was moreover agreed, 4 That the King of France, and his Heirs Kings of 
Pacs Fr. 34: France, ſhould quit the Alliances they had with the Scots, and never give to 
that K#ze, Kingdom, or Subjects, preſent or to come, any aid or affiſtance againſt 
the King of England, his Heirs or Succeſlors, his Realm or Subjefts, nor make 
any alliance with the Scots, in time to come, againſt the King and Realm of 
England. And the like Article was agreed to by the King of England, in refe- 
rence to his Alliance with the Flemmings. 

There were divers other particulars agreed to, on the behalf of both K3ngs, 
and ſet down in this Treaty of Peace, which we (deſigning brevity do omit 
but theſe are the main and principal to our preſent purpoſe.

could not agree of an indifferent place to meet at, and fo the time limitted by 
the Truce ſpinning on, abſolutely expired. And in this poſture the Aﬀairs 
relating to France ſtood (to wit in open hoſtility) till the Death of King 
Edward, 

'Thus we (ee, that from the breach of the Treaty, and Entry.upon King Ed- 
wards Territories, to the time of his Death, he all along ſteered againſt the 
Tide of adverſe Fortune, and what with Invaſions, Revolts, and diſaſtrous 
accidents (though no pitch'd Battel was fought) nothing of his great Con- 
queſts remained to him, but only Calajs, and the (mall Territory adjoining. 

But of the {trange unſucceſstulneſs of theſe ſirbſequent years, there might be 
three main cauſes : Firſt, the loſs of ſo many ſtout and well diſciplin'd Soul- 
diers, as,upon their diſbanding after the Peace made near Chartres,joyned them- 
ſelves to the ® Companions, and marcht into Spain, Italy, and Germany (to 
which number may be added thoſe who periſhed in the Princes expedition into 
Spain, of whom ſcarce the " fiftth man returned) a ſort of people ſo inur'd to 
War, and ſuch as had gained ſo great experience therein, that the very Com- 
mon Souldiers among them were men of good condut. The French King knew 
well enough, how much King Edwards power was weakned, through the want 
of thoſe men, and that, as to ſuch as might be raiſed a-new (few of them ha- 
ving been trained up in the former Wars) he thought he might the berter dea] 
with them, in regard that many of his own diſbanded Souldiers, were (till within 
his Kingdom, and lay ready at his ſervice. 

A ſecond cauſe might be, that the King declining in years, and the Prince of 
Wales growing daily worſe and worſe of a lingering ſickneſs, without hope of 
Recovery, the French King took the more heart, and began now not to fear, 
either them or their Fortunes, which before had proved lo terrible to France. 
And therefore he ſuppoſed if he could make a ſhift but to keep his Forces on 
Foot, againſt their declining power, he might deal well enough with thoſe 
who ſhould ſucceed them : none of King Edwards other Sons, having given 
ſuch proof of their ſucceſs in martial affairs as to be feared by him, and much 
-—_ any ſuch thing to be expected, when an Infant Kizg was likely to 
ucceed, | 

Laſtly, His ſupplies of Money from his $#bjeFs,who before had freely enough 
opened their Purſes to carry on the War, began to fail him: For being tyred 
out, with the proſecution of it, they complained of Poverty 3 and thence it 
came, that the Forces raiſed to recover what was loſt, were inconfiderable,in 
compariſon of the former Royal Armies levied for his own and the Princes 
expeditions.

This Voyage with the .King into Fraxce, was the laſt Martial Employment 
this Great Dake undertook 3 and as he had manifeſted to the World, the wil- 
dom and valour of a great Commander, and fucceeded happily 1n Martial Af- 
fairs, ſo was he no Enemy to Peace, 'but as ready to lay hold of it on fair and 
honorable terms, as he was forward to draw his Sword in defence of the Kings 
honor and right: And this was moſt evident at the Treaty of Bretagne neer 
Chartres, where ' though the King was very unwilling to accept of a Peace, up- 
on terms offered by the French, yet moved by the perſwalive Arguments of 
this worthy Dake, he condeſcended thereunto. It was alſo upon his 5 motion,

In the Battcl at Poi&zers , the © French King and his eldeſt Son encountred 
the Battel of the Engliſh Marſhals, led by the Earls of Warwick and $»ffolk : 
And after the Victory, the Prince ſent this * Earl and Sir Rezgnold Cobham, to dil- 
cover what was become of the French King, who after ſome time eſpied a Com- 
pany of Souldiers together, and riding'towards them, found the French King on 
foot in great danger, between the Ergliſh and Gaſcoigners ( for they had taken 
him from Sir Denzs Morbeck, to whom the King firſt yielded himſelf, and in to- 
ken thereof had given him his right Gannt/et_) there oy above 10 Knights 
and Eſquires among them, who challenged him for their Prifoner 3 but this Earl 
entring the throng , commanded the Souldiers to fall back, and brought King 
John to the Prince. ; 

In this Battel, the Earl himſelf took Filliam de AMellenn Archbiſhop of Seixz 
Priſoner (tor whoſe Ranſom he after received » 8000l.) and therein beha- 
ved himſelf molt valiantly, and got great renown 3 having fought ſo long, that 
his * hand was galled with the management of his Sword and Poleax. 

This Earl was in the ! Gaſtoigne War, 7.31. E. 3. he alſo attended the King 
in his Expedition into France, ar. 33. E.3. And after the Peace was agreed 
upon at Bretigny near Chartres, and the King returned to England , he gave this 
Earl ghe * Command of all the Forces he left behind him in Gzyerne, or any 
other place on that ſide the Sea.

In this Journey he 
ſpent * 3 years, having made great proof of his Valour in the Eaſt Countries 
againſt the Pagans and in his return for Erglard, brought along with him the 
King of Litzuania's Son, to whom, being 5 chriſtened in London, this Earl was 
Godfather, and named him Thomas. 

His Commiſſion for * Marſha! of England was renewed to him ay. 40. E.3. and 
the following year i he and the Biſhop of Durham, and ſome others, were im- 
powered to ſuperviſe the Marches of $cotland, and to tfeat with David de Bruys 
about the rupture of the Truce formerly made at Berwick , and ſeveral injuries 
done by the Scots. 

He married * Katherize, one of the Daughters of Roger Mortimer Earl of 
Muirch, who dyed ſome few weeks before him. He had by her theſe ' Children ; 
Guy his eldeſt Son, who died in Frencez Thomas, who ſucceeded him in his Earl- 
dom 3 ® Reynburn, William Lord Bergaveny ; and Roger. His Daughters were

This noble Earls laſt a&tion was in the Ifle of Carx, an. 43. E. 3. for * paſſing 
over to Calazs in affiſtance of the Duke of Lancaſter (as is mentioned.) the 
French having intelligence of his coming, preſently withdrew in great confufion 
from Chalke-hill where they had pitcht their Tents, and upon his arrival, under- 
ſtanding that the Ezgliſo had only faced the French,and not fought them, he could 
not forbear to condemn their flackneſs, and out of a high ſence and indignation 
thereof, ſaid, 7 will go on.and fight, before the Engliſh bread which we have eaten be 
digeſted ; and forthwith paſt into the Iſle of Caux in Normandy, which he entred 
withiFire and Sword : but returning to Calazs, he fell ſick of the Peſtilence (then 
vulgarly called the Third Mortality) and died on the © 13. of November. His 
Body was brought over into Exgland, and interred in the middle of the Choire 
of the Collegiate Church at Warwick; the Sculp of whoſe Monument is to be 
ſeen in the? Antiquities of Warwickshire.

Homage, as the Dukes before had done. : 

In the Prince's Voyage to Spain he had command in the Yan, led by the Duke 
of Lancaſter, and immediately before the joining of the Battel, this noble Kniolt

Martyn an Eſquire, {truck him under his Eye into the brain 
with a Glave 3 for having * loſt the ſight of that Eye five years before, as he was 
hunting a Hart neer Bordeaux, he ſaw not the blow come. The French knew 
him by his Surcoat of Arms, and endeavoured to get his body, but his Uncle 
Edward Clyfſord beſtrid him, and defended it ; and other reliet coming in, the 
French men were taken Priſoners. He was thence carried to Aortymer For- 
treſs, where he lay a day and night ſpeechleſs, and then died, and lies there 
buried. , | 

His death was exceedingly lamented by all , and when the French Kin 
heard of it he was very much troubled, ſaying, * there was now no Knight W; 
alive, that was able to make Peace between the Kings and Kingdoms of France 
and Ergland; ſo much was he feared, ſo highly eſteemed, and fo generally 
beloved. |
